TITLE  1— CANON  18. 

GENERAL  REGULATION  OF  MINISTERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

5;  1.  [1]  It  is  hereby  required  that,  on  the  election  of  a  Minister  into 
any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered, 
to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form  or  to  this  efifect: 

We,  the  Church  Wardens  (or  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  we, 
the  Rector  and  Church  Wardens),  to  the  Right  Rev.  (naming  the  Bishop) 
or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee)  that 
(naming  the  person)  has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  (or  Assistant  Minister, 
as  the  case  may  be)  of  (naming  the  Parish  or  Church), 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

N.  B. — The  date  of  election  to  the  Rectorship  should  be  given  in  the 
Canonical  notice  sent  to  the  Bishop. 

5;  2.  No  minister  moving  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  to 
another  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector  or  Stated  Minister,  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  District  to 
which  he  removes  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following: 

I  do  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev.  A B has  been  Canon ically 

transferred  to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  minister  in  regular  standing. 


TITLE  XL— CANON  12. 

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  THE  LAITY. 

?5  1.  A  Communicant  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another  shall  pro- 
cure from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or  if 
there'  be  no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate  stating  that 
he  or  she  is  a  Communicant  in  good  standing;  and  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish  or  Congregation  to  which  he  or  she  removes  shall  not  be  required 
to  receive  him  or  her  as  a  Communicant  until  such  letter  shall  be  pro- 
duced.

CANON  VII. 

VACANT  CHURCH  AND  CLERICAL  SETTLEMENT  AND  REMOVAL. 

Section  1.  Whenever  an  incorporated  Church  becomes  vacant,  it 
shall  b«  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the 
Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  Prior  to  the  election  of  a  Minister  of  any  incorporated 
Church  the  Vestry  shall  inform  the  Bishop  of  the  name  and  residence 
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of  the  person  they  propose  to  elect;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
Vestry  to  take  action  on  any  name  until  the  receipt  of  the  Bishop's  ac- 
knowledgment of  such  notification,  and  of  his  accompanying  suggestion,  if 
there  be  any:  Provided  he  be  at  the  time  within  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  his  reply  be  not  deferred  longer  than  thirty 
days  after  the  receipt  of  said  notification.  If,  after  the  expiration  of 
six  months,  the  Vestry  of  such  Church,  which  has  become  vacant,  shall 
fail  to  call  or  settle  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  the  dut^'  of  the  Bishop  to  ap- 
point one,  and  he  shall  notify  the  Vestry  of  such  appK)intment,  and  upon 
their  concurrence,  the  Minister  so  appointed  shall  become  Rector  of  the 
Church. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese,  or  others, 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  va- 
cant Churches  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus  supplied,  to  defray 
all  the  expenses  incidental  to  such  occasional  services. 

THE  bishop's  trust  FUND. 

Resolvedy  That  at  the  Episcopal  visitations  the  offerings,  after  the 
Bishop's  travelling  expenses  have  been  paid,  be  hereafter  devoted  to  a 
Bishop's  Trust  Fund.— Convention,  1889.

Resolved^  That  any  Missionary  of  this  Diocese  who  may  be  precluded 
by  pecuniary  inability  from  attending  the  Annual  Convention,  be  re- 
quested to  advise  the  Bishop  of  such  fact;  and  that  upon  application  of 
the  Bishop  in  such  behalf  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  the  latter 
shall  extend  the  necessary  aid  to  enable  such  Missionary  to  meet  his 
brethren  in  Convention.

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  is 
hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  pay  tothe**Treasurer  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,"  each  recurring  year,  so  long 
as  the  necessity  may  exist,  such  portion  of  the  money  realized  from  the 
assessment  upon  the  Parishes,  as  shall  be  over  and  above  the  amount 
required  to  pay  the  annual  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  to  be.  used 
in  making  good,  so  far  as  it  will  go,  any  deficiency  that  occurs  in  the 
Bishop's  salary  from  the  insufficient  avails  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 
Provided^  that  in  no  event  shall  the  sum  paid  from  the  General  Fund 
toward  the  Bishop's  salary  exceed  the  amount  of  the  deficiency  for  that 
year,  which  deficiency,  when  it  becomes  apparent,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Association  shall  officially  certify  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and 
the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  voucher  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention.     [Journal  1880,  page  30.]

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 

OF  THE  OPENING  OF  THE  CONVENTION  AND  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  Each  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened  with 
prayer;  the  morningf  session  with  the  Daily  Morning  Prayer.  On 
the  first  day  the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows:  Provided,  that 
when  the  first  session  of  the  Convention  is  an  evening  session,  this  order 
may  be  proceeded  with  as  far  as  judged  convenient,  and  resumed  the 
next  morning. 

1st.  The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  the  Convention  shall  be 
called  to  order,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention  (or,  in 
his  absence,  the  Secretary  pro  tempore^  to  be  elected  viva  voce)  shall 
call  out  the  names  of  Clergymen,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention, 
and  shall  enter  into  the  Journal  the  names  of  those  who  are  present. 

2d.  The  names  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  entitled  to  representa- 
tion shall  be  called,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  from  each  shall  present 
their  certificates  of  election,  which  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of 
two  clergymen  to  report  thereon. 

3d.  On  the  acceptance  of  their  report,  the  Roll  of  the  Lay  Delegates 
elected  shall  be  called,  and  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention 
organized. 

4th.  Irregular  and  defective  certificates  shall  be  reported  to  the  Con- 
vention, which  shall  decide  on  the  admission  of  the  delegates  therein 
named. 

5th.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  may  appoint  an 
assistant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

6th.  If  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  l)e  absent,  a  Treasurer  pro 
tempore  shall  l)e  elected  viva  voce. 

7th.     The  President  shall  appx>int  the  following  Standing  Committees: 

On  Admission  of  Parishes  and  Missions  into  Union  with  the  Conven- 
tion— consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman. 

On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Fund 
for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen — consisting  of  three  laymen. 

On  the  Report  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan 
— consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen. 

On  the  Report  and  Accounts  of  the  Board  of  Missions — consisting  of 
two  clergymen  and  three  laymen. 

On  Unfinished  Business — consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two  lay- 
men. 

On  Christian  Education  and  Akeley  Institute — consisting  of  three 
clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  Canons — consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  Church  Literature — consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  State  of  the  Church — consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  two  lay- 
men. 

8th.  The  reports  of  the  Standing  Committees,  the  Board  of  Missions, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm 
Clergymen,  and  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan, 
shall  then  be  presented  and  referred  to  the  appropriate  committees. 

9th.     The  Bishop's  address  shall  then  be  in  order. 

10th.  The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  unfinished  business 
shall  then  be  presented. 

11th.  The  Parochial  reports  shall  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  when 
he  sees  fit  to  call  for  them. 

12th.     Miscellaneons  business. 

13th.  Wednesday  evening  of  the  Convention  shall  be  devoted  to  a 
general  missionary  meeting  for  reading  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
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sions,  delivering  addresses  and  to  transact  any  other  business  which 
may  promote  missionary  zeal  and  work  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  On  the  second  and  each  subsequent  day  the  Order  of 
Business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1st.     The  roll  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  called. 

2d.     Reading  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day. 

3d.     Elections. 

4th.     Reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  in  their  order  in  Rule  7th. 

5th.     Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

6th.     Miscellaneous  business. 

Section  3.  On  the  first  morning  of  the  Convention,  immediately  be- 
fore the  mid-day  recess,  shall  be  made  nominations  for  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  Standing  Committee,  Board 
of  Missions,  Members  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan,  other  than  the  ex-officio  members  of  such  Association,  not 
exceeding  ten  in  number,  and  the  number  to  be  fixed  by  resolution  be- 
fore the  nominations  are  made,  and  in  that  year  in  which  a  General 
Convention  is  to  be  held.  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Missionary  Council. 

Nominations  for  Supplemental  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
shall  not  be  made  until  after  the  Deputies  have  been  elected.  When 
nominations  are  made  for  any  office,  the  names  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  presented. 

The  Secretary  shall  cause  all  names  proposed  ior  any  office  to  be 
printed  on  separate  tickets,  and  the  voting  shall  be  by  erasing  the 
names  of  those  for  whom  the  members  do  not  wish  to  vote.  Separate 
ballots  shall  be  taken  for  each  office,  and  the  election  shall  be  the  order 
of  the  day  from  4  o'clock  of  that  afternoon. 

Section  4.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  from  the  sittings  of 
the  Convention,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  ab- 
sence. 

2d.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes  of 
the  session  about  to  close  shall  be  read  and  corrected,  and  signed  by 
the  President,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

3d.  No  resolution  shall  be  entertained  until  it  shall  have  been  re- 
duced to  writing;  and  no  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention until  it  is  seconded,  and  when  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President. 

4th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and  motions  for 
any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named. 
A  motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  always 
in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

5th.  A  question  being  decided,  it  shall  not  be  reconsidered  at  the 
same  annual  session  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present;  nor  without  a  motion  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the 
prior  decision. 

6th.  Every  member  present  when  a  motion  is  put  shall  vote  thereon, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention. 

7th.  On  the  requisition  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall 
be  called  and  entered  on  the  Journal.  (Concerning  the  vote  by  orders, 
see  Constitution,  Article  VIII.) 

8th.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention;  and  when  he  may  deem  it  advis- 
able, he  may  appoint,  on  a  committee  to  report  to  the  next  Convention, 
a  person  qualified  to  be  a  delegate  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

9th.     When  a  member  desires  to  speak,  he  shall  arise  and  address 
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the  President  in  an  audible  voice.  If  more  than  one  member  arises, 
the  President  shall  determine  the  preference. 

10th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

11th.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  Convention  without  leave 
asked  and  voted.

D.,  Right  Rev.  G.  Mott  Williams.  D.  D.,  the  Revs.  J.  F.  Conover,  D. 
D.,  Wm.  Prall,  D.  D.,  Henry  Tatlock,  J.  T.  Ewing,  and  Father 
O'Brien.

The  53d  Conference  was  appointed  to  meet  at  Dowagiac  April  24-26.

The  Convocation  was  postponed,  being  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
the  Diocese  that  a  meeting  has  not  been  held.

J.  Stuart  presented  the  matter  of  excessive  assess- 
ment of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  who  moved  that 
the  sum  of  $91.00  be  returned  to  the  Parish. 

Moved  and  carried  that  the  above  matter  be  referred  to 
'*The  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
vention and  of  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  Fund." 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  Mr.  Jacob  Kleinhans,  pre- 
sented his  report: 
To  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan: 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  called  upon  to  act  as  Chancellor  in 
the  following  matters: 

1.  At  the  request  of  the  Bishop  I  acted  as  arbitrator  between  Rev. 
A.  H.  Locke  and  the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  of  Grand  Rapids,  in 
a  controversy  respecting  the  amount  Mr.  Locke  claimed  was  due  him 
for  salary. 

2.  Advised  St.  Paul's  Church  of  Muskegon,  how  to  re-organize  un- 
der the  new  Act. 

3.  Prepared  Articles  of  Incorporation  of  St.  John's  Church,  Mount 
Pleasant,  and  sent  them,  with  letter  of  instruction,  to  Rev.  J.  N.  Rip- 
pey,  M.  D. 

4.  Advised  Senior  Warden  of  Church  of  Good  Shepherd  of  Grand 
Rapids,  in  regard  to  sale  of  Church  property  for  street  improvements, 
and  prepared  papers  to  protect  the  Church  from  such  sale. 

5.  Prepared  Articles  for  the  re-organization  of  St.  Paul's  Church  of 
Elk  Rapids,  and  also  Articles  to  amend  their  original  Articles  of  Asso- 
ciation.

The  Standing  Committee,  elected  by  the  Twenty- fifth  Annual  Con- 
vention, held  in  Grace  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  June  7  and  8,  1899,  met 
upon  the  day  of  election,  as  required  by  Canon,  and  was  regularly  or- 
ganized by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Robert  R.  Claiborne  as  President, 
and  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Fortescue  Gairdner  as  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 
The  Committee  has  held  six  meetings,  all  in  Grand  Rapids,  and  upon 
the  following  dates:  June  7  and  27,  September  26,  November  9,  Decem- 
ber 7,  1899,  and  January  20,  1900. 
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The  official  acts  of  the  Committee  for  the  year  are  as  follows:  Ap- 
propriations were  made  from  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  in 
behalf  of  Aged  and  Disabled  Clergy,  and  the  relief  of  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  clergy.  An  appropriation  was  also  made  for  the 
Rev.  J.  W.  Bancroft  to  be  applied  toward  the  purchase  of  the  Mendon 
loan. 

Consent  was  given  the  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Muskegon,  in  the 
matter  of  conveyance  of  land  to  Mr.  Thomas  Hume,  Muskegon. 

Mr.  D.  Charles  White,  of  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  was  recommended  for  Holy 
Orders. 

Mr.  William  Henry  Webb  of  Grand  Rapids,  and  Mr.  Frank  Round- 
enbush  of  Albion,  were  recommended  to  the  Bishop  as  candidates  for 
Holy  Orders, 

Mr.  Charles  R.  Wilkes  of  Allegan,  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  D. 
G.  Robinson. 

Consent  was  given  to  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Memorial 
Church,  Grand  Rapids,  to  borrow  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  in 
behalf  of  indebtedness  upon  said  Church,  and  the  purchase  of  a  fur- 
nace. 

The  Rev.  Norman  Harrison  of  Charlotte,  was  recommended  to  the 
Bishop  for  advancement  to  Priest's  Orders. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Van  Antwerp,  D.  D.,  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  the 
Rev.  Lewis  Brown. 

The  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  for  the  consecration  of  the 
following  named  persons  as  Bishops  of  the  Church:  The  Rev.  Joseph 
Marshall  Frances,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana;  the  Rev.  Arthur 
L.  Williams,  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Nebraska;  the  Rev. 
W.  Lr.  Gravatt,  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Virginia; 
the  Rev.  Sidney  Catlin  Partridge,  as  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District 
of  Kyoto;  the  Rev.  Robert  Codman,  Jr.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Maine;  and  the  Rev.*  Charles  P.  Anderson,  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCIAL  AGENT  OF  THE  CHURCH  HELPER. 

Owing  to  the  long  continued  illness  of  the  former  editor  of  the  Church 
Helper,  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Bancroft,  it  became  necessary  to  change  the 
place  of  publication.  The  matter  was  laid  before  the  Boardof  Missions. 
It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that  the  paper  ought  to  be  published  at 
Grand  Rapids.  But  assistance  was  needed  in  the  publishing.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Vicbom  of  Dowagiac,  offered  to  render  the  assistance,  and 
secured  a  rate  for  printing  so  much  lower  than  any  offered  at  Grand 
Rapids,  that,  after  further  consultation  by  correspondence  with  the 
Board  of  Missions,  it  was  thought  best  to  have  the  paper  published  for 
a  year  at  Dowagiac.  This  arrangement  is, likely  to  make  the  paper 
self-sustaining.

The  Rev.  R.  H.  F.  Gairdner,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  read  the  report  of  the  Board: 

To  the   Twenty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the   Diocese   of  Western 
Michigan: 

The  Board  of  Missions,  elected  by  the  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Conven- 
tion, held  in  Grace  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  June  7th  and  8th,  met  in  the 
Church  immediately  upon  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  and  was  reg- 
ularly organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Fortescue  Gairdner 
as  Secretary  and  Mr.  D.  6.  Robinson  as  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  Dur- 
ing the  year  seven  meetings  have  been  held,  and  it  will  be  gratifying  to 
the  Convention  to  know  that  the  Board,  to*  whom  they  were  pleased  to 
entrust  the  Mission  work  of  the  Diocese,  have  recognized  the  responsi- 
bility imposed  upon  them,  by  a  worthy  attendance  upon  the  meetings. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  in  Grand  Rapids,  November  9,  1899,  Mr. 
Charles  R.  Wilkes  was  appointed  Treasurer,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  D.  G.  Robinson.  Although  the  Board  has 
already  taken  appropriate  action,  in  giving  expression  to  its  sorrow  and 
its  loss  over  the  death  of  Mr.  Robinson,  yet  it  would  here  again  t>ear 
witness,  to  its  loss  of  a  faithful  colleague,  and  its  personal  share  in  a 
sorrow,  which  it,  and  the  entire  Diocese,  sustained  by  his  death.

From  the  quarterly  reports,  and  also  from  correspondence  with  the 
Missionaries  and  other  sources,  the  Secretary  is  enabled  to  give  a  fair 
presentation  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  work  for  the  year. 

The  Rev.  A.  Wetherbee  continues,  with  his  usual  zeal,  in  the  work 
committed  to  his  patient  care.  Under  the  fluctuating  conditions  of  this 
work,  -it  cannot  be  expected  that  more  can  be  done  in  this  Mission  than 
is  now  being  done — keeping  the  Church  open  as  a  witness  to  our  Faith, 
and  ministering  to  the  faithful  few  who  gather  about  it. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Westover  has  labored  hard  to  enlarge  the  interests  of 
the  Church  at  Ludington,  but  the  field  is  not  an  easy  one  to  till,  and  the 
growth  is  slow. 

The  Rev.  Norman  Harrison  ministered  to  the  people  of  St.  James', 
Sturgis,  up  to  October  1,  1899,  when  he  was  appointed  to  the  charge  of 
Grace  Church,  Charlotte,  and  under  his  care,  the  work  in  this  place 
shows  an  honorable  record  of  activity  and  zeal. 

The  work  at  Holy  Trinity,  Benton  Harbor,  seems  to  be  in  a  precarious 
condition,  but  it  is  hoped,  that  with  wisdom  and  care,  the  Rev.  Frederic 
Welham,  who  is  in  charge  of  this  Mission,  and  also  St.  Paul's,  St. 
Joseph,  may  be  able  to  restore  again  the  general  interest.  It  would  be 
a  wound  to  the  Diocese  to  have  this  Mission  suspended.  From  St. 
Joseph  most  gratifying  reports  of  progress  are  made.  The  hope  of  the 
Church  for  years  is  about  to  be  realized,  in  the  erection  of  a  Church 
building,  and  all  things  about  it  indicate  a  satisfactory  growth. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Gairdner,  who  assumed  charge  of  Grace  Church, 
Holland,  in  December,  1899,  is  meeting  with  the  well  deserved  success 
expected  of  him.  A  class  of  twenty-five  was  presented  to  the  Bishop, 
during  Lent,  for  confirmation.  This,  among  a  people,  many  of  whom 
are  of  alien  life  and  alien  tongue,  presents  a  pleasing  prophecy  for  the 
future. 

The  work  at  St.  James',  Pentwater,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
Joseph  S.  Colton,  has  suffered  serious  loss  through  the  burning  of  sev- 
eral factories,  and  the  failure  of  a  bank  in  that  place.  This  has  so 
crippled  the  ability  of  the  people  to  redeem  their  pledges,  made  in  be- 
half of  the  Mission,  that  it  will  be  necessary,  in  order  to  supplement  the 
revenue  of  the  Missionary,  to  include  within  that  work,  Newaygo,  or 
some  other  adjacent  Mission. 

St.  John's,  Mt.  Pleasant,  under  the  energetic  care  of  the  Rev.  J.  N. 
Rippey,  M.  D.,  is  assuming  a  position  in  the  community  of  steady  and

conservative  growth.  In  many  ways,  it  is  seen,  that  the  people  appre- 
ciate, with  grateful  regard,  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  witness 
with  loyalty  to  her  faith  and  purity. 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Armstrong  is  meeting  with  his  usual  success  in 
Emmanuel,  Petoskey,  and  under  his  faithful  ministry*  has  led  his  de- 
voted and  loyal  people,  from  a  Mission  to  the  dignity  of  a  Parish.  He 
has  also  ministered  with  much  acceptance  to  the  people  of  Charlevoix 
and  Manton. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann  has  ministered  regularly,  and  with  exceeding 
comfort,  to  those  peculiarly  committed  to  his  silent  ministry  and  care, 
throughout  the  Diocese.  The  gracious  provision  which  the  Church 
makes  for  the  maintenance  of  this  faithful  Missionary,  is  a  beautiful 
tribute  to  her  loving  care  for  **all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men." 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Beeson  has  imparted  new  life  to  St.  Paul's,  Green- 
ville. The  neglected  Church  has  been  beautified  and  adorned,  the  peo- 
ple united,  and  in  many  ways  abundant  testimony  is  given  to  his  faith- 
fulness, activity  and  zeal.  The  many  blows  this  Mission  has 
withstood,  and  now  again  begins  with  new  life,  is  evidence  enough  that 
it  is  a  part  of  the  Household  of  God. 

St.  Paul's,  Elk  Rapids,  under  the  efficient  ministry  of  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Cuthbert,  has  nothing  but  a  record  of  continued  progress  and 
happiness  to  make. 

The  Rev.  Charles  T.  Stout  of  Grace  Church,  Traverse  City,  and  also 
in  charge  of  East  Jordan  and  Central  Lake,  is  to  be  commended  for  his 
peculiarly  successful  work  in  all  these  places.  The  Church  at  Traverse 
City  is  growing  with  a  satisfactory  growth,  and  East  Jordan  and 
Central  Lake  promise  t>etter  things  than  hitherto  in  their  history. 

The  Mission  of  St.  Alban's,  Dowagiac,  and  St.  James*,  Cassopolls, 
though  under  the  active  ministry  of  the  Rev.  H.  P.  Vicborn,  are  still  in 
a  state  of  promise.  Realizing  the  duty  and  importance  of  planting  the 
Church  at  Dowagiac,  the  Bishop  was  led  to  appoint  the  Rev.  Mr.  Vic- 
born, and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  if  we  have  not  made  much 
progress,  yet  we  have  not  lost  ground.  It  takes  time  to  prepare  the 
ground  and  the  granite  for  an  enduring  foundation.  Yet  we  have  reason 
for  encouragement  when  it  is  noticed  that  the  Communicant  listhaslieen 
doubled  within  the  year.  St.  James',  Cassopolis,  is  sustained  only  by 
the  interest  of  a  faithful  few,  and  yet  the  Church  has  a  duty  here. 

The  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev. 
Sidney  Beckwith,  is  beginning  to  show  the  results  of  his  careful  and 
faithful  care. 

St.  John's,  Grand  Rapids,  which  has  t>een  ministered  to  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year,  by  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Burch,  is  now,  as  a 
result  of  his  able  ministry,  in  a  better  and  more  hopeful  condition  than 
it  has  ever  been. 

The  Rev.  Woodford  P.  Law  has  ]atx>red  with  marked  acceptance  in 
South  Haven,  and  many  signs  of  success  have  been  given  him.  Paw 
Paw  is  also  being  infused  with  new  life  under  his  wise  care. 

Lyons  continues  its  good  work  under  the  earnest  care  and  supervision 
of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Thomas,  D.  D.  If  the  Rectors,  situated  near  feeble 
Missions,  were  to  imitate  the  Missionary  devotion  of  Dr.  Thomas,  it 
would  contribute  much  toward  solving  the  problem  of  uncared  for  Mis- 
sions, and  carry  comfort  and  relief  of  mind  to  the  Bishop. 

Miss  Milnes,  since  December,  1899,  has  acted  as  Visitor,  Catechist  and 
Instructor  in  various  parts  of  the  Diocese,  with  unusual  acceptance,  and 
has  in  every  way  justified  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  is  appointing  her 
to  the  office.  Wherever  Miss  Milnes  has  gone,  she  has  since  been  fol- 
lowed with  the  combined  entreaties  of  Priest  and  people,  to  return  to 
their  assistance  again. 

The  Board,  in  the  submission  of  its  report,  would  wish  it  were  able 
to  indicate  a  greater  material  growth  for  the  work  of  the  year,   and  yet 
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it  is  assumed  that  much  has  been  accomplished  by  our  faithful  Mission- 
aries, which  cannot  be  measured  as  with  the  yard  stick  of  commerce, 
and  that  there  is  abundant  reason  to  be  thankful  for  the  measure  of 
extension  g'iven  the  Church  during^  the  year.  Perhaps  the  most  cheerful 
outlook  of  the  Board,  is  its  belief  in  the  preparedness  of  the  people 
throughout  the  Diocese,  to  receive  the  messag'e  of  the  Church.  It  is 
evident  to  any  one,  who  will  take  the  time  and  care  to  observe,  that  there 
are  numbers  and  numbers  of  people,  scattered  all  through  our  towns  and 
country  districts,  who  are  open  to  the  influence  of  the  Church,  if  only 
she  will  seek  them  out.  There  is  a  deep  seated  dissatisfaction  among 
the  people  with  the  methods  of  modern  Sectarianism,  and  largely  so, 
because  the  people  have  outgrown  what  Sectariansim  is  able  to 
present  to  them.  They  now  desire  strong  meat,  not  milk,  and  still  less 
— ^milk  and  water.  To  meet  this  growing  condition,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  maintain  what  ground  we  have  already  claimed,  it  will  be 
necessary  for  the  funds  of  the  Board  to  be  increased  this  year,  over  what 
the  pledges  now  promise.  Not  only  must  provision  be  made  for  main- 
taining the  Church  wherever  her  standard  has  been  planted,  and  for 
continuance  in  the  work  of  promising  undertakings,  but  provision  must 
also  be  made  for  supplementing  the  salaries  of  some  of  our  p>oorly  paid 
Priests.  It  is  with  shame  that  the  Board  regards  the  meagre  salaries, 
which  some  of  our  Missionaries  are  obliged  to  live  upon,  and  it  is  the 
prayer  of  the  Board  that  the  Church  throughout  the  Diocese  may  be 
wakened  to  its  plain  duty,  and  enable  the  Board  to  meet  the  duties 
entrusted  to  it,  without  retrenchment,  and  the  doling  out  of  pitiable 
pittances  to  our  earnest  band  of  Missionaries.  We  are  painfully  sensi- 
ble of  the  disappointment  of  some  Missionaries,  and  the  personal 
deprivations  which  it  will  entail  upon  others,  unless  some  reasonable 
increase  be  made  to  their  present  insufficient  stipends.  It  is  therefore 
sincerely  hoped,  that  all  Parishes,  whose  pledges  this  year,  are  not 
commensurate  with  their  ability  to  give,  may  be  led  to  reconsider  their 
pledges,  and  meet  the  needs  of  the  Diocese  with  generous  and  worthy 
gifts.  It  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  Board  to  state  what  a  Parish 
shall  contribute,  but  it  is  within  its  province  to  remind  all  Parishes, 
that  a  gift  to  be  acceptable  to  God  must  bear  upon  it  the  sign  of  the 
cross. 

The  Board  would  try  to  present  as  a  further  reason  why  every  effort 
should  be  made  to  increase  the  pledges  this  year,  the  announcement 
made  to  the  Bishop,  through  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Board,  under  date  of  May  15,  1900,  that  the  appropriation  for 
Western  Michigan  for  the  fiscal  year  •  would  be  reduced  $260,  and  this 
means  only  as  the  beginning  of  a  plan  by  which  all  appropriations  will 
be  gradually  withdrawn  from .  organized  Dioceses.  In  some  way  this 
curtailment  in  the  usual  grant  from  the  General  Board  must  be  made 
up.  In  view  of  the  great  hardship  which  this  proposed  action  of  the 
General  Board  will  entail  upon  many  other  Dioceses,  as  well  as  our 
own,  the  Board  asks  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution,  and  trusts 
that  it  will 'meet  with  the  hearty  concurrence  of  the  house: 

That  Whereas^  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Church,  has  notified  the  Diocese,  through  the 
Bishop,  that  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1900-1901,  will  be 
$1,040.00,  a  reduction  of  20  per  cent,  from  the  amount  allowed  in  pre- 
vious years,  and 

Whereas,  In  the  communication  referred  to,  we  are  informed  that 
this  action  is  in  accordance  with  the  declared  policy  of  the  Board,  grad- 
ually to  withdraw  all  appropriations  from  organized  Dioceses. 

Resolved^  Therefore,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan,  now  assembled,  enter  its  earnest  protest  against  this  action, 
and  by  this  action  place  itself  upon  record  as  considering  such  a  policy, 
applied   indiscriminately,   to  be  unfair  to  the  weaker  Dioceses,    and 
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unwise  and  dangerous  in  its  bearing  upon  the  Domestic  Missions  of  the 
Church.

Miss  Milnes,  the  Woman  Missionary,  read  her  report: 

REPORT  OF  MISS  MILNES. 

Being  "free  to  serve*'  and  having  long  cherished  desire  to  be  of 
greater  use  in  the  Church,  we  asked  the  Bishop  if  there  was  any  place 
for  a  woman  worker,  he  replied  that  there  was,  and  the  first  of  last 
September  received  our  appointment  as  Missionary  of  the  Diocese  of 
Western  Michigan,  but  with  the  privilege  also  from  Bishops  Dayies  and 
Williams,  of  working  in  the  eastern  and  northern  parts  of  our  State.  It 
is  a  little  difficult  to  report  one's  own  work,  but  I  remember  that  it  was 
said  of  Paul  and  Barnabas  after  they  returned  from  one  of  their  Mis- 
sionary journeys  *'and  when  they  were  come  and  had  gathered  the 
Church  together  they  rehearsed  all  that  God  had  done  with  them." 
The  first  three  months  were  spent  largely  in  preparation  for  ;the  work, 
study  and  acquainting  the  Priests  of  the  Diocese  of  our  willingness  to 
help  in  any  way  in  the  Missions  and  Parishes,  although  during  the 
time  we  taught  a  Bible  class,  conducted  two  meetings  for  young  women 
and  gave  two  illustrated  talks  to  children  and  one  to  a  Sunday  school. 
In  December,  Grand  Rapids  was  the  first  place  visited,  giving  a  short 
address  at  the  Women's  Auxiliary  meeting  in  connection  with  the 
Bishop's  anniversary  and  speaking  in  Grace  Church  at  the  union  meet- 
ing of  the  Sunday  school.  In  Grand  Haven  we  spoke  to  the  Sunday 
school  and  Junior  Auxiliary  of  St.  John's  Parish  and  addressed  the 
young  women  of  the  Akeley  Institute.  Since  then  we  have  visited  Big 
Rapids,  Newaygo,  Charlotte,  Coldwater,  South  Haven,  Ionia,  Lyons, 
Homer,  Greenville,  Luther,  Sherman,  Ludington  and  Grand  Rapids, 
working  in  two  Parishes  in  the  last  named  place.  We  have  remained 
a  week  or  ten  days  in  each  place,  giving  an  address  or  Bible  reading 
each  day  and  where  there  was  no  Rector  conducting  the  entire  meeting. 
We  call  them  meetings  following  the  advice  of  the  Bishop  in  not  trying 
to  give  them  the  dignity  of  the  regular  Church  service,  although  using 
her  pra3'er8  and  hymns.  The  work  is  much  the  same  although  differ- 
ing somewhat  in  each  place.  Besides  the  meeting  each  day,  we  try  to 
call  on  all  the  Church  people  and  those  showing  any  interest  in  the 
Church,  trying  to  make  them  see  the  need  of  Baptism  and  Confirmation 
or  renewed  zeal  in  His  service.  At  Big  Rapids  a  Junior  Auxiliary  of 
about  twenty  members  was  organized,  had  prayers  with  a  blind  man  and 
his  wife,  also  with  a  sick  woman.  After  holding  a  week's  meeting  in 
the  Church  at  Charlotte,  cottage  meetings  were  held  for  several  days. 
During  our  visit  to  Ionia,  we  addressed  the  men  in  the  House  of  Cor- 
rection and  held  a  noon  meeting  for  girls  in  a  shirt  factory.  Homer  has 
several  girls  of  about  15  years  of  age  desirous  of  being  confirmed  and 
we  expect  to  return  there  soon  to  prepare  them  for  that  purpose.  In 
Luther  we  held  a  cottage  service  for  a  man  that  is  sick,  which  seemed 
greatly  appreciated.  Beside  the  Junior  Auxiliary,  organized  in  Big 
Rapids,  we  have  given  an  address  on  Missions  in  each  place  with  the 
exception  of  two.  Urging  the  reading  of  Missionary  literature  at  Guild 
meetings  where  it  did  not  seem  practicable  to  have  an  Auxiliary  and 
bringing  in  a  lesson  on  Missions  in  each  children's  meeting  held,  of 
which  we  had  one  or  more  in  each  place. 

Lest  it  should  seem  strange  to  see  a  woman  doing  public  work  in  the 
Church,  we  remind  the  people  that  there  have  been  women  workers  in 
he  Church  from  t  he  earliest  times.      St.  Paul  entreats  his  yoke-fellow

to  **he1p  those  women  which  labored  with  him  in  the  Gospel"  and  we 
are  quite  sure  that  he  did  not  mean  those  that  helped  him  g'et  up 
Church  socials  and  bazaars. 

Among^  his  helpers  in  Christ  Jesus,  he  speaks  of  Priscilla,  Mary, 
Junia,  Tryphena,  Tryphosa,  Julia  and  the  Sister  of  Nerens. 

We  read  in  the  Psalms  that — "The  women  that  publish  the  tidings 
are  a  g-reat  host."  In  the  first  verse  of  that  last  chapter  of  Romans, 
where  St.  Paul  speaks  of  so  many  women  helpers  we  read  **I  commend 
unto  you  Phebe  our  sister  which  is  a  servant  of  the  Church"  and  as 
such  I  came  to  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  this  Diocese.

The  report  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  read  by  Miss 

Milnes. 

woman's  auxiliary  report. 

It  is  again  my  duty  and  privilege  to  prepare  the  report  of  the  work  of 
the  Western  Michigan  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  the  Board 
of  Missions. 

In  December,  at  the  time  of  the  celebration  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Anni- 
versary of  the  Consecration  of  our  Bishop,  a  conference  of  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Auxiliary  was  called  at  Grand  Rapids.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  and  the  impulse  given  to  Auxiliary  matters  at 
that  time  was  felt  all  through  the  year. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  in  Kalamazoo  May  22nd  and  23rd. 
After  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  and  the  Bishop's  address, 
the  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  The  roll 
call  showed  a  representation  from  thirteen  branches  and  seven t^'-three 
women  present.  One  Parish,  South  Haven,  sent  a  delegate  for  the  first 
time. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  we  find  that  our 
pledge  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  $470.00  has  been  met  in  full,  the 
pledge  made  last  year  towards  building  a  Church  in  Sendai  has  been 
paid  and  there  is  a  balance  in  the  treasury.  Attention  was  especially 
called  to  the  united  offering  which  is  so  small  now,  that  unless  greater 
effort  is  made  this  next  year  to  increase  the  amount,  we  shall  fall  short 
of  our  offering  in  18^ 

We  have  sent  out  fifteen  boxes,  valued  at  S736.89.  Several  joint  boxes 
w^ere  sent,  six  branches  uniting  in  one  for  Colorado,  and  five  in  another 
for  South  Dakota,  thus  enabling  us  to  send  much  more  valuable  boxes 
than  we  could  do  otherwise. 

The  reports  from  the  Junior  Auxiliary  were  especially  gratifying, 
showing,  as  they  did,  not  only  more  work  accomplished,  but  greater  in- 
terest in  that  work.     One  new  branch  at  Big  Rapids  was  reported. 

As  a  number  of  letters  had  been  received  during  the  year,  asking  sug- 
^stions  for  Junior  work,  two  Junior  branches  were  asked  to  send  spec- 
imens of  their  work  to  Kalamazoo  to  form  part  of  the  Missionary  Ix>an 
£xhibit  shown  there.  For  this  exhibit  articles  were  kindly  loaned  from 
the  Mission  House  in  New  York  which  were  very  interesting,  and  the 
Kev.  Everett  P.  Smith,  of  Detroit,  sent  some  maps  as  suggestions  for  a 
Parish  meeting.  To  this  was  added  a  missionary  box  planned  and 
prepared  by  the  Grand  Rapids  branches,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Hadley,  as  a  suggestion  of  things  needed  at  one  of  our  Indian  boarding 
schools,  and  as  a  further  hint  of  work  which  can  be  carried  out  by  any 
branch. 

Miss  Ankatel  prepared  a  paper  on  methods  of  Junior  work,   which 
was  read  by  Mrs.  O'Brien,  and  Mrs.  Powers  read  a  paper  pleading  for 
the  united  offering,  asking  that  every  woman  in  the  Diocese  might  make 
use  of  the  mite  chests,  and  warning  them  against  that  sin  of  sins,  indif 
ferencc- 
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We  were  especially  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Emery  with  us.  Her 
presence  was  an  inspiration.  She  made  a  stirring*  address  to  the  women 
in  the  afternoon  full  of  practical  suggestions,  and  again  in  the  evening 
spoke  to  a  larger  audience,  her  address  being  preceded  by  appropriate 
introductory  remarks  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Claiborne,  Rector  of  St.  Luke's 
Church.  The  evening  service  was  followed  by  a  reception  in  the  par- 
lors of  the  Parish  House,  which  was  largely  attended,  and  which  did 
much  to  add  to  the  pleasure  of  the  meeting.  She  visited  afterward  the 
girls  of  Akeley,  and  spoke  to  the  Juniors  and  Auxiliaries  of  Grand 
Rapids. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Auxiliary  has  faithfully  distributed  the  valuable 
leaflets  sent  to  her  by  the  Junior  Auxiliary  Publishing  Society  and  the 
Board  of  Missions.  As  she  has  said:  *'If  there  is  any  waste  it  is  at 
the  basket  end  of  the  line.*'  She  has  also  formed  the  nucleus  of  a  Mis- 
sionary Lending  Library  for  this  Diocese.  About  twelve  volumes  have 
been  loaned  for  it,  and  the  Bishop  has  kindly  offered  to  lend  books  from 
the  Diocesan  library  to  those  who  apply  for  them.  Miss  Wheelock,  of 
Grand  Rapids,  was  elected  librarian  at  the  annual  meeting.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  the  women,  not  only  of  the  Auxiliary,  but  of  the 
Church  at  large,  will  avail  themselves  of  these  books. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  our  woman  missionary.  Miss  Mary 
A.  Milnes,  for  the  efficient  help  she  has  given  uh  in  our  Aqxiliary 
work. 

In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  last  year  we  have  every  reason  to  feel 
encoivaged.  Although  the  efforts  of  the  General  Officers  to  establish 
new  branches  of  the  Auxiliary  in  Parishes  where  it  once  flourished,  in 
new  Parishes  or  in  the  struggling  Missions,  has  not  met  with  success, 
still  the  replies  to  our  letters  lead  us  to  believe  that  we  may  soon  add  to 
our  list  a  number  of  working  branches.

The  Convention  took  recess  to  8:30  Thursday  morning-. 

THURSDAY,  JUNE  7,  8:30  A.  M. 

Morning-  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Wm.  Lucas, 
Artemas  Wetherbee  and  James'C.  Gairdner. 

The  Bishop  read  that  portion  of  his  address  referring*  to 
deceased  Bishops  of  the  Church  and  Laymen  of  the  Diocese, 
and  closed  with  suitable  memorial  prayers. 

The  following  minute  upon  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Parsons 
of  Marshall,  was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  VanAntwerp: 

Mr.  James  M.  Parsons,  for  many  years  Warden  of  Trinity  Church, 
Marshall,  and  repeatedly  a  member  of  this  Convention,  thirty-six  years 
secretary  of  the  Vestry,  and  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  June  1, 1900  was 
the  oldest  communicant  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  Mr.  Parsons' 
life  was  a  long  and  beautiful  illustration  of  the  grace  of  God  in  man,  in 
all  things  showing  himself  a  pattern  of  good  works,  in  doctrine  showing 
uncorruptness,  gravity,  sincerity,  sound  speech  that  could  hot  be  con- 
demned. And  this  Convention  does  hereby  convey  to  his  lamily  and  to 
the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church  this  expression  of  its  appreciation  of  Mr. 
James  M.  Parsons'  high  Christian  character  and  of  his  service  to  the 
Church  of  his  love.

The  minutes  of  the  sessions  of  Wednesday  were  read  and 
approved.

MINUTE  OF  SYMPATHY  FOR  REV.  J.  W.  BANCROFT  AND  MR. 

N.  P.  LOVERIDGE. 

This  Convention  learns  with  great  sorrow  of  the  still  continued  illness 
of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Bancroft,  so  long  one  of  our  most  active  and  devoted 
clergy;  and  of  the  extreme  illness  of  a  former  honored  member  of  our 
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Diocesan  Conventions,  Mr.  N.  P.  Loveridg-e.  Its  members  extend  to 
them  their  heartfelt  sympathy  and  pray  the  Father  of  Mercies  and 
God  of  all  comfort  that  He  will  visit  and  relieve  them,  comfort  them  with 
a  sense  of  His  goodness,  give  them  patience  under  their  aflSiction,  and 
in  His  good  time  restore  them  to  health,  or  else  give  them  grace  so  to 
take  this  visitation  that  after  this  painful  life  is  ended  they  may  dwell 
with  Him  in  life  everlasting,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

The  Secretary  is  directed  to  convey  to  Mr.  Bancroft  and  Mr.  Lover- 
idge  this  expression  of  our  interest  and  sympathy.

The  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church  was  permitted 
to  withdraw  for  consultation. 

The  Committee  on  admission  of  Parishes  and  Missions  in- 
to union  with  the  Convention  reported  that  nothing  had  been 
presented  to  them. 

The  Committee  on  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention  and  the  Special  Committee  on  assessments  re- 
ported as  follows: 

Your  Committee  to  whom  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conven« 
tion  and  of  the  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy,  were  referred, 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined  the  said  accounts  and  the 
vouchers  for  the  moneys  paid  out,  and  find  the  same  correct. 

Your  Committee  further  report  that  they  have  considered  the  petition 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  which  was  referred  to  them, 
praying  for  remission  of  the  assessment  of  said  Church  which  for  two 
years  past  has  been  unpaid,  and  recommend  that  the  said  petition  be 
not  granted. 

Your  Committee  find  that  in  the  assessment  of  said  Church  for  the 
year  1899,  an  error  of -$258.00  occurred  in  the  amount  reported  as  current 
expenses,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  said  assessment  be  reduced 
$14.19. 

Your  Committee  find  that  St.  Mark^s  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  was 
erroneously  assessed  on  the  sum  of  $763.00  as  a  part  of  its  current  ex- 
penses, the  said  sum  being  included  in  its  report  of  disbursements  as 
* 'benevolences,  *'  and  was  not  subject  to  assessment,  and  therefore 
recommend  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  refund  to  the  said 
Church  the  amount  of  the  assessment  on  said  sum  of  $763.00,  being  $41.%..

Mr.  F.  A.  Gorham  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  the  matter  of  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  of  three,  to  report 
to  the  next  Convention,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Comjnittee  on  Christian  Education  and  Akeley  Insti- 
tute presented  its  report  by  its  chairman,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van 
Antwerp: 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  AND  AKBLBY  INSTITUTE. 

Each  year  we  have  a  paper  on  ''Christian  Education,  **  etc.  The  sub- 
ject has  been  repeatedly  and  ably  presented,  and  little  that  is  new  may 
remain  to  be  stated.  And  yet  may  not  the  same  be  said  of  the  twice 
fifty  .-two  gtXKl  and  eloquent  sermons  delivered  by  our  clerg-y  the  past 
year?  Still,  sermons  must  be  preached  and  this  Committee  must  dis- 
chargee its  duties,  and  both  for  the  same  reason — they  are  parts  of  the 
one  great  commission  given  to  pastors  by  the  head  of  the  Church,  '*Gro 
and  preach.  *'  The  school  of  the  Prophet  and  the  school  of  the  Christian 
instructor  are  under  the  same  roof.  The  same  Lrord  has  given  the  mind 
to  reason  and  the  heart  to  feel.  What  **He  has  joined  together  let  no 
man  put  asunder. "  How  can  any  scheme  of  education  be  complete  that 
does  not  respect  both  sides  of  our  complex  nature?  If.  as  Lrord  Bacon 
once  said,  **man  is  a  kind  of  god,"  and  made  in  the  Divine  image  and 
a  creator  in  a  sulwrdinate  sense,  it  is  that  he  can  glorify  Grod  in  mind, 
soul  and  tx>dy. 

What,  then,  is  Christian  education  but  that  which  develops  mind  and 
heart  on  Christian  lines?  Which  owns  Grod  in  the  movements  of  nature 
and  human  society?  To  have  a  pag'an  education  it  may  suffice  to  store 
the  mind  with  secular  facts  and  materiaf  things.  A  Christian  educa- 
tion must  take  account  of  God  and  conscience  in  the  direction  of  a  life. 
There  are  grave  dangers  that  menace  any  society  which  arms  intelli- 
gence with  power  and  leaves  out  the  fear  of  the  Lrord.  Our  public 
schools  are  our  pride. 

We,  as  a  Church,  would  deem  it  to  be  our  Iwunden  duty  to  enforce  the 
example  and  Christian  influence  of  the  multitude  of  earnest  and  relig- 
ious men  and  women  employed  as  teachers  in  the  public  schools.  Though 
specific  religious  teaching-  is  not  permitted  them  there  is  no  barrier, 
legal  or  otherwise,  to  the  influence  of  the  Christian  instructor,  and  we 
would  pledge  ourselves  as  a  Church  to  aid  those  teachers  in  the 
difficulties  of  their  responsible  calling.  Yet,  what  we  as  followers  of 
our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  would  emphasize  is,  that  no  education  can  be 
an  all-around  safe  education  which  does  not  take  account  of  the  most 
potent  forces  that  shape  the  best  civilization  today.  * 'Education,  **  said 
Ruskin,  "is  leading-  human  souls  to  what  is  best,  and  making  what  is 
best  of  them."  Your  Committee  urge,  therefore,  that  Christian  educa- 
tion is  more  than  instruction.  It  is  the  formation  of  Christian  character. 
This  result  must  come  through  the  home  and  Church  and  Christian 
schools.  Right  here  at  our  door  in  Western  Michigan  we  have  a  fair 
foundation  laid  for  the  Christian  education  of  our  daughters.  Divine 
Providence  has  placed  this  school  in  the  arms  of  the  Church  and  says, 
**Take  care  of  it  till  I  come. " 

This  Diocesan  school  for  girls  is  now  well  equipped.  It  has  commo- 
dious buildings,  a  healthful  and  accessible  location.  Your  Committee 
speak  from  some  opportunities  of  observation,  when  they  testify  that  this 
school  is  already  and  in  a  true  sense  a  missionary.  Not  only  does  it 
train  ^irls  in  the  graces  and  refinement  of  intelligent  womanhood,  but 
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it  is  sending*  out  each  year  its  little  band  who  give  testimony  to  Christ 
and  the  Church.  Many  come  there  strangers  to  the  Church  and  return 
her  loving  children  to  * 'adorn  the  doctrine  of  Christ.  '*  In  that  school  is 
a  new  and  elevating  influence  surrounding  them.  The  constant  ac- 
knowledgpoient  of  Christ  imparts  to  them  a  larger  purpose.  And  have 
you  duly  thought  of  the  amazing  low  cost?  The  wonder  is  how  is  it  done! 
Look  at  the  comfort  and  conveniences  and  at  the  thoroughness  of  the  in- 
struction. Its  pupils  are  now  admitted  to  Vassar  and  to  our  State  Uni- 
versity upon  same  terms  as  our  best  graded  schools. 

Akeley  Institute  ought  to  be  crowded.  It  costs  little  more  to  maintain 
your  daug'hter  there  than  at  home,  so  a  gentleman  says  who  has  a 
daug-hter  in  this  school. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that  our  Clergy  and  Lraity  visit  it 
oftener,  and  the  Committee  further  suggest  that  in  every  Parish  a  sys- 
tematic effort  be  made  to  inform  the  people,  direct  their  attention  and 
arouse  interest  in  this  our  only  Church  school  in  Michigan. 

The  following  persons  are  named  as  suitable  nominees  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Akeley  Institute  according  to  the  Canon:  Mr.  Georg'e  W.

£.  McDuff,  Flint;  Mrs.  Thomas  Hume,  Muskegon;  Mrs.  Abbie  E.  Wil- 
kinson, Rev.  Wm.  H.  Osborn,  Rt  Rev.  G.  Mott  Williams,  D.  D.,  Mar- 
quette; Mrs.  Alice  E.  Smith,  Chicago.

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  by  its  Chairman,  the 
Rev.  J.  W.  Armstrong-: 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  which  was  referred  the  proposed 
amendment  to  Section  3  of  Canon  X,  herewith  presented  as  follows: 

Resolved^  That  Section  3  of  Canon  X  be  amended  by  inserting  after 
the  words  *'this  state,**  in  the  fourth  line  of  said  Section  as  printed,  the 
following,  *'or  other  safe  investments,*'  so  that  the  same  will  read  as 
follows: 

Section  3.  The  principal  of  said  Episcopal  Fund  shall  be  loaned  by 
the  said  Association  upon  security  of  real  estate,  appraised  at  double 
the  amount  loaned  thereon,  or  invested  in  tx)nds  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  this  State,  or  other  safe  investments,  at  its  discretion,  and  it  shall 
have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  change  such  investments. 

Respectfully  report  that  we  have  considered  the  same,  and  concur  in 
the  amendment,  and  recommend  its  adoption.

REPORT  ON  CHURCH  LITERATURE. 

When  Churchmen  hegin  to  take  an  interest  outside  of  their  own  Par- 
ishes it  is  quite  natural  that  they  make  inquiries  about  a  Diocesan 
paper.  The  narrowness  of  Parochial  conceptions  lessens,  as  sympa- 
thies are  touched  by  the  joys  and  the  difficulties  of  the  other  charges  of 
the  common  Father  in  Grod.  These  facts  ought  to  stimulate  us  to  in- 
crease the  circulation  of  the  '*Churph  Helper**  in  our  Parishes.  It 
would  require  but  a  few  more  subscriptions  to  make  the  paper  self- 
supporting.  Again,  the  paper  would  be  more  interesting^  and  helpful  if 
every  Parish  felt  its  responsibility  for  contributions  of  news.  Doubtless 
the  donors  of  specisU  gifts  to  the  several  Parishes  would  appreciate 
such  a  reoognitioo  of  their  interest  in  the  Church  and  her  work  as  could 
be  given  by  a  line  or  two  in  this  paper. 

We  take  pleasure  in  nettag  the  decided  improvement  in  the  **Living 
Church*'  under  its  new  management. 

A  most  valuable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  list  of  Church  papers 
in  the  ** American  Churchman,**  which  is  edited  monthly  by  the  Bishop 
of  Fond  du  Lrac  It  treats  not  so  much  of  news  as  of  vital  questions.  The 
clear  and  fresh  way  in  which  it  sets  forth  the  position  of  this  Church  in 
distinction  to  Rome  and  Protestants  makes  this  old  and  important  ques- 
tion full  of  new  interest  Then,  too,  it  handles  very  satisfactorily  the 
difficulties  which  ordinary  people  find  in  the  Bible.  It  does  not  make 
the  mistake  which  we  find  in  many  preachers  of  dealing  only  with  dif- 
ficulties which  it  may  be  thought  people  ought  to  have,  but  with  those 
which  are  actually  felt.  Again,  its  exposition  of  Christian  doctrine  is 
unusually  clear  and  helpful  to  those  who  are  tempted  with  doubt  or  who 
are  desirous  of  light. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  an  excellent  book  against  Christian 
Science  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jewell,  of  the  Diocese  of  Milwaukee.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  Gray,  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  has  written  a  good  pam- 
phlet on  Methodist  orders,  showing  that  Wesley  never  intended  founding 
a  Church,  much  less  an  episcopate,  and  that  he  felt  strongly  against  the 
Methodists  leaving  the  Church.  The  same  writer  has  written  another 
pamphlet  on  the  Church  of  England  and  Henry  VIII, ,  giving  docu- 
mentary evidence  of  the  historic  continuity  of  the  English  Church 
through  Roman  corruption  and  administration.

REPORT  OP  COMMITEEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  figures  reported  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1899 — thirty-seven 
Clergy,  sixty-three  Parishes  and  Missions,  4,894  Communicants — have 
not  heen  materially  altered  during  the  present  year.  While  about  nine 
Clergy  have  left  the  Diocese,  an  equal  number  have  been  received,  and 
while  the  number  of  confirmations  is  not  so  large  as  last  year,  it  is  en- 
couraging to  know  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  those  who  have  re- 
ceived this  Apostolic  Rite  are  adults,  acting,  as  we  may  suppose, 
deliberately  and  intelligently  in  thus  publicly  acknowledging  the 
Church  of  their  choice.  The  year  has  been  uneventful  in  our  Diocesan 
history,  with  the  notable  exception  of  the  celebration  of  the  twenty- fifth 
anniversary  of  the  formation  of  the  Diocese  and  of  the  consecration  of

our  present  Bishop,  whose  Episcopate  is  conterininous  with  our  Dio- 
cesan existence.  The  celebration — held  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand 
Rapids,  where  the  Bishop  was  consecrated  when  the  first  Convention 
met — brought  together  the  Clergy  and  Lraity  of  Western  Michigan  to 
join  with  their  guests  from  neighboring  Dioceses  in  fitly  marking  the 
close  of  twenty-five  years  of  work  and  worship  in  this  portion  of  our 
Lord's  Kingdom.  We  may  express  the  hope  that  the  next  quarter-cen- 
tury, warned  by  the  inevitable  mistakes  and  building  upon  the  manifest 
successes  of  the  first  period  of  Diocesan  life  and  labor  may  be  still 
more  abundantly  blessed  in  the  furtherance  of  all  the  great  interests 
entrusted  to  our  care  and  keeping. 

In  this  connection  we  feel  it  our  duty  once  more  to  call  attention  to  the 
necessary  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund.  The  total  amount  of  this 
Fund  is  now  $35,593.47.  As  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  has  explained, 
this  amount  is  not  now  as  productive  as  formerly.  The  lower  rate  of 
interest  has  naturally  lessened  our  income,  and  we  are  confronted  by 
a  choice :  Either  the  annual  assessments  upon  the  Parishes  must  largely 
be  increased  or  the  Permanent  Fund  must  itself  be  materially  enlarged. 
We  believe  that  the  Fund  should  reach  proportions  at  least  sufiicient  to 
allow  or  to  pay  the  small  salary  which  the  Bishop  is  kindly  content  to 
receive  without  charging  up  the  house- rent  of  the  Episcopal  residence. 
In  addition  to  direct  efforts  for  the  immediate  increase  of  the  Fund  by 
gifts  or  subscription,  we  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  investigat- 
ing the  plans  lately  adopted  in  several  of  our  sister  Dioceses  to  increase 
the  Fund  by  endowment  through  insurance. 

As  already  announced  to  the  Convention  the  Board  of  Managers  have 
notified  us  of  the  curtailment  this  year  of  our  annual  grant  by  20  per 
cent,  to  be  followed  by  proportionate  reductions  in  the  future  until  the 
appropriation  is  entirely  withdrawn.  Realizing  most  keenly  the  in- 
justice to  Missionary  Dioceses  such  as  our  own  of  an  indiscriminate 
policy  of  this  sort,  we  protest  against  it  as  unwise  and  unfair.  It 
would  appear  that  we  must  either  circumscribe  our  work  more  closely, 
meager  as  it  already  is,  or  else  retain  for  home  all  or  a  considerable 
proportion  of  the  money  now  sent  to  the  General  Board.  The  only  es- 
cape from  this  dilemma  would  be  furnished  by  a  very  material  increase 
in  Missionary- pledges  from  all  the  Parishes  and  Missions  within  our 
Iwundary.  If  our  work  is  to  be  maintained  on  its  present  basis,  we 
must  meet  the  emergency  of  this  and  of  the  coming  years  by  increased 
liberality  and  self-denial  in  supporting  our  Diocesan  Missions. 

As  a  sign  of  progress  in  the  working  machinery  of  the  Diocese  we 
gladly  note  the  improved  appearance  and  enlarged  scope  of  our  paper, 
the  **Church  Helper,"  and  commend  its  circulation  throughout  our 
whole  territory.  Another  forward  step  has  been  taken  in  the  employ- 
ment of  a  competent  woman  Missionary,  whose  services,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Bishop,  will  doubtless  prove  of  considerable  value  and  im- 
portance. We  note,  also,  the  work  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew's, 
brought  recently  to  our  attention  by  the  meeting  within  our  boundary  of 
the  State  Convention,  and  the  possibilities,  referred  to  by  the  Bishop  in 
his  address,  which  lie  before  the  earnest  young  men  of  the  Brotherhood 
for  honest  and  hearty  missionary  work  in  the  neigh tx)rhoods  around  their 
several  Parochial  Chapters.  At  the  same  time  we  hope  for  an  extension 
of  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  by 
the  establishment  of  new  branches  and  the  stimulation  of  those  already 
existing.  We  have  pleasure  in  the  statement  made  to  the  Convention 
that  notwithstanding  a  necessary  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Faculty 
of  Akeley  Institute,  satisfactory  arrangements  have  been  made  for  its 
continuance  during  another  year,  and  we  urge  the  Diocese  to  rally  once 
more  to  the  cordial  support  of  our  Diocesan  School. 

In  conclusion  we  feel  that  our  * 'average"  year  of  strain  and  stress, 
of  victory  and  defeat,  hope  and  fear,  glory  and  shame,  has  passed  over 
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our  beloved  Diocese  weaving  its  varied  threads  into  our  Diocesan  his- 
tory. With  nearly  all  our  Parishes  supplied  with  Clergy,  with  singu- 
lar unanimity  and  good  feeling  amongst  us,  with  a  determination,  God 
helping  us,  to  work  on,  day  in  and  day  out,  in  prosperity  and  in  adver- 
sity, in  poverty  or  in  riches,  to  do  the  Master's  business  where  He  has 
put  us,  and  with  the  powers  He  has  given  us,  we  may  take  up  our 
twenty-sixth  year  of  organized  effort  with  a  glad  heart  and  a  good 
courage.

Thait  Whereas^  the  Board  of  Manag-era  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Church  has  notified  the  Diocese,  through  the 
Bishop,  that  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1900-1901  will  be 
$1,040,  a  reduction  of  twenty  per  cent,  from  the  amount  allowed  in  pre- 
vious years;  and. 

Whereas i  in  the  communication  referred  to  we  are  informed  that  this 
action  is  in  accordance  with  the  declared  policy  of  the  Board,  gradually 
to  withdraw  all  appropriations  from  organized  Dioceses;  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan, 
now  assembled,  enter  its  earnest  protest  ag-ainst  this  action,  and  by  this 
action  place  itself  on  record  as  considering  such  a  policy,  applied  in- 
discriminately, to  be  unfair  to  the  weaker  Dioceses  and  unwise  and 
dangerous  in  its  bearing  upon  the  Domestic  Missions  of  the  Church,  as 
this  plan  would  necessitate  the  closing  of  several  Missions  in  our  Dio- 
cese or  the  retention  of  a  portion  of  the  moneys  now  sent  to  the  General 
Board. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  Committee  on  the  Increase  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  the  Rev.  J.  N.  McCormick,  Mr.  J.  Davidson 
Burns  and  Mr.  Thomas  Hume. 

A   motion  was  made  and  adopted  that  after  reading  the 
minutes^and  devotions  the  Convention  adjourn. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  VanAntwerp  was  called  to  the  Chair. 
The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Bishop  made  a  brief  address  and  closed  with  prayers 
and  the  Benediction  of  Peace.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS 


The  Clergy  will  please  read  appropriate  parts  to  their  Congregations  on 
a  Lord's  Day  Morning,  soon  after  the  Convention. 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  g^reet  you  again  assembled  in  Convention.  Since  we  last 
met  we  have  passed  a  rounded  period.  With  appropriate 
services  and  exercises  we  have  signed  and  sealed  our  first 
quarter  century  of  Diocesan  life.  Those  who  may  look  back 
upon  it  from  a  distant  standpoint  may  see  only  a  routine  of 
ordinary  work  with  such  growth  as  might  naturally  be  ex- 
pected, but  to  those  of  us  who  have  been  in  touch  with  it  there 
are  memories  to  be  cherished,  and  we  carry  into  the  new  pe- 
riod impulses  and  experiences  that  have  promise  of  better 
thingfs.  Some  of  us,  length  of  days  behind  us,  can  look  but  a 
little  way  into  the  opening  period,  while  others  may  tarry  in 
our  borders  towards  the  Semi-Centennial.  Yet,  I  trust,  we  all 
are  ready  to  appreciate  the  responsibility  aud  take  the  active 
interest  that  our  Diocese  involves. 

Before  we  let  our  thoughts  leave  our  commemoration  I 
should  be  very  untrue  to  my  feelings  did  I  not  utter  and  put  on 
lasting  record  of  my  address  my  grateful  sense  of  all  that  was 
said  and  done  in  recognition  of  my  services.  It  was  more 
than  I  expected,  far  more  than  I  deserved.  If  I  needed  what 
would  put  energy  and  cheer  into  the  days  that  toils,  diflSculties 
and  disappointments  have  wearied,  certainly  all  was  afforded 
me  in  rich  measure  in  the  three  red  letter  days  of  December 
last.  He  who  may  take  up  the  chief  pastor's  staff  when  it  has 
fallen  from  the  hands  that  now  clasp  it,  will  carry  it  the  more 
cheerfully  when  he  shall  read  how  considerately  andgener- 
ously  the  Episcopate  of  him  who  went  before  him  was  re- 
garded. 

THE  DECEASE  OF  BISHOPS. 

It  seems  to  me  only  a  proper  recognition  of  the  unity  of  the 
Church  that  in  every  Diocese  there  should  be  some  reference 
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in  its  annual  Council  to  the  Diocesans  who  during-  the  year 
have  finished  their  course.  Every  Bishop  stands  in  close  re- 
lation to  every  Diocese.  Three  Rt.  Reverend  Fathers  come 
upon  our  '*In  Memoriam"  record. 

Henry  Niles  Pierce,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Arkansas, 
closed  his  nij§^h  thirty  years  Episcopate  September  5,  A.  D. 
1899,  aged  79  years.  The  Bishop  was  a  man  of  extensive 
erudition,  reaching  even  into  branches  that  are  independent  of 
Theology.  Elected  Missionary  Bishop,  he  was  chosen  Bishop 
of  the  newly  formed  Diocese  of  Arkansas  in  1871.  Speaking 
of  his  Episcopate  at  his  silver  jubilee  1895,  he  utters  the  sad 
words,  ''The  quarter  century  now  joirfed  to  the  bygone  eter- 
nity has  been  one  of  labor,  disappointment  and  sorrow — of 
how  much  labor,  disappointment  and  sorrow  no  one  knows  so 
well  as  I  know." 

Henry  Adams  Neely,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Maine,  closed  his 
Episcopate  of  thirty-one  years  October  31,  1899,  aged  68 
years.  His  thirty-three  years  in  the  Episcopate  were  in  a 
field  that  had  more  that  was  antagonistic  than  congenial  to 
the  Church,  yet  the  Diocese  grew  under  his  earnest,  judicious, 
laborious  administration.  It  was  the  testimony  of  those  who 
should  know  him  best,  his  own  Clergy,  "Endowed  with  intel- 
lectual qualities  of  a  very  high  order,  with  a  character  lofty  and 
pure,  with  the  dignity  born  of  simple  but  consistent  faith,  with 
thegraciousbearingand  courteous  demeanorof  the  true  gentle- 
man. *  *  *  The  years  as  they  passed  but  developed  more 
and  more  his  manliness  and  nobility  of  character,  and  im- 
pressed all  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  with  a  sense 
of  his  deep  spirituality  and  high  appreciation  of  his  responsi- 
bility. *  *  *  To  his  Clergy  he  was  in  the  fullest  sense  a 
Father  in  God."  Prominent  in  the  Councils  of  the  Church, 
he  was  twice  elected  Chairman  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Mahlon  Norris  Gilbert,  D.  D.,  Coadjutor 
Bishop  of  Minnesota,  passed  to  his  rest  March  2,  1900,  at  the 
age  of  52.  Consecrated  October  18,  1886,  in  his  Episcopate 
of  less  than  fourteen  years,  he  made  the  brief  period  long  in 
the  sum  and  success  of  his  labors.  Not  only  in  *iabors 
abundant,"  in  his  clear  judgment,  his  manly  boldness  yet 
tempered  with  gentleness,  his  winniug  approach  to  all  in  his 
wide  contacts,  his  cheerful  spirit,  he  realized  the  ideal  Bishop. 
He  was  eminently  a  Bishop  of  the  Church — it  was  character- 
istic of  him  that  almost  his  last  days  were  spent  away  from 
his  Diocese,  firing  the  missionary  spirit  of  churches  and  stu- 
dents in  seminaries.  In  the  House  of  Bishops  he  was  already 
a  recognized  power.  Rarely  have  we  known  the  heart  of  the 
Church  to  be  so  moved  by  the  passing  away  of  a  Bishop  as  in 
the  case  of  our  dear  brother. 
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THE  DECEASE  OF  MR.  DAVID  GORHAM  ROBINSON. 

One  familiar  countenance  will  be  missed  in  this  Conven- 
tion. No  layman  was  more  allied  with  the  Diocese  than  Mr. 
Robinson.  For  twenty-three  years  he  had  performed  the 
wearying-  and  often  perplexing  duties  of  the  Missionary 
Treasurership.  Five  times  an  appreciative  Diocese  sent  him 
to  our  chief  Council.  If  we  valued  him  as  our  business  man 
we  can  never  forget  him  as  our  friend.  How  graciously  he 
ever  met  us,  and  his  warm  grasp,  how  we  recall  it!  But  bet- 
ter than  all  ifor  him,  and  for  us  who  have  his  example,  he  was 
a  true  Christian  man.  In  the  spirit  the  Church  loves  and  cul- 
tivates, he  served  God  in  his  generation.  If  we  would  inscribe 
his  in  memoriamy  I  know  no  better  words  than  "Not  slothful, 
in  business,  fervent  in  spirit,  serving  the  Lord."  July  19, 
1890,  in  the  89th  year  of  his  age  "he  was  not,  for  God  took 
him." 

I  pass  to  a  review  of  my  work  and  whathas  been  noteworthy 
in  the  Diocese. 

VISITATIONS. 

Unchecked  by  sickness  my  visitations  have  extended  to 
almost  every  point  where  any  Church  life  called  me.  From 
my  return  from  my  summer  rest  up  to  the  time  when  the 
confirmations  must  begin,  I  was  chiefly  in  vacant  places,  and 
where  feebleness  needed  all  a  visit  could  impart.  Three  Par- 
ishes and  eleven  Missions  were  thus  visited.  In  eleven  of 
these  I  was  without  clerical  aid  in  the  services.  Three 
more  would  have  been  visited,  but  the  condition  of  the  Church 
buildings  was  made  a  reason  for  refusal.  In  all  these  visits 
I  urg-ed  what  is  in  almost  every  case  entirely  practicable,  the 
members  of  the  Church  meeting  weekly  for  services  con- 
ducted by  themselves.  That  we  should  have  eight  silent 
Churches  is  a  melancholy  condition.  Every  Parish  and  Mis- 
sion has  been  visited,  or  has  had  the  opportunity  of  visitation 
with  slight  exception.  Of  these  I  am  aware  of  only  two  hav- 
ing candidates. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  number  confirmed  in  fourteen  Parishes,  nine  Missions 
and  one  other  place  is  248.  A  feature  of  the  confirmations 
has  been  an  unusual  proportion  of  adults  including  men. 
Aside  from  usual  reasons,  the  perversions  of  divine  truth  and 
the  open  opposition  to  God's  will  and  word  that  are  abroad 
with  their  persistent  propagandists,  require  a  more  careful 
preparation  than  ever  to  be  fit  to  be  confirmed  "and  that  the 
watch  and  ward  of  pastoral  teaching  and  intercourse  should 
continue  beyond  the  solemn  act." 
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THE  PROGRESS  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  the  unusual  changes  in  the 
ministerial  charge  which  I  have  recorded.  Nine  Parishes  find 
themselves  under  the  charge  of  a  new  Priest  and  Pastor. 
Happily,  only  two  remain  unsupplied.  Two  Missions  enjoy 
for  the  first  time  the  resident  shepherd. 

Battle  Creek  has  extinguished  a  debt  of  $600.  Benton 
Harbor  has  improved  its  Church,  especially  the  chancel. 
Charlotte,  after  long  deprivation,  enjoys  again  the  resident 
minister  and  constant  services.  Elk  Rapids  has  annexed  a 
chapel  its  activity  needs,  and  the  gifts  of  sacred  memory 
adorn  its  chancel.  East  Jordan  has  set  up  the  memorial  of 
the  sainted  dead,  and  made  some  advance  in  completing  its 
Church.  Grace,  Grand  Rapids,  has  taken  hold  of  its  debt 
with  a  good  will,  and  though  it  is  formidable  yet,  it  has  failed 
in  force  and  figures.  St.  John's,  stimulated  by  able  services 
generously  bestowed,  is  working  into  parochial  dignity  and 
strength.  In  St.  Mark's  a  strong  pulpit  and  attractive  ser- 
vices are  filling  pews  even  by  night,  and  wise  administration 
is  bringing  our  largest  Parish  up  to  its  opportunity.  St. 
Paul's  responds  to  ministerial  zeal  ^'according  to  knowledge." 
Greenville,  through  the  generous  efforts  of  its  Minister,  has 
now  an  old  Meeting  House  transformed  into  a  nice  Church. 
Holland  is  quickened  in  its  parochial  life.  Kalamazoo  has 
completed  its  chancel  \vith  memorial  gifts.  Lyons  has  re- 
stored its  Church  from  injury  by  fire.  Marshall  has  be- 
stowed care  time  needed  on  its  Church.  Paw  Paw,  after  a 
long  interval,  has  open  doors.  Pentwater  has  recovered 
heart  after  a  fire  in  the  town  affecting  all  interests,  and  hopes 
to  retain  its  minister.  St.  Joseph  builds  its  Church.  South 
Haven  has  the  opportunity  of  a  growing  town  and  resident 
minister.  Traverse  City  has  continued  to  receive  gifts  that 
are  transforming  the  Church  into  holy  comeliness  and  com- 
fort. 

These  are  the  silver  lining  of  the  cloud  that  hangs  over  us, 
in  slowly  added  Churches  and  Clergy,  in  Missions  creeping 
on  so  slowly  that  the  day  of  self-support  seems  very  distant, 
in  income  from  funds  failing.  The  spiritual  increase  is  not 
to  be  put  in  figures  and  facts.  We  must  rely  on  blessed  prom- 
ises. '*My  word  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,-  but  it  shall 
accomplish  that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in  the 
thing  whereto  I  set  it."  We  are  responsible  for  the  unweary- 
ing toil,  *4nstant  in  season  and  out  of  season,"  for  **the  work 
of  faith  and  labor  of  love,  and  patience  of  hope  in  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  in  the  sight  of  God  and  our  Father,"  that  **the 
Church  and  no  member  thereof  do  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance 
by  reason  of  our  negligence;"  but  all  must  be  under  the  stim- 
ulus, '*every  man  shall  receive  his  own  reward,"  we  may  in- 
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terpolate,  not  according  to  the  size  of  his  Parish,  the  number 
in  his  confirmation  class,  the  items  he  may  have  for  the 
Church  press,  but  **according  to  his  own  labor." 

''Seems  it  to  thee  a  niggard  hand 
That  nearest  Heaven  has  bid  thee  stand. 

The  ark  to  touch  and  bear; 
With  incense  of  pure  heart's  desire 
To  heap  the  censer's  sacred  fire. 

The  snow-white  Ephod  wear." 

THE  VACANCY  AND  SUPPLY  OF  PARISHES  AND  MISSIONS. 

In  marked  contrast  with  the  previous  year,  when  there  was 
no  clerical  removal  from  the  Diocese;  the  changes  have  been 
unusually  frequent.  Happily  nine  removals  have  been  bal- 
anced by  nine  receptions. 

To  the  great  regret  of  the  Parish  and  the  Diocese,  the  Rev. 
Lewis  Brown  closed  his  effective  work  in  St.  Thomas,  Battle 
Creek,  February  12th,  happily  the  vacancy  was  not  long,  the 
Rev.  W.  H.  Osborne  assuming  charge  March  11th.  Benton 
Harbor  and  St.  Joseph  were  resigned  by  the  Rev.  M.  S. 
WoodruflF,  June  15,  1899,  after  more  than  six  years  labor  that 
should  have  had  more  g-rateful  recognition,  and  the  Rev. 
Frederick  Welham  assumed  charge  June  25,  1899.  The 
Rev.  William  E.  Wright  resigned  St.  Andrew's,  Big  Rapids, 
May  29, 1899,  and  was  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  R.  Eugene  Griggs, 
April  22,  1900.  The  Rev.  Henry  N.  Harrison  having  resign- 
ed charge  of  St.'  James',  Sturgis,  September  24, 1899,  assumed 
charge  of  Grace,  Charlotte,  October  6,1899.  The  Rev.  Arthur 
H.  Locke  resigned  St.  Paul's,  Grand  Rapids,  May  1, 1899,  and 
the  Rev.  Charles  R.  Donohue  assumed  charge  October  1, 
1899.  The  Rev.  Charles  D.  Atwell  left  Emmanuel,  Hastings, 
June  11,  1899,  and  the  Rev.  James  A.  Brown  succeeded  him, 
November  1,  1899.  The  Rev.  W.  H.  Van  Antwerp,  D.  D., 
passed  from  the  charge  of  Grace  Church,  Holland,  October  8, 

1899,  to  that  of  St.  John's,  Grand  Haven,  October  15,  1899. 
The  Rev.  James  Charles  Gairdner  became  Rector  of  Grace, 
Holland,  December  10,  1899.  The  Rev.  John  Sword  resigned 
Holy  Trinity,  Manistee,  December  31,  1899.  The  parish  was 
temporarly  supplied.  Trinity,  Niles,  has  been  vacant  since 
the  Rev.  Frederick  Hall  retired,  December  1,  1899.  The 
Rev.  J.  S.  Colton  has  been  in  charge  of  St.  James',  Pentwater, 
since  March  1,  1900.  The  Rev.  C.  R.  Hodge  resigneji  as  As- 
sistant Minister  of  St.  Mark's,  Grand  Rapids,  January  24, 

1900,  the  Rev.  Robert  E.  Grubb  assumed  the  position,  March 
6, 1900.  The  Rev.  Charles  S.  Burch  has  been  in  charge  of  St. 
John's,  Grand  Rapids,  since  October  1,  1899.  The  Rev. 
James  E.  Wilkinson  ceased  to  officiate  in  St.  John's,  Grand 
Haven,  September  19,  1899.   South  Haven  and  Paw  Paw  have 
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been  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  W.  P.  Law  since  October 
1,  1899. 

Albion  has  remained  vacant — a  visit  there  has  developed  no 
desire  to  have  it  otherwise.  Baldwin  has  an  occasional  ser- 
vice from  Ludington.  Charlevoix  has  a  monthly  Sunday  from 
Petoskey.  Homer  seems  indifferent  to  a  closed  church. 
Luther  has  had  only  a  service  from  myself,  as  has  been  the 
case  with  Mancelona  and  Sherman.  The  arrangement  that 
would  have  put  Luther,  Mancelona,  Cadillac  and  Sherman  in 
a  circuit  failed  from  the  inadequate  subscription  in  each  place. 
Mendon  has  only  a  solitary  voice  over  the  desolations  of  its 
Zion.  Newaygo  bravely  keeps  up  its  Sunday  School  and 
Young  People's  Meeting,  and  asks  one  Sunday  m  the  month. 
Quincy  has  its  church  life  in  gradually  paying  for  an  organ. 
Rockford  has  little  strength.  The  Rev.  J.  H.  McKenzie,  the 
Principal  of  Howe  School,  Lima,  has  most  kindly  taken  Stur- 
gis  under  his  charge.  Whitehall  and  Union  City  have  only 
their  dilapidated  churches.  Saugatuckwill  have  the  services 
of  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Taylor  up  to  September  1st. 

This  is  a  painful  list,  and  yet  it  is  briefer  than  what  I  have 
sometimes  presented.  It  would  throw  some  bright  beams  of 
light  upon  its  darkness,  were  the  near  clergy  more  inclined 
to  care  for  the  church  feebleness  that  lies  around  their 
parishes,  and  the  people  more  reasonable  when  there  is  a 
disposition  to  help  them.  They  should  know  that  the  ser- 
vices must  come  when  practicable,  and  not  when  on  their  side 
it  will  be  perfectly  convenient. 

Lay  services  have  been  rendered  in  vacancy  in  Charlotte 
and  St.  Paul's,  Grand  Rapids,  and  in  supplied  parishes  in 
Petoskey,  South  Haven,  Allegan,  Holland,  Marshall,  Elk 
Rapids,  Good  Shepherd,  Grand  Rapids. 

DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

Thirteen  missionaries  and  our  lady  missioner  have  re- 
ceived aid  from  the  Diocese  and  the  General  Board  during 
the  year  or  part.  The  number  of  places  served  by  the  local 
missionaries  is  18;  brought  more  or  less  under  church  influ- 
ence 46.  The  General  Board  has  continued  its  generous 
grant  of  $1,300  per  annum.  The  sum  paid  to  our  Diocesaa 
Fund  is  $  including  $  in  aid  of  churches  and 

rectories.  The  Rectory  and  Church  Building  Fund  has  now 
loaned  churches,  rectories  and  Akeley  Institute  $865.85.  So 
far  as  I  am  informed,  no  care  has  been  extended  by  rectors 
beyond  their  parishes,  save  in  a  few  cases  one  or  twoservices, 
except  the  constant  and  wearying  visits  of  the  rector  of  Ionia 
to  Lyons. 

Our  missionary  system  has  been  enlarged  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  lady  missioner,  which  w^e  have  been  enabled  to  do 
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througfb  the  fund  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  for  the  work  of 
Nvomen.  You  have  heard  me  frequently  express  my  desire 
to  have  such  assistance.  All  that  I  have  anticipated  has  been 
realized  in  the  work  of  Miss  Milnes.  From  almost  every 
place  where  she  has  been  has  come  unsolicited  appre- 
ciation of  her  services.  To  make  her  work  effective,  appoint- 
ments must  be  made  definite.  While  the  field  contemplated 
is  mainly  the  places  where  we  have  no  regular  services  and 
the  feeble  missions,  I  am  sure  that  the  work  of  the  rector 
would  be  advanced  in  some  lines  that  he  may  not  have  the 
time  to  act  and  where  a  woman  can  better  approach  women. 
The  complaint  of  selfishness  and  penuriousness  in  the 
places  we  help,  the  coming  to  the  Board  year  after  year  with 
no  more,  and  perhaps  less,  pledged,  the  mean  feeling  to  hold 
on  instead  of  the  pride  to  do  better,  the  sickening  cry,  "we 
are  all  poor,"  that  would  be  resented  if  the  church  were  not 
in  question;  the  complaint  of  all  this  continues,  and  it  is  just. 
And  yet  I  do  not  know  that  church  stinginess  is  confined  to 
missions.  Missionaries  are  not  the  only  ministers  whose 
round  of  visits  takes  them  into  fine  bouses,  to  sit  in  costly 
parlors,  and  shake  hands  with  jeweled  fingers;  and  who  in 
their  own  homes  sit  down  to  the  plainest  fare,  the  wife  and 
children  clothed  from  the  missionary  box,  and  who  know  that 
there  are  only  ten  dimes  in  a  dollar.  Take  away  under  one 
system  the  pressure  of  the  pew  rent,  and  under  another  the 
persistent  envelope,  and  under  both  the  parochial  pride;  and 
I  doubt  whether  the  agreement  with  ability  is  any  better  in 
the  parish  than  in  the  mission.  The  stubborn  facts  are,  that 
people  do  not  know  that  there  is  a  God,  and  that  they  have 
immortal  souls,andthat  a  day  is  coming  when  they  must  give 
account  of  themselves  to  God,  and  that  they  will  have  an  eter- 
nal life,  ''according  to  the  deeds  done  in  the  body."  And 
some  will  never  know  this  until  that  "fearful  thing"  comes  to 
them,  "to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  living  God."  The  clergy 
say  to  me,  sometimes  too  ready  to  apologize,  "This  people 
have  never  been  taught  to  give."  Taught  to  give?"  Who 
taught  them  to  spend — spend  for  pleasure,  for  luxury,  for 
things  they  do  not  need,  for  what  is  only  for  show?  It  is  not 
teaching  they  need,  but  to  feel  and  act  what  their  consciences, 
their  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  and  the  Church  have  taught 
them.  The  annual  offerings  for  our  missionary  work  in  the 
Diocese  are  not  equal  to  our  needs  and  to  our  ability.  Last 
year,  and  the  income  varies  little,  it  was  less  than  40  cents  to 
a  communicant* 

GENERAL  MISSIONS. 

The  offerings  to  our  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions,  for 
the  year  ending  September  1,  1899,  amounted  to  $1,496.78,  jin 
advance  of  $173.91  on  the  previous  year,  about  the  sum  that 
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year  was  on  the  former.  The  Children's  Easter  offering  for 
the  year  is  not  yet  reported.  At  Easter,  1899,  it  was  $561.16 
from  twenty-nine  Sunday  Schools.  In  a  communication  lately 
received  from  theCorrespondingSecretary  lam  asked  to  refer 
to  the  matter  of  the  circulation  of  the  Spirit  of ' Missions^  at 
this  Convention.  It  is  significantly  added,  "It  may  interest 
you  to  know  that  in  your  Diocese  with  its  4,894  communicants, 
there  are  at  the  present  time  only  forty-six  subscribers.*' 
It  does  **interest"  me  painfully.  It  is  part  of  the  parochial- 
ism that  marks  the  course  of  some  of  the  Clergy  in  their  ad- 
ministration that  little  attention  is  given  to  anything  outside 
their  Parishes.  So  the  missionary  cause  suffers.  I  fear  that 
the  Parish  Monthly  Missionary  service  and  the  Children's 
Monthly  Missionary  Sunday  are  little  observed.  There  is  a 
waking  up  today  in  the  Church  to  what  we  have  long  been 
praying,  *'we  humbly  beseech  Thee  for  all  sorts  and  condi- 
tions of  men;  that  Thou  wouldst  be  pleased  to  make  Thy 
ways  known  unto  them,  Thy  saving  health  unto  all  nations." 
And  not  in  our  borders  only.  The  great  Missionary  Council 
that  has  lately  been  in  session  in  New  York,  and  has  brought 
into  view  all  that  is  doing  in  the  world  to  *'give  the  heathen  to 
Christ  for  his  inheritance,  and  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth  for  His  possession;"  and  has  uttered  the  wide  thought 
on  missions  of  the  experience,  the  study,  the  faith  and  hope, 
of  the  great  minds  of  Christendom,  is  the  grandest  event  that 
has  been  known  in  the  kingdom  in  long  years  of  the  past. 
Oh!  shame  on  the  Parish  that  is  wrapping  itself  up  in  its  own 
minor  interests,  that  is  soothing  itself  with  its  own  well-to-do 
finances,  its  filling  pews,  its  mutual  admiration,  the  Laodicea 
that  if  it  would  listen  might  hear,  '*Thou  sayest  I  am  rich, 
and  increased  with  goodsj  and  have  need  of  nothing;  and 
knowest  not  that  thou  art  wretched,  and  miserable,  and  poor, 
and  blind,  and  naked." 

THE  woman's  auxiliary. 

Thereare  fourteen  branches  of  our  Woman  Workers  andfive 
of  the  Junior  Auxiliary.  As  many  more  of  each  might  be  or- 
ganized in  the  Diocese.  This  strange  indifference  even  re- 
fuses visits  from  the  officers  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  the  emi- 
nent Secretary  from  New  York,  that  might  inform  ignorance, 
and  stimulate  lukewarmness.  The  existing  Branches  are 
generally  earnest,  and  add  to  their  work  some  study  of  Mis- 
sions at  their  meetings. 

THE  SEMI-ANNUAL  DIOCESAN  CONFERENCE. 

The  usual  November  meeting  was  merged  in  the  Quarter 
Century  of  the  Diocese.  Great  value  and  interest  was  given 
to  it  by  the  carefully  prepared  papers  on  the  annals  and  lead- 
ing factors  of  Diocesan  life.     The  Bishops  of  Indiana  and 
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Marquette,  by  their  presence  and  addresses,  gave  dignity 
and  profit  to  the  occasion.  In  the  success  of  the  Celebration 
very  much  was  due  to  the  time  and  tact  given  to  the  arrange- 
ments by  the  Convention  Committee,  and  especially  the  Rec- 
tor of  St.  Mark's. 

The  Easter  Semi-Annual,  on  the  eve  of  its  session,  was  in- 
definitely postponed,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  contagious 
diseases  in  the  selected  place. 

SOCIETIES  IN  THE  CHCTRCH. 

The  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission  can 
credit  the  Diocese  with  only  $3.10  for  the  last  year.  It  has 
on  its  books,  charged  to  St.  Paul's,  Grand  Rapids,  $59.80, 
balance  of  a  loan;  and  has  given  us  in  all  $300.  If  it  is  of  its 
business  principles  to  help  those  who  help  it  I  fear  applica- 
tions for  loan  or  gift  will  meet  with  little  success.  The  Amer- 
ican Church  Missionary  Society  has  under  its  charge,  besides 
missionary  aid  in  several  Dioceses  and  missionary  jurisdic- 
tions, Brazil  and  Cuba,  and  our  offerings  for  these  interesting 
fields  must  reach  them  through  its  treasury.  The  Missiona- 
ry to  Deaf  Mutes  has  received  beyond  his  stipend  $22.66.  I 
constantly  hear  of  applicatioiis  to  the  New  York  Bible  and 
Common  Prayer  Book  Society  which  are  generously  met,  and 
pride  at  least  should  bring  some  return.  While  the  Parishes 
g-enerally  have  organizations,  they  are  largely  in  the  interest 
of  home  sustentation,  and  they  have  in  them  no  pronounced 
spiritual  element.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  is  the  most 
marked  exception,  and  this  is  known  to  only  one-fourth  of  the 
Parishes  and  Missions.  The  St.  Andr>ew's  Brotherhood,  the 
Girls'  Friendly  Society,  the  Daughtem  of  the  King,  and  a 
society  that  has  in  it  the  spirit  of  the  Cliristian  Endeavor  or- 
ganization, should  have  a  real  existence  among  us.  Our  holy 
religion  recognises  fellowship.  **Let  no  man  seek  his  own, 
butevery  man  another's  wealth."  And  the  Church  should  be 
the  teacher,  and  afford  the  opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  a 
brotherly  kindness,  that  there  pervades  the  Parish  something 
of  the  home  with  its  sympathy,  its  mutual  helpfulness.  What 
**(?«r  Father  in  Heaven"  implies,  should  run  through  the 
Church.  And  then,  it  is  not  of  the  Gospel  that  the  Parish 
should  have  no  interest  beyond  its  churchly  and  social  circle, 
no  seeking  the  stranger,  no  cheering  the  lonely,  no  going  to 
and  compelling  with  a  kind  word  and  a  friendly  arm  the  alien 
from  God's  house,  to  come  in. 

AKELEY  INSTITUTE. 

The  present  year  has  not  been  one  of  prosperity.  Opening 
with  a  smaller  number  of  pupils  than  the  expenses  demanded, 
circumstances  beyond  our  control,  and  which  involved  noth- 
ing to  the  discredit  of  the  school,   withdrew  several.     The 
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result  has  been  a  deficieacj  which  my  kind  .friends  have  g-en* 
erously  met.  As  was  anticipated  when  her  husband  with- 
drew, Mrs.  Wilkinson's  services  terminated  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year.  Miss  Anketell  also  withdraws  at  this  time. 
These  ladies  have  served  the  school  with  rare  devotion.  And 
whatever  reputation  it  may  have  and  stability  it  has  attained 
is  very  much  due  to  them.  The  Trustees  have  appointed 
MissMargaretta  Cheyney,  Principal.  Thislady  has  been  con- 
nected with  the  school  as  a  teacher  for  the  last  year,  and  has 
shown  abilities  that  ensure  keeping  up  the  standard  of  schol- 
arship and  every  care  for  all  that  belongs  to  a  Church  school. 

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CORRECTIONS  AND  CHARITIES. 

In  my  relations  with  this  Board  I  have  devoted  a  Sunday  to 
the  House  of  Correction,  Thanksgiving  Day  to  the  School  for 
the  Deaf,  and  Christmas  to  the  Industrial  Home  for  Girls. 
To  this  has  been  added  eleven  visits  to  State  institutions,  four 
to  poor-houses,  eleven  to  jails,  attendance  at  the  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Board,  the  meeting  of  the  joint  Prison  and  Asy- 
lum Boards,  and  at  thirteen  meetings  of  the  Board.  I  com- 
mend to  the  Clergy  the  jails  and  poor-houses  in  their  vicinity 
for  such  moral  and  religious  influence  as  they  may  exert. 
The  one  contain  the  accused  with  the  guilty;  the  other  the 
poor  and  needy.  Both  need  the  sympathy  of  Christian 
hearts,  and  to  be  pointed  to  the  all  sufficient  influences  and 
hopes  of  the  Gospel. 

THE  DIOCESAN  PAPER. 

The  Church  Helper,  after  being  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  J. 
W.  Bancroft  for  sixteen  years,  on  his  failure  of  health  came 
on  the  hands  of  the  Bishop.  Lately  it  has  left  the  press  of 
Dennis  &  Slingerland  at  Hastings,  and  come  to  that  of  L.  C. 
Bigelow,  Dowagiac.  The  change  reduces  the  cost  of  publica- 
tion, which  the  limited  number  of  subscribers  demanded,  and 
secures  the  aid  kindly  tendered  by  the  Rev.  H.  P.  Vicborn. 
The  Bishop  retains  the  editorship,  and  the  Rev.  S.  Beckwith 
will  attend  to  the  financial  part.  It  is  often  said  that  the  sub- 
scribers' list  should  be  lengthened  and  advertisements  se- 
cured. The  latter  is  dependent  on  the  former,  and  the  former 
is  dependent  on  exertions  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  have 
not  yet  been  secured. 

FINANCIAL  NEEDS. 

The  necessity  of  increasing  the  Episcopal  Fund,  owing  to 
low  rate  of  interest  and  taxes  imposed,  will  be  presented  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Association.  I  must  ask  that  the  needs 
of  the  Bishop's  Trust  Fund  will  be  considered  by  the  Conven- 
tion. Relieved  from  paying  the  expenses  of  visitations,  it  has 
yet  to  aid  three  candidates  for  the  ministry,  to  provide  for  the 
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expenses  of  all  the  Clergy  attending  the  Semi-Annual,  to  meet 
bills  for  printing,  to  aid  in  meeting  insurance,  and  sundry 
other  expenses.  The  offerings  are  generally  small.  Where 
the  unhappy  system  prevails  of  gathering  the  maintenance 
money  of  the  Parish  in  the  alms-basins  they  come  to  the  altar 
well  covered  with  envelopes  but  little  outside.  A  notice  of 
the  object  by  the  Rector  would,  no  doubt,  increase  the  offer- 
ing. 

I  leave  now  what  might  be  called  the  Bureau  of  the  Diocese. 
Such  full  details  as  I  have  presented  may  seem  unnecessary, 
but  the  Bishop's  address  is  really  the  annual  contribution  to 
the  history  of  the  Diocese,  and  then  with  the  Convention  it  is 
a  study  of  Diocesan  interests. 

THE  EXPANSION  OF  PARISHES. 

It  must  be  conceded  that  there  is  no  rapid  advancement  in 
our  established  Parishes.  In  five  years  the  average  increase 
of  communicants  has  bees  less  than  a  hundred;  the  confima- 
tions  average  about  330.  In  most  places  the  increase  of  popu- 
lation is  not  sufficient  to  affect  us  materially.  There  will  be 
under  an  incoming  Rector  of  marked  pulpit  ability,  energy  and 
tact,  a  rapid  increase  of  congregation;  but  this  is  exceptional. 
Are  we  then  to  be  content  with  holding  our  own  on  the  ground 
we  have  long  possessed?  There  is  an  opportunity  among  the 
churchless  folk  that  are  in  any  community.  With  all  the 
seeking  and  compelling  to  come  in  of  tireless  sectarian  zeal, 
there  are  open  doors  to  homes,  and  open  minds  and  hearts  for 
a  kind,  tactful  approach.  It  is  well  worth  while  for  a  minis- 
ter to  be  compiling  a  list  of  those  "who  go  nowhere."  And 
then  when  an  acquaintance  is  made,  an  evening  call  that  will 
lead  up  to  something  about  the  Church  may  show  a  new  face 
in  the  congregation  to  grow  familiar.  Nor  should  this  be  the 
Rector's  sole  seeking.  What  if  men  should  put  some  of  the 
ways  and  means  by  which  they  fill  up  their  associations,  and 
women  some  of  the  winning  arts  by  which  they  introduce  one 
and  another  into  their  clubs,  into  Parish  increase,  would  it 
not  tell  in  this  case  as  in  the  other?  And  then,  there  is  the 
population  that  lies  around  the  town,  so  alien  to  this  Church, 
and  even  to  any  worship.  What  if  the  Rector  would  have  a 
circuit  in  school  houses  and  homes,  to  statedly  appear,  with- 
out surplice  and  with  not  too  much  Prayer  Book,  till  he  has 
broken  the  ice,  and  they  know  '*what  this  new  doctrine  is?" 
Would  not  this  break  the  monotony  of  always  the  same  faces, 
and  bring  the  farmer's  wagon  to  the  Church  door?  The  min- 
ister of  the  times  must  be  an  all  around,  all  about  man,  known 
where  men  are  at  work,  recognized  and  recognizing  on  the 
street,  **having  good  report  of  all  men,"  as  a  pure  man,  a 
friendly  man,  a  man  to  go  to  in  trouble,  a  man  to  be  listened 
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to  as  preachingwhat  he  believes  and  what  he  lives  up  to.  Put 
with  such  a  man  energ'y  and  tact  on  the  human  side,  and  faith 
and  prayer  on  the  divine  side,  and  the  Parish  that  has  any 
fair  3how  of  condition  will  expand. 

THE  WILL  AND  WORK  OF  MEN. 

While  I  would  stir  up  the  minds  of  my  fellow  laborers, 
knowing  how  apt  we  all  are  to  fall  into  the  rut  of  perfunctory 
work,  especially  where  we  seem  hemmed  in  by  narrow  bounds 
of  opportunit}',  and  even  to  drop  into  the  slough  of  despond 
when  *Sve  see  not  our  tokens,"  lam  more  and  more  impressed 
that  the  great  need  in  our  Parishes  is  more  of  man's  co-ope- 
ration. It  is  very  noticeable  in  the  greetings  of  his  loving 
heart  with  which  3t.  Paul  closes  his  Epistles,  that  he  names 
men  with  women,  and  in  the  long  list  that  ends  the  Epistle  to 
the  Romans  there  are  more  names  of  men  than  women. 
Why  are  Aquilla  a  "helper  in  Christ  Jesus,"  "the  beloved 
Persis  laboring  much  in  the  Lord."  Epaphras  with  his 
"great  zeal,"  so  wanting  in  our  churches  that  the  Sunday 
School  scarcely  knows  a  male  countenance.  In  vain  the  pas- 
tor would  rally  a  band  to  start  the  Mission  where  it  only  waits 
his  failure  for  men  of  other  households  of  faith  to  come  in  and 
make  the  success,  and  even  the  Vestry  lacks  the  spirit  to  come 
together,  and  to  go  and  to  do  in  the  Parish's  interests. 

The  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  of  Michigan  has  recently 
held  its  annual  Convention  in  Grand  Rapids.  Attending  its 
sessions,  I  am  persuaded  that  with  its  Boys'  and  Men's  Chap- 
ters in  vigorous  operation,  the  problem  I  have  referred  to  wall 
be  solved.  There  will  be  in  the  Parish  the  needed  element  of 
manly  interest  and  energy.  With  the  boys  in  touch  there 
will  be  the  training  school  and  the  constant  reinforcement. 
The  Convention  was  an  inspiration  which  I  wish  more  of  our 
Clergy  had  received.  Yet  the  interest  and  wise  activity  of 
men  must  not  depend  upon  organization.  The  man  must  be 
imbued  with  a  sense  of  responsibility.  He  must  feel  that  his 
presence  at  the  Holy  Communion  means  something  more  than 
tendering  his  own  salvation.  He  must  feel  the  force  of  "If 
ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  reward  have  ye?  and  if  ye 
salute  your  brethren  only,  what  do  ye  more  than  others?" 
Then  there  will  be  a  spontaneous  seeking  for  opportunities, 
the  going  forth  "to  do  good  and  to  communicate,"  in  the  force 
of  the  individual  sympathy  and  conscience;  waiting  not  for  the 
pastor's  urging,  the  fellow  members'  companionship.  Oh, 
what  many  an  enfeebled,  drooping  Mission  or  Parish  would 
become  were  "the  wills"  of  its  men  who  claim  themselves 
"faithful,"  "often  as  they  eat  of  that  bread  and  drink  of  that 
cup,"  "stirred  up"  in  their  Parish  life  to  "plenteously  bring 
forth  the  fruit  of  good  works."     Poor  Church  of  God !     How 
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eaviously  she  looks  on  men  in  their  politics,  in  their  masonry,, 
and  even  in  their  pleasures. 

THE  TIMES  IN  THE  CHURCH. 

Brethren  of  the  Clerg^y  and  Laity,  know  ye,  we  are  living:  in 
days  that,  whether  the  "last"  or  not,  have  a  strong"  likeness 
to  their  ''perilous  times."  '*There  shall  come  in  the  last  days 
scoffers,"  "mockers  walking-  after  their  own  ung-odly  lusts," 
*'even  now  are  there  many  antichrists  whereby  we  know  that 
it  is  the  last  time."  Satan  hath  come  into  this  generation 
with  his  masterpieces,  and  his  "cunning  craftiness^  is  "be- 
g-uiling  unstable  souls."  And  more  than  this,  far  nlbre  to 
every  lover  of  the  Lord,  priests  of  the  Lord  have  turned  awav 
from  the  "faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,"  "traitors,  "heaa- 
strong,  puffed  up"  in  their  high  places.  And  our  owli'dear 
Church,  that  we  have  felt  so  strong  in  its  liturgy,  its  historic 
prestige,  its  conservatism,  has  its  pulpits  polluted  by  a  mutil- 
ated Gospel,  and  the  renegade  from  some  other  household  of 
faith  has  found  her  door  opened  with  welcome. 

There  are  two  duties  of  the  hour.  To  be  "valiant  for  the 
truth,"  the  priest  and  pastor  to  be  "grounded  and  settled  in 
the  faith,"  digging  down  to  its  foundations  in  Holy  Scripture, 
and  catholic  consent,  to  lift  up  no  voice  less  weak  than  that  of 
g-entle  St.  John,  "from  house  to  house"  in  every  circle,  "to 
teach  and  preach  Jesus  Christ,"  to  guard  the  young  and 
all  in  their  Confirmation  approach;  to  apply  himself  wholly  to 
this  one  thing,  and  draw  all  his  cares  and  studies  this  way." 

The  parishioner,  especially  in  official  relation,  to  guard  the 
pulpit  from  him  who  would  "climb  up  some  other  wSiy,"  to 
stand  by  priest  and  pastor  ministering  in  all  things,  "as  this 
Church  hath  received  the  same."  And  for  both,  to  show  the 
confirmation  of  the  faith' in  its  fruits  of  pure  and  holy  living. 
"Thy  Word  is  tried  to  the  uttermost  and  Thy  servant 
love th  it." 

And  let  us  have  faith  in  God.  It  is  the  wonderfulness  of 
God's  wisdom  and  power  that  He  will  allow  the  falsities  of 
man's  ignorance  and  presumption  to  have  their  day.  It  shows 
that  they  are  under  His  hand  to  be  crushed  at  any  moment. 
The  world  even  ought  by  tb  is  tim  e  to  be  well  enough  read  in  histo- 
ry to  know  how  shortlived  are  "the  profane  and  vain  babblings 
and  oppositions  of  science  falsely  so  called,"  and  how  rapidly 
they  vanish  when  God's  time  has  come.  And  as  to  the  faith, 
let  no  man's  heart  fail  him.  True  our  blessed  Lord  did  say, 
*'When  the  Son  of  Man  cometh  shall  he  find  faith  on  the 
earth,"  but  were  there  no  explanation  that  waives  such  an  inter- 
pretation, could  we  think  for  a  moment  that  "that  blessed  hope 
and  the  glorious  appearing  of  the  great  God  and  our  Saviour, 
Jesus  Christ,"  shall  be  to  find  the  Gospel  prostrate  under  the 
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feet  of  its  adversaries?  Tbis  were  indeed  to  make  the  cross 
of  Christ  of  none  effect.  No!  the  faith  will  live,  conserved  in 
the  Holy  Church,  its  "witness  and  keeper."  These  are  only 
the  passing  clouds,  silver  lined  with  the  promise  that  '*the 
gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against^  it."  If  we  may  not 
"laugh  the  adversary  to  scorn,"  we  may  cheer  every  despond- 
ent soul  with  our  faith;  we  may  bid  the  fearful  to  the  clinging 
to  Christ  and  His  cross  that  is  "as  an  anchor  of  the  soul." 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  Almighty  God,  who  hast  built  Thy  Church  upon  the 
foundations  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ  him- 
self being  the  head  corner-stone;  grant  us  so  to  be  joined  to- 
gether in  unity  of  spirit  by  their  doctrine,  that  we  may  be 
made  an  holy  temple  acceptable  unto  Thee,  through  Jesus 
Christ,  our  Lord.     Amen.

22  had  the  pleasure  of  re- 
ceiving the  Sunday  School  in  my  cottage. 

July  23.  Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Hastings,  Emman- 
TjKL.  The  funeral  of  Mr.  David  G.  Robinson,  delivered  an 
address.  The  Rev.  S.  Beckwith,  Rev.  W.  Lucas,  Rev.  W.  W. 
Taylor,  participated  in  the  services. 

August  8.  Was  present  at  a  service  conducted  by  the  Rev.

September  IS.  Visited  St.  Mary's  Church,  LeRoy,  N.  Y., 
my  first  Parish  after  a  few  months  of  missionary  work. 

September  17.  Sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Palmy- 
ra, ZiON  Church.  Officiated.  Here  for  ten  years  I  realized 
the  village  pastor. 

September  24.  Seventeenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Grand 
Rapids,  St.  John's.     A.  M.,  officiated. 

October  1.  Eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  Grand 
Haven,  St.  John's.  A.  M.,  officiated.  Evening,  Akeley  In- 
stitute. 

October  8.  Nineteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Paw  Paw, 
St.  Mark's.     Officiated. 

October  15.  Twentieth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Ionia,  St. 
John's.  A.  M.,  officiated.  P.  M.,  Lyons,  Grace.  Preached. 
The  opening  of  the  Church  partly  destroyed  by  fire  when 
nearly  ready  for  use.  The  restoration  is  with  a  debt  of  $500. 
Evenmg,  was  present  at  an  interesting  Sunday  School  service 
at  Ionia,  and  made  an  address. 

October  22.  Twenty-first  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Grand 
Rapids,  St.  Paul's.  A.  M.,  assisted  in  the  services.  Even- 
ing, left  at  a  late  hour  for  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

October  25-27.  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Attended  the  Missionary 
Council  and  a  special  meeting  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

October  29.  Twenty-second  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Ne- 
waygo, St.  Mark's.  Officiated  and  baptized  an  infant.  The 
Mission  is  to  be  commended  for  keeping  up  its  Sunday  School 
and  Young  People's  meeting. 

November  1.  All  Saint's  Day,  Akeley  Institute.  Had 
the  usual  observance. 

November  5.  Twenty-third  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Pent- 
water,  St.  James'  Mission.  This  Mission  made  a  brave  ef- 
fort to  secure  a  resident  minister.  After  several  months  I 
was  able  to  find  them  a  minister  of  good  promise,  but  very 
soon  after  his  settlement  the  principal  industry  of  the  place 
was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  when  the  people  were  gaining 
heart  a  bank  failure  inflicted  as  great  if  not  a  greater  loss.

Officiated  and  met  the  Vestry  in 
conference  on  the  vacancy. 

November  26.  First  Sunday  in  Advent.  Ionia,  the  State 
House  of  Correction  and  Reformatory.  A.  M.,  preached. 
P.  M.»  in  the  Sunday  School.     Evening,  in  the  cell  blocks. 
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The  Chaplain  is  doing  good  work,  and  the  Church  may  be 
gratified  that  she  can  present  so  good  a  man  for  this  peculiar 
work. 

November  30.  Thanksgiving  Day.  Flint,  the  State 
School  for  the  Deaf.  To  spend  this  day  here  has  become 
a  habit,  the  courtesy  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  attract- 
iveness of  the  children  making  it  ever  pleasant. 

December  3.  First  Sunday  in  Advent.  Three  Rivers, 
Trinity.  Preached.  The  Church  out  of  repair,  the  Sunday 
School  disbanded,  members  of  the  Church  taking  no  interest; 

The  Church  stands  in  the 
center  of  the  place,  a  conspicuous  monument  of  lukewarm- 
ness.  There  are  two  or  three  whom  **it  pitieth  to  see  her  in 
the  dust." 

December  6-7.  The  celebration  of  the  Quarter  Century  of 
the  Diocese.  Grand  Rapids,  St.  Mark's  Church.  Present, 
twenty-two  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.  Bishops  White  and  G.  M. 
Williams  and  four  Clergy  from  without,  ten  Parishes  repre- 
resented  by  their  Laity.  The  Annals  of  the  Diocese  pre- 
sented in  able  papers  are  preserved  in  the  pages  of  the  Church 
Helper. 

December  10.  Second  Sunday  in  Advent.  Grand  Rapids, 
Good  Shepherd.    A.  M.,  preached. 

December  14-15.  Detroit.  Attending  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  the  Board  of  Corrections  and  Charities.  Under  a  new 
arrangment  of  exercises  the  Conference  is  increased  in  eflS- 
ciency  and  interest.

D.  D.,  Rev.  C.  R.  Hodge  united  in  the  laying  on  of  bands.

December  24.  Fourth  Sundav  in  Advent.  Adrian,  Christ 
Church.  Preached.  I  was  glad  to  make  this  slight  return 
for  many  courtesies  received  from  the  Rector.

Removals  and  death  have  broug-ht 
the  Mission  very  low. 

April  11.  Wednesday  before  Easter.  Holland,  Grace. 
Confirmed  twenty-five. 

April  13.  Good  Friday.  Ludington,  Grace.  Conducted 
the  three  hours'  service  with  a  small  attendance. 

April  15.  Easter  Day.  Elk  Rapids,  St.  Paul's.  Con- 
firmed eighteen.  Solemnly  set  apart  Altar  furniture.  Even- 
ing, the  children's  Easter.     Made  an  address. 

April  16.  Monday  in  Easter  week.  Traverse  City, 
Grace.     Evening.     Confirmed  seven. 

April  17.  Tuesday  in  Easter  week.  East  Jordan,  Re- 
deemer. Confirmed  two.  There  was  more  to  encourage  me 
on  this  visit  than  I  have  known  for  years. 

April  19.     Grand  Rapids.     Private  Communion  to  the  sick.

As  you  are  aware,  the  duties  of  my  ofifice  are  varied,  and  employ  me 
seven  days  in  the  week.  If  allowed  to  draw  a  line  we  might  place 
some  items  on  the  secular  side,  and  others  on  the  more  strictly  spiritual. 

There  are  men  to  register,  accounts  to  keep,  thousands  of  letters  to 
read,  and  much  else  that  need  not  enter  into  a  report  of  this  nature. 

All  this,  if  conscientiously  done,  helps  in  the  moral  and  spiritual  ef^ 
forts  for  the  instruction  of  our  |>eculiar  charges.  We  have  held  service 
every  Sunday,  arranging  for  a  suitable  supply  when  not  personally 
present. 

I  have  delivered  in  our  Chapel  38  sermons.  Elsewhere,  addresses, 
sermons,  etc.,  8;  total,  46.  We  have  an  interesting  Sunday  School  vol- 
untarily attended  by  122  men  out  of  a  total  of  398,  being  a  smaller  num- 
ber of  inmates  than  we  have  had  for  years.  These  men  have  each  ap- 
plied with  recommendations  for  the  privilege. 

In  connection  with  the  Sunday  Scliool  we  hold  a  Teachers*  Meeting, 
reviewing  the  lesson  and  trying  to  be  in  readiness  to  better  impart  in- 
structions to  the  classes. 

The  Friday  evening  service,  at  the  time  this  report  is  written,  is  at- 
teaded  by  133  men,  who  sing  and  respond  heartily.  The  prayer  book 
is  used  and  the  men  also  have  an  opportunity  to  take  part  in  the  exer- 
cises by  reading,  speaking,  or  otherwise. 

In  some  regards  I  have  the  advantage  of  my  brother  clergymen.  My 
Parish  is  not  scattered.  I  can  nearly  always  find  each  one  at  home. 
During  the  year  have  made  4,976  cell  visits,  71  visits  to  the  hospital, 
and  have  held  565  private  interviews. 

Nearly  every  Sunday  evening  have  assisted  the  Rector  of  St.  John*s 
Church,  Ionia,  in  the  services,  and  at  other  times  when  possible. 

Have  officiated  at  one  baptism,  one  wedding  and  two  funerals.

To  the  Right  Rev,  George  D.  Gillespie,  D,  D.^ 
Bishop  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan: 

During  the  Conventional  year  just  closed  I  held  services  for  deaf 
mutes  at  St.  Bede*s  Mission^  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand  Rapids;  Em- 
manuel Church,  Petoskey;  St.  John's  Church,  Ionia;  St.  Thomas' 
Church,  Battle  Creek,  and  St.  Paul's  Church,  Muskegon.  It  seems 
proper  that  the  services  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Flint,  should  bo  reported 
here,  as  they  reach  a  number  of  the  pupils  of  the  State  School  whose 
homes  are  in  this  Diocese. 

About  fifteen  come  to  the  services  at  Battle  Creek  from  points  within 
a  circuit  of  twenty  miles.  Some  come 'by  team,  others  b^'  rail.  A  few 
come  in  from  the  country  to  St.  Bede's  Mission  on  receipt  of  postal  no- 
tices from  the  General  Missionary.  Deaf  mutes  living  at  Homer,  Albion 
and  Charlotte  come  over  to  the  Jackson  Mission. 

A  young  man  belonging  to  Grand  Rapids  was  baptized  at  Ephphatha 
Mission,  Detroit.     At  the  time  he  was  visiting  friends. 

At  the  twenty- fifth  anniversary  service  of  the  Grand  Rapids  Mission 
three  deaf  mute  women  received  the  Apostolic  laying  on  of  hands  in 
Confirmation. 

As  in  past  years,  I  have  distributed  prayer  books  and  tracts,  the  gift 
of  the  New  York  and  the  Bishop  White  Societies.  I  have  sent  my 
Church  papers  away  to  those  who  could  appreciate  them. 
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During  the  intervals  between  appointments  for  Western  Michig-an  I 
have  worked  in  other  Dioceses,  as  in  the  past  twenty- five  years.  With- 
in this  time  **silent"  Mssions  have  been  built  up  from  Pittsburg  to 
Kansas  City.  The  large  places  are  served  on  Sundays,  the  smaller 
ones  on  week  days. 

Outside  of  my  assigned  district  I  have  officiated  at  All  Souls' Church 
for  deaf  mutes,  Philadelphia;  Grace  Mission,  Mt.  Airy,  Pennsylvania; 
St,  Ann's  Church,  New  York;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Watertown;  St. 
John's  Church,  Potsdam;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Buffalo,  and  at  St.  Mat- 
thew's Church,  Wheeling,  West  Virginia. 

In  July  I  assisted  the  late  Bishop  Gilbert  at  the  opening  of  the  Sixth 
Convention  of  the  National  Association  at  St.  Paul,  and  made  an  ad- 
dress. On  the  following  Sunday  a  service  for  the  delegates  from  all 
over  the  Union  was  held  at  the  Church  of  St.  John,  the  Evangelist.  On 
the  way  to  and  from  this  Convention  stop-overs  were  made  at  All  Angels' 
Mission,  Chicago;  St.  Paul's  Church,  Milwaukee;  Christ  Church,  La 
Crosse;  Christ  Church,  Lake  City,  Minn. 

In  the  following  month  in  Buffalo  I  opened  the  Sixteenth  Convention 
of  the  Empire  State  Deaf  Mute  Association,  and  made  an  address.  In 
the  evening  a  service  was  held  for  the  delegates  at  St.  Paul's  Church. 

In  September  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  met  at  Columbus.  My 
address  was  kindly  read  by  one  of  the  clerical  delegates.  I  asked  the 
Brotherhood  men  to  include  deaf  mutes  in  the  labor  of  bringing  men  to 
Christ.  At  the  close  of  the  Convention  I  hastened  to  the  Missionary 
Council  in  St.  Louis  to  represent  the  Silent  Mission.  My  address  was 
read  by  Bishop  Tuttle.  Bishop  Whipple  said  a  few  words  expressive 
of  the  interest  the  Council  felt  in  the  work. 

I  have  attended  three  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Program  of  the 
coming  World's  Congress  of  Deaf  Mutes  in  Paris  in  August.  Of  this 
Committee  I  am  chairman. 

As  a  means  of  increasing  the  interest  of  deaf  mutes  in  the  Church  and 
her  blessed  services,  it  is  suggested  that  the  clergy  of  Parishes  where 
no  sign  services  are  held,  call  on  those  within  Parochial  limits  with  in- 
vitations to  worship  at  the  regular  services.  To  encourage  this  attend- 
ance some  one  should  be  on  hand  to  show  them  the  places  in  the  Prayer 
Book  until  sufficient  familiarity  has  been  attained. 

In  conclusion  the  Clergy  are.  asked  to  remember  the  Mid-Western 
Mission  on  the  twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  The  offerings  are  needed 
to  meet  its  expenses.

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TITLE  I— CANON  18. 

GENERAL  REGULATION  OF   MINISTERS  AND  THEIR   DUTIES. 

^  1.  [1]  It  is  hereby  required  that,  on  the  election  of  a  Minister 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  de- 
liyered,  to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following-  form  or  tp 
this  effect: 

We,  the  Church  Wardens  (or  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  we, 
the  Rector  and  Church  Wardens),  to  the  Right  Rev.  (naming  the  Bishop) 
or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee)  that 
(naming  the  person)  has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  (or  Assistant  Minister, 
as  the  case  may  be)  of  (naming  the  Parish  or  Church). 

Which« certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

N.  B. — The  date  of  election  to  the  Rectorship  should  be  given  in  the 
Canonical  notice  sent  to  the  Bishop. 

§  2.  No  minister  moving  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  to 
another  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector  or  Stated  Minister,  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  District  to 
w^hich  he  removes  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following: 

I  do  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev.   A B has  been  Canonically 

transferred  to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  minister  in  regular  standing. 


TITLE  II.— CANON  12. 

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  THE   LAITY. 

§  1.  A  Communicant  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another  shall  pro- 
cure from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or  if 
there  be  no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a.  certificate  stating  that 
he  or  she  is  a  Communicant  in  good  standing;  and  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish  or  Congregation  to  which  he  or  she  removes  shall  not  be  required 
to  receive  him  or  her  as  a  Communicant  until  such  letter  shall  be  pro- 
duced.

CANON  VII. 

VACANT   CHURCH    AND   CLERICAL   SETTLEMENT   AND  REMOVAL. 

« 

Section  1.  Whenever  an  incorporated  Church  becomes  vacant,  it 
shall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the 
Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  Prior  to  the  election  of  a  Minister  of  any  incorporated 
Church  the  Vestry  shall  inform  the  Bishop  of  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  person  they  propose  to  elect;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
Vestry  to  take  action  on  any  name  until  the  receipt  of  the  Bishop's  ac- 
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knowledgtnent  of  such  notification,  and  of  his  accompanying  suggestion, 
if  there  be  any:  Provided  he  be  at  the  time  within  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  his  reply  be  not  deferred  longer  than  thirty 
days  after  the  receipt  of  said  notification.  If,  after  the  expiration  of 
six  months,  the  Vestry  of  such  Church,  which  has  become  vacant,  shall 
fail  to  call  or  settle  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  ap- 
point one,  and  he  shall  notify  the  Vestry  of  such  appointment,  and  upon 
their  concurrence,  the  Minister  so  appointed  shall  become  Rector  of  the 
Church. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese,  or  others, 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  va- 
cant Churches  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus  supplied,  to  defray 
all  the  expenses  incidental  to  such  occasional  services.

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  is 
hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  pay  to  the  *  'Treasurer  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,"  each  recurring  year,  so 
long  as  the  necessity  may  exist,  such  portion  of  the  money  realized  from 
the  assessment  upon  the  Parishes,  as  shall  be  over  and  above  the 
amount  required  to  pay  the  annual  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  to 
be  used  in  making  good,  so  far  as  it  will  go,  any  deficiency  that  occurs 
in  the  Bishop's  salary  from  the  insufficient  avails  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund.  Provided,  that  in  no  event  shall  the  sum  paid  from  the  General 
Fund  toward  the  Bishop's  salary  exceed  the  amount  of  the  deficiency 
for  that  year,  which  deficiency,  when  it  becomes  apparent,  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Association  shall  officially  certify  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese,  and  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall  be  a 
voucher  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention.     [Journal  1880,  page  30.]

Report  of  the  Standing-  Committee: 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  beg 
leave  to  report  that  said  Committee,  elected  by  the  Twenty-Sixth  An- 
nual Convention  of  the  Diocese,  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Muskegon, 
was  regularly  and  duly  organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  R.  R. 
Claiborne  as  President,  and  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Fortescue  Gairdner  as 
Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  held  six  meetings  during  the  year,  and  upon  the 
following  dates:  June  6,  June  26,  September  19,  1900;  March  18,  April 
20,  and  June  4,  1901.  The  official  acts  of  the  Committee  are  as  follows: 
Appropriations  were  made  from  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy, 
in  behalf  of  Aged  and  Disabled  Clergy,  and  the  relief  of  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  Clergy.  An  appropriation  was  made  for  the  Rev. 
J.  W.  Bancroft  to  be  applied  toward  the  purchase  of  the  Mendon  loan. 

The  Committee  delivered  its  judgment  in  the  case  of  disagreement 
between  the  Rev.  R.  Eugene  Griggs  and  the  vestry  of  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Big  Rapids,  which  case,  under  action  of  the  Bishop,  was  pre- 
sented to  said  Committee  for  adjudication. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Lucas  of  Allegan  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  W.  H. 
Van  Antwerp,  D.  D. 

The  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  for  the  consecration  of  the 
following  named  persons  as  Bishops  of  the  Church.  The  Rev.  Robert 
Woodward  Barnwell,  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama; 
the  Rev.  Reginald  Heber  Weller,  B.  D.,  as  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  Fond 
da  LraCy  and  Rev.  Frederick  William  Taylor,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop-Coad- 
jutor of  the  Diocese  of  Quincy. 

Mr.  Wm.  G.  Reithard,  of  Kalamazoo,  was  recommended  to  the  Bishop 
for  the  Order  of  the  Deaconate. 

The  Standing  Committee  asks  the  passage  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved:  That  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to 
pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
who  attend  its  duly  convened  meetings  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 1902.

REPORT  ON    UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 

Your  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  having  examined  the 
Journal  of  1900,  beg"  to  report  for  consideration: 

On  page  68  the  Bishop  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  increasing  the 
Episcopal  Fund.  On  page  24  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  empha- 
sized this  necessity.  On  page  56  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  suggested  the  advisability  of  investigating  certain  plans  for  the 
furtherance  of  this  object.     On  page  58  the  Bishop  appointed  a  Commit- 
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tee  on  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund.    A  report  from  this  commit- 
tee would  be  of  interest  to  this  Convention.

The  report  was  accepted. 

With  reference  to  the  subject  of  the  Increase  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund  the  Rev.  J.  N.  McCormick  read  the  following 
report: 

REPORT  ON  INCREASE  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  FUND. 

The  Committee  on  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  respectfully 
report  to  the  Convention  that  they  have  given  careful  attention  to  the 
subject  committed  to  them  for  Investigation.  The  amount  of  the  Epis- 
copal Fund  is  now  $35,593.47.  This  sum  includes  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence valued  at  $11,000,  for  which  $500  rent  is  charged  as  a  part  of  the 
Bishop's  salary.  Owing  to  lower  rates  of  interest,  the  income  of  the 
fund  is  not  so  large  as  formerly.  It  is  clear  that  the  fund  should  be 
largely  increased,  and  the  importance  of  the  matter  must  be  evident  to 
us  all.  Since  the  last  Convention  the  Committee  has  held  two  meetings, 
and  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  plan  of  Endowment  through 
Insurance.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  visited  Chicago  and  talked 
with  members  of  the  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  and  corres- 
pondence was  held  with  other  Dioceses  in  which  the  Insurance  plan 
has  been  used  for  the  purpose  of  raising  or  increasing  the  Fund  for  the 
Endowment  of  the  Episcopate.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Committee  a 
representative  of  the  Church  Endowment  Society  was  present  to  explain 
its  methods  and  to  offer  its  assistance.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
this  scheme  is  a  good  one,  and  might  profitably  be  employed  especially 
with  regard  to  provision  for  the  future.  As,  however,  the  immediate 
returns  from  this  plan  would  be  but  small,  the  Committee  would  not 
recommend  its  adoption  to  the  exclusion  of  other  methods.  In  our  judg- 
ment the  Insurance  plan  might  be  utilized  in  connection  with  a  con- 
certed movement  to  raise  funds  by  direct  subscription,  and  thus  both 
immediate  and  ultimate  benefits  be  realized.  As  the  Church  Endow- 
ment Society  has  now  been  regularly  organized  with  the  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Co.,  of  New  York,  as  its  backers,  and  J.  P.  Morgan  &  Co. 
as  its  bankers,  and  with  the  endorsement  of  many  Bishops  of  the 
Church,  including  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  and  as  our  Bishop  has 
appointed  a  Committee  to  represent  this  Society  in  our  Diocese,  we 
would  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions:  Resolved 
firsts  That  the  subject  of  the  increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  through 
Insurance  be  referred  to  a  Committee  appointed,  or  to  be  appointed,  to 
report  as  to  ways  and  means  to  the  next  Convention.  Resolved  secondly^ 
That  the  Convention  does  not  commit  itself  to  the  Insurance  plan  solely 
and  exclusively,  but  as  a  co-ordinate  method  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  such  other  methods  for  increasing  the  Fund  as  the  next  Convention 
may  direct.

Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop^s  address  as  re- 
lates to  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  be  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  two  Clergymen  and  one  Layman. 

Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  re- 
lates to  Sunday  Schools  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  two 
Clergymen  and  two  Laymen. 

Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  re- 
lates to  the  Christian  Home  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of 
two  Clergymen  and  two  Laymen. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Donohue  made  a  statement  with  ref- 
erence to  the  Assessment  of  St.  Paul's  Parish. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered: 

Resolved^  That  the  arrears  of  Assessment  to  the  Diocese 
of  St.  Paul's  Memorial  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  be  remitted 
and  that  the  Lay  delegates  be  admitted  to  seats  in  this  Con- 
vention. 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  J.  N.  McCormick  made  a  statement  with  ref- 
erence to  St.  Matthew's  Mission  and  offered  the  following 
resolutions: 

Resolved^  That,  as  St.  Matthew's  Mission,  Grand  Rap- 
ids, is  now  practically  non-existent,  the  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Convention  be  directed  to  omit  it  from  the  lists. 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  made  the  following  statement: 

Under  the  provisions  of  Canon  H,  Sec.  3, 1  report  to  the 
Convention  the  following  Parishes  as  not  sustaining  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Church,  and  for  other  causes  in  my  judgment 
virtually  extinct  and  recommend  that  their  names  and  titles 
be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Parishes:  Trinity  Church,  Sar- 
anac. 

It  was  moved  and  adopted  that  the  name  of  the  Parish  at 
Saranac  be  stricken  from  the  list,  as  it  is  defunct. 

Mr.  J.  N.  Champlin  being  absent,  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Stuart 
was  accepted  as  his  substitute  for  St.  Mark's  Parish,* 
Grand  Rapids. 

The  Rev.  J.  N.  McCormick  presented  the  following  res- 
olution:

REPORT  OF  SEMI-ANNUAL  MISSIONARY  MEETINGS  AND  DIOCESAN

The  53rd  Semi-Annual  was  held  in  St.  Alban's  Church,  Dowagiac, 
Nov.  20,  21,  22,  1900. 

The  attendance  was  good,  the  proceedings  interesting,  and  the 
occasion  a  success  in  every  regard. 

A  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  the  Reverends  Dr. W.H.Thomas, 
R.  R.  Claiborne  and  J.  N.  Rippey,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  to  consider 
the  feasibility  of  incorporating  a  society  for  the  relief  of  Aged  and  In- 
firm Clergy,  to  report  provisionally  to  the  next  Semi-Annual  Confer- 
ence, and  ultimately  to  the  Diocesan  Convention.

The  Rev.  J.  S.  Colton  of  the  Committee  on  Christian  Ed- 
ucation and  Akeley  Institute  made  the  following  report: 

christian  education  and  akeley  institute. 

The  subject  of  Christian  Education  is  one  that  lies  near  and  should 
be  very  dear  to  the  heart  of  every  member  of  the  Church  of  God,  be- 
cause  the   proper   development  of  the  mental  facilities  should  to  our 
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minds  be  on  lines  running  parallel  to  the  hig-hest  and  truest  sort  of 
education;  the  unfolding  of  the  Christian  graces,  and  the  care  and  pre- 
servation of  that  part  of  our  nature  which  is  of  vastly  greater  import- 
ance than  the  education  of  the  mind  alone.  It  touches  the  vitals  of  our 
better  bei,ng.  The  education  that  eliminates  this,  that  takes  out  all 
consideration  of  the  higher,  nobler  parts,  does  violence  to  our  nature. 
It  cultures  one  half  to  the  dwarfing  of  the  other.  The  separation  of 
heart  and  mind,  and  the  training  of  the  mind  in  the  secular  to  the 
neglect  of  the  heart  is  to  exclude  the  greatest  factor  from  our  complex 
being,  and  so  subjects  and  subordinates  as  to  make  one  sided.  It  is 
hazardous.  It  is  at  an  extreme  risk.  It  brings  to  the  brink  of  infi- 
delity, with  no  restraining  hand  to  keep  from  crashing  over. 

Mental  training  or  development  without  Christian  culture  in  the 
home  or  schools  is  an  invitation  to  uproot  even  the  inherited  qualities 
that  might  develop  into  incalculable  benefit.  It  must,  in  the  end,  re- 
sult disastrously.  None  know  this,  or  can  reckon  the  consequence  with 
deeper,  keener  appreciation  than  the  Clergy. 

In  presenting  these  views  in  this  connection,  for  your  consideration, 
we  do  not  gather  up  the  wrecks  and  disasters  as  witnesses  to  what  may 
possibly  come  here  and  there  from  neglect.  Our  faces  are  set  towards 
to  rising  sun,  and  we  have  hopes,  though  there  may  come  now  and 
then  clouds,  and  mists  arise  to  obscure  our  vision.  We  take  courage, 
and  strive  to  prosecute  the  work  in  hand,  and  in  this  particular  it  is  to 
see  that  the  education  of  heart  and  mind  go  hand  in  hand  for  the 
greater  good  of  the  individual,  the  real  preservation  of  society,  and  the 
safety,  honor  and  welfare  of  our  cause. 

The  public  schools,  from  which  our  young  people  are  getting  their 
education,  schools  deserving  the  support  of  our  citizens,  which  may  be 
necessary  for  the  good  of  the  nation,  do  not,  however,  afford  the  Christ- 
ian instruction  which  is  of  still  greater  importance  to  our  well-being. 
There  are  good  schools  and  fulfill  their  purpose  in  sending  out  intelli- 
gent citizens.  But  that  is  not  all!  There  is  the  Christian  character, 
and  in  youth,  when  this  character  is  being  formed,  is  the  opportunity 
to  attain  the  ideal  the  church  is  commissioned  to  present. 

Yearly  a  large  number  of  our  youth  are  going  out  from  schools  and 
colleges  into  positions  of  useful  living.  It  is  the  church's  opportunity. 
She  fails  of  her  full  duty  when  she  has  afforded  nothing  to  meet  the 
doubts  irreligion  and  irreverence  that  confront  them  on  the  very  thresh- 
old of  school  and  academic  life.  It  is  a  weakness.  The  church 
must  some  time,  some  way,  meet  this  problem  of  Christian  Education. 
Sound  scholarship  cannot  stand  alone.  The  intellectual  giant  may  be 
a  monstrosity. 

It  is  a  question  if  formal  religion  can  be  introduced  into  our  public 
school;  we  do  not  contend  for  this.  But  there  are  schools  and  colleges 
directly  under  the  care  of  our  Bishops  and  churchmen  and  church- 
women  for  our  youth;  attracting  parents  of  means  who  have  somewhat 
else  in  view  than  the  mere  training  of  the  intellect,  who  may  become 
not  only  useful  and  disciplined  citizens,  but  helpers  in  the  advance- 
ment of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 

Now  we  have  right  here  in  our  own  Diocese  the  beginning  of  such 
work  on  foundations  well  laid.  Your  committee  would  bring  again  to 
the  notice  and  consideration  of  this  Convention  and  the  whole  Diocese 
the  existence  of  Akeley  Institute  at  Grand  Haven,  struggling  hard,  and 
with  some  success,  to  do  its  part  in  the  Church's  divine  commission  to 
**teach  the  lessons  which  result  in  Christian  character." 

Akeley  Institute  is  thoroughly  equipped  to  perform  its  duty  to  the 
Church.  It  is  a  school  in  which  parents  can  safely  confide;  where 
daughters  in  their  impressionable  years  attain  the  true  Christian  char- 
acter that  will  go  back  into  the  Parishes  from  which  they  came  as  a 
leaven  of  good.     It  wants,  if  we  believe  in  that  sort  of  an  education,  the 
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moral  support  of  this   Conyention,    and   the   careful   consideration   of 
parents  whose  daughters  may  be  going  away  from  home  to  school. 

Akeley  may  have  no  canonical  claims  upon  the  Clergy  or  Laity  of 
the  Diocese,  but  as  a  school  that  is  helping  to  supply  that  which  we 
seek,  it  calls  aloud  to  us  to  lend  a  hand  to  help  meet  our  need.  The 
struggles  of  our  beloved  Bishop  demand  co-operation  in  what  shall  give 
the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  and  the  Church  what  we  want.  Is  it 
weak?  Make  it  strong!  It  has  possibilities.  It  is  worthy  and  capable. 
It  is  a  church-home  where  your  daughters  live  the  Church's  way, 
breathe  her  atmosphere,  under  the  best  of  management — a  school  where 
Christian  education  goes  hand  in  hand  with  the  training  of  the  mind. 
Don't  forget  it  in  your  prayers,  and  we  would  appeal  to  the  rich  of  our 
brethren  not  to  forget  it  in  their  bequests  when  they  are  to  part  with 
all  they  have  obtained  here,  and  so  by  some  endowments  help  to 
strengthen  the  good  work.  It  is  an  institution  where  money  seeking 
safe  investment  may  profitably  be  put  that  the  Church  may  reap  a  large 
and  lasting  benefit  in  years  to  come.  It  is  a  school  where  young  women 
are  educated  in  Church  doctrine  and  Church  history,  so  making  them 
efficient  teachers  in  the  family  and  Church.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN 

MISSIONS. 

He  who  discerns  the  signs  of  the  times  cannot  fail  to  note  the  rising 
tide  of  Missionary  interest  and  enthusiasm.  Even  the  enemies  and 
critics  of  the  church  cannot  ignore  the  forward  movement  of  this  gene- 
ration of  Christians,  and  their  persistent  and  often  bitter  hostility  is  a 
tribute  to  the  importance  and  seriousness  of  this  great  advance  move- 
ment of  Christendom.  We  dare  not  fail  to  realize  the  situation,  nor  to 
meet  it.  We  must  above  all  things  both  instruct  and  arouse  the  people, 
old  and  young,  rich  and  poor.  Our  own  branch  of  the  Church  must 
meet  her  responsibilities,  and  every  Diocese,  every  Parish  and  Con- 
gregation must  bravely  take  its  part.  We  gladly  recognize  the  zeal  and 
wisdom  of  the  present  administration  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  we 
heartily  pray  for  its  increasing  usefulness  and  success.  We  have  been 
glad  to  have  in  our  Diocese,  to  address  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  and  to  preach  in  our  Churches,  the  General  Secre- 
tary, the  Rev.  Arthur  S.  Lloyd,  D.  D.,  and  we  bid  him  Godspeed  in 
his  work.  As  emphasized  by  the  Bishop  in  his  address,  we  need  to 
look  well  to  a  campaign  of  education  in  our  own  Diocese.  The  commit- 
tee therefore  recommends,  wherever  possible,  the  observance  in  all 
Sunday  Schools  of  the  Missionary    Sunday,  the  organization   of  the 
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Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  of  the  Junior  Auxiliary  in  every  Parish  and 
Mission,  the  circulation  of  the  Spirit  of  Missions  and  of  the  various 
publications  of  the  Board,  the  constant  magnifying'  of  Missionary  duties 
and  motives  in  our  pulpits,  and  in  pastoral  instruction,  the  continued 
use  of  Prayers  for  Missions  and  Missionaries,  and  all  other  legitimate 
methods  of  pleading  before  God  and  urging  upon  men  the  extension  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  through  the  established  agencies 
of  His  Holy  Catholic  Church.  Even  amid  the  difficult  and  often  exact- 
ing demands  of  our  own  Diocese,  let  us  not  forget  the  Cardinal  Christ- 
ian principle  of  working  out  our  own  salvation  only  as  we  look  and 
labor  for  the  salvation  of  others;  let  us  strive  to  love  our  neighbor  as 
ourselves!

THE  CHRISTIAN  HOME. 

One  of  the  most  disappointing  items  in  a  parochial  report  to  the 
Diocesan  Convention  is  the  very  small  number  of  ''families."  The  re- 
port seems  not  to  require  the  number  on  the  Parish  visiting  list;  for 
usually  in  at  least  three-fourths  of  such  families  one  or  more  members 
acknowledge  no  allegiance  to  the  Church,  if  indeed  to  much  of  the 
Christian  faith.  The  report  seems  to  ask  for  those  families  only  where- 
in all  are  loyal  to  the  Church.  The  Christian  message,  however,  is  not 
confined  to  the  individual;  it  extents  to  every  social  institution,  and 
naturally  to  the  most  fundamental  of  them  all — the  family. 

Of  course,  we  pray  to  God  as  individuals,  as  Parishes,  as  Dioceses 
and  as  Churches,  also  as  clubs  and  as  lodges;  why  then  should  we  not 
maintain  the  family  altar,  and  ask  GoD*s  blessing  upon  the  home? 
Surely  something  is  lacking  in  our  grasp  of  Christ's  religion  if  our 
diffidence  is  greatest  among  those  whom  we  know  and  love  the  best. 

The  number  of  Church  families  might  be  increased  somewhat  if  the 
Clergy  were  not  content  to  make  their  calls  when  the  mother  and  small- 
er children  only  are  to  be  found.  Evening  calls  afford  opportunity  for 
meeting  the  wage  earners  in  person.  These  calls  help  to  remove  the 
misunderstandings  which  arise  between  those  who  never  see  each  other 
except  from  the  distance  between  chancel  and  nave.  Such  calls  are 
upon  the  family  as  a  whole,  and  summon  to  the  Clergyman's  assistance 
all  of  the  tender  and  blessed  associations  of  the  home.

The  Rev.  Woodford  P.  Law,  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  South  Haven, 

and  St,  Mark's,  Paw  Paw. 
The  Rev.  John  H.  McKenzie,  St.  James',  Sturgis. 
The  Rev.  W.  H.  Thomas,  D.  D. ,  Grace  Church,  Lyons. 
Miss  Mary  A.  Milnes,  General  Missionary. 

It  is  difficult  to  escape  a  measure  of  monotony  in  our  Annual  Re- 
port, and  yet  the  vafying  **sigiis  and  tokens,"  which  indicate  the  con- 
dition of  the  Missionary  work  in  the  Diocese,  should  invest  it  with  in- 
terest, not  simply  because  it  presents  to  us  the  condition  of  our  Mis- 
sionary work,  but  also  because  those  '*signs  and  tokens"  present  the 
truest  gauge  and  measurement  of  growth  or  failure  in  our  common 
Diocesan  work.  The  growth,  or  otherwise,  of  missions  in  any  Dioceae 
is,  as  a  barometer,  indicating  the  rising  or  the  falling  life  of  the  Diocese. 
It  is  therefore  with  peculiar  gratification  that  the  Board  is  able  to  pre- 
sent a  report  not  only  gratifying  in  the  present,  but  also  a  prophecy  of 
better  things  to  come.  In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year,  it  would 
seem  that  there  could  be  no  more  convenient  way  than  in  taking  up 
each  Mission  and  each  Parish  which  is  a  beneficiary  of  the  Board,  in- 
dicating something  of  their  condition  and  reasonable  outlook.    From  the 
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quarterly  repoits,  and  also  from  correspondence  with  the  Missionaries, 
&e  Secretary  is  enabled  to  give  a  fair  and  accurate  report  of  our 
l^eneral  work. 

The  Rer.  A.  Wetherbee,  by  action  of  the  Board,  was  relieved  from 
stated  duty,  and  his  services  placed  at  the  disposal  and  direction  of  the 
Bishop.  In  addition  to  what  work  Mr.  Wetherbee  may  have  done  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  he  has  regularly  ministered  to  the 
faithful  at  Schoolcraft. 

The  Rev.  Wm.  Westover  has  ministered  regularly  and  faithfully  in 
Grace  Church,  Ludington.  This  field  is  a  hard  one  and  full  of  many 
discouragements,  and  yet  this  faithful  Missionary  writes  that  he  hopes 
''with  a  long  pull  and  a  strong*  pull'*  he  may  be  able  to  make  it  grow 
into  what  he  has  labored  so  hard  to  make  it.  There  is  a  good  Church 
building'  here  and  a  large  Guild  hall. 

The  Rev.  Norman  H.  Harrison  continues  his  patient  labor  at  Grace 
Church,  Charlotte,  and  in  many  ways  has  succeeded  beyond  his  ex- 
pectations. Under  his  orderly  and  conservative  direction  the  church  is 
gfrowing*  with  that  growth  which  endures. 

The  Rev.  Frederick  Welham  has  done  excellent  service  in  St  Paul's, 
St.  Joseph.  Since  this  work  was  undertaken  by  Mr.  Welham  a  new 
church,  the  hope  of  the  Bishop  for  years,  has  been  built,  and  much  has 
been  done  in  laying  the  foundation  of  a  vigorous  Parish. 

The  work  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Gairdner  in  Grace  Church,  Holland, 
continued  with  success  and  excellent  promise  until  the  end  of  January, 
when  sickness  caused  an  unfortunate  interruption  and  oblig'ed  Mr. 
Gairdner  to  resign,  to  the  regret  of  both  Bishop  and  Vestry.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  this  vacancy  will  be  filled  within  a  few  weeks. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Colton  is  to  be  highly  commended  for  his  ac- 
ceptable work  in  St.  James',  Pentwater.  This  Mission  has  suffered 
much  from  removals  and  other  losses,  and  that  the  work  is  now  as 
strong  as  it  is,  is  due  to  Mr.  Colton *s  earnest  and  patient  work. 

The  Rev.  John  N.  Rippey,  M.  D.,  of  St.  John's,  Mt.  Pleasant,  re- 
ports the  work  at  this  place  as  growing  and  satisfactory  to  him  in  var- 
ious ways.  This  place  is  one  of  exceeding  importance,  and  the  Board 
is  gratified  that  the  work  is  under  a  Priest  as  careful  and  as  efficient 
in  ministry  as  Dr.  Rippey. 

Emmanuel  Church,  Petoskey,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  J.  W. 
Armstrong,  maintains  itself  as  one  of  the  bright  spots  of  our  Diocesan 
work.  He  is  endeared  to  the  people,  and  the  people  are  endeared  to 
him.  Mr.  Armstrong  has  also  been  active  in  ministering  to  places  ad- 
jacent to  his  own  work. 

The  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  Missionary  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  contin- 
ues his  silent  ministry  to  those  peculiarly  committed  to  his  care.  It 
was  with  regret  that  the  Board  was  obliged  to  reduce  the  appropriation 
hitherto  made  to  this  faithful  Priest. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Beeson  of  St.  Paul's,  Greenville,  continues  to 
add  to  the  already  retnarkable  work  he  has  accomplished  in  this  place.  . 
In  an  old  Diocesan  Journal  a  report  made  of  the  work  at  this  place 
says:  "Nothing  good  can  be  said  of  the  work  here;"  but  now  nothing 
dui  good  can  be  said  of  it,  and  it  must  be  a  comfort  to  the  Bishop  to 
know  this,  after  his  many  years  of  care  and  brooding  over  it. 

St.  Paul's,  Elk  Rapids,  under  the  energetic  and  capable  ministry 
of  the  Rev.  Thomas  H.  Cuthbert,  continues  on  its  prosperous  way. 

The  Rev.  Charles  T.  Stout,  of  Grace  Church,  Traverse  City,  and 
in  charge  of  St.  Matthias',  Central  Lake,  and  The  Church  of  the  R^ 
deemer,  East  Jordan,  makes  a  careful  report  of  his  excellent  work  for 
the  year.  Grace  Church,  Traverse  City,  although  a  Parish,  is,  yet  in 
a  very  real  and  vital  sense,  a  part  of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  important  centers  of  Church  work  in  the  Northern 
part  of  the  Diocese,  and  it  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  know  that  the 
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baleful  effects  of  the  past  year  of  apathy  are  being  oyercome,  ling^ering- 
prejudices  are  being  removed,  and  the  Church  is  now  accounted,  at 
least,  an  affiliated  portion,  if  not  a  significant  factor,  in  the  religious 
life  of  this  rapidly  growing  city.  At  East  Jordan  the  mission  of  the 
Church  of  the  Redeemer  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Improvements 
have  been  made  in  and  about  the  Church,  and  signs  are  not  wanting  of 
a  deep  interest  and  laudable  zeal.  At  Central  Lalce  there  is  not  much 
Church  strength,  and  while  Mr.  Stout  has  done  all  within  his  power  to 
foster  its  interest,  we  must  be  content  in  holding  things  together  until 
it  becomes  possible  to  arrange  for  more  frequent  services. 

The  Rev.  H.  P.  Vicborn  continues  his  work  at  St.  Al ban's,  Dowa- 
giac,  and  has  little  to  report  of  a  nature  encouraging.  Early  in  the 
year  Mr.  Vicborn  was  relieved  of  the  care  of  St.  James',  Cassopolis, 
and  the  Bishop  then  committed  its  general  care  to  the  Rev.  C.  J.  De- 
Coux,  rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Niles. 

The  Rev.  Woodford  P.  Law  of  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  South 
Haven,  and  St.  Mark's,  Paw  Paw,  reports  gratifying  success  for  the 
year.  Under  zealous  care  his  people  have  been  led  into  a  strong  and 
growing  attachment  to  the  ritual  and  worship  of  the  church.  A  desir- 
able site  for  a  Church  building  has  been  purchased  and  the  work  of 
building  will  soon  begin.  St.  Mark's,  Paw  Paw,  has  better  things  to 
report  than  for  years  past  In  both  places  the  Church's  work  is  being 
done  in  the  Church's  way. 

The  Church  at  Lyons  grows  with  a  growth  for  which  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Thomas  is  to  be  highly  commended.  Under  his  able  ministry  it  is  as- 
suming important  rank  among  our  Missions. 

The  Rev.  John  H.  McKenzie,  of  Howe  School,  in  charge  of  St. 
James',  Sturgis,  has  imparted  new  life  to  the  faithful  few  of  this  Mis- 
sion, and  hopes  soon  to  be  able  to  arrange  for  the  purchase  of  a  Church 
lot.  St.  Paul's,  Mepdon,  gives  indications  of  returning  life.  The  nat- 
ural arrangement  of  this  Mission  is  to  have  it  connected  with  Sturgis, 
and  supplied  by  a  resident  Priest,  residing  at  either  of  the  places. 

The  Rev.  Sidney  Beck  with  has  labored  hard  to  revive  the  drooping 
work  at  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Grand  Rapids;  but  it  is  a 
serious  task,  and  the  promises  are  not  as  good  as  might  be  hoped.  The 
Mission  at  Newaygo,  also  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Beck  with,  is  an  en- 
couraging field,  and  has  grown  in  general  interest  during  the  year. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Donohue,  of  St.  Paul's,  Grand  Rapids,  has  held 
services  with  some  regularity  at  Rockford,  and  has  also  put  a  great 
deal  of  time  and  pastoral  effort  into  that  section  of  the  city  adjacent  to 
the  Mission  known  as  St.  Matthew's  Mission.  A  Sunday  School  has 
been  established  and  is  now  self-supportixfg,  and  there  are  other  evi- 
dences that  this  district  will  not  be  lost  to  the  Church.  If  it  is  possible 
this  work  should  be  assisted  by  the  Board. 

Miss  Mar}*  A.  Milnes,  as  our  General  Missionary,  has  repeated 
the  same  success  with  which  her  efforts  last  year  were  rewarded.  Miss 
Milnes'  success  is  well  deserved,  and  the  good  she  has  done  in  gather- 
ing the  dissevered  elements  and  scattered  members  of  the  Church  is 
immeasurable. 

In  this  brief  survey  of  the  work  for  the  year  it  will  be  seen  that  we 
are  not  without  evidence  and  tokens  of  a  growth  conservative  and  real, 
and  for  which  as  a  Diocese  we  have  abundant  reason  for  thankfulness. 
If  in  some  places  there  is  loss,  in  others  there  is  great  gain,  and  in  the 
"evening  up"  we  see  a  steady  advance  in  the  common  growth  of  the 
Diocese.  There  is  not  a  foot  of  ground  in  the  Diocese  which  should  not 
be  in  some  Parish,  parochial  district,  or  Mission,  and  there -should  not 
be  a  single  soul  in  any  part  of  it  for  which  some  Priest  is  not  respon- 
sible. This  is  the  ideal  we  ought  to  aim  at,  and  while  there  are  diffi- 
culties in  working  it  out,  yet  it  is  not  an  impossible  aim.  In  the  Dio- 
cese of  Colorado  there  is  a  Canon,   framed  to   make   this   possible.    It 
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reads:  **Every  Parish  shall  be  the  center  of  a  district  to  t>e  desig^nated 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the 
spiritual  care  of  such  district,  the  Rector  g'iving  not  fewer  than  four 
Sundays  a  year  in  ministrations  to  the  same,  outside  of  his  Parish 
proper,  the  expense  of  such  ministration  to  be  borne  by  the  Parish,  in- 
sofar as  it  may  not  be  provided  for  by  the  people  ministered  to.  "The 
framers  of  this  Canon  stood  upon  true  g-round — that  is,  that  the  Church 
should  assume  and  act  upon  her  Mission,  bring-ing  all  the  souls  in'  the 
Diocese  under  the  care  of  the  Church  and  her  Priests."  The  Board 
impressed  with  the  effective  assistance  which  the  application  of  such  a 
Canon  inourown  Diocese  would  have  in  the  enlargement  of  our  Missionary 
interest,  would  suggest  that  the  Convention  take  under  its  consideration 
the  advisability  of  having  this  Canon  incorporated  into -the  Canons  of 
our  Diocese.  Whatever  is  done  we  must  not  falter  in  united  work,  un- 
der the  divine  plan  of  Church  extension,  and  continue  to  do  what  we 
can  in  placing  the  care  and  protection  of  the  Church  over  all  the  people 
of  the  Diocese.  Not  only  must  we  maintain  the  ground  we  have  already 
claimed;  but  in  some  cases  the  stipends  of  some  of  our  missionaries  are 
so  small  that  in  order  to  keep  them  at  their  posts  until  they  have  done 
their  work,  some  additional  appropriations  must  be  made  to  their  sti- 
pends. The  Board  would  therefore  avail  itself  of  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  the  hope  that  the  pledges  for  our  general  work  may  be 
larger  and  more  generous  this  year.  It  would  be  difficult  to  estimate 
the  amount  of  **invested  work"  that  has  been  wasted  by  men  being 
obliged  to  relinquish  their  work,  owing  to  inadequate  support,  and  just 
at  a  time  when  they  were  beginning  to  get  a  hold  upon  the  people  out- 
side of  the  Church. 

It  is  the  prayer  of  the  Board  that  God  the  Holy  Spirit  may  incline 
the  hearts  of  all  toward  generous  gifts  and  pledges,  that  it  may  be 
possible  to  plan  more  and  to  do  more  this  incoming  year  than  in  the 
year  past — ^that  the  answer  to  our  daily  prayer,  **Thy  Kingdom  come," 
may  not  be  among  our  hindered  prayers.

Miss  Mary  Milnes,  General  Missionary,  read  her  report. 

REPORT  OF  MISS  MILNES,  GENERAL  MISSIONARY. 

It  is  with  a  g^rateful  heart  that  God  is  able  to  use  the  '*Weak 
things  of  this  World*'  and  that  He  in  His  great  goodness  permits  us  to 
be  **Workers  together  with  Him"  that  we  bring  you  this,  our  second 
report  as  Missionary  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan.  Isaiah  said: 
**Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent  and  let  them  stretch  forth  the  curtains 
of  thine  habitations;  spare  not,  lengthen  thy  cords  and  strengthen  thy 
stakes."  So  we  have  endeavored  to  do,  reaching  out  to  places  we  were 
not  able  to  visit  last  year,  and  endeavoring  to  strengthen  the  others. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  visited  Newaygo,  Union  City,  Mendon, 
Traverse  City,  Bast  Jordan,  Central  lyake,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Sherman, 
Luther,  Coldwater,  Paw  Paw,  Charlevoix,  Ionia,  Lyons,  Baldwin, 
Manistee,  Pent  water  and  South  Haven.  Newaygo,  Traverse  City, 
Mendon  and  Central  Lake  were  each  visited  twice.  Have  conducted 
81  services,  ipade  34  addresses  where  there  were  Rectors.  Held  9  ser*- 
vices  for  children,  and  7  for  young  people.  Taught  Sunday  School 
classes,  addresses  to  schools  7,  and  made  482  calls.  The  two  days  at 
Ionia  were  spent  at  the  State  House  of  Correction,  speaking  to  the  men 
three  times  beside  attending  Teacher's  meeting.  Mendon  is  taking  on 
new  life,  three  persons  presenting  themselves  to  the  Bishop  for  Confirm- 
ation; they  are  anxious  for  services.  Paw  Paw,  under  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Law,  is  taking  more  interest  in  the  Church  than  for  many  years  past. 
The  work  at  East  Jordan  is  encouraging,  and  Luther  greatly  misses 
the  regular  visits  of  .the  Missionary.  Sherman  is  holding  an  occasional 
Lay  service  since  our  visit;  at  Big  Rapids  we  met  with  the  Junior 
Auxiliary  which  we  had  organized  the  year  before.  At  the  Lyons 
High  School  and  Newaygo  gave  a  talk  on  the  Passion  Play  as  we  saw 
it  last  summer  at  **Ober  Ammergau."  The  work  in  Coldwater  and  Mt. 
Pleasant  was  largely  that  of  making  calls  during  ''Missions*'  being 
held  by  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Cook  of  Canshohocken,  Pa.,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Mc- 
Kelcan  of  Midland.  Under  the  blessing  of  God  we  have  been  able  to 
present  14  persons  to  Priests  for  Baptism,  nearly  all  adults;  and  others 
have  promised  to  avail  themselves  of  that  Holy  Sacrament  when  oppor- 
tunity offers.  If  I  might  offer  a  suggestion  it  would  be  that  we  greatly 
need  one  or  two  General  Missionaries.  As  I  go  from  place  to  place  I 
hear  nothing  but  words  of  praise  for  those  men  who  have  preceded  me. 
We  have  not  been  in  service  all  of  the  time  and  should  have  been  glad 
to  have  been  more  largely  used  by  the  churches.

REPORT  OF  committee  ON  CHURCH  LITERATURE. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Literature  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing : 

The  field  of  Church  Literature  is  so  extensive  we  deem  it  well,  in  a 
brief  report  like  this,  to  only  touch  upon  what  is  best  known  in  a  Mis- 
sionary way. 

The  belief  is  quite  general  that  churchmen  take  but  little,  and  often 
no  interest,  inrthe  literature  of  the  church;  it  is  certainly  true  they  do 
not  take  anything  like  the  amount  of  interest  they  should.  It  is  easy  to 
find  in  our  people*s  homes,  books,  magazines,  papers  on  most  other  sub- 
jects, but  a  rare  thing  to  find  in  those  homes  a  church  book,  magazine 
or  paper.  Now,  why  should  this  be  so?  Is  it  because  the  others  are 
more  interesting — better  written,  or  that  from  training,  or  lack  of 
church  training,  they  prefer  what  is  secular  and  maybe  light  or  friv- 
olous? Or  may  not  this  arise  from  a  lack  of  loyalty  toward  what  is  the 
church's?  In  the  early  centuries  of  Christianity  many  preferred  the 
heathen  school  to  the  Christian.  So  of  church  people  today;  they  seem 
to  prefer  what  is  non-church.  We  believe  loyalty  to  the  church  would 
make  a  great  difference  in  this  whole  matter.  When  there  is  thorough 
loyalty  to  her,  all  belonging  to  her  will  not  only  be  acceptable,  but  in- 
teresting. It  may  also  be  true  that  price  has  something  to  do.  Many 
other  publications  are  cheaper  because  of  large  circulation.  Ours 
could  and  would  be  less  expensive  for  the  same  reason  if  churchmen 
and  church  women  did  their  duty  to  their  church.  And  doubtless, 
too,  much  of  our  literature  would  be  improved  when  so  encouraged  and 
supported.  In  the  whole  country  we  have  but  few  general  church 
papers  that  can  be  called  "good,**  even  relatively.  The  best  of  these 
is  the  well-known  "Churchman**  of  New  York,  a  reliable,  illustrated 
weekly  of  a  good  tone,  but  possibly  too  expensive  to  find  its  way  to  most 
church  homes. 

The  **Church  Standard*' of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  is  always*  an  in- 
teresting paper,  and  ably  edited.  Though  less  expensive  than  the 
**Churchman,"  is  still  perhaps  higher  priced  than  the  average  family 
think  they  can  afford.  The  **Living  Church,**  now  of  Milwaukee,  is 
intended  to  meet  the  demands  of  another  phase  of  churchmanship,  and 
is  a  readable  and  moderate  priced  paper. 

Every  family  should  take  one  of  these  general  weeklies  of  the 
church  in  addition  to  Diocesan  papers. 

The  **Spirit  of  Missions**  is  a  monthly  devoted  entirely  to  the 
missions  of  the  whole  church,  always  readable  and  interesting,  quite 
reasonable  in  price,  and  perhaps  is  the  best  magazine  on  missions 
extant.     And  yet  it  should  have  a  very  much  larger  circulation  than  it 
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has.  If  the  people  care  about  missions  at  all  and  want  to  know  what 
is  being*  done,  etc.,  here  is  just  what  they  need,  and  at  a  small  outlay. 
This  is  a  reading-  age;  people  are  reading,  and  will  read — read  all 
sorts  of  books,  papers,  etc.,  whatever  interests  them  most  and  is  easiest 
acquired.  This  being  so,  it  is  the  church's  duty  to  do  all  she  can  to 
secure  theii:  allegiance. 

Last  but  not  least,  we  come  to  our  own  paper,  '*The  Helper," 
which  compares  favorably  with  any  of  our  many  Diocesan  papers. 
Whatever  other  church  papers  the  church  people  of  this  Diocese  take, 
they  should  all  take  this;  every  family  in  the  Diocese  should  have  it  in 
their  homes. 

No  intelligent  idea  of  the  Diocese  can  be  had  without  reading  reg-u- 
larly  and  with  care  the  organ  of  the  Diocese.  The  plans  and  difficul- 
ties of  struggling  missions  and  well  established  parishes  alike  will 
often  be  found  to  repeat  themselves  in  the  history  of  others.

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REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 

The  Cotnmiitee  to  which  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishops s  Ad- 
dress relative  to  Sunday  Schools^  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

The  most  important  work  committed  to  the  Church  today  is  the 
spiritual  and  moral  education  of  our  children.  The  children  of  today 
are  to  compose — ^to  make  up  the  Republic  of  tomorrow,  and  educated 
intellect  and  educated  conscientiousness  is  the  only  basis  upon  which 
a  true  manhood  and  womanhood  can  ever  stand — the  only  basis  upon 
which  the  Republic  can  be  perpetuated.  To  the  work  of  the  public 
school  system  we  look  for  educated  intellect  in  the  child;  to  the  work  of 
the  church  we  look  for  educated  conscientiousness,  and  the  method  upon 
which  we  are  to  depend  for  the  working*  out  of  this  ideal  into  the  real 
is  the  method  of  our  Sunday  School  s^'stem. 

It  must  be  admitted  as  true,  that  much  of  the  Sunday  School  work 
is  imperfect,  by  reason  of  the  hurried,  fragmentary  character  of  in- 
struction, and  yet  it  is  the  only  method,  or  agency,  in  the  Church  upon 
which  we  can  depend  for  the  dissemination  of  a  sound  and  sufficient 
knowledg^e  of  the  Church's  faith  and  order  among  her  children.  If 
Gladstone's  words,  **It  is  a  great  work  to  reforms  but  it  is  g^reater  to 
fortn,''*  have  any  theological  significance,  and  if  what  the  Church 
teaches  be  true,  that  the  religious  life  is  a  growth,  a  system  of  motive, 
I  and  not  a  succession  of  emotional  outbursts,  then  it  will  be  impossible 
for  us  to  ever  emphasize  the  high  importance  of  the  work  committed  to 
the  Sunday  School.  It  is  a  deplorable  fact  that  in  the  majority  of  our 
homes  little  or  nothing  is  done  toward  the  relig^ious  training  of  our 
children,  beyond  teaching  them  in  their  infancy  how  to  pray,  and  in 
many  homes  not  even  this  care  is  taken. 

We  are  to  teach  our  children  not  merely  the  secret  of  getting  on; 
but  they  are  also  to  be  taught  that  they  cannot  live  alone,  cannot  labor 
alone,  and  cannot  possess  alone — that  the  Sacraments  of  Holy  Baptism, 
Confirmation  and  Holy  Communion  mean  something  more  than  the 
right  to  live  out  their  own.  little  lives,  and  that  to  live  without  due  re- 
gard to  these  truths  is  to  live  a  life  essentially  immoral. 

Great  and  invaluable  as  our  public  school  system  is,  we  cannot 
hope  for  symmetrical  development  of  our  children  there.  Christianity 
is  the  basis  of  our  law  and  statutes;  but  our  public  schools  do  not  teach 
that;  what  the  best  majority  of  our  schools  teach  is  simply  didactic 
materialism  or,  at  most,  a  refined  kind  of  heathenism.  Ex- Governor 
Rice  of  Massachusetts,  said  not  long  ago:  *'I  lift  a  warning  voice 
against  the  inadequacy  and  perils  of  our  modern  system  of  one-sided 
education,  which  supposes  it  can  develop  manhood  and  good  citizenship 
out  of  mere  brain-culture.  *'  Those  words  coming  from  the  mind  of  a 
calm,  broad-minded  and  careful  man,  should  impress  the  mind  of  the 
Church  with  the  importance  and  urgent  necessity  of  carrying  to  the 
highest  development  our  Sunday  School  system.  No  work  the  Church 
can  do  or  attempt  to  do  is  as  important  as  the  Sunday  School  work  of 
today;  it  is  our  inspiration  for  today.  A  live,  vigorous  Sunday  School 
is  the  best  guarantee  of  a  a  live,  vigorous  Parish.  The  Sunday  School 
is  to  a  Mission  or  a  Parish  what  the  pulse  is  to  the  human  body — it 
indicates  its  strength  or  its  weakness.  The  church  that  does  not  care 
well  for  her  children  docs  not  care  well  for  her  own  life — she  may  have 
a  name  to  live.  But  she  is  dying,  or  dead  to  the  most  fruitful  promise, 
and  need  not  wonder  or  complain  if  God  leaves  her  nothing  to  nurse 
but  her  own  desolation. 

We  should  claim  for  the  Sunday  School  the  best  teaching  power  of 
the  Church,  and  the  day  is  coming  when  a  School  of  Catechetics  will 
be  apportioned  a  conspicuous  place,  not  only  in  every  theological 
school,  but  in  every  centre  of  religious  activity,  to  which  teachers  may 
go  and  study  the  divine   art  of  guiding   the   plastic   life  of  the  child- 
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mind.  **Feed  my  lambs, '*  was  the  thrice-repeated  charge  of  Jesus  to 
His  best  loved  desciple,  and  the  only  eflFective  way  by  which  we  can 
gfive  obedience  to  this  command  is  by  giving  ourselves  in  obedience  to 
the  work  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  the  great  truths  for  which  it 
stands.

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Church  Endowment,  appointed  by  the 
Bishop,  and  that  the  members  so  appointed  are  hereby  confirmed  by 
the  Convention,  and  that  the  fund  is  most  earnestly  commended  to  the 
faithful  communicants  of  this  church  as  a  most  worthy  object  of  their 
bequests.

The  Rev.  Wm.  Lucas,  for  the  Committee,  presented  the 
following"  statement  with  reference  to  closed  Churches  and 
to  provide  services  for  them. 

REPORT   OF   REV.    WM.    LUCAS. 

Report  of  Committee  on  providing-  services  for  our  Missions,  and 
epecially  for  the  closed  Churches  of  our  Diocese. 

Brethren,  this  report  covers  a  subject  which  we  are  sure  all  of  us 
must  be  very  deeply  interested  in.  It  is  a  sad  feature  in  our  Diocesan 
work  that  our  weak  Churches  and  Missions,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
instead  of  growing*  in  strength,  are  yearly  growing  weaker  and 
weaker.  And  another  sad  fact  is  that  in  so  small  a  Diocese  as  this 
we  have  so  many  churches  which  are  at  present  entirely  closed.  No 
wonder  that  these  sad  conditions  are  a  grief  and  a  burden  to  our  dear 
Bishop,  and  feeling  keenly  the  situation,  at  our  last  Semi-Annual,  he 
appointed  this  Committee  to  prepare  a  report  for  this  Annual  Con- 
vention. 

The  Bishop  has  furnished  the  Committee  with  a  list  of  12  closed 
Churches.  Think  of  it !  Dear  brethren,  this  statement  reveals  a  situ- 
ation which  should  make  our  hearts  bleed  and  stir  within  us  a  reso- 
lution to  remedy  as  far  as  possible  this  deplorable  situation.  And 
surely  this  Convention  should  and  will  take  some  eflFective  steps  for 
remedying  as  far  as  can  de  done  this  state  of  affairs. 

As  you  well  know,  for  several  years  this  feature  of  Diocesan  work 
was  under  the  care,  first  of  one  General  Missionary,  then  of  two. 

But  although  the  Missions  were  provided  reasonably  well  with  reg- 
ular services,  the  most  of  them  did  not  grow  in  strength,  but  rather 
showed  signs  of  being  pauperized,  receiving-  clerical  services  but  giving 
little  in  return. 

Two  years  ago  the  Board  of  Missions  resolved  to  discontinue   th« 
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General  Missionary  system  and  try  another  plan,  viz:  Grouping  two 
or  three  Missions  together  under  the  care  of  a  clergyman.  For  several 
reasons  this  plan  has  not  worked  as  well  as  it  was  expected.  One 
reason  is  the  difficulty  of  grouping  by  reason  of  distance,  or  expense 
and  inconvenience  of  travel  between  them.  A  second  difficulty  is  in 
finding  clergy  who  are  adapted  for  this  kind  of  work  and  who  will  be 
content  with  the  small  salaries  that  are  offered.  A  third  difficulty, 
and  one  not  by  any  means  the  least,  is  the  unreasonableness  of  many  of 
the  people  in  the  smaller  Missions.  They  want  scholarly  men  and 
talented  preachers  for  one  or  two  or  three  hundred  dollars.  And  where 
they  are  not  unreasonable  they  are  apt  to  be  indifferent,  and  what  dis- 
ease is  more  difficult  of  cure  than  indifference? 

And  so  Clerical  and  Lay  brethren,  we  are  confronted  with  a  seri- 
ous situation.     What  shall  be  done  about  it? 

This  Committee  can  only  make  a  few  suggestions.  There  seem  to 
be  three  possible  remedies: 

The  first,  which  is  the  most  difficult  and  the  least  satisfactory: 
And  that  is  to  put  these  Missions  and  vacant  Churches  under  the  care  of 
the  nearest  clergyman,  making  them  a  part  of  his  cure. 

Secondly:  To  put  them  in  charge  of  young  and  single  clergymen 
who  shall  sustain  the  relation  of  Curates  or  Assistants  to  the  Rectors 
of  the  leading  Parishes  who  shall  direct  and  help  these  assistants  as 
they  shall  be  helped  by  them  in  return. 

And  last  of  all,  which  is  probably  the  most  natural  and  practical 
plan:  For  this  Convention  to  establish  the  office  of  an  Archdeacon 
who  would  be  in  fact,  as  well  as  by  an  honorable  name,  the  Bishop's 
Assistant,  and  who  while  performing  the  duties  of  a  General  Mission- 
ary, would  be  relieved  of  that  very  objectionable  title. 

Such  a  man  should  be  a  man  of  decided  ability  and  energy,  and 
should  be  well  paid.  Cheap  men  in  important  positions  are  always  a 
disappointment;  and  good  talents  command  good  salaries  in  the  church 
as  well  as  in  secular  callings. 

This  Committee  would  recommend  that  a  capable  man  well  adapted 
to  this  work  be  sought  at  a  salary  of  not  less  than  $1500.  To  be  raised 
as  follows:  $600.00  paid  by  the  Missionary  Board  and  the  balance 
raised  by  him  from  his  work.  If  he  could  not  raise  the  whold  $900.00 
from  his  work,  then  give  him  the  fifth  Sundays  in  the  year  to  go  among 
the  Parishes  and  plead  his  cause  among  them  for  special  gifts. 

The  right  man  would,  we  believe,  have  no  difficulty  in  raising  his 
salary. 

And  a  strong  m9.n  in  this  position  would  commend  the  Church 
where  it  is  unknown,  and  where  it  is  feeble  would  call  out  the  people's 
best  energies.  And  that  after  all  is  what  is  chiefly  needed;  to  take 
these  little  dried-up  and  discouraged  Mission  Churches  and  infuse  life 
and  enthusiasm  into  them  so  that  they  will  be  willing  to  give  both  of 
their  money  and  their  time,  and  will  not  be  ashamed  of  their  Church 
even  where  it  is  weak. 

With  these  recommendations  the  Committee  beg  to  submit  this  re- 
port.

REPORT  OF  DECREASE  OF  PLEDGES  TO  THE  DIOCESAN  MISSION  FUNDS. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  the  Bishop's  Address  on  the  Decrease  of 
Missionary  Funds  was  referred,  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Conven- 
tion to  the  fact  that  in  addition  to  steady  decline  during*  the  past  five 
years  in  the  sums  pledged  for  Diocesan  Missions,  as  shown  by  the 
Bishop's  address,  that  the  report  of  the  Secretary  shows  a  further  fall- 
ing off  in  pledges  from  the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  nearly  $S00  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Tour  Committee  would  recommend  that  a  Sunday  be  set  apart  by 
the  Bishop  for  presenting  the  needs  of  the  Diocesan  Mission  Board  and 
the  work  to  be  done  in  every  pulpit  in  the  Diocese,  and  that  a  special 
collection  be  taken  on  such  Sunday  for  the  Mission  Board  as  an  addi- 
tional offering  to  the  sum  pledged  for  Diocesan  Missions.

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APPENDIX  A. 


THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


The  Clergy  will  please  read  appropriate  parts  to  their 
congregations  on  a  Lord's  Day  morning  soon  after  the 
Convention: 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity. 

You  are  assembled  here  as  representatives  of  your  re- 
spective Parishes  and  Missions.  You  are  to  act  in  their  in- 
terests, to  carry  back  with  you  what  will  acquaint  them 
with  the  needs  of  the  Diocese,  and  interest  them  in  its  behalf. 
A  Convention  ought  to  invigorate  the  Diocese,  and  while  it 
helps  each  separate  household  of  faith  unite  us  in  one  Dio- 
cesan family. 

We  turn  to  our  annals  first  to  refer  to  the  departed. 

THE  REV.  JOASH  RICE  TAYLOR,  M.  A. 

For  eight  years  death  had  not  invaded  our  little  clerical 
band,  when  on  June  i8,  A.  D.  1900,  the  brother  I  have 
named  passed  from  earth  to  Paradise.  He  had  attained  nigh 
four  score  and  two  years.  He  was  one  of  the  four  clergymen 
remaining  who  were  with  the  Diocese  at  its  birth,  had  al- 
most continuous  residence.  Our  brother  was  a  man  of  gifts. 
He  strayed  beyond  the  field  of  theology  into  general  litera- 
ture and  science.  He  waited  on  the  Muse  in  poetic  senti- 
ment and  expression.  Foreign  travel  had  helped  to  the  at- 
tractive conversationalist.  As  a  theologian  he  was  of  the 
old  Evangelical  school,  a  Churchman  unaff^ected  by  ex- 
tremes, a  beautiful  reader  of  the  service,  and  an  earnest 
preacher.  His  sweet  countenance  was  indicative  of  the  gentle 
spirit  within.  He  went  in  and  out  among  men,  walking 
charitably,  readv  to  do  sfood  wherever  and  whenever  the 
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opportunity  offered.  '*He  that  dwelleth  in  love  dwelle.th  in 
God/'  embodied  his  life.  The  end  came  suddenly  under  the 
roof  that  had  long  sheltered  him,  surrounded  by  his  children. 
Such  an  end  seems  fitting  to  a  good  life.  "He  was  not,  for 
God  took  him/'  His  remains  rest  nigh  his  Alma  Mater  in 
Gambier. 

THE  REV.'  CARL  E.  G.  OPPEN. 

The  deceased  was  only  slightly  connected  with  the  Dio- 
cese. He  came  to  Manistee  early  in  1894,  at  the  suggestion 
of  memlbers  of  the  Parish  to  attempt  work  among  his  Ger- 
man countrymen.  The  effort  did  not  succeed  and  he  with- 
drew to  engage  in  secular  business,  in  which  his  life  closed, 
the  Church  having  no  opening  for  such  work  elsewhere. 
Mr.  Oppen  was  a  scholar,  very  lovely  in  his  home  and  de- 
voted to  the  Church.  The  Master's  call  came  to  him  very 
suddenly  aw^ay  from  his  home,  October  22,  A.  D,  1900. 

DECEASE  OF  LAYMEN. 

Two  laymen  closely  identified  with  the  Diocese  have 
passed  away — Hon.  N.  P.  Loveridge  and  Hon.  George  Wil- 
lard.  Mr.  Loveridge  was  active  in  the  formation  of  the 
Diocese,  and  had  held  her  chief  posts  of  honor  and  influence. 
Mr.  Willard  w^as  five  times  elected  deputy  to  the  General 
Convention,  was  yet  a  most  interested  auditor.  In  my  visits 
to  their  Parishes,  it  w^as  my  pleasure  to  meet  these  Brethren, 
so  courteous,  so  kind,  so  ready  to  sympathize  with  me  in  my 
cares  and  anxieties. 

As  one  whose  life  is  so  much  more  connected  with  the 
past  than  it  can  be  with  the  future,  let  me  put  on  record  here, 
how  many  names  I  recall  of  men  and  women  for  w^hom  I 
w^ould  borrow  St.  Paul's,  *'My  hel^iDers  in  Christ  Jesus,  my 
beloved  in  the  Lord,  who  bestowed  much  labor  on  us,"  many 
are  to  be  sadlv  missed,  vet  there  are  those  who  remain  to 
bring  back  something  of  the  old  companionship  and  joy 
when  I  had  a  Pastor's  life. 

THE  DECEASE  OF  BISHOPS. 

Three  Bishoj>s  have  **put  off  their  earthly  tabernacle." 
Richard  Hooker  Wilmer,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Alabama, 
died  Jime  14,  1900.  Could  the  parents  who  gave  him  the 
name  of  Hooker  have  foreseen  his  career  thev  could  not  have 
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chosen  more  wisely.  He  was  indeed  **judicious."  Strong, 
inflexible  in  his  Church  attachment,  that  sometimes  express- 
ed itself  in  the  conversational  witticismi,  but  oftener  gravely 
in  the  sermon,  speech  and  volume;  he  was  one  of  the  Bishops 
who  might  be  called  the  safeguards  of  the  Church.  He  was 
not  a  man  "living  in  former  days"  who  could  not  see  that  as 
the  world  moves,  in  worship  different  forms  and  usages  may 
without  offense  be  allowed,  the  substance  of  the  faith  be  kept 
entire;  and  that  what  cannot  be  clearly  determined  to  be- 
long to  doctrine  must  be  referred  to  discipline;  and  therefore 
by  common  con'sent  and  authority,  may  be  altered,  abridged, 
enlarged,  amended,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as  may  seem 
most  convenient  for  the  edification  of  the  people,  according 
to  the  various  exigencies  of  times  or  occasions. 

'*But  he  saw  the  dangers  in  this  American  land  to  creed 
and  worship,  of  rushing  forward  without  the  common  con- 
sent and  authority;  and  so  was  valiant  for  the  truth  on  earth 
and  not  ready  to  enter  new  paths  until  he  was  persuaded  that 
there  was  a  good  way  to  walk  therein. 

On  every  point,  in  earnest  or  in  jest. 

His  judgment,  his  prudence  and  his  wit, 

Were  deem'd  the  very  touchstone,  and  the  test 
Of  what  was  proper,  graceful,  just  and  fit. 

A  protracted  illness  closed  the  career  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Charles  Reuben  Hale,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Cairo,  Coadjutor  of 
Springfield,  on  Christmas  day,  1900.  **Bishop  Hale  was  ac- 
counted the  foremost  authority  on  matters  pertaining  to  the 
Eastern  Church.  He  had  visited  the  East  a  number  of  times, 
and  was  intimately  acquainted  with  many  of  the  .Bishops  and 
other  dignitaries  of  the  Russian  and  Greek  churches.  His 
interest  in  the  East  led  him  to  be  an  ardent  worker  in  the 
Godly  cause  of  bringing  about  a  better  understanding  be- 
tween Eastern  and  Anglican  Christianity.  The  present  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  once  said  of  him:  "No  living  man  has 
done  more  for  the  inter-communion  of  the  churches  than 
Dr.  Hale." 

The  death  of  Bishop  William  Morris  Barker,  D.  D.,  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  of  Olympia,  in  Tacoma,  Washington,  Feb- 
ruarys 21,  1901,  was  a  great  shock  to  the  Church,  though  it 
was  knowTi  to  his  friends  that  a  heart  difficulty  made  but  a 
step  between  him  and  death.  Forty-seven  years  of  age,  he 
was  allowed  to  spend  only  seven  years  in  the  Episcopate. 
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From  the  missionary  rooms,  where  he  would  be  best  known, 
comes  the  testimony:  "The  Church  loses  in  him  a  vigorous 
missionary  leader,  practical,  direct,  energetic.  With  abund- 
ant faith,  hope  and  energy,  he  went  about  his  work,  en- 
heartening  many  discouraged  people,  and  everywhere  help- 
ing to  strengthen  the  Church."  To  his  praise  it  is  added: 
''Bishop  Barker  was  rarely  seen  in  the  East." 

VISITATIONS: 

"Health  and  good  estate  of  body,  the  gift  of  God,"  have 
enabled  me  through  another  twelve-month  to  go  my  round 
of  visitations.  Following  the  rule  of  past  years,  in  the 
autumn  and  early  winter  I  visited  the  places  where  we  have 
no  constant  services.  These  included  four  Parishes  and  ten 
Missions.  In  all  these  I  endeavored  to  induce  our  j>eople  to 
establish  such  services  as  they  could  sustain  among  them- 
selves. The  effort  enforced  by  a  Pastoral  "to  our  brethren  in 
the  Diocese  who  are  the  sheep  without  a  Shepherd,"  has  not 
been  wholly  unsuccessful'.  While  sickness  of  the  Clergy  and 
in  the  Parishes  has  changed  the  date  of  appointments,  all 
have  been  eventually  met.  Only  one  Parish  and  several  Mis- 
sions remain  unvisited  and  four  of  the  latter  have  declined 
an  appointment  owing  to  the  condition  of  the  Churches. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  number  confirmied  in  twenty  Parishes,  eleven  Mis- 
sions and  one  other  place  is  three  hundred  and  twenty-three, 
seventy-five  more  than  in  the  preceding  year.  The  same 
feature  has  .marked  the  confirmations  this  year  as  last  and  in 
greater  degree,  the  large  proportion  of  adults,  including 
men.  The  ministry  of  men  is  an  anxious  problem  of  our 
day.  The  failure  to  designate  fn  the  annual  reports  male  and 
female  communicants  prevents  my  giving  the  actual  propor- 
tion, but  I  judge  that  scarcely  one-fourth  are  male.  One  ex- 
planation may  be,  the  difficulty  the  pastor  encounters  in  get- 
ting the  private  interview,  and  more  the  natural  timidity,  the 
want  of  boldness,  in  dealing  with  men.  We  cannot  seek  and 
save  the  lost  entirely  through  the  pu'lpit.  "By  the  space  of 
three  years  I  ceased  not' to  warn  every  one  night  and  day 
with  tears,"  is  St.  Paul's  witness  of  his  Ephesian  ministry. 
A  writer  on  the  Pastoral  office  remarks,  "It  is  startling  to 
discover  that  persons  too  proud  to  ask  for  religious  conver- 
sation are  yet  feeling  the  want  of  it  extremely."  .To  stand 
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beside  the  open  grave,  '* Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the 
Lord"  tremibling  on  the  lips  as  having  no  comfort  here,  it 
will  be  a  harrowing  thought,  I  never  spoke  to  him  of  his  eter- 
nal welfare. 

THE  PROGRESS  OI%HE  YEAR. 

A  year  that  opened  brightly  has  not  been  without  its 
clouds  in  sickness  hindering  clerical  activity,  and  in  the  last 
few  weeks  in  vacancies.  Yet  we  are  permitted  to  record  some 
notes  of  progress.  Battle  Creek  has  come  into  the  posses- 
sion erf  a  l^acy  providing  for  a  Guild  house.  Cald>vater,  in 
its  large  class  confirmed,  sees  promise  of  spiritual  and  tem- 
poral prosperity.  Elk  Rapids  sees  comfort  and  hope  in  local 
advancement.  The  three  Grand  Rapids  churches  and  St. 
John's  Mission  feel  the  good  hand  of  God  upon  them,  in 
token  of  good  here  and  there,  and  a  dead  Sunday  school  is 
revived.  Muskegon  has  decorated  the  Church,  and  can  re- 
port a  growing  congregation.  Manistee,  by  great  efforts  of 
the  people  and  good  will  of  the  claimant,  has  seen  its  debt 
moving  in  the  right  and  good  direction. 

In  the  Missions,  Charlevoix  has  its  Chancel  adorned  by 
the  kind  heart  and  skillful  hand  of  the  artist  resorter.  East 
Jordan  shows  more  life.  Greenville,  led  by  its  energetic 
minister,  has  gone  on  improving  its  church  till  it  is  one  of 
the  nicest  of  the  small  churches.  Harbor  Springs  did  its 
good  work  as  a  summer  church  under  the  care  of  the  able 
Bishop  of  Missouri.  Lyons  has  added  to  its  membership 
from  the  best  social  element  of  the  place.  Newaygo  has  a 
Sunday  monthly  with  clerical  services.  Pentwater  Hves  be- 
cause it  has  a  self-denying  priest  who  cares  for  the  little 
flock.  Paw  Paw  gives  token  of  renewed  life  and  interest. 
Rockford  tells  what  a  Rector  who  believes  in  '^gojng  into  the 
next  towns''  can  do.  South  Haven  has  a  well-chosen  lot, 
and  looks  on  building  a  Church  so  seriously  that  it  will  be 
accomplished.  Sturgis  feels  the  impulse  of  the  visits  and 
hopefulness  of  the  Principal  of  Howe  school.  St.  Joseph  has 
completed  a  very  comfortable  churchly  building  with  a  debt 
of  only  $600. 

Aside  from  these  details,  there  is  a  cause  for  congratula- 
tion in  the  holding  its  own,  and  the  harmonious  lif  of  a 
Parish.  A  Parish  located  in  a  staid  town  more  likelv  to  lose 
than  to  gain  in  substantial  population,  cannot  be  expected  to 
rport  more  than  **all  is  well.''     If  it  meets  its  expenses,  has 
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annually  its  little  band  of  confirmation  and  keeps  its  Minister 
and  people  in  good  heart,  it  is  all  we  can  expect.  With  the 
booming  town  rare,  and  the  town  that  is  not  over  religious 
with  its  houses  of  worship  more  rare,  we  have  no  big  figures 
for  our  statistics.  If  some  of  the  figuring  so  common  in  our 
Church  papers  to  exalt  one  school  and  put  down  another, 
leaves  Western  Michigan  low  in  the  column,  we  can  only- 
say,  "we  are  not  in  the  race  for  partyism,  and  we  have  no 
ambition  beyond  doing  what  we  can." 

THE  VACANCY  AND  SUPPLY  OF  PARISHES  AND 

MISSIONS. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  clerical  changes  have 
been  infrequent,  but  latterly  we  have  known  more  of  the 
restless  Pastor  and  the  restless  Parish. 

Albion  keeps  its  Church  a  silent  witness  to  a  Churchman- 
ship  that,  if  it  has  any  characteristic,  it  is  its  icy  coldness. 
Big  Rapids  will  be  vacant  June  30th,  Grand  Haven  passed 
from  one  faithful  charge  to  another,  Rev.  W.  H.  VanAnt- 
werp,  D.  D.,  terminating  his  services  October  14,  1900;  Rev. 
W.  J.  Lermon  assuming  charge  December  2,  1900.  TJie  con- 
tinued illness  of  the  Rev.  James  C.  Gairdner  closed  a  promis- 
ing rectorship  at  Holland,  April  7,  1901.  Homer,  a  vener- 
able Parish,  is  with  an  almost  silent  Church.  The.  Rev.  E. 
W.  Jewell  entered  on  his  duties  as  Rector  of  Holy  Trinity 
Church,  Manistee,  June  17,  1900.  Mendon  has  lately  shown 
some  signs  that  the  things  that  remain  are  not  ready  to  die. 
Niles  terminated  a  long  vacancy  July  i,  1900,  the  Rev.  C.  J. 
DeCoux  becoming  the  Rector.  Union  City  and  Three  Riv- 
ers have  only  their  dilapidated  Churches  to  tell  what  they 
once  were. 

In  the  Missions,  Charlevoix  has  declined  the  services  and 
care  it  might  have  had  from  Petoskey,  and  so  has  been  only 
a  sunMner  Church.  Benton  Harbor,  wearied  with  vacancy 
since  the  Rev.  Frederick  WeMiam  resigned,  is  now  asking  for 
a  Minister.  I  have  been  unable  to  make  any  provision  for 
Luther.  The  shameful  abuse  of  the  nice  Church  at  Mance- 
lona,  the  windows  broken,  has  unfitted  it  for  winter  use. 
Quincy  gives  no  signs  of  life.  Whitehall  needs  repairs,  and 
there  is  no  congregation  to  provide.  Sherman  is  making  an 
effort  with  lay  service. 

Sunday   Schools  are   sustained   at   Charlevoix,    Benton 
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Harbor  and  Luther.  The  visits  of  Miss  Milnes  at  most  of 
these  places,  and  at  others  where  there  is  no  resident  Min- 
ister, have  greatly  aided  in  keeping  the  people  together  and 
sustaining  Church  interest. 

DIOCESAN    MISSIONS. 

Fifteen  Missionaries  and  our  Lady  Missioner  have  re- 
ceived aid  from  the  Diocese,  and  the  Domestic  Board,  dur- 
ing the  year  or  a  part.  The  number  of  places  served  by  the 
Missionaries  is  twenty-one.  Brought  more  or  less  under 
Church  influence  in  the  Diocese,  forty-eig^ht.  The  Domestic 
Board  has  granted  us  $1,040.  The  Rectory  and  Church 
Building  Fund  has  now  loaned  to  Churches,  Rectories  and 
Akeley  Institute,  $775.  The  cases  in  which  care  has  been 
extended  by  Rectors  beyond  their  Parishes  are,  save  in  a  few 
cases,  one  or  two  services;  the  Rev.  Charles  Donahue  has 
taken  pity  on  Rockford.  and  well  the  people  respond  to  his 
interest.  The  Rev.  W.  H.  Thomas,  D.  D.,  has  continued  his 
Sunday  rides  to  Lyons,  and  I  have  already  told  the  cheering 
results.  The  Rev.  R.  R.  Claiborne  acts  as  Chaplain  to  the 
Michigan  Asylum.  These  are  all,  and  I  think  they  ought  not 
to  be  all.  Rectors  seem  to  find  no  difficulty  in  going  away 
for  personal  business  and  pleasure,  and  I  cannot  see  why 
they  nxay  not  take  a"  few  days  to  go  into  "the  towns  and 
country  round  about,"  to  minister  even  to  the  two  or  three, 
and  make  known  to  the  strangers  what  this  Church  is.  In 
this  way  we  could  cover  some  portions  of  the  Diocese  where 
our  Churches  are,  with  the  pastorate  for  scattered  Church- 
men. In  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampshire  for  two  years  there 
has  been  making  a  canvas  of  the  state,  the  main  object:  (i) 
To  find  out  where  Church  people  reside,  especially  in  towns 
where  there  are  no  regular  Church  services;  (2)  To  get  as 
far  as  ix>ssible  a  copy  of  the  Prayer  Book  into  ev'er\'  house- 
hold; (3)  To  obtain  such  information  as  is  possible  as  to  the 
religious  conditions  of  different  towns.  In  the  two  years  of 
its  work  there  has  l>een  added  to  the  communicant  roll  of 
the  Diocese,  one  hundred  and  fifty  namqs  by  the  canvas  of 
fifteen  towns  and  the  partial  canvas  of  twenty-five  others. 

After  much  anxious  study  of  the  problem,  I  can  see  no 
other  way  of  providing  for  our  feeble  Missions  and  partially 
reaching  places  where  there  is  a  little  band  of  our  people, 
than  having  a  Clergyman  who  shall  be  constantly  in  the 
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field;  who  has  no  such  home  ties,  or  will  be  willing  to  forego 
rhem,  as  will  limit  his  work  chiefly  to  the  Lord's  day.  He 
must  be  in  "joumeyings  often,"  looked  for  in  many  a  spot  at 
stated  periods,  and  constantly  making  the  acquaintance  of 
new  places  and  new  people.  To  carry  on  our  Church  work 
even  the  union  of  two  or  more  places  under  the  same  charge 
is  impracticable — distance  and  difficulty  of  support  the  ob- 
stacles. We  have  now  twelve  silent  Churches.  In  only  one 
of  these  is  there  a  Sunday  School  to  give  a  name  to  live  be- 
yond the  Church  structure.  The  one  bright  feature  is  the 
visit  of  Miss  Milnes.  She  has  been  in  nearly  all  of  them  the 
past  year,  and  what  she  can  do  would  work  in  most  admir- 
ably with  the  services  and  attentions  of  a  Sui>erintendent 
Clergyman. 

As  to  the  pecuniary  support  of  our  Missionary  work,  it 
needs  your  special  attention  that  the  last  year  our  receipts 
were  nearly  $500  less  than  the  previous  year,  the  smallest 
sum  raised  in  at  least  six  years,  by  from  $400.  In 
1895,  ^^^  ^""^  was  $2,622.25;  i^  1896,  2,423.38;  in  1897,  $2,- 
250.17;  in  1898,  $2,032.67;  in  1899,  $2,186.78;  1900,  $1,- 
624.09.  [These  figures  are  the  actual  sum  received  includ- 
ing interest,  not  the  sum  pledged.]  Some  of  the  stronger 
Parishes  have  diminished  their  pledges  from  $25  to  $100.  It 
is  unworthy  of  any  church  esteem  and  affection  for  a  Parish 
to  use  parsimony  in  dealing  with  the  Diocese,  when  it  is  ever 
ready  to  spend  on  its  Church  property  and  for  its  own  pride 
and  comfort. 

DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  offerings  to  our  Domestic  and  Foreigrn  Missions  for 
the  year  ending  September  i,  1900,  amounted  to  $1,530.86, 
a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  year.  Tlie  children's 
Easter  offering  for  1900  was  $553.41  from  twenty-nine  Sun- 
day Schools.  I  fear  that  we  are  not  altogether  free  from  that 
periection  of  stinginess  that  will  put  the  children's  money 
into  the  Parish  treasurv.  The  monev  from  the  Woman's 
Au9ciliary  is  included  in  the  sum  named.  While  the  whole 
sum  gives  us  a  respectable  rank  among  the  Dioceses,  it  is 
only  about  thirty  cents  to  a  Communicant,  while  in  some 
Parishes  numbering  their  Communicants  by  hundreds,  it  is 
onlv  seven  and  five  cents. 
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THE  SEMI-ANNUAL  DIOCESAN  CONFERENCE. 

The  Novem'ber  meeting  was  held  at  Dowagiac,  the 
Easter  at  Greenville.  Both  were  wel  1  attended  by  the 
Clergy,  and  the  interest  of  the  people  proved  the  wisdom  of 
selecting  small  towns. 

SOCIETIES  IN  THE  CHURCH. 

The  American  Church  Building  Commission,  while  it  has 
no  acknowledgment  from  the  Diocese  to  make,  has  granted 
the  Mission  at  South  Haven  for  its  contemplated  church 
$200.  The  claim  against  St.  Paul's,  Grand  Rapids,  for  $200, 
has  been  met.  The  Missionary  for  deaf  mutes  has  received 
beyond  his  stipend,  $15.10.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary,  if  some- 
times *'faint,  but  pursuing,"  has  captured  two  Parishes  well 
worth  the  effort  if  their  zeal  shall  be  according  to  the  dignity 
they  claim.  ITie  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  lives  among  us, 
but  I  fear  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions  the  Chapters  do 
not  reach  the  idea  of  the  association.  Miss  Paddock's  visit 
led  to  the  formation  of  some  branches  of  the  Girls'  Friendly 
Society.  The  Young  People's  Sunday  evening  meetings, 
as  far  as  I  know  them,  are  conducted  in  a  way  to  make  them 
useful.  I  wish  they  would  make  them  more  Churchly  by  al! 
using  the  Hymnal. 

AKELEY  INSTITUTE. 

Our  Diocesan  School,  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Margar- 
etta  Cheney  and  a  well  qualified  corps  of  teachers,  has  been 
efficiently  conducted.  The  Trustees  have  found  in  the  pres- 
ent Principal  an  experienced  teacher,  and  an  able  adminis- 
trator who  has  won  the  respect  and  regard  of  the  pupils.  The 
patronage  has  not  been  sufficient  to  fully  carry  the  expenses, . 
though  the  deficiency  will  not  be  large.  This  has  been  pro- 
vided for  by  a  friend  of  the  school.  The  trustees  have  lately 
entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Misses  Yerkes,  Principals  of 
Knickerbocker  Hall  for  Young  Ladies,  Indianapolis,  Indi- 
ana, by  which  they  assume  the  entire  charge  of  Akeley  Insti- 
tute, the  rights  of  the  Diocese  over  a  Church  school  being 
secured.  Miss  Susan  Hill  Yerkes  will  be  in  active  charge, 
residing  in  the  school.  All  pecuniary  responsibility  con- 
nected with  the  running  of  the  school  is  assumed  by  the  Prin- 
cipals, lea\4ng  the  trustees  to  provide  for  the  existing  in- 
debtedness and  interest  on  the  bonds,  for  which  there  is  in 
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hand  a  sum  to  provide  for  more  than  three  semi-annual  pay- 
ments. The  arrangement  is.  one  that  promises  great  relief 
of  anxiety  and  effort  to  the  Bjshop  and  Trustees.  Yet  it  is 
accompanied  with  a  painful  sense  of  the  loss  of  the  Principal 
and  her  associates,  who  have  so  faithfully  and  generously 
studied  the  interests  of  Akeley  Institute. 

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CORRECTIONS  AND 

CHARITIES. 

By  the  kindness  of  friends  urging  on  the  Governor  my 
reappointment  on  the  Board,  and  his  own  cheerful  compli- 
ance, I  am  for  the  fourth  time  elected  on  the  Board.  Had  I 
ever  found  the  duties  interfering  with  my  higher  obligations, 
I  should  have  at  once  ended  mv  connection.  On  the  con- 
trary,  I  have  found  relief  and  recreation;  relief  in  the  way  of 
cares  and  anxieties  standing  aside  for  the  time;  recreation  in 
association  with  congenial  men,  and  in  the  courtesies  of  the 
officers  of  the  institutions  we  visit.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  in 
a  work  in  which  you  are  interested  to  prosecute  it  with  the . 
state  behind  you  with  its  resources,  saving  you  the  anxiety 
w^hich  generally  attaches  to  benevolent  operations.  I  have 
ever  felt  that  in  my  relations  to  the  State's  penal  and  pauper 
institutions,  I  was  representing  the  Church,  showing  her 
sympathies  and  her  sense  of  obligation.  The  past  year  I 
have  devoted  a  Sunday  to  the  Industrial  Home  for  Boys,  aifcl 
to  the  Reformatory,  Thanksgiving  day  to  the  School  for  the 
Deaf,  Christmas  day  to  the  Industrial  Home  for  Girls.  To 
this  has  been  added  fifteen  visits  to  State  institutions,  five  to 
poor  houses,  eight  to  jails,  attendance  at  the  annual  conven- 
tion of  the  Board,  and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Joint  Asylum 
and  Prison  Boards  and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

THE  AMENDMENT   OF  THE   STATE   MARRIAGE 

LAW. 

I  have  acted  with  Clergymen  of  the  leading  denomina- 
tions in  the  State  in  an  effort  to  secure  such  legislation  as 
would  prevent  the  shameful  abuse  of  Holy  Matrimony  that 
has  prevailed  for  two  summers  at  St.  Joseph.  We  felt  that 
not  only  was  there  a  violation  of  the  Lord's  Day — a  public 
officer  issuing  legal  documents — ^but  that  the  opportunity 
was  given  for  run-away  matches,  and  what  should  be  a  seri- 
ous transaction  was  turned  into  a  frolic.    The  local  opposi- 
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tion  to  the  bill,  even  Clergymen  of  the  place  uniting*  in  it, 
was  proof  of  our  conclusions.  The  senate  by  a  close  vote 
rejected  action,  although  the  bill  had  been  modified  to  for- 
bidding issue  of  a  license  on  Sunday.  The  whole  business 
is  evidence  of  the  comanon  sentiment,  that  Marriage  is  only 
a  civil  transaction  from  which  religion  must  stand  aloof. 
And  it  goes  far  to  explain  the  prevalence  of  divorce.  If  we 
are  ever  to  arrest  this  daily  occurrence  in  our  courts,  "put- 
ting asunder  whom  God  hath  joined  together,"  it  must  he  by 
preventing  thoughtless,  hasty  marriages,  and  that  must  come 
by  substituting  marriage  in  God's  word  for  marriage  in  man's 
law,  and  in  society's  estimation.  On  these  lines  must  be  the 
effort  of  the  pulpit  and  the  private  instruction  of  the  young. 
A  Bishop  delivering  his  annual  address  for  the  twenty- 
seventh  time  will  have  exhausted  the  topics  pertaining  to 
Diocesan  welfare,  and  have  put  his  Convention  in  possession 
of  his  views  and  purposes  There  are,  however,  two  sub- 
jects to  which  I  would  call  your  attention,  though  I  must  re- 
peat myself. 

THE  PLACE  AND  WORK  OF  THE  SUNDAY 

SCHOOL. 

I  have  hoped  that  this  remarkable  interest  in  the  Sunday 
School  which  for  months  has  been  sliown  in  our  Church 
papers,  would  reach  our  Diocese.  I  have  before  said  the 
Sunday  School  is  our  weak  spot.  The  first  point  is,  that 
the  institution  should  assume  its  proper  dignity.  It  is  true 
it  has  no  recognition  in  the  Prayer  Book,  or  in  the  Canons, 
and  is  known  to  the  Church  at  large  only  by  a  voluntary 
**Church  Sunday  School  Institute."  But  in  our  modem 
Church  life  it  has  become  the  means  and  reliance  for  the 
Christian  education  of  our  children  according  to  the  prin- 
ciples and*  practice  of  the  Church.  The  Pastor  who  feel? 
most  impressively  that  the  youth  of  his  flock  should  be  "vir- 
tuously brought  up  to  lead  a  Godly  and  a  Christian  Life." 
finds  no  oppK)rtunity  to  even  assemble  them  for  instruction. 
The  school  leaves  but  one  week  day  vacant,  and  that  is  more 
likely  to  be  claimed  for  music,  dancing  and  leisure  than  al- 
lowed for  the  Rector's  class.  At  least,  for  any  teaching  in 
which  the  Church  has  a  hand,  we  are  shut  in  to  the  Lord's 
Day. 

Hence  the   Minister   must  make  much  of  his   Sundav 
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School.  And  for  this  he  must  be  a  Sunday  School  man,  a 
student  of  Sunday  School  methods,  preparing  a  sermonette 
for  the  children  as  carefully  as  he  prepares  a  sermon  for  their 
seniors.  He  must  be  a  teacher  of  teachers,  observing  them 
at  their  working,  meeting  them  for  counsel  and  instruction, 
placing  books  in  their  hands  from  what  every  Sunday  school 
should  have,  a  teachers'  reference  library.  The  Minister  oc- 
cupies the  position  of  the  Principal  of  an  ordinary  school. 
He  may  have  a  Superintendent  for  details,  but  he  is  the 
mind  and  heart  of  his  Parish  school. 

The  value  of  the  school  will  depend  on  the  teachers.  The 
intelligence,  the  tact,  the  conscientiousness  of  the  communi- 
cants should  be  found  in  the  teachers'  chairs.  The  teacher 
who  will  not  prepare  for  the  lesson,  whether  for  the  young- 
est or  the  oldest,  who  will  not  seek  to  know  each  boy  and 
girl  in  character,  in  surroundings,  who  does  not  recognize  in 
frequent,  fervent  prayer  that  in  his  work  "without  God  noth- 
ing is  strong,  nothing  is  holy,"  is  not  worth  having.  The 
youthful  mind  and  heart  are  only  endangered  when  under 
the  influence  of  one  who  teaches  as  a  task,  and  makes  what 
is  divine  unattractive  even  to  weariness.  Will  parents  who 
demand  of  schools  the  best  in  teaching  be  content  that  their 
children  shall  go  to  Sunday  School  to  spend  the  precious 
hour  that  should  impart  "the  knowledge  in  which  standeth 
our  eternal  life,"  under  the  ignorant,  cold,  trifling  instructor? 
If  a  sufficient  number  of  competent  teachers  cannot  be 
found,  let  the  school  be  divided  into  sections  rather  than  the 
usual  small  classes. 

The  school  should  be  brought  in  touch  with  the  Parish 
— ^the  congregation,  too,  should  know  something  more  of  it 
than  seeing  some  children  waiting  on  the  church  porch  after 
the  service.  The  school  should  be  brought  before  the  peo- 
ple for  examination,  for  exercises  on  the  great  festivals.  It 
should  be  given  dignity  in  the  sight  of  the  people,  and  they 
be  made  to  realize  that  its  usefulness  and  prosperity  are  as 
important  as  any  part  of  the  Parish  life. 

In  its  management  let  order  and  system  prevail,  else  the 
children  accustomed  to  the  school  room  will  not  respect  it. 

The  most  must  be  made  of  the  hour.  The  use  of  the 
Prayer  Book  should  be  taught,  parts  of  it  memorized,  as  the 
collects,  the  Catechism  should  have  its  honored  place  in  the 
course  of  study,  the  Missionary  Sunday  be  observed  that 
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Missions  may  be  to  the  child's  mind  something  nnore  than 
putting  a  child's  mite  in  the  offertory.  I  am  persuaded  the 
Sunday  School  can  be  made  a  most  efficient  agency,  but  it 
must  be  recognized  by  Pastor  and  people. 

THE  CHRISTIAN  HOME. 

The  transition  from  the  Church's  care  of  the  young  to 
the  spiritual  influence  in  their  homes  is  natural.  I  can  never 
lay  my  hands  upon  a  large  number  of  children,  as  I  have 
been  called  upon  to  do  in  several  cases  in  the  last  year,  with- 
out asking  myself  how  far  will  the  homes  of  these  dear  youth 
help  them  to  carry  out  the  solemm  obligations  into  which 
they  enter. 

What  is  the  Christian  home?  It  is  the  spot  where  the 
dictates  of  "a  good  conscience"  are  daily  carried  out.  Where 
the  natural)  affection  of  the  household  has  its  exercise  in 
helping  one  another-"to  lead  a  Godly  and  a  Christian  life." 
Where  there  is  a  jealous  watch  and  ward  of  the  youthful 
mind  that  restrains  the  lips  and  will  not  let  money  and  fash- 
ion and  gossip  be  made  the  staple  of  life.  Where  an  attrac- 
tive display  of  sacred  literature  is  made  on  the  table  and  the 
shelves,  the  companion  of  the  newspaper,  the  magazine  and 
the  novell  Where  there  is  the  priest  and  the  priestess,  and 
the  daily  hour  of  prayer  that  "lifts  the  heart  and  bends  the 
knee."  To  such  a  home  we  can  cheerfully  return  the  young 
conscript,  assured  that  the  first  efforts  of  the  feeble  soul  will 
be  confirmed,  that  there  sheltered  for  a  time  from  the  rude 
blasts  of  the  world's  temptations,  it  will  acquire  strength  for 
the  time  when  they  miast  needs  come,  that  their  going  "from 
strength  to  strength,  from  grace  to  grace,"  a  Christian  man- 
hood and  womanhood  shall  be  attained.  But  on  the  other 
hand,  when  the  return  is  to  a  home  that  knows  no  element 
that  is  not  of  this  world's  good  things,  that  in  its  conversa- 
tion, its  daily  routine,  but  imipresses  the  idea  that  life  is  only 
worth  living  for  the  prosperity  and  pleasure  we  can  get  out 
of  it,  that  it  has  its  object  lessons,  the  Lord's  Day  a  Church 
day  only  as  weather  and  will  incline  to  it,  and  the  remaining 
hours  for  newspapers  and  novels,  with  perhaps  a  Sunday  tea, 
elder  sisters  and  brothers  engrossed  with  dress  and  parties 
so  that  the  younger  of  the  household  are  fretful  for  the  age 
when  thev  can  enter  into  all.  When  the  return  is  to  such  a 
home,  we  doubt  not  the  grace  of  God,  but  we  do  fee!  that 
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'*years  of  discretion'*  should  imply  a  force  of  character,  with 
conscientiousness  rarely  to  be  found  in  extreme  youth. 

This  is. one  aspect  of  the  Christian  home.  There  is  an- 
other, its  relation  to  the  Parish  interests.  Where  there  is 
infrequent  attendance  at  Church  and  Sunday  School,  unwill- 
ingness to  participate  in  the  Parish  work,  a  general  listless- 
ness  to  all  relations  and  duties  of  the  com«municant,  we  are 
persuaded  it  may  be  traced  to  the  home  ignoring  the  Church. 
Let  there  be  **the  Church  in  the  house,"  and  there  will  be  no 
dead  Parish.  What  would  a  Parish  be  with  family  prayers 
in  every  household?  That  the  Church  expects  this  of  her 
people  is  manifest  from  "Forms  of  Prayer  to  be  Used  in 
Families"  in  the  Prayer  Book.  I  can  think  of  no  holier  aim 
of  the  Pastor  than  to  establish  the  family  altar. 

THE  DAYS  ARE  EVIL. 

It  is  no  pleasant  thought,  and  it  should  l>e  no  ready  utter- 
ance, that  we  have  come  upon  times  when  the  powers  of  evil 
seem  to  have  gathered  new  strength,  and  are  holding  baclc 
the  righteousness  that  we  long  to  see  "cover  the  earth." 
"Say  not  thou,  what  is  the  cause  that  the  former  days  were 
better  than  these,  for  thou  dost  not  inquire  wisely  concern- 
ing this."  Yet  the  failure  to  "discern  the  signs  of  the  time" 
has  a  rebuke  that  lives  through  the  ages.  There  are  two  fea- 
tures of  our  day  that  would  betoken  a  sinful  lack  of  interest 
in  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  not  to  "discern."  One  is,  the 
daring  substitutes  for  "the  Faith  once  delivered  to  the 
Saints,"  under  which  the  grand  triumph  of  civilization  and 
Christianity  have  been  reached.  We  had  supposed  that  by 
this  time  men  had  found  out  all  the  devices  they  could  put 
under  the  name  of  religion.  But  the  process  goes  on,  with 
even  the  claim  of  attesting  miracle  and  influence  on  lives  be- 
yond what  the  Holy  Spirit  can  secure.  As  I  go  among  the 
flocks  of  our  people,  I  hear  sad  tales  of  defection  of  "un- 
stable souls,"  and  sadder  far,  the  beguiling  of  the  young  in 
their  inexperience,  and  in  the  readiness  to  accept  the  novel 
and  mistv  of  the  vouthful  mind.  And  what  mav  well  caure 
the  "rivers  of  waters  to  run  down  our  eves,"  on  everv  side, 
there  are  signs  of  failing  earnestness  in  discipleship.  As  I 
have  lately  seen  it  stated — "There  is  in  process  a  manifest 
disintegration  in  organized  Christianity  round  about  us. 
There  is  everywhere  an  absence  of  enthusiasm,  a  loss  of 
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in  revival  efforts,  greatly  reduced  attendance  at  week  day 
services,  doubtfulness  and  hesitation  in  stating  the  old  for- 
mulas of  Christian  belfef — religious  earnestness  and  warmth 
are  everywhere  failing."  It  may  be  that  these  "signs"  are 
the  explanation  of  those  first  noticed.  Hooker  says:  *'Upon 
the  Church  there  never  yet  fell  tempestuous  storm,  the 
vaix>rs  whereof  were  not  first  noted  to  rise  from  coldness  in 
affection  and  from  backwardness  in  the  duties  of  service 
toward  God." 

What  are  the  duties  wherein  lie  the  hopefulness  in  the 
crisis?  For  you,  my  Brethren,  *' Ambassadors  of  Christ," 
'^Stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God,"  the  constant  preaching 
of  Christ  crucified  in  all  that  meant  at  Apostles'  lips,  in  the 
intensity  of  faith,  in  the  constraint  of  love.  *'The  glorious 
gospel  of  the  blessed  God,"  is  what  is  to  ''draw  all  men  unto 
Christ,"  to  draw  them  away  from  the  "cunningly  devised 
fables"  of  man  and  devil,  to  draw  them  to  a  service  that  is 
"in  heart  and  mind  ascending  into  the  heavens,"  to  draw  the 
church  into  constant  nearer  likeness  to  that  "not  having  spot 
or  wrinkle  or  any  such  thing,  holy  and  without  blemish,  the 
glorious  Church  Jesus  shall  present  to  himself."  Watchful- 
ness over  your  flocks,  "the  sheep  of  Christ,  the  great  treasure 
committed  to  your  charge,"  that  the  Church  or  any  member 
thereof  do  not  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by  reason  of  your 
negligence.  "Be  earnest  as  teachers  of  the  faith  in  its  evi- 
dences, its  exposition  as  the  guide  of  a  Christian  life,  especi- 
ally in  the  preparation  of  your  candidates  for  confirmation, 
and  with  weak  souls  liable  to  be  tossed  to  and  fro,  and  car- 
ried  about  with  every  wind  of  doctrine." 

I  know  of  no  greaiter  duty  with  comforting  hopefulness 
for  the  crisis,  than  that  of  importunate  unceasing  prayer.  It 
is  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  "the  Church  he  purchased  with 
his  blood,"  that  is  in  painfulness  and  peril;  when  could  the 
promise  more  apply,  "Everyone  that  asketh  receiveth,  and  he 
that  seeketh  findeth,  and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be 
opened."  It  was  preached  by  a  great  Bishop,  the  elder 
Doane,  "A  Church  upon  her  knees  can  never  be  overthrown. 
A  Church  upon  her  knees  can  never  be  divided.  A  Church 
upon  her  knees  has  her  whole  way  with  God."  Would  that, 
regularity  in  Church  and  Sunday  School  attendance,  great 
difficulty  in  securing  workers  for  the  Sunday  School,  apathy 
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as  on  every  day  in  the  Mission  House  at  noon  all  work  is 
suspended,  every  office  closed,  and  all  gather  in  the  sacred 
spot,  the  Chapel,  there  to  appeal  to  heaven;  so  as  when  that 
hour  comes,  wherever  it  may  find  pastor  or  people,  there 
might  be  if  not  the  bowedTcnee,  the  uplifted  heart.  "Return, 
we  beseech  thee,  O  God  of  Hosts,  look  down  from  Heaven 
and  behold  and  visit  this  thy  vine." 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  God,  who  at  this  time  didst  teach  the  hearts  of  thy 
faithful  people,  by  sending  to  them  the  light  of  thy  Holy 
Spirit;  grant  us  by  the  same  Spirit  to  have  a  right  judgment 
in  all  things,  and  evermore  to  rejoice  in  His  holy  comfort, 
through  the  merits  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Saviour,  who  liveth 
and  reigneth  with  thee,  in  the  unity  of  the  same  Spirit,  one 
God,  world  without  end.    Amen.

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A  PASTORAL. 


To  Our  Brethren  in  the  Diocese  Who  are  the  Sheep 

Without  a  Shepherd. 


Dear  Brethren:  When  twenty-six  years  ago,  the  charge 
of  this  Diocese  came  to  me,  it  was  among  my  first  purposes 
and  plans  to  provide  as  far  as  possible  for  the  Churches  care 
of  those  whom  I  could  not  expect  to  place  under  constant 
clerical  ministrations. 

My  first  effort  was  to  find  them  out,  scattered  as  they 
were  in  small  villages  and  rural  districts.  With  this  in  view, 
I  sent  out  notices,  asking  them  to  report  to  me  their  names 
and  residences.  These  notices  were  to  reach  them  through 
the  papers,  and  being  put  up  in  post  offices. 

The  effort  met  with  only  limited  success.  I  then  en- 
deavored to  come  in  touch  with  those  made  known  to  me,  by 
occasionally  writing  Pastorals,  sending  them  tracts  and 
papers,  and  as  far  as  possible,  visiting  them.  Our  Diocesan 
paper  was  also  made  a  mode  of  communication. 

More  than  fifteen  years  ago,  enlargement  of  the  work  was 
sought  by  the  appointment  of  a  general  missionary;  and 
several  years  after,  each  Convocation  district  was  placed 
under  similar  charge.  This  plan  in  a  degree,  met  my  wishes; 
but  the  necessity  of  deriving  the  support  of  the  missionaries 
largely  from  each  district,  confined  the  Sunday  services  to  a 
few  points.  The  extent  of  the  territory,  and  the  missionaries 
having  faipilies  detaining  them  at  home,  the  week  day  work 
was  limited.  This  system  continued  until  October,  1899. 
Since  then  our  missionary.  Miss  Mary  A.  Milnes  has  as- 
sumed this  work  as  far  as  practicable  with  excellent  results. 

I  must  frankly  say  that  I  have  not  had  the  sympathy  and 
the  co-operation  from  those  whom  I  desired  to  care  for,  and 
to  which  I  was  entitled.  And  this  is  true  also  in  regard  to 
efforts  of  the  clergy  who  have  been  ready  to  give  services  as 
far  as  their  other  duties  would  permit.  The  offer  of  a  visit 
is  declined  for  sOme  slight  reason,  and  so  further  offers  are 
discouraged.  A  proper  courtesy  and  a  real  desire  for  ser- 
vices would  not  allow  a  refusal,  except  for  some  insurmount- 
able difficulty. 

Although  "cast  down"  in  view  of  these  failures  my  hope 
is  not  ''destroyed"  that  I  may  yet  carry  out  what  I  know  is 
perfectly  feasible,  if  you  will  co-operate  with  me.  The 
Lenten  season  is  a  ''convenient"  time  for  the  suggestion  I 
make. 

1.  Where  there  is  a  little  band  of  our  Church  people,  let 


a 
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them  gather  together  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  hold  a  service 
in  some  private  house.  A  man  or  a  woman  may  be  the  leader. 
Singingf  should  be  provided;  and  the  Bishop  will  furnish 
sermons  for  reading. 

I  have  some  reason  to  think  that  my  efforts  for  such  ser- 
vices have  failed,  and  that  from  a  fear  of  affecting-  business 
or  social  relations;  whereas  such  real  evidences  of  Church 
affection  would  secure  the  respect  of  all  whose  respect  is 
worth  having. 

2.  While  there  may  not  be  the  opportunity  of  a  Sunday 
•  School,  it  will  be  verv  rare  that  there  are  not  some  children 

of  the  Church  who  might  be  gathered  into  one  or  two  classes, 
and  at  least  intelligently  taught  the  catechism.  The  loss  to 
the  Church  of  her  baptized  children  is  inevitable  when  at 
least  this  care  is  not  taken  to  keep  them  in  the  fold. 

3.  In  some  cases  the  communicants  could,  on  the  festivals 
of  the  Church,  attend  the  services  in  a  neighboring  Parish. 

4.  Even  a  small  number  may  form  a  Guild,  meeting  f  re- 
uently,  when  there  shall  be  some  reading  bearing  on  the 
hurch  and  the  missionary  work.     By  weekly  payments  of  a 

small  sum.  a  fund  should  be  secured  for  clerical  visits,  pur- 
chase of  prayer  books,  and  other  helpful  expenses.  Mutual 
acquaintance  and  encouragement  should  be  the  effort  of  the 
members. 

5.  The  Diocesan  paper  subscribed  for  would  keep  the 
Church  people  in  touch  with  the  Diocese  and  with  the  Bishop. 

Miss  Milnes  could  make  at  least  an  annual  visit  of  a  week, 
going  in  and  out  among  the  people  and  delivering  practical 
addresses. 

In  thus  addressing  you,  my  dear  Brethren,  I  am  mindful 
of  the  shortness  and  uncertainty  of  my  life.  I  am  closing  up 
my  work  among  you.  My  aim  is  now,  by  God's  help,  so  to 
order  all  things  in  the  Diocese,  that  whoever  is  to  take  up  my 
office,  shall  find  an  encouraging  field,  ready  for  the  exertion 
that  shall  not  be  hindered  by  age,  in  the  spirit  that  is  not 
subdued  by  painful  experiences  of  the  past.  For  this  I  ask 
you  to  join  hands  and  hearts  with  me.  Instead  of  feeling 
that  you  are  deserted,  that  you  have  no  Church,  forgetting 
all  about  the  Church,  and  letting  your  children  grow  up  in- 
different and  ignorant  of  their  father's  Church;  by  these  and 
other  means  revive  your  old  attachments,  make  the  prayer- 
book  the  guide  and  help  of  your  personal  religion,  having  the 
faith  and  love  that  cling  to  the  Cross,  and  proving  the  sin- 
cerity of  all,  *'doing  such  good  works  as  God  has  prepared 
for  us  to  walk  in."  Your  Friend  and  Bishop,

ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  REV.    AUSTIN  W.    MANN,    MINISTER    IN    CHARGE 

OF  ST.  BEDE'S  mission,  GRAND  RAPIDS;  AND  GENERAL 

MISSIONARY  TO  DEAF  MUTES. 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  May  25,  1901. 

To  the  Right  Rev,  George  D.  Gillespie^  D,  D., 
Bishop  of  IVestem  Michigan; 

May  is  my  busy  month  in  regard  to  the  preparation  of  annual 
reports  to  the  Bishops  in  whose  Dioceses  the  work  among  deaf  mutes  is 
carried  on.  It  is  now  twenty- five  years  since  I  began;  and  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  upward  of  300  reports  may  be  found  in  the  appendices  of 
Diocesan  Convention  Journals  from  that  of  Pittsburgh  to  those  of  Min- 
nesota, Iowa  and  West  Missouri.  Many  more  quarterly  reports  have 
been  made  to  Bishops  and  Secretaries  of  Missionary  Boards,  including 
the  General  Secretary  at  the  Missions  House,  New  York  City. 

The  preparation  of  these  reports  has  t>een  made  easier  by  the 
records  of  official  acts,  kept  from  the  beginning.  The  figures  are 
within  easy  reach.    I  have  also  kept  a  diary. 

From  these  records  it  is  learned  that  over  800  deaf  mutes  and  their 
hearing  children  have  been  brought  to  baptism;  and  over  700  to  confir- 
mation. The  latter  list  would  be  longer  if  the  Rectors  made  a  practice 
of  calling  on  the  deaf  mutes  at  their  homes  and  getting  their  children 
into  the  Sunday  School.  Some  Rectors  do  this  very  helpful  thing;  and  in 
so  doing,  they  have  had  opportunities  to  explain  some  things,  to  the 
hearing  friends  and  relatives  of  deaf  mutes.  One  of  these  is  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  Prayer  Books  to  those  cut  ofif  from  the  worship  of  the 
Voice.  Another  very  important  fact  should  be  impressed  on  all  who 
have  the  spiritual  welfare  of  this  isolated  people  at  heart.  Deaf  mutes 
are  too  few  for  denominational  divisions. 

When  baptism  is  administered  to  hearing  children  of  deaf  mutes,  I 
make  return  for  record  in  the  Parish  Register.  This  should  enable 
the  Rector  to  keep  track  of  the  child  and  get  it  into  the  Sunday  School 
in  time.  Neglect  to  exercise  this  watchfulness  has  resulted  in  loss  to 
us.  I  have  met  several  of  these  children  now  grown  up,  whom  I  bap- 
tized in  infancy,  but  who  now  are  intelligent  and  active  members  of 
other  religious  bodies,  all  through  this  neglect.  These  children,  I  need 
not  repeat,  are  not  themselves  deaf,  and  thus  they  come  within  the  care 
of  the  Parish  Priest. 

During  the  Diocesan  year,  I  held  Services  at  St.  Bede's  Mission, 
in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  and  at  Kalamazoo 
and  Battle  Creek,  with  very  encouraging  attendance.  At  the  latter 
point,  baptism  was  administered  to  a  couple,  my  former  pupils  at  Flint. 
They  came  twelve  miles  by  team.     Infant  baptism  was  administered  at 
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St.  Bede'8  Mission,  where  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  twice. 
A  combined  service  was  held  at  St.  Paul's  Church,  Grand  Rapids. 

The  services  at  Flint  are  in  a  way  related  to  the  work  in  this 
Diocese;  a  number  of  the  pupils  of  the  Institution  have  their  homes  in 
Western  Michigan.

REPORT  CHAPLAIN  MK^HIOAN  REFORMATORY,  IONIA,   FOR  YEAR  ENDING 

MAY  31st,  1901. 

The  seven  years  we  have  been  in  the  service  of  the  State,  caring 
for  her  peculiar  charges,  have  been  years  of  active  work,  we  trust,  not 
wholly  in  vain.  We  find  the  experiences  of  the  past  helpful  in  the 
discharge  of  duties  present. 

The  routine  of  letter  reading  and  mail  inspection,  of  bookkeeping 
and  other  office  duties,  is  systematized  so  that  it  goes  smoothly. 

We  come  in  personal  contact  with  the  men  by  cell  visits,  and  inter- 
views in  the  office. 

There  is  much  to  encourage,  along  with  a  share  of  difficulties  and 
disappointments  common  to  us  all. 

Sunday  mornings  we  have  a  service  adapted  from  the  Prayer  Book, 
with  singing  and  sermon;  a  teacher's  meeting  at  2  o'clock;  Sunday 
School  at  2:30  o'clock. 

On  St.  Patrick's  Day  we  organized  a  Christian  Endeavor  Society, 
modifying  the  pledge,  by-laws  and  constitution,  to  meet  our  needs. 
This  society  now  numbers  20  men.  Meetings  are  held  Wednesday 
afternoons  in  the  yard,  during  the  hour  allowed  those  of  the  inmates 
who  are  permitted, that  privilege;  also  from  1  to  2  o'clock  in  the  Chapel 
on  Sundays. 

We  have  had  two  celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion,  one  on 
Christmas  morning  and  one  on  £astcr,  with  twelve  men  present. 

The  Friday  evening  services  have  been  unusually  interesting  for 
the  year  covered  by  this  report. 

A  number  of  ministers,  religious  workers  and  others  have  aided  us 
at  these  services.  The  Bishop,  who  is  always  warmly  welcomed  by 
officers  and  prisoners,  came  to  the  assistance  of  the  Chaplain  in  Novem- 
ber, who  was  ill  at  that  time. 

April  21st  Miss  Milnes  gave  addresses  at  the  morning  service. 
Christian  £ndeavor  meeting,  teachers'  meeting  and  Sunday  School, 
which  were  enjoyed  by  all. 

I  am  indebted  to  Warden  Fuller  for  many  personal  favors  and  for 
his  Intelligent  co-operation.  The  Deputy  Warden  and  his  officers  have 
ever  been  most  considerate  and  accommodating. 

I  enjoy  my  work.  Our  aim  is  to  make  the  services  cheerful  and 
helpful.

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DIGEST  OF  THE  CANONS. 


TITLE  I— CANON  18. 

GENERAL  REGULATION  OF  MINISTERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

§  1.  [1]  It  is  hereby  required  that,  on  the  election  of  a  Minister 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  de- 
livered, to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following*  form  or  to 
this  effect: 

We,  the  Church  Wardens  (or  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  we, 
the  Rector  and  Church  Wardens)  to  the  Right  Rev.  (naming  the  Bishop) 
or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee)  that 
{naming  the  person)  has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  (or  Assistant  Minister, 
as  the  case  may  be)  of  (naming  the  parish  or  Church). 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

N.B. — The  date  of  election  to  the  Rectorship  should  be  given  in  the 
Canonical  notice  sent  to  the  Bishop. 

g  2.  No  Minister  moving  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  to 
another  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector  or  Stated  Minister,  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  District  to 
which  he  removes  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following: 

I  do  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev.  A B has  been  Canonically 

transferred  to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  minister  in  regular  standing. 

TITLE  II.— CANON  12. 

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  THE  LAITY. 

§  1.  A  Communicant  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another  shall  pro- 
cure from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or  if 
there  be  no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate  stating  that 
he  or  she  is  a  Communicant  in  good  standing  ;  and  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish  or  Congregation  to  which  he  or  she  removes  shall  not  be  required 
to  receive  him  or  her  as  a  Communicant  until  such  letter  shall  be  pro- 
duced. 
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CANON  VII. 

VACANT   CHURCH  AND  CLERICAL  SETTLEMENT  AND  REMOVAL. 

Section  1.  Whenever  an  incorporated  Church  becomes  vacant,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the 
Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  Prior  to  the  election  of  a  Minister  of  any  incorporated 
Church  the  Vestry  shall  inform  the  Bishop  of  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  person  they  propose  to  elect;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
Vestry  to  take  action  on  any  name  until  the  receipt  of  the  Bishop's  ac- 
knowledgment of  such  notiiication,  and  of  his  accompanying  suggestion.

if  there  be  any:  Provided  he  be  at  the  time  within  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  his  reply  be  not  deferred  longer  than  thirty 
days  after  the  receipt  of  said  notification.  If,  after  the  expiration  of 
six  months,  the  Vestry  of  such  Church,  which  has  become  vacant,  shall 
fail  to  call  or  settle  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to 
appoint  one,  and  he  shall  notify  the  Vestry  of  such  appointment,  and 
upon  their  concurrence,  the  Minister  so  appointed  shall  become  Rector 
of  the  Church. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese,  or  others, 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  va- 
cant Churches  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  .vacant  Churches  thus  supplied,  to  defray 
all  the  expenses  incidental  to  such  occasional  services.

Resolved^  That  at  the  Episcopal  visitations  the  offerings,  after  the 
Bishops  traveling  expenses  have  been  paid,  be  hereafter  devoted  to  a 
Bishop's  Trust  Fund. —Convention  1889.

Resolved^  That  any  Missionary  of  this  Diocese  who  may  be  precluded 
by  pecuniary  inability  from  attending  the  Annual  Convention,  be  re- 
quested to  advise  the  Bishop  of  such  fact;  and  that  upon^pplication  of 
the  Bishop  in  such  behalf  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convemion  the  latter 
shall  extend  the  necessary  aid  to  enable  such  Missionary  to  meet  his 
brethren  in  Convention.     [Journal  1878,  page  43.] 

Resolved y  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  ,of  Western  Michigan  is 
hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  pay  to  the  * 'Treasurer  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  the  'Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,*'  each  recurring  year,  so 
long  as  the  necessity  may  exist,  such  portion  of  the  money  realized 
from  the  assessment  upon  the  Parishes,  as  shall  be  over  and  above  the 
amount  required  to  pay  the  annual  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  to 
l>e  used  in  making  good,  so  far  as  it  will  go,  any  deficiency  that  occurs 
in  tb^  Bishop's  salary*  from  the  insufficient  avails  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund.  Provided^  that  in  no  event  shall  the  sum  paid  from  the  General 
Fund  toward  the  Bishop's  salary  exceed  the  amount  of  the  deficiency 
for  that  year,  which  deficiency  when  it  becomes  apparent,  the  Trea- 
surer of  the  Association  shall  officially  certify  to  the  Treasurer  oi  the 
Diocese,  and  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall  be  a 
voucher  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 

OF  THE  OPENING  OF  THE  CONVENTION  AND  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  Each  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened  with 
prayer;  the- morning  session  with  the  Daily  Morning  Prayer.  On  the 
first  day  the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows:  Provided,  that 
when  the  first  session  of  the  Convention  is  an  evening  session,  this  order 
may  be  proceeded  with  as  far  as  judged  convenient,  and  resumed  the 
next  morning. 

1st.  The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  the  Convention  shall  be 
called  to  order,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention  (or,  in 
his  absence,  the  Secretary  pro  tempore^  to  be  elected  viva  voce)  shall 
call  out  the  names  of  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  convention,  and 
shall  enter  into  the  Journal  the  names  of  those  who  are  present. 

2nd.  The  names  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  entitled  to  representa- 
tion shall  be  called,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  from  each  shall  present 
their  certificates  of  election,  which  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of 
two  clergymen  to  report  thereon. 

3rd.  On  the  acceptance  of  their  report,  the  Roll  of  the  Lay  Delegates 
elected  shall  be  called,  and  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention 
organized. 

4th.  Irregular  and  defective  Certificates  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Convention,  which  shall  decide  on  the  admission  of  the  delegates  there- 
in named. 

5th.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  may  appoint  an 
assistant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

6th.  If  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  absent,  a  Treasurer  pro 
tempore  shall  be  elected  viva  voce, 

7th.     The  President  shall  appoint  thefollowing  Standing  Committees: 

On  Admission  of  Parishes  and  Missions  into  Union  with  the  Conven- 
tion— consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman. 

On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Fund 
for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen — consisting  of  three  laymen. 

On  the  Report  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan 
— consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen. 

On  the  Report  and  Accounts  of  the  Board  of  Missions — consisting  of 
two  clergymen  and  three  laymen. 

On  Unfinished  Business — consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen. 

On  Christian  Education  and  Akeley  Institute — consisting  of  three 
clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  Canons — consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  Church  Literature — c(|^sisting  of  three  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  State  of  the  (Ti^wr^A— Consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  two  lay- 
men. 

8th.  The  reports  of  the  Standing  Committees,  the  Board  of  Missions, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm 
Clergymen,  and  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan, 
shall  then  be  presented  and  referred  to  the  appropriate  committees. 

9th,     The  Bishop's  address  shall  then  be  in  order. 

10th.  The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  unfinished  business 
shall  then  be  presented. 

11th.  The  Parochial  reports  shall  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  when 
he  sees  fit  to  call  for  them. 

12th.     Miscellaneous  business. 

13th,  Wednesday  evening  of  the  Convention  shall  be  devoted  to  a 
general   missionary   meeting  for  reading  the  report  of  the  Board    of 
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Missions,    delivering'   addresses   and  to  transact    any   other   business 
which  may  promote  missionary  zeal  and  work  in  the  Diooese. 

Section  2.     On   the  second  and  each  subsequent  day  the  Order  of 
Business  shall  be  as  foflows: 
Ist.     The  roll  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  called. 
2d.      Reading-  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day. 
3d.      Elections. 

4th.     Reports  of  the  Standing  Committees  in  their  order  in  Rule  7th. 
5th.     Reports  of  Special  Committees. 
6th.     Miscellaneous  business. 

Section  3.  On  the  first  morning  of  the  Convention,  immediately 
before  the  mid-day  recess,  shall  be  made  nominations  for  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  Standing  Committee,  Board 
of  Missions,  Members  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan,  other  than  the  ex-officio  members  of  such  Association,  not 
exceeding  ten  in  number,  and  the  number  to  be  fixed  by  resolution 
before  the  nominations  are  made,  and  in  that  year  in  which  a  General 
Convention  is  to  be  held,  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Missionary  Council. 

Nominations  for  Supplemental  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
shall  not  be  made  until  after  the  Deputies  have  been  elected.  When 
nominations  are  made  for  any  office,  the  names  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  presented. 

The  Secretary  shall  cause  all  names  proposed  for  any  office  to  be 
printed  on  separate  tickets,  and  the  voting  shall  be  by  erasing  the 
names  of  those  for  whom  the  members  do  not  wish  to  vote.  Separate 
ballots  shall  be  taken  for  each  office,  and  the  election  shall  t)e  the  order 
of  the  day  from  4  o'clock  of  that  afternoon. 

Section  4.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  from  the  sittings  of 
the  Convention,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his 
absence. 

2d.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention  the  minutes  of 
the  session  about  to  close  shall  be  read  and  corrected,  and  signed  by 
the  President,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

3d.  No  resolution  shall  be  entertained  until  it  shall  have  been  re- 
duced to  writing ;  and  no  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention until  it  is  seconded,  and  when  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President. 

4th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  committ  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and  motions  for 
any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named. 
A  motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  always 
in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

5th.  A  question  being  decided,  it  shall  not  be  reconsidered  at  the 
same  annual  session  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present;  nor  without  a  motion  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the 
prior  decision. 

6th.  Every  member  present  when  a  motion  is  put  shall  vote  thereon, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention. 

7th.  On  the  requisition  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall 
be  called  and  entered  on  the  Journal.  (Concerning  the  vote  by  orders, 
see  Constitution,  Article  VIII.) 

8th.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention;  and  when  he  may  deem  it  advis- 
able he  may  appoint,  on  a  committee  to  report  to  the  next  Convention, 
a  person  qualified  to  be  a  delegate  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 
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9th.  When  a  member  desires  to  speak  he  shall  arise  and  address  the 
President  in  an  audible  voice.  If  more  than  one  member  arises,  the 
President  shall  determine  the  preference. 

10th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

11th.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  Convention  without  leave 
asked  and  voted.

Your  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  respectfully  report  that, 
having*  examined  the  Journal  of  1901  they  find. 

1. — That  a  Committee  on  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  was 
appointed  co  report  to  this  Convention.  Reference  is  made  to  this  Com- 
mittee on  pages  2,  33  and  56  of  the  Journal. 

2. — That  at  the  Semi-annual  of  November,  1900,  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
W.  H.  Thomas,  D.D.,  R.  R.  Claiborne  and  J.  N.  Rippey,  M.  D.,  were 
appointed  a  Committee  to  report  to  the  Diocesan  Convention  on  the 
feasibility  of  incorporating  a  Society  for  the  relief  of  Aged  and  Infirm 
Clergy.  This  report  has  not  yet  been  received.  The  matter  is  referred 
to  on  page  35  of  the  Journal.  Charles  Donohue,

The  Rev.  J.  N.  McCormick  reported  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Increase  of  Episcopal  Fund: 

The  Committee  on  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  report  to  the 
Convention  that  they  have  held  four  meetings  during  the  year,  and  have 
also  communicated  with  the  Clergy  and  Lraity  of  the  Diocese  by  visit- 
ation and  by  correspondence. 

The  Committee  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  an  effort  should 
be  made  to  increase  the  present  Episcopal  Fund  to  $100,000,  and  they 
believe  that  the  effort  should  be  made  at  this  time.  They  have  already 
secured  two  gifts,  one  of  $10,000  and  one  of  $20,000  conditional  on  the 
whole  amount  being  raised  by  Jan.  1,  1903.  They  have  also  prepared 
the  way  for  other  gifts  and  they  have  drawn  up  subscription  papers, 
providing  for  several  classes  of  subscriptions  which  are  likely  to  be 
made.  In  the  opinion  of  the  present  Committee,  this  important  move- 
ment has  reached  a  stage  from  which  it  should  be  pressed  to  a  spe:dy 
and  a  successful  conclusion.  It  would  seem  that  the  Laymen  of  the 
Diocese,  assured  of  the  cordial  support  of  all  the  Clergy,  should  pro- 
perly be  entrusted  with  the  final  details  of  solicitation  and  collection. 
The  Committee  therefore  asks  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  an  effort  be  made  to  increase  the  Episcopal  Fund 
to  $100,000  by  January  1,  1903. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  work  be  entrusted  to  a  committee  of  seven 
Laymen,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  which  general  committee  shall 
have  power  to  apix)int  local  auxiliary  committees  in  the  several  par- 
ishes and  missions  of  the  Diocese.

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee: 

The  Standing^  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  beg 
leave  to  report  that  said  Committee,  elected  by  the  Twenty-seventh 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  held  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand 
Rapids,  was  regularly  organized  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  R.  R. 
Claiborne  as  President,  and  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Fortesque  Gairdner  as 
Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  held  eight  meetings  during  the  year,  and  the 
following  are  its  chief  official  acts: 

Appropriations  were  made  from  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy, 
in  behalf  of  aged  and  infirm  Clergy,  and  the  relief  of  widows  and 
orphans  of  deceased  Clergy.  The  Rev.  George  Forsey,  of  Muskegon, 
was  elected  a  memt)er  of  the  Committee,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by 
the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Claiborne.  The  Rev.  John  N.  Mc- 
Cormick,  of  Grand  Rapids,  was  elected  President  of  the  Committee,  to 
fill  the  vacancy  in  that  office,  caused  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  R. 
R.  Claiborne.  Mr.  Francis  Letellier,  of  Grand  Rapids,  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Torrey.  The  Rev.  James  A.  Brown,  of 
Hastings,  was  elected  a  memt)er  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Claiborne.  Mr. 
Edwin  F.  Sweet  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Francis  Letellier.  The 
Rev.  Albert  £.  Wells  was  elected  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  to  fill  the 
vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Donohue. 

The  committee  confirmed  and  ratified  all  action  and  procedure  taken 
in  the  case  of  R.  Fugene  Griggs. 

The  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given  to  the  election  and  transfer 
of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Cook  Edsall,  D.  D.,  Missionary  Bishop  of  North 
Dakota,  from  that  jurisdiction  to  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota,  as  Bishop 
Co-adjutor  of  said  Diocese.  The  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given 
to  the  consecration  of  the  following  named  persons  as  Bishops  of  the 
Church: 

The  Rev.  Frederick  Burgess,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Long 
Island;  the  Rev.  Alexander  Hamilton  Vinton,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  of  Wes- 
tern Massachussetts;  the  Rev.  Charles  Sanford  Olmstead,  D.  D.,  as 
Bishop  Co-adjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado;  the  Rev.  Alexander 
Mackay-Smitb,  as  Bishop  Co-adjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania; 
i.he  Rev.  James  Heartt  VanBuron,  as  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  District 
of  Porto  Rico ;  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Bond  Restarick,  as  Bishop  of  the 
Missionary  District  of  Honolulu.

6. — Advised  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  as  to  re- 
organization of  their  vestry. 

7. — Advised  St.  Paul's  Church,  St.  Joseph,  of  what  papers  it  would 
be  necessary  to  present  to  the  Convention  to  secure  the  admission 
of  that  Church  into  union  with  the  Convention. 

8. -^Consulted  with  the  Bishop  and  advised  him  as  to  his  acceptance 
of  the  renunciation  of  the  ministry  by  a  clergyman  against 
whom  ecclesiastical  proceedings  had  been  instituted. 

9. — Advised   St.    John's   Mission,   Grand  Rapids,  as  to  the  title  to 

their  church  property. 
10. — Advised    Vestry   of   St.    John's   Church,    Grand    Haven,    as   to 

eligibility  of  two  members  of  the  vestry. 
II. — Consulted  with  the  Bishop  and  advised  him  as  to  difficulties  in 
the  vestry  of  St.  John's  Church,  Grand  Haven. 
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12. — Advised  communicant  of  St.   Paul's  Church,  St.   Joseph,  as  to 
the  eligibility  of  a  person  elected  as  vestryman  to  fill  a  vacancy. 

13. — Heard  and  decided  claim  of  Rector  of  Church  of  Good  Shepherd, 
Grand  Rapids,  for  back  salary. 

14. — Prepared    articles  of   association   for   Holy   Trinity   Church  of 
Benton  Harbor.

REPORT  OP  THE  REGISTRAR. 

I  have  had  the  appointment  since  April.  I  first  visited  the  office 
and  work-room  on  the  15th  of  that  month.  Since  that  time  a  larg'e  list 
of  desirable  pamphlets  and  periodicals  have  been  sent  to  complete  files 
in  the  East.  The  Journals  of  almost  all  the  dioceses  have  been  re- 
ceived, or  will  be  in  due  time. 

There  has  been  received  from  the  Rev.  Charles  T.  Stout,  Journals  of 
the  General  Convention  and  of  different  dioceses,  thirteen  in  number; 
from  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  VanAntwerp,  D.  D.,  fifty-five  volumes.  I  thank 
the  brothers  who  have  been  thus  thoughtful  of  the  Diocesan  Library, 
and  the  Registrar's  collection  of  Church  periodicals.  While  doing  so  I 
wish  to  give  notice  that  our  valuable  collection  of  material  sadly  needs 
a  home  of  its  own,  and  a  roomy  one,  for  it  is  no  longer  a  small  affair. 

I  recommend  the  passing  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  twenty-five  dollars  be  appropriated  to  the  Registrar's 
Department.

The  hour  for  the  elections  having  arrived,  the  election 
was  proceeded  with. 

On  motion  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to  cast  the  ballot 
of  the  Convention  for  Ethan  T.  Montgomery  for  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention. 

The  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  as  directed,  and  Mr.  Ethan 
T.  Montgomery  was  declared  duly  elected  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention, 

The  Secretary  was  authorized  to  cast  the  ballot  for  the 
Rev.  Albert  E.  Wells,  for  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  as  directed,  and  the  Rev. 
Albert  E.  Wells  was  declared  duly  elected  Registrar. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  tellers  for  the  election  of  Stand- 
ing Committee: 

The  Rev.  C.  O.  S.  Kearton  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Stuart 

The  tellers  collected  the  ballots  and  retired  to  count  the 
vote. 

Mr.  Jacob  Kleinhan  s  presented  the  following  resolutions 
of  amendments  to  the  Canons. 
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Mr.  Jacob  Kleinhans  ^ave  notice  of  an  amendment  to  Canon  II,  Sec. 
1,  Subdivision  Second,  &o  that  the  same  will  read  as  follows: 

**Second,  The  Articles  of  Agreement  by  which  it  has  become  in- 
corporated, duly  acknowledged  with  a  certificate  of  the  recording  there- 
of, or  a  copy  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  County  as  of  record.*' 

Also  of  an  amendment  to  Canon  IV,  Sec.  2,  so  that  the  same  will  read 
as  follows: 

Section  2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  authority  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention  in  their 
own  body  or  in  any  committee  appointed  to  sit  in  the  recess  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  also  in  such  other  offices  as  are  held  by  election.*' 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 
The  Rev.  Charles  Donohue  presented  the  following*  reso- 
lution of  amendment  to  Canon  XVII,  Sec.  3. 

Resolvedy  That  the  annual  pledges  from  Parishes  and  Missions  shall 
run  from  June  1st  of  each  year. 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

An  invitation  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Father  O'Brien 
to  visit  his  Church  and  schools;  whereupon  the  following^ 
resolution  was  adopted  and  the  Secretary  was  authorized  to 
send  the  same  to  the  Rev.  Father. 

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  and  they  are  here- 
by tendered  Rev.  Father  O'Brien,  of  Kalamazoo,  for  his  kind  personal 
invitation  to  the  Bishop  and  members  of  this  Convention  to  visit  his 
Church,  School  and  Hospital  during  its  sitting  in  Kalamazoo. 

The  Secretary  sent  the  resolution  with  a  brief  note,  and 
the  following^  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Father  O'Brien.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Article  XI   of  the  Constitu- 
tion, I  would  hereby  make  known  that  the  following-  alterations  of  the 
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Constitution  of  the  Church  are  proposed,  to- wit:  those  comprised  in  the 
resolutions  printed  herewith,  said  resolutions  having  been  constitution- 
ally adopted  by  a  General  Convention  held  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco, 
in  October,  A.  D.  1901.

RESOLUTIONS. 

'  Resolved,  That  the  following*  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution,  and 
that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention,  in 
accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Amend  Article  1,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  by  striking  out  the 
word  "and"  at  the  end  of  the  second  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word  ''or,"  and  also  by  striking  out  the  words  "arising  therefrom" 
in  the  third  line,  so  that  the  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Bvery  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  every 
Bishop  Coadjutor,  and  every  Bishop  who  by  reason  of  advanced  age  or 
bodily  infirmity  has  resigned  his  jurisdiction,  shall  have  a  seat  and  a 
vote  in  the  House  of  Bishops.  A  majority  of  all  Bishops  entitled  to  vote, 
exclusive  of  Foreign  Missionary  Bishops  and  of  Bishops  who  have  re- 
signed their  jurisdictions,  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Substitute  for  Article  1,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution  as  finally 
agreed  to  and  ratified  at  this  Convention,  the  following: 

Section  3.  The  House  of  Bishops,  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
Bishops  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  said  House,  shall  elect  one  of  the 
Bishops  having  jurisdiction  within  the  United  States  to  be  nominated 
for  confimation  by  the  House  of  Deputies  to  be  the  Presiding  Bishop  of 
the  Church.  The  Presiding  Bishop  shall  hold  office  for  three  years. 
He  shall  discharge  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  But  if  the  Presiding 
Bishop  shall  resign  his  office  as  such,  or  if  he  shall  resign  his  episcopal 
jurisdiction,  or  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  House  he  shall  become  disabled 
by  reason  of  infirmity,  or  if  for  any  other  reason  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  shall  occur,  the.  senior  Bishop  by  consecration  having  jurisdiction 
within  the  United  States  shall  thereupon  become  the  Presiding  Bishop 
until  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  elect  an  acting  Presiding  Bishop,  who 
shall  hold  office  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  at 
which  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  be  elected. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  kaown  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows  : 

That  Article  1  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  the 
following  as  Section  6,  and  changing  the  number  of  the  present  Section 
6  to  Section  7. 

Section  6.  One  Clerical  and  one  Lay  Deputy  chosen  by  each 
Missionary  District  of  the  Church  within  the  boundaries  of  the  United 
States  shall  have  seats  in  the  House  of  Deputies,  subject  to  all  the 
qualifications  and  with  all  the  rights  of  Deputies  except  the  right  to 
vote  when  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  orders. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 
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Add  to  the  first  sentence  of  Article  II,  Section  1,  after  the  words 
''Convention  of  the  Diocese"  the  words: 

Provided^  however,  that  when  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  a 
Missionary  District,  the  Missionary  Bishop  in  charge  of  said  District 
shall  become  the  Bishop  of  said  Diocese,  if  he  shall  so  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  following*  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution^ 
and  that  the  proposed  alteration'  be  made  Icnown  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows:  . 

Strike  out  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  and  insert  the  following  as 
Article  V  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Article  V. 

Section  1. ,  A  new  Diocese  may  be  formed  with  the  consent  of  the 
General  Convention  and  under  such  conditions  as  the  General  Conven- 
tion shall  prescribe  by  general  Canon  or  Canons,  (1)  by  the  erection 
into  a  Diocese  of  the  whole  or  of  any  part  of  one  or  more  Missionary 
Districts;  (2)  by  the  division  of  an  existing  Diocese;  (3)  by  the  junction 
of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  of  parts  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  ;  or  (4)  by 
the  junction  of  the  whole  or  part  of  a  Missionary  District  with  a  Dio- 
cese, or  with  any  part  of  one  or  more  Dioceses.  The  proceedings  shall 
originate  in  a  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of  the  Missic  lary 
District  called  by  the  Bishop  for  that  purpose;  or,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Bishop,  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  be  divided;  or  (when  it 
is  proposed  to  form  a  new  Diocese  by  the  junction  of  tw</  or  more  Dio- 
ceses or  of  parts  of  two  or  more  Dioceses)  by  mutual  agreement  of  the 
Conventions  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  with  the  approval  of  the  Bishop 
or  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  each  Diocese.  In  case  the  Episcopate 
of  a  Diocese  be  vacant,  no  proceedings  towards  its  division  shall  be 
taken  until  the  vacancy  is  filled.  During  a  vacancy  in  a  Missionary 
District,  the  consent  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  must  be  had  before  pro- 
ceedings to  erect  it  into  a  Diocese  are  taken.  When  it  shall  appear  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  General  Convention,  by  a  certified  copy  of  the 
proceedings  and  other  documents  and  papers  laid  before  it,  that  all  the 
conditions  for  the  formation  of  the  new  Diocese  have  been  complied  with 
and  that  it  has  acceded  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church, 
such  new  Diocese  shall  thereupon  be  admitted  to  union  with  the  General 
Convention. 

Section  2.  In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more 
Diocese,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which 
he  will  be  attached;  and  he  shall  thereupon  become  the  Bishop  thereof; 
and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor,  if  there  be  one,  may  elect  the  one  to  which 
he  will  be  attached,  and  (if  it  be  not  the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop)  he 
shall  be  the  Bishop  thereof. 

Section  3.  In  case  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  parts  of  two  or 
more  Dioceses,  each  of  the  Bishops  and  Bishops  Coadjutor  of  the  several 
Dioceses  out  of  which  the  new  Diocese  has  been  formed  shall  be  en- 
titled, in  order  of  seniority  of  consecration,  to  the  choice  between  his 
own  Diocese  and  the  new  Diocese  so  formed.  In  case  the  new  Diocese 
shall  not  be  so  chosen,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  choose  its  own  Bishop. 

Section  4.  Whenever  a  new  Diocese  is  formed  and  erected  out  of 
an  existing  Diocese,  it  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Diocese  out  of  which  it  was  formed,  except  as  local  circum- 
stances may  prevent,  until  the  same  be  altered  in  accordance  with  such 
Constitution  and  Canons  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese.  When- 
ever a  Diocese  is  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  it 
shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said 
existing  Dioceses  to  which  the  jjjreater  number  of  clergymen  shall  have 
belonged  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  except  as  local  cir- 
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cumstaDces  may  prevent,   until  the  same  be  altered  in  accordance  with 
such  Constitution  and  Canons  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

Section  5.  A  Diocese  formed  out  ol  a  Missionary  District  shall  be 
subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  to  which  such  Missionary  Dis- 
trict was  subject,  until  the  same  be  altered  in  accordance  with  such 
Constitution  and  Canons  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

Section  6.  No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain 
fewer  than  six  Parishes,  or  fewer  than  six  Presbyters  who  have  been 
for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resident  within  the  bounds  of  such 
new  Diocese,  reg^ularly  settled  in  a  Parish  or  Congregation  and  quali- 
fied to  vote  for  a  Bishop.  Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed  if 
thereby  any  existing*  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  fewer 
than  twelve  Parishes  and  twelve  Presbyters  who  have  been  residing 
therein  and  settled  and  qualified  as  above  provided. 

Section  7.  The  consent  of  the  General  Convention  to  the  erection 
of  a  new  Diocese  shall  not  be  given  until  it  has  satisfactory  assurance 
of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the  episcopate. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution, 
and  that  the  proposed  addition  be  made  known  to  the  several  Dioceses, 
in  order  that  the  same  may  be  adopted  at  the  next  General  Convention, 
in  accordance  with  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows: 

Add  to  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  the  following: 

And  provided,  further,  that  nothing  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed 
as  restricting  the  authority  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  to  take  such 
order  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Rubrics  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  or  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention  for  the  use  of 
special  forms  of  worship.

REPORT  ON   CHURCH  LITERATURE. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Literature  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing: 

We  are  constantly  hearing-  the  complaint,  which  has  become  old  and 
•common  now,  *'Our  people  do  not  take  the  interest  in  our  Church  Papers 
and  Church  Liters^ture  that  they  ought."  Why  is  it  that  such  a  com- 
plaint is  so  incessantly  before  us?  Is  it  because  our  people  are  not  a 
reading  people?  Is  it  because  they  are  not  interested  in  the  Church 
and  her  affairs?  Is  it  because  they  cannot  afford  the  price  they  are 
asked  to  pay  for  our  Church  publications?  We  are  more  inclined  to 
think  that  the  paucity  of  subscribers  to  Church  publications  indicates, 
not  altogether  a  lack  of  interest  in  the  contents,  but  a  lack  of  knowledge 
as  to  how  and  where  to  procure  those  publications.  Catalogues  of 
Church  Literature  are  sent  frequently  to  the  Clergy  from  the  publishing 
houses,  but  how  few  of  these  catalogues  are  sent  to  the  homes  of  the 
laity.  We  make  lx)ld  to  say  that  the  majority  of  our  church  people 
have  not  the  remotest  idea  of  the  vast  amount  of  Church  Literature 
written  and  published,  and  yet  we  know  it  is  great  in  quantity,  and 
much  of  it  of  superior  quality.  Make  mention  of  those  valuable  weekly 
CKurch  papers,  **The  Churchman,"  **  The  Living  Church,"  ''The 
Church  Standard,"  and  that  admirable  monthly  review  of  Missions, 
*'The  Spirit  of  Missions, "  to  hundreds  of  our  people,  and  ask  if  they  ever 
see  them,  and  you  will  be  met  in  this  way:  **We  do  not  know  anything 
alx)ut  those  papers,  we  never  see  them  for  sale  anywhere,  and  we  do 
not  know  where  to  obtain  them." 

Go  into  any  book  store,  and  approach  any  newsstand  at  the  railway 
depots,  and  you  are  met  by  a  lavish  display  of  daily  and  weekly  papers, 
monthly  and  quarterly  magazines,  and  other  literature  of  a  secular 
character,  but  it  is  only  in  our  largest  cities,  and  only  in  a  very  few 
stores  of  those  cities,  that  you  will  find  an  assortment  of  Church  publi- 
cations for  sale. 

In  England  Church  literature  is  made  more  easy  of  access  to  the 
people,  and  they  have  greater  opportunity  of  securing  it.  In  every 
little  town  book  store  you  will  find  a  good  selection  of  Church  literature, 
and  on  the  news  stands  at  the  railway  stations  you  can  always  find 
the  Church's  weekly  and  monthly  publications  for  sale.  We  take  it 
that  it  is  the  Church's  duty  to  create,  by  every  means  in  her  power,  an 
interest  in,  and  a  demand  for,  her  literature,  and  to  make  it  as  easy  of 
access  as  possible. 

There  are  sources  from  which  Church  literature  can  be  obtained  for 
very  little  time  spent,  and  at  small  expense.  There  is  the  **  Church 
Periodical  Club,"  which  exists  for  the  purpose  of  diffusing  literature, 
we  might  use  to  greater  advantage  than  we  do.  It  sends  reading  matter 
to  the  Missionary,  both  for  individual  use  and  for  distribution  among 
his  people. 

Do  we  wish  to  develop  an  interest  in  Missions?  There  is  the 
Church  Missions  Publishing  Co.,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  that  supplies 
much  useful  and  interesting  matter  pertaining  to  Missions,  for  a  very 
small  cost.     Also,  we  have  a  great  quantity  of  matter  published  by  our 
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"Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,"  in  booklet  and  pamphlet 
form,  which  can  be  obtained  for  the  asking. 

Do  we  want  to  put  into  the  hands  of  people  readable  and  under- 
standable instructions  of  the  Church's  Doctrine,  History  and  Worship? 
Look  over  the  list  of  leaflets  and  booklets  published  by  the  '*  Young 
Churchman  Co.,"  and  you  will  find  enough  to  satisfy  the  most  fastid- 
ious minds. 

In  attempting  to  make  any  remedial  suggestions,  we  cannot  help  but 
feel  that,  as  with  most  parish  affairs,  so  with  this,  the  initiative  rests 
with  the  clergyman.  Your  Committee  would,  therefore,  respectfully 
offer  the  following  practical  suggestions,  by  means  of  which  some  of 
this  literature  might  be  put  into  the  hands  of  people.  Try  and  enlist 
the  aid  of  one  or  more  of  the  Guilds,  which  exist  in  every  parish  and 
mission,  in  this  work,  by  setting  aside  a  few  dollars  every  year  to 
purchase  literature,  such  as  the  Rector  would  wish,  and  ask  some 
members  of  the  Guild  to  give  time  to  distribute  it. 

Also,  a  small  book-rack  might  be  placed  in  the  vestibule  of  the 
Church,  and  kept  supplied  with  leaflets  and  pamphlets  on  the  Church, 
and  have  the  instructions  above  Please  Take  One, 

We  cannot  estimate  the  good  that  must  accrue  to  the  Church  were 
some  such  plans  adopted  and  faithfully  carried  out.

The  Bishop  introduced,  with  a  few  well  chosen  words, 
Mr.  John  W.  Wood,  of  New  York,  who  made  a  forcible  and 
convincing  address  upon  the  general  missionary  work  of  the 
Church. 

Recess  was  taken  till  8.30  o'clock  Thursday  morning. 


THURSDAY,  8.30  A.  M. 

Morning  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  James  A.  Brown, 
the  Rev.  J.  H.  Dodshon  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Norman  Harrison. 

The  Bishop  read  that  portion  of  his  address  relating  to 
deceased  Bishops  and  Priests  and  offered  suitable  prayers. 

At  nine  o'clock  the  Convention  assembled  in  the  Parish 
House. 

The  Bishop  in  the  chair. 

The  Rolls  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  were  called. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  sessions  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  deferred  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  was  read. 
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To  the   Twenty-Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan, 

The  Missionaries  and  Rectors  of  Parishes,  beneficiaries  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  who  have  been  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Diocese 
during  the  year,  or  part  of  the  year,  are  as  follows:

The  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Thomas,  D.  D.,  Grace,  Lyons. 
The  Rev.  Wm.  Westover,  Grace,  Ludington. 
The  Rev.  A.  Wetherl)ee,  St.  Stephen's,  Schoolcraft. 

The  work  at  Petoskey,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Armstrong, 
continues  to  grow  with  that  growth  which  indicates  a  wise  spiritual 
builder,  and  the  general  outlook  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  The 
Church  at  Harbor  Springs,  which  is  also  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Arm- 
strong, is  able  to  report  well- attended  services  and  eleven  confirmed 
this  year.  This  is  especially  gratifying  when  it  is  remembered  that 
the  Church  at  this  place  has  been  numt>ered  among  the  **  silent 
Churches, "  except  during  the  resort  season.  At  Manton,  also  under 
Mr.  Armstrong's  care,  there  are  twelve  Communicants  and  a  hopeful 
congregation. 

The  Rev.  Thos.  Beeson  has  added  another  year's  link  in  the  chain 
of  his  splendid  success  in  Greenville.  Under  his  careful  ministry  this 
Mission  has  been  raised  from  a  place  or  condition  of  hopelessness  to  a 
place  of  dignity  and  importance  in  the  Diocese. 

St.  James',  Pentwater,  has  been  vacant  since  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
Joseph  S.  Colton.  Although  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  has  expressed 
with  loving  regard  our  common  sorrow  over  Mr.  Colton 's  death,  yet  it 
would  seem  fitting  here  again  to  bear  witness  to  the  Christian  charac- 
ter and  uncomplaining  life  of  our  beloved  brother.  Amid  conditions  at 
all  times  trying  and  even  severe,  be  bore  brave  and  patient  witness  to 
the  Mission  of  the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Norman  H.  Harrison  is  meeting  with  well  deserved  success 
in  Elk  Rapids.  A  branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  has  been  organ- 
ized, the  Sunday  School  is  increasing  in  size  and  efficiency,  and  the 
general  earnestness  of  the  Parish  would  indicate  a  hopeful  future. 

The  work  at  Holland,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Johnson,  is 
in  excellent  condition.  Within  a  few  months  a  much  needed  Guild 
room  has  been  built,  a  vested  choir  inaugurated  and  a  lot  purchased  for  a 
Rectory,  which  it  is  hoped  may  be  built  during  the  year. 

The  Rev.  Woodford  P.  Law,  in  charge  of  South  Haven  and  Paw 
Paw,  has  a  difficult  work,  and  yet  there  are  not  wanting  •*  signs  and 
tokens"  of  growth.  The  general  interest  in  the  services  has  increased 
during  the  year,  and  a  notable  addition  has  been  made  in  the  Sunday 
School.  In  addition  to  the  regular  Sunday  School  at  South  Haven,  an 
afternoon  Sunday  School  has  been  established  in  another  part  of  the 
town.  The  great  need  of  the  work  here  is  a  Church  building,  and 
until  this  can  be  obtained  marked  advancement  cannot  be  expected. 
All  that  can  now  be  done  at  Paw  Paw  is  to  maintain  the  interest  of  the 
Church  and  be  content  with  the  laying  of  a  sure  foundation. 
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The  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  Missionary  to  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  continues 
his  ministrations  to  those  peculiarly  committed  to  his  zealous  care. 

St.  John's,  Grand  Rapids,  has  for  the  first  time  in  its  history  a 
resident  Priest,  the  Rev.  John  H.  Parsons.  Under  his  care  this  Mission 
is  steadily  growing,  although  burdened  with  a  heavy  debt  and  without 
any  apparent  means  of  paying  it.  This  Mission  deserves  the  congrat- 
ulation of  the  Diocese  over  the  splendid  effort  its  Priest  and  its  few 
members  are  making  to  maintain  their  position. 

The  Rev.  Charles  T.  Stout,  of  Traverse  City,  and  also  in  charge  of 
East  Jordan,  and  the  temp>orary  care  of  Charlevoix,  continues  his  work 
with  characteristic  success.  There  is  an  unusual  revival  of  Church 
life  in  Charlevoix,  and  it  would  seem  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when,  with  Bast  Jordan,  a  resident  Priest  might  be  maintained  at  this 
important  place. 

The  Mission  at  Lyons  is  ministered  to  with  great  acceptance  by  the 
Rev.  Wm.  H.  Thomas^  D.D.,  and  is  in  a  most  thriving  condition.  The 
attendance  at  its  services  is  the  largest  in  the  place. 

Grace  Church,  Ludington,  has  been  vacant  since  the  resignation  of 
the  Rev.  Wm.  Westover. 

The  Rev.  A.  Wetherbee  has  ministered  to  the  faithful  few  of  St. 
Stephen's,  Schoolcraft,  and  also  conducted  other  services  assigned  him 
by  the  Bishop. 

It  would  seem  only  just  to  express  the  Board's  great  appreciation  of 
the  missionary  services  which  .have  been  given  during  the  year  by  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Lucas  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Donohue,  neither  of  whom  are 
beneficiaries  of  the  Board.  Mr.  Lucas  has  conducted  services  at  Three 
Rivers  with  excellent  results,  and  Mr.  Donohue  has  done  much  to  re- 
claim the  work  at  St.  Matthew's,  Grand  Rapids. 

The  Board,  in  presenting  this,  its  annual  report,  would  rejoice  with 
the  Convention  if  it  could  report  the  opening  of  new  fields  and  more 
substantial  growth  in  the  ground  already  claimed,  and  re-claimed,  and 
yet,  taking  it  all  in  all,  the  work  of  the  year  is  one  that  may  fairly  and 
justly  be  regarded  with  satisfaction.  In  many  districts,  when  there 
are  many  voices  screaming  their  panaceas,  and  when  denomi national- 
ism is  strong,  it  is  not  possible  to  do  more  than  maintain  the  witness  of 
the  Church,  and  yet  we  may  be  assured  that  if  it  were  possible 
to  weigh  the  religious  and  missionary  interest  of  the  Diocese  it  would 
be  seen  that  the  year  just  closed  would  tip  the  balance  of  the  preceding 
one. 

The  chief  duty  of  the  hour  is,  not  merely  that  we  maintain  the 
ground  already  claimed,  and  when  we  have  njeasurably  succeeded  in 
planting  the  banner  of  the  Faith,  but  provision  must  be  made  for  re- 
newal of  work  in  those  places  where  weakness  in  numbers  and  fluctu- 
ating interests  have  com  Dined  to  make  temporary  abandonment  neces- 
sary. These  places  are  known  as  among  our  ** silent  Churches,"  and 
as  long  as  they  exist,  they  exist  as  a  reproach  to  our  Diocese  and  a 
burden  upon  the  heart  of  our  beloved  Bishop.  Further  than  that,  there 
are  new  fields  awaiting  the  message  of  the  Church,  where  there  are 
numbers  of  families,  representing  the  scattered  and  dissevered  elements 
of  the  Church,  now  connected  with  the  various  faiths  and  unfaiths,  but 
who  are  only  awaiting  the  opportunity  to  follow  the  example  of  the 
Prodigal  Son  and  come  home. 

Some  years  ago  the  scattered  and  outlying  places  were  ministered 
to  by  an  Archdeacon,  but  this  office  was  discontinued  as  it  then  seemed 
to  the  Board  to  be  unwise,  in  expenditure  of  time  and  money,  and 
altogether  uneconomic.  It  did  not  seem  to  justify  the  large  expenditure 
involved;  but  it  is  now  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Board,  after 
a  fair  trial  of  other  methods,  that  a  return  to  the  app>ointment  of  an 
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archdeacon  would  be  the  most  effective  plan  of  meeting  our  missionary 
obligations.  It  was  with  this  end  in  view  that  the  Board,  through  the 
appointment  of  a  special  committee,  made  the  appeal  recently  made  to 
the  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  Diocese,  asking  for  an  increase  in 
their  pledges  for  the  incoming  year  over  the  pledges  hitherto  made. 
The  Board  is  aware  that  the  salary  of  an  Archdeacon  and  the  main- 
tenance of  other  work  cannot  adequately  be  met  except  by  a  thoroughly 
awakened  interest  on  the  part  of  all  our  people,  and  the  Board  is 
strongly  impressed  with  the  Importance  of  inaugurating  in  all  Parishes 
and  Missions  the  system  of  Individual  solicitation,  as  presented  in  the 
recent  appeal  of  the  Board,  as  an  effective  step  in  that  direction.  It  is 
believed  that  this  system,  if  fairly  tried,  will  mean  not  only  a  marked 
increase  in  our  missionary  revenue,  but  that  it  will  also  have  a  special 
educational  value.  In  all  our  Parishes  and  Missions  the  pledges  made 
from  year  to  year  are  now  honored  by  taking  the  amount  pledged  out  of 
the  common  treasury,  and  it  is  hopeless  to  expect  an  awakened  interest 
in  our  responsibility  toward  missions  as  long  as  this  method  is  contin- 
ued. You  cannot  put  missionary  life  and  interest  into  any  people  by 
dealing  with  them  in  the  aggregate,  or  by  any  kind  of  mass-movements. 
Each  life  must  be  sifted  out  of  the  mass — they  must  be  individualized. 
One  by  one  is  the  method  of  God,  and  this  method  of  solicitation  is  a 
recognition  of  that  method.  '  It  will  enable  us  to  approach  each  man, 
each  woman  and  each  child  within  our  Parishes  or  Missions,  asking 
them  to  honor  their  individual  responsibility  to  the  work  of  missions  by 
contributing  the  measure  of  their  ability.  It  is  good  to  know  that  the 
apportionments  made  by  the  committee  were  in  many  cases  full3' 
honored,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  the  close  of  the  Convention  pledges 
sufficient  will  be  made  to  make  the .  appointment  of  an  Archdeacon 
possible  this  year.  The  Church  is  a  conservative  body;  but  it  is  a 
conservatism  which  should  expand  and  not  contract;  which  should 
advance  and  not  retard,  which  should  lead  and  not  follow,  and  it  is 
our  common,  united  duty  to  see  that  these  things  are  done.  Firm  grat- 
itude to  the  givers — to  all  Parishes  and  Missions,  upon  whose  pledges 
there  appears  the  sign  of  the  cross,  we  turn  with  thanksgivings  to  God, 
the  Giver  of  all,  who  has  blessed  us  and  guixled  us  through  another 
year  of  privilege  and  blessing.

The  Committee  on  Christian  Education  and  Akeley  Insti- 
tute made  their  report  by  the  Rev.  George  Forsey. 

CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION   AND  AKELEY  INSTITUTE. 

Of  vital  importance  to  the  Church  of  this  generation  is  the  matter 
of  Christian  education.  Strong  emphasis  must  be  laid  upon  the  quali- 
fying adjective.  The  principle  and  need  of  education,  as  such,  are 
strong  enough  in  our  day  to  stand  and  grow  without  any  especial  foster- 
ing care  from  the  Church.  Education  has  come  to  be  one  of  the  chief 
features  of  American  life.  Village,  city,  state  and  nation — each  con- 
tribute to  the  great  movement  to  put  every  child  and  youth  in  the  way  of 
receiving  more  or  less  of  education. 

But  what  is  of  greatest  concern  to  the  Church  is  that  this  education, 
the  spirit  of  which  so  widely  prevails  in  this  our  land,  and  which  is  so 
rapidly  fixing  the  character  and  destiny  of  our  people,  should  be  full 
and  complete  rather  than  one  sided  and  partial.  Full  and  complete  it 
can  never  be,  one  sided  and  partial  it  must  ever  be,  if  in  its  sphere 
there  is  not  included  religion  and  religious  principle.  Education  must 
not  be  divorced  from  religion,  else  it  is  not  education  in  the  highest 
sense. 

But  the  tide  of  popular  approval  is  in  serious  danger,  if  it  be  strong- 
ly in  favor  of  conceding  to  religion  only  a  nominal  and  insignificant 
part  in  its  educational  systems.  Most  deplorable  is  the  idea  which 
more  or  less  widely  prevails  that  a  man  or  woman  can  be  thoroughly 
educated  and  yet  Icnow  little  or  nothing  of  religion.  The  trend  is  to 
develop  the  intellect  only  of  the  youth,  but  the  intellect  that  is  untouched 
by  God  and  the  truths  for  which  religion  stands,  however  trained  and 
finished,  is  warped,  and  a  danger  to  the  individual  and  to  the  com- 
munity. 

Therefore,  the  Church  must  in  this  formal  way  lift  her  voice  in  pro- 
test, and  especially  warn  her  own  people  against  the  evil  and  sin  of 
any  education  which  is  not  Christian.  If  it  be  impossible  or  impracti- 
cal to  give  religion  a  due  place  in  the  curriculum  of  our  public  schools 
and  colleges,  church  people  are  to  be  reminded  unceasingly  that  there 
are  schools  and  colleges  where  that  is  done,  schools  under  the  influence 
and  control  of  the  Church,  where  her  faith  and  life  are  taught  along 
with  secular  studies.  Church  people  are  warned  that  if  they  ignore 
the  spiritual  needs  of  their  children  in  their  education,  they  are  doing 
a  serious  wrong  to  their  own  fiesh  and  blood,  and  that  if  under  such  a 
mistake  their  children  grow  up  secularized  and  Godless  men  and 
women,  sceptics  and  unbelievers,  and  so  far  immoral  men  and   women, 
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parents  must  share  the  responsibility.  Church  schools  deserve  the 
patronage  of  Church  people,  not  as  a  chmrity,  not  as  a  sop  to  religious 
prejudices,  but  both  for  the  excellence  of  the  Instruction  and  also 
because  such  instruction  does  not  aim  only  at  training  the  intellect,  but 
has  in  view  as  well  the  moral  and  religious  well-being  of  the  child. 

The  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  is  fortunate  to  have  within  its  bor- 
ders an  institution  for  the  Christian  education  of  girls.  In  Akeley  Hall 
there  are  splendid  possibilities  of  blessings  to  the  Diocese  as  well  as  to 
the  daughters  of  our  own  people.  Some  of  us  have  had  opportunities  to 
judge  of  the  system  and  work  of  the  Misses  Yerkes,  who  now  have 
charge  of  this  school.  These  opportunities  justify  us  in  giving  our  un- 
qualified endorsement  to  Akeley  Hall.  In  congratulating  the  Diocese 
upon  the  rapid  growth  and  the  fine  prospects  of  Akeley  Hall  we  also 
appeal  for  a  heartier  recognition  of  its  claims.  The  Christian  education 
of  their  children  can  not  be  a  matter  of  indifference  to  conscientious 
parents,  and  to  such  this  committee  earnestly  recommend  the  advan- 
tages of  the  Diocesan  school.  In  it  is  to  be  found  every  assurance  of 
girls'  careful  training  in  the  secular  branches  of  their  studies,  as  well 
as  in  those  religious  principles  and  gentle  virtues  which  make  them 
refined  Christian  women. 

Your  committee  recommend  Rev.  J.  N.  Rippey,  M.  D.,  Charles  R. 
Wilkes,  H.  Haupt,  Jr.,  Rev.  R.  H.  Peters,  as  trustees  of  Akeley 
Institute.

REPORT  OF   THE   COMMITTEE  ON   THE   APPORTIONMENT   PLAN. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
address,  relating-  to  the  Apportionment  Plan  for  Missions,  beg  leave 
to  report  that  they  heartily  endorse  the  searching'  and  stirring-  words 
therein  contained,  and  earnestly  commend  them  to  the  consideration  of 
the  entire  Diocese. 

As  to  the  plan  itself,  they  are  in  common  with  all  churchmen,  much 
interested  in  the  new  system,  and  in  the  facts  and  figures  which  indi- 
cate its  development.  It  is  highly  gratifying  to  us  all  to  know  the 
remarkable  progress  that  is  being  made,  and  we  would  especially  com- 
mend the  clear  and  businesslike  publication  of  the  Board  in  which  the 
methods  and  the  results  of  the  Apportionment  are  being  circulated 
throughout  the  church.  It  is  easy  to  criticise  any  general  system,  and 
it  might  be  shown  that  this  particular  plan  bears  somewhat  heavily  on 
certain  Dioceses,  like  our  own,  where  the  pressure  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions is  urgent,  and  where,  until  the  present  time,  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  the  amounts  contributed  for  General  Missions  have  been  col- 
lected through  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  the  Sunday  School  Auxil- 
iary. However,  we  believe  the  duty  of  the  whole  Church,  to  be  plain, 
to  give  the  Apportionment  plan  a  faithful  trial.  Our  own  Diocesan 
Board  has  already  distributed  among  the  various  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions of  the  Diocese,  their  proportion  of  the  $2,048.24  allotted  to  us  for 
the  current  year. 

The  reports  in  the  Spirit  of  Missions  indicate  already  a  considerable 
advance  over  last  year,  and  we  hope  that  this  is   an  indication  of  con- 
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tinued  improvement  and  advance.  Certainly  we  can  do  more  for  the 
great  Missionary  undertakings  of  the  Church  than  we  have  done,  and 
the  suggested  system,  if  given  a  thorough  and  a  conscientious  trial, 
may  help  us  to  realize  our  Diocesan,  parochial  and  individual  respon- 
sibility, and  may  stimulate  us  to  more  systematic  efforts  and  more  gen- 
erous offerings. 

We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan, 
congratulates  the  Board  of  Managers  on  the  hopeful  inauguration  of 
the  Plan  of  Apportionment  for  General  Missions,  and  expresses  its  de- 
sire to   assist  in  making  the  plan  a  success.

The  resolution  appended  was  adopted. 
The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  reported  as 
follows: 

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE. 

Your  Committee,  upon  the  State  of  the  Church,  would  report  that 
they  have  thought  it  best  to  pass  over  the  matters  which  the  Bishop's 
address  has  most  properly  and  comprehensively  brought  to  your  atten- 
tion, and  to  confine  themselves  to  a  single  subject  of  such  vital  'import- 
ance to  the  Church,  as  to  demand  exclusive  consideration.  They  have 
noticed  with  serious  misgivings,  as  have  you  all,  the  growing  disuse 
and  consequent  abolition  of  the  L#ord*s  Day,  among  all  classes  of  the 
pieople.  They  would  deplore  the  crowding  out  of  the  L#ord*s  Day  from 
the  complete  cycle  of  life,  as  threatening  grave  injury  to  the  higher  out- 
look and  gifts  of  the  soul.  This  day  which  has  been  set  aside  for  ihu- 
manity  during  nineteen  centuries,  and  prior  to  that,  a  day  for  a  similar 
purpose,  reaching  back  into  the  remote  ages  of  Chaldean  civilization, 
comes  to  us  as  more  than  a  sacred  day.  It  is  the  day  which  has  a  soul, 
and  its  sanctity  lies  in  its  dedication  to  the  service  of  the  soul.  The 
Church  needs  this  day  as  a  stated  time  and  occasion  to  give  instruction, 
to  conduct  Public  Worship,  and  bring  inspiration.  Men  everywhere 
need  this  day  for  the  moral  distribution  of  time,  to  meet  the  needs  of 
man's  dual  nature  of  body  and  spirit;  six  days  have  been  given  up  tothe 
industry  and  need  of  the  body,  and  the  first  day  has  been  set  aside  and 
consecrated  to  the  soul's  activities.  Six  days  for  the  body  and  its  ac- 
tivities, and  one  day  for  the  sovereign  soul  and  its  activities.  Worship, 
charity  and  philanthropy  are  surely  not  giving  too  much  to  the  immortal 
life.  Moreover  the  Church  must  have  this  day  to  fulfill  her  relation 
and  service  to  mankind.  It  is  the  Church's  day,  the  Soul's  day  and  the 
Lord's  day,  blended  into  one  of  the  sacred  uses  of  humanity,  which  has 
a  soul.  Take  away  the  L#ord's  Day  and  you  deprive  her  of  the  set 
time  and  occasion  for  her  work.  She  has  a  divine  mission  to  save. 
Still  it  is  true,  but  she  cannot  accomplish  it  because  the  teacher  and 
taught,  the  shepherd  and  flock  and  the  Lord  Himself  and  his  people  are 
not    brought    together    for    spiritual    edification.  Sunday    is    the 

Church's  training  day  for  the  spirit  of  man,  and  if  we  cannot  get  men's 
attention  on  the  Lord's  Day,  to  impart  our  message,  and  put  them  in 
the  attitude  of  reverence  for  the  highest,  we  shall  cry  in  vain  on  the 
week  days,  crowded  as  they  are  with  toil,  anxiety  and  pleasure  seek- 
ing. We  would  bespeak  for  the  Bishop's  Pastoral,  sent  out  from  the 
General  Convention,  1901,  a  most  attentive  hearing.  We  would  recom- 
mend that  part  of  it  which  appeals  for  the  conservation  of  the 
Lord's  Day  (pages  13  and  14),  as  herewith  appended,  be  printed  by  this 
Convention  in  a  tract  form,   for   circulation    in   our    Diocese,    and    we 
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fondly  hope  that  by  reading  it,  our  people  may  be  moved  to  keep  Holy 

the  Lord's  Day  consecrated  to  the  spirit  of  man.

The  Rev.  Charles  T.  Stout,  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Canons,  presented  the  following  report: 

report  of  committee  on  canons. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  which  was  referred  a  proposed 
amendment  tor  Canon  II,  Sec.  1,  Subdivision  Second,  so  that  the  same 
will  read  as  follows,  viz. 

''Second.  The  Articles  of  Agreement  by  which  it  has  become  incor- 
porated, duly  acknowledged  with  a  certificate  of  the  recording  thereof, 
or  a  copy  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
County  as  of  record,*'  respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
subject  of  said  amendment  and  concur  in  the  same  and  recommend  its 
adoption. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  also  referred  the  proposed  amend- 
ment of  Canon  IV,  Sec.  2,  so  that  the  same  will  read  as  follows,  viz: 

"Sec.  2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  authority  to  fill  all 
vacancies  that  may  occur  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention  in  their 
own  body  or  in  any  Committee  appointed  to  sit  in  the  recess  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  also  in  such  other  offices  as  are  held  by  election, ' '  further 
report  that  we  have  considered  the  same  and  concur  in  the  amend- 
ment and  recommend  its  adoption. 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  also  referred  the  proposed  amend- 
ment of  Canon  XVII,  Sec.  3,  so  that  the  same  will  read  as  follows, 
viz:  , 

**Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  'of  the  Minister  of  every  Church 
in  the  Diocese  to  take  an  offering  for  Diocesan  Missions  once  a 
month  or  by  stated  pledges  from  the  members  of  the  Church  and  the 
proceeds  shall  be  remitted  to. the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
quarterly.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  see 
that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  carried  out.  The  annual  pledges 
from  the  Parishes  and  Missions  shall  run  from  June  1st  of  each  year." 

We  concur  in  this  amendment  and  recommend  its  adoption.

Mr.  H.  B.  Lewis  presented  the  following*  resolution  of 
amendment  to  the  Constitution: 

Resolved^  That  Article  VII  of  the  Constitution  be  altered  to 
read  as  follows: 

''The  Convention  shall  elect  annually  by  ballot  a  Standinj^  Com- 
mittee to  consist  of  four  Clerg^ymen  and  three  Laymen  Communicants, 
and  also  a  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Reg^istrar. 

A  Chancellor  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Bishop  and  confirmed  by 
the  Convention. 

And  there  shall  also  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  such  other 
Boards,  Committees,  Trustees  and  other  officers  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  Canon,  resolution  or  other  action  of  the  Convention,  provided 
however^  that  no  Clergyman  or  Layman  shall  be  entitled  to  an  election 
to  more  than  one  Committee  or  Board  except  by  the  unanimous  consent 
of  the  Convention. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Standing  Committee,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  Registrar  and  Chancellor,  and  all  other  Boards,  Committees 
and  Officers  shall  be  such  as  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  and  they 
shall  be  entitled,  ez-officio  to  seats  in  the  Convention  without  the  right 
to  vote. 

The  amendments  were  adopted  by  a  majority  of  bQth 
orders  voting-  separately. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered: 

Resolvedy  That  the  Sexton  of  this  Church  be  paid  ten  dollars,  and 
each  Page  one  dollar  each  for  services  during  the  Convention. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Resolved,    That  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  be  fixed  at  $100  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Resolved^  That  authorization  is  hereby  given  for  the  printing  of  500 
copies  of  the  Journal  of  this  Convention. 

Which  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  express  their  grat- 
itude to  the  Rector  and  members  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Kalamazoo,  for 
their  kind  entertainment,  and  to  the  members  of  the  choir  for  their  pres- 
ence at  the  services,  and  their  excellent  music. 

Which  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.  J.  N.  McCormick  presented  the  following- resolu- 
tion, with  a  full  statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  same: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan, 
viewing  with  anxiety  and  alarm  the  proposed  consecration  of  tjfiree 
Presbyters  to  be  Bishops  of  the  Church  fn  Mexico,  expresses  the  hope 
that  further  action  in  the  matter  be  deferred  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Presiding 
Bishop  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  Church  papers  for  publication. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Rev.    Wm.    Lucas,   read  a  letter  from  the  Rev.  Dr. 
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; , 

Clarke,  of  Detroit,  the  District  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  to  secure  the  carrying  on  the  scheme  of  the  General 
Convention  of  the  appointment  of  the  seven  District  Secre- 
taries. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  the  Committee  :

The  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Osborne  presented  the  following: 

Resolved^  That  the  actual  powers  and  functions  of  the  Convocations 
of  the  Diocese  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  with  the  request 
that  they  relegate  to  the  Convocations  such  duties  and  powers  as  they 
deem  wise,  to  make  efPective  the  Mission  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Which  was  adopted. 

No  further  business  being  presented,  a  resolution  of 
adjournment,  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes  and  de- 
votional exercises,  was  passed. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 
'  After  prayers  and  the  Blessing  of  peace  was  pronounced, 
the  Convention  stood  adjourned.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


The  Clergy  will  please  read  appropriate  parts  to  their 
congregations  on  a  Lord's  Day  morning  soon  after  the 
Convention: 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

I  welcome  you  to  our  28th  Annual  Convention.  As  we 
come  together  year  by  year,  familiar  faces  have  disappeared, 
and  new  faces  greet  us.  Tliis  is  especially  true  of  the  Clergy. 
The  last  year  has  been  marked  by  Clerical  changes,  in  great 
contrast  to  the  previous  year.  Seven  Parishes  have  wel- 
comed the  Rector.  While  it  is  painful  to  part  with  those 
who  by  their  ability  in  council  ,  and  courtesy  and  pleasant- 
ness in  association,  have  endeared  themselves  to  us;  we  have 
the  benefit  of  experience  gained  in  other  fields,  and  new 
minds  and  new  voices  in  our  deliberations.  An  unchang- 
ing Qergy  might  lead  to  sameness,  and  have  a  tendency  to 
keep  us  out  of  touch  with  the  developments  in  the  Church. 
"Moab  hath  been  at  ease  from  his  youth,  and  he  hath  set- 
tled on  his  lees,  and  hath  not  been  emptied  from  vessel  to 
vessel  *  *  *  therefore  his  taste  remained  in  him,  and 
his  scent  is  not  changed. 

DEATH  OF  THE  REV.  TOSEPH  S.  COLTON. 

Death  has  come  to  our  little  band  of  Clergy.  The  Rev. 
Joseph  S.  Colton,  prostrated  by  his  own  illness,  watching 
bv  the  bedside  of  the  sick  wife,  and  then  the  fearful  blow  of 
her  death,  could  not  rally,  and  on  April  7th,  in  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  New  York,  his  sons  at  his  bedside,  he  entered 
into  his  rest.  Our  Brother's  life  with  us  was  one  of  trial. 
He  had  scarcely  entered  on  his  work  at  Pentwater  when 
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the  fire  and  bank  failure  impoverished  and  scattered  the 
little  band  of  his  Mission.  Yet  aniid  it  all  he  was  calm  and 
patient.  Twice  in  his  home  I  saw  and  felt  the  beauty  of  the 
Christian's  faith.  Reft  of  his  home,  and  in  the  years  when 
the  hands  of  the  Priest  hang  down,  because  there  is  no 
spot  in  the  vineyard  for  him,  I  can  but  feel  that  in  his  case 
"The  righteous  is  taken  from  the  evil  to  come." 

There  has  been  sorrow  in  another  home,  where  lies  our 
long  sufiferring  elder  Presbyter.  Accident  brought  to  his 
side  his  dear  wife,  both  to  know  the  tediousness  and  pain  of 
the  injury,  yet  to  teach  to  all  around  them  the  sweet  confi- 
dence of  a  Christian  soul  that  our  heavenly  Father  '*doeth  all 
things  well. 

THE  DECEASE  OF  BISHOPS. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Abram  Littlejohn,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  D.  C  L., 
Bishop  of  I^ong  Island,  was  suddenly  called  away  in 
his  77th  year,  and  the  32d  of  his  Episcopate,  August  3,  1901. 
In  his  removal  the  Church  lost  one  of  her  ablest  scholars 
and  wisest  administrators.  He  was  **a  man  of  council,"  The 
famous  Bishops'  Declaration,  the  ''Quadrilateral,"  was  in 
large  measure  due  to  him,  not  only  in  its  form  but  in  its 
substance.  The  Bishop  delivered  the  discourse  at  my  Con- 
secration, though  an  attack  of  illness  prevented  his  taking 
part  as  a  Consecrator.  Of  the  six  Bishops  who  united  in 
the  ceremonial  all  have  now  passed  from  the  Church  Mili- 
tant. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Benjamin  Whipple,  D.  D.,  LL.  D., 
Bishop  of  Minnesota,  ended  his  noble  Episcopate  of  42 
years  September  16,  1901,  in  his  79th  year.  Of  Bishop 
Whipple  little  need  be  said,  so  much  is  known.  For  many 
years  he  had  been  a  prominent  figure  in  civil  as  well  as 
ecclesiastical  relations,  in  his  own  land  and  in  foreign  parts. 
His  life  belongs  in  the  pages  of  our  national  history,  es- 
especially  as  *'the  Apostle  of  the  Indians."  His  was  the  life 
of  the  philanthropist.  Brought  in  contact  with  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  men  he  was  restless  to  lift  them  up,  to  restore 
them  to  the  rights  of  man,  to  the  image  of  God.  His  schools 
and  the  Cathedral  at  Faribault  are  his  monuments  in  the 
Church.  But  his  grand,  unique  personality  will  be  his  in 
memoriam  within  the  Church,  and  far  beyond  her  borders. 
*'Why  is  it."  was  asked  one  of  the  profoundest  thinkers  of 
the  state,  "that  he  was  in  touch  with  all  conditions  of  men, 
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Statesmen,  financiers,  soldiers,  workmen,  Indians  and  ne- 
groes?'' The  reply  was  as  beautiful  as  true:  '*He  had  in- 
fluence with  men  because  he  loved  them." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Alexander  Burgess,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Quincy,  changed  his  life  of  long  bodily  suffering  and  weak- 
ness for  Paradise,  ''that  happy  land  of  perfect  rest  above," 
Octboer  8,  1901,  while  that  body,  of  which  he  was  more 
than  once  the  distinguished  Chairman,  the  House  of  Cleri- 
cal and  Lay  Delegates,  was  in  session.  He  was  an  authority 
on  Canon  law.  I  have  been  indebted  to  him  when  ques- 
tions arose  I  did  not  feel  competent  to  meet.  To  the  Bishop 
of  Quincy  was  assigned  the  hard  task  of  building  up  the 
Church  where  all  was  limited  e^xcept  the  territory,  and  the 
difficulties  and  trials  of  the  Diocese  came  to  him  from  many 
sources,  and  in  unwonted  force.  His  strength  was  taken 
down  in  the  journey  of  his  daily  life.  From  cases  such  as 
his  the  Church  may  learn  the  lesson  that  the  Bishop  is  strong 
and  successful  to  labor  where  he  has  the  support  of  loyalty 
and  liberality. 

The  Rr.  Rev.  John  Franklin  Spalding,  D.  D.,  was  taken 
from  the  scenes  of  his  earthly  labor  March  8th,  1901,  after 
long  weakness  and  growing  disability,  in  his  74th  year,  and 
the  29th  year  of  his  Episcopate.  A  scholar,  amid  the  pres- 
sure of  supervision  of  his  large  field,  he  enriched  the  Church 
with  voumes  of  rare  value  on  her  polity  and  practical  work- 
ing. The  educational  institutions  of  Colorado  bear  witness 
to  his  wisdom  and  energy.  And  yet  he  experienced  the 
common  weariness  and  anxiety  that  attend  upon  a  Bishop's 
creating  and  sustaining  Diocesan  schools.  "He  that  build- 
eth  his  house  with  other  men's  money  is  Hke  one  that  gath- 
ereth  himself  stones  tor  the  tomb  of  his  burial" — ^apocrypha, 
but  inspired  by  experience.  His  brother  Bishops  assembled 
at  his  funeral  bear  witness,  "a  wonderful  Episcopate  was 
his.  When  the  true  history  of  the  Church  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  region  shall  be  written,  his  work  will  stand  as 
an  enduring  monument  for  time  and  eternity.  The  Church 
felt  the  m.ighty  Missionary  impetus  which  came  from  his 
busy  brain  and  unremitting  labors." 

Called  year  after  year  to  notice  my  brother  Bishops 
who  have  "finished  their  course,"  I  have  been  naturally  led 
to  scan  the  list,  to  ascertain  how  many  names  have  been 
dropped  since  mine  came  upon  it.  The  number  is  59,  few, 
very  few  with  the  length  of  days  that  has  been  accorded  me. 
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When  consecrated  I  was  56th  on  the  list;  I  am  now  17. 
For  me  ''the  day  goeth  away,  the  shadows  of  the  evening 
are  stretching  out."  I  need  not  say  what  I  would  see  real- 
ized ere  the  Master's  call  shall  come;  but  the  interests  of 
the  Diocese  are  in  no  human  hands,  but  in  His,  who  is 
"given  to  be  head  over  all  things  to  the  Church,  which  is 
His  body,  the  fulness  of  him  that  filleth  all  in  all." 

THE  CLERGY  LIST. 

The  names  on  our  list  are  37.  Of  these  three  are  dis- 
qualified from  work  by  sickness  and  infirmities;  three  are 
resident  but  not  in  position;  two  in  secular  business,  and 
two  have  received  letters  dimissory,  but  they  have  not  been 
acknowledged,  leaving  27  in  active  service.  The  force  is 
too  small  for  our  existing  work.  Three  Parishes  are  ready 
to  receive  Rectors,  but  the  salaries  will  only  allow  unmar- 
ried incumbents,  hence  the  difficulty  of  supply.  Distance 
is  the  obstacle  to  grouping  places,  by  which  we  could  ex- 
tend the  field  of  the  Minister. 

VISITATIONS. 

Continued  health  has  enabled  me  to  visit  all  Parishes 
and  Missions  where  there  seemed  any  call  for  my  services, 
and  any  hope  of  reviving  dormant  interest.  I  have  in  former 
years  stated  the  necessity  that  I  should  have  at  least  four 
months  prior  to  the  Convention  for  Confirmation  visits.  As 
age  advances  this  becomes  the  more  necessary.  The  request 
to  postpone  appointments  made  for  February  has  left  me 
but  14  Sundays,  and  the  later  date  could  only  be  secured 
by  substituting  week  days. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  number  confirmed  in  19  Parishes  and  12  Missions  is 
321,  two  less  than  last  year. 

The  Church  imposes  no  responsibility  on  the  Bishop 
in  selection  or  preparation  for  **the  Laying  on  of  Hands," 
the  ^'persons"  are  those  within  the  Minister's  Parish,  "he 
shall  think  fit  to  be  presented  to  the  Bshop  to  be  con- 
firmed." While  I  should  never  think  of  criticising  the  youth- 
fulness  of  the  class,  or  members  in  it,  I  must  express  the 
conviction  that,  considering  the  absence  of  religious  in- 
fluence in  homes,  the  weakness  of  Sunday  School  training. 
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the  cramped  opportunity  for  pastoral  observation  and  teach- 
ing, the  '^sufficiently  instructed/'  and  the  mind  to  respond 
intelligently  and  feeHngly  to  "the  solemn  promise  and  vow," 
will,  with  exceptions,  scarcely  be  attained  before  14  or  15 
years.  Bishop  Hobart,  writing  in  a  period  when  family  re- 
ligion was  more  prominent,  remarks,  "the  age  of  14  is  gen- 
erally recommended  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Church/'  "The 
Minister  shall  not  omit  earnestlv  to  move  the  Persons  Con- 
firmed  to  come,  without  delay,  to  the  Lord's  Supper."  A 
formal;  thoughtless  Confirmation  implies  "receiving  the 
same  unv/orthily."  Confirmation  with  serious  mind,  a  glad 
giving  oneself  to  Christ,  with  a  child's  truthfulness  and  af- 
fection, is  a  pledge  of  "going  from  strength  to  strength," 
in  all  holy  feeling  and  action,  to  be  ever  looked  back  upon 
as  the  "happy  day"  of  life. 

THE  PROGRESS  OF  THE  YEAR. 

I  have  no  record  to  make  of  the  corner  stone  laid  or  the 
Church  erected.  There  is  a  good  record  of  both  in  the 
past  history  of  the  Diocese;  and  this  may  account 
for  the  absence  of  it  in  later  years.  In  place  of  it 
there  are  evidences  of  Church  growth  in  the 
strengthening  of  Parishes.  Allegan  and  Holland  have 
brought  into  use  the  convenient  Parish  House  and  the 
Guild  Room;  and  Battle  Creek  is  using  a  large  legacy  in 
fitting  up  the  basement  of  the  Church  for  Parish  uses.  In 
these  days  of  development  of  Church  work,  and  especially 
when  the  social  element  enters  largely  in  the  Parish  life, 
such  provision  must  be  made.  We  are  brought  in  compe- 
tition with  the  denominations  around  us,  and  must  lose 
prestige  and  prospect  if  we  cannot  avail  of  this  element. 
Holland  has  acquired  a  well  situated  lot  for  a  future  Rec- 
tory and  has  made  repairs  on  its  church.  Marshall  wel- 
comed its  Rector  to  a  renovated  Rectory.  St.  Paul's,  Grand 
Rapids,  has  placed  the  memorial  of  a  beautiful  altar.  Sturgis 
gives  promise  of  a  long  waited  for  church  by  acquisition 
of  land.  Coldwater  has  purchased  property  adjoining  the 
church.  St.  Joseph,  by  individual  relinquishment  of  claims 
and  liberalitv,  is  relieved  from  the  impediment  to  Conse- 
cration, while  Grace,  Grand  Rapids,  and  Manistee  have 
made  serious  inroads  on  their  indebtedness,  nearing  the  day 
of  entire  release.  Grand  Haven  has  increased  light  in  its 
chancel  by  night.  Saugatuck  has  made  its  church  more  in- 
viting to  its  summer  congregation.    Charlevoix,  by  its  Wo- 
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man's  Guild  and  loving  remembrance  of  one  of  its  summer 
worshipers,  has  the  air  of  more  comfort  and  sanctity. 

So  far  for  material  growth.  I  name  as  Parishes  and 
Missions  where  there  is  a  gratifying  recovery  from  a  supine- 
ness  I  have  more  than  once  noticed  in  my  address:  Three 
llivers,  where  the  new  comers  brought  their  Church  love 
and  interest  to  inspirit  the  old,  so  that  now  the  Minister  is 
hoped  for  and  planned  for;  Mendon,  where  the  movement  is 
very  feeble,  but  any  movement  is  gratifying;  Benton  Har- 
bor, that  is  no  longer  a  silent  church;  Harbor  Springs,  that 
is  now  the  residents'  as  well  as  the  resorters'  Church.  And 
as  Parishes  where  1  think  I  see  the  greater  strength  in 
members  and  in  all  a  Parish  lives  for  and  is  capable  of, 
Coldwater,  Grand  Rapids,  St.  Paul's;  Muskegon,  Charlevoix. 
And  there  are  others  where  the  "faithful  Minister"  is  as  pro- 
nounced, but  the  dt)or  does  not  open  as  wide,  and  so  figures 
and  facts  are  not  so  evident. 

Oh,  my  dear  brethren  of  the  Clergy!  are  you  doing  all 
that  lieth  in  you  to  build  up  your  Parishes?  My  dear  breth- 
ren of  the  Laity!  are  you  as  you  may  be,  the  "fellow  helpers" 
of  your  Pastors?  Are  we  all  laboring  under  all  circum- 
stances, in  all  places,  the  high  and  the  low,  "instant  in 
season  and  out  of  season,"  living  lives  that  in  us  "Christ 
may  be  admired,"  that  so  we  may  come  up  to  our  Conven- 
tion bringing  the  sheaves,  the  evidences  of  a  growing,  well 
ordered  Diocese;  and  presenting  before  "the  gracious  Bishop 
and  Shepherd  of  our  souls,"  the  witness  that  may  win  for 
.us  the  "well  done  good  and  faithful  servant?" 

THE.  SUPPLY  AND  VACANCY  OF  PARISHES  AND 

MISSIONS. 

The  year  has  been  more  marked  than  any  in  the  history 
of  the  Diocese  by  clerical  changes.  St.  Paul's,  Elk  Rapids, 
became  vacant  July  14,  1901,  by  the  resignation  and  removal 
of  Rev.  T.  H.  Cuthbert,  and  was  supplied  March  31,  1902, 
by  the  call  and  acceptance  of  the  Rev.  H.  N.  Harrison. 
Grace,  Holland,  after  several  months'  vacancy,  returned  to 
pastoral  charge  October  13,  IQOI,  the  Rev.  William  John- 
son accepting  charts e.  St.  John's,  Grand  Haven,  after 
the  brief  Rectorship  of  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Lemon,  resigning  and 
removing,  was  supplied  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Dodshon,  Janu- 
ar}*^  I,  1902.  The  Rev.  R.  E.  Grubb  ceased  his  connection 
with  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  June  30,  1901;  the 
Rev.  J.  N.  Rippey,  M.  D.,  assumed  the  place  September  9, 
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1901,  resigning  June  i,  1902.  The  Rev.  William  Westover 
ceased  to  officiate  at  Ludington  August,  1901.  St.  Luke's 
Kalamazoo,  changed  rectors,  the  Rev.  R.  R.  Claiborne  re- 
signing and  removing  September  i,  1901,  and  the  Rev.  R.  H. 
Peters  entering  on  charge  January  i,  1902.  Trinity,  Mar- 
shall, was  resigned  by  the  Rev.  j.  E.  Walton  August  31, 

1901,  and  the  Rev.  C.  O.  S.  Kearton  assumed  charge  Janu- 
ary 5,  1902.  Trinity,  Niles,  having  been  under  charge  of 
the  Rev.  C.  J.  DeCoux  from  July  i,  1900,  he  became  canon- 
ically  Rector  by  presentation  of  his  letter  dimissory  Decemt- 
ber  14,   1901. 

IN  THE  MISSIONS. 

Holy  Trinity,  Benton  Harbor,  terminated  long  vacancy 
by  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Petrie  accepting  charge  June  i,  1901. 
Christ,  Charlevoix,  has  been  placed  under  the  Missionary 
charge  of  Rev.  C.  T.  Stout.  St.  Mark's,  Newaygo,  under 
charge  of  Rev.  S.  Beckwith.  St.  John's,  Grand  Rapids,  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  Parsons. 

The  vacancies  are:  St.  Andrew's,  Big  Rapids,  the  late 
incumbent  beng  deposed,  but  offering  so  limited  a  sup- 
port that  it  will  be  difficult  to  supply  it.  Grace,  Charlotte, 
the  Rev.  H.   N.  Harrison  having  withdrawn,  January  31, 

1902,  is  in  like  position.  St.  John's,  Ionia,  was  resigned 
by  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Thomas,  D.  D.,  March  23,  1902.  Good 
Shepherd,  Grand  Rapids,  became  vacant  July  15,  1902,  Rev. 
S.  Beckwith  terminating  his  services.  The  little  band  strived 
to  maintain  the  services  with  a  zeal  that  must  succeed.  The 
Rev.  J.  N.  Rippey,  M.  D.,  resigned  St.  John's,  Mt.  Pleasant, 
August  31,  1902,  and  no  urgency  that  I  can  use  will  induce 
the  so-called  Churchmen  to  do  what  they  are  able  to  keep 
the  Church  open.  The  Rev.  H.  P.  Vicborn  closed  his  ser- 
vices at  Dowagiac  and  Cassopolis  September,  1901.  So 
little  impression  was  made  at  either  place,  though  the  work 
was  liberally  sustained  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  that  there 
is  no  encouragement  for  its  continuance.  The  death  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Colton  has  for  the  time  closed  the  Church  at 
Pentwater,  except  the  Sunday  School.  Saugatuck  has  be- 
come a  summer  Church.  I  have  some  hopes  that  Three 
Rivers,  Mendon  and  Union  City  may  be  united  under  cleri- 
cal charge.  Besides  these  there  are  nine  chronic  vacancies, 
Albion,  Baldwin,  Homer,  I-uther,  Mancelona,  Muskegon, 
St.  Luke's,  Quincy;  Whitehall,  Union  City.  I  must  repeat 
the  language  in  my  last  address,  "After  much  anxious  study 
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of  the  problem,  I  can  see  no  other  way  of  providing  for 
our  feeble  Missions,  and  partially  reaching  places  where 
there  is  a  little  band  of  our  people  than  having  a  Clergyman 
or  Clergymen  who  shall  be  constantly  in  the  field;  who  has 
no  such  home  ties,  or  who  will  be  willing  to  forego  them, 
as  will  limit  his  work  chiefly  to  the  Lord's  Day.  A  General 
Missionary  or  Archdeacon,  I  care  nothing  about  the  name, 
provided  the  more  prominent  title  is  not  conferred  until 
there  is  proof  of  fitness  and  liklihood  of  permanency;  would 
in  good  degree  relieve  the  situation;  but  far  more  efficient 
w^ould  be  two  or  three  Missionary  Districts  constituted,  each 
having  its  head.  This  would  allow  a  frequency  of  Sunday 
services  that  might  secure  pecuniary  aid  from  the  Mission, 
and  it  is  onlv  with  such  services  that  we  can  secvire  such 
aid.*'  If  no  provision  can  be  made,  they  must  remain  silent 
Churches  with  the  worse  condition  as  time  passes  on;  a 
fruitless  care  and  anxiety  to  a  future  Bishop,  as  they  cer- 
tainly are  to  him  who  addresses  vou. 

DIOCESAX  MISSIONS. 

Thirteen  Missionaries  have  received  aid  from  the  Diocese 
•and  the  Domestic  Board  during  the  whole  or  part  of  the 
year.  The  number  of  places  served  by  the  Missionaries  is 
21 — too  few  for  the  clerical  force  and  the  money  expended, 
but  distances  are  in  the  way  of  expansion.  Thirty-eight 
places  are  brought  more  or  less  under  Church  influences. 
The  Domestic  Board  has  granted  us  $1,040.  The  cases  in 
which  care  has  been  extended  by  Rectors  l^evond  their 
Parishes  are:  The  Rev.  Mr.  DeCoux  serving  Dowagiac  on 
Sunday  afternoon;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Donohue,  sustaining  a 
Sunday  school  in  Grand  Rapids  and  giving  services  at  Rock- 
ford,  which  are  of  increasing  influence  and  are  appreciated; 
the  Rey.  Mr.  Lucas  for  some  weeks  affording  Three  Rivers 
Sunday  evening  services,  helping  the  new  life  manifested 
there;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Burch  aiding  the  Good  Shepherd,  Grand 
Rapids;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Peters,  with  other  ministers  of  the 
city,  takes  liis  turn  at  the  Michigan  asylum.  T  cannot  refer 
to  our  home  work  without  noticing  the  loss  to  us  of  the 
servcies  of  Miss  Marj-  A.  Milness,  our  Woman  Missionary. 
Her  removal  was  for  personal  considerations  I  could  not 
oppose,  but  wherever  I  visited  where  she  was  wont  to  go, 
in  the  expressions  of  regret,  I  feel  more  and  more  our  loss. 

There  are  two  sources  to  which  we  may  look,  and  not 
look  in  vain,  for  a  larger  Missionary  treasury — increased 
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aid  from  the  Parishes  in  pledges  and  the  Missions  relieving 
the  Board  by  assuming  more  of  the  support  of  the  Mis- 
sionar}'.  There  is  far  too  much  of  the  getting  off  with  as 
light  a  pledge  as  possible.  I  notice  in  some  of  our  more 
prominent  Parishes  23,  21,  12  cents  to  a  Communicant, 
and  this  is  our  Diocesan,  our  home  work;  work  that  if  we 
do  not  do  it,  no  one  else  will;  work  where  we  are  familiar 
with  places  and  persons.  Where  is  our  State,  our  Diocesan 
pride?  The  Canon,  **The  Missions  of  the  Diocese,"  reads, 
''After  the  second  year  the  Board  shall  reduce  annually  the 
stipend  appointed  to  each  Missionary,  unless  sufficient  rea- 
son be  given  tor  the  continuance  of  the  full  amount."  The 
Missions  come  annually,  virtually  asking  *'the  continuance," 
as  there  is  no  increase  of  the  pledged  salary.  And  the  Board 
has  accepted  "the  reason  given  as  sufficient."  Yet  the  Mis- 
sions prove  by  expenditures  on  their  Churches,  and  acquir- 
ing Rectories  and  Guild  Halls,  that  they  are  able  to  assume 
more  largely  the  support  of  the  Minister.  They  fail  to  rec- 
ognize this  as  their  first  duty.  So  the  Board  are  unable  to 
avail  of  the  opportunity  to  occupy  new  ground,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  our  scattered  churchmen.  The  contributing  Par- 
ishes naturally  ask,  why  is  not  self  support  reached? 

DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  offerings  to  our  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions 
for  the  year  ending  September  i,  1901,  amounted  to  $1,- 
939.64,  exceeding  the  previous  year  $408.78;  this  is  ac- 
counted for  partly  by  individual  donations  of  $100  and  $200. 
The  children's  Easter  offering  was  $531.74.  The  perfection 
of  stingy  parochialism  was  evinced  in  withholding  this  of- 
fering, even  in  Parishes  of  high  degree. 

The  new  departure  in  our  Missionary  method  of  sup- 
port should  have  our  attention  in  Convention.  Our  appor- 
tionment of  the  $500,000  to  be  raised  is  $2,048.24:  consider- 
ing the  Woman's  Auxiliary  money  and  the  children's  Len- 
ten offering  are  not  included;  this  is  very  far  in  advance  of 
what  we  have  ever  done.  For  the  six  months  of  the  Mis- 
sionarv  vear.  up  to  March  i,  1902.  the  whole  sum  realized 
to  be  credited  on  the  apportionment  is  5^247.15.  This  clear- 
ly indicates  that  the  Advent  offering  for  Domestic  Mis- 
sions and  the  Epiphany  for  Foreign,  could  have  been  taken 
by  onlv  very  few  Parishes.  Of  the  six  remaining  months, 
two  are  not  available  for  liberal  collections.  Whether  we 
shall  come  anywhere  near  our  apportionment  will  depend 
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very  much  on  the  interest  and  exertion  of  the  Clergy.  The 
Church  is  being  slowly  awakened — I  dare  not  use  any 
stronger  terms — to  her  duty  to  Jesus,  **The  Head  over  all 
things  to  His  Church,"  to  spread  abroad  his  kingdom.  And 
it  is  full  time  the  awakening  should  come.  Look  at  the 
facts.  In  the  last  lo  years  the  society,  with  its  grand  title 
that  binds  it  to  evangelize  the  nations,  has  appointed  36 
priests  and  12  laymen  for  the  foreign  field.  An  article,  "How 
Many  Men  Are  We  Giving  to  Foreign  Missions?"  in  the 
Church  paper  a  few  weeks  ago,  is  enough  to  make  a  Church- 
man hang  his  head  for  shame.  Read  an  article  in  The 
Churchman  of  April  1902.  And  we  call  ourselves  an  "Apos- 
tolic Church,"  and  talk  of  being  the  Church  of  the  future. 
Tell  it  not  to  the  grand  Missionary  Organizations  in  this 
land  sending  out  annually  their  scores  of  Heralds  of  the 
Cross.  True,  the  Domestic  work  shows  up  better;  but  no 
Church  can  stand  the  test  of  a  Missionarv  Church  that  has 
not  in  its  machinerj',  that  is  not  imbued  with  its  enterprise 
and  its  spirit,  "giving  to  Jesus  the  heathen  for  his  inherit- 
ance, the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  for  his  possession." 
Another  fact.  I  quote  again  from  the  Church  paper,  "Enor- 
mous Easter  offerings  are  being  reported,  but  only  at  rare 
intervals  are  these  offerings,  except  in  the  case  of  Sunday 
schools,  made  for  Missions.  The  season  set  apart  and  conse- 
crated to  the  commemoration  of  our  Lord's  offering  of  Him- 
self has  been  devoted  to  the  collection  of  money  for  the  an- 
nual expenses  of  the  Parish,  the  decoration  of  the  Churches, 
the  paying  of  debts  on  Church  buildings,  the  building  of 
Chapels  or  additions  to  Churches."  Your  observation  tells 
•  you  how  true  this  is  now:  my  age  tells  me  that  once  it  was 
not  so.  And  another  fact,^ which  the  Bishop  of  New  Hamp- 
shire tells  with  a  sharpness  I  fully  respond  to;  referring  to 
the  late  General  Convention:  "The  great  fault  of  this  Con- 
vention, repeating  a  thought  that  we  heard  expressed  more 
than  once  on  the  spot,  was,  the  devoting  of  the  energies 
and  the  time  to  Canons,  to  the  mere  scaffolding  of  the 
Church,  and  the  crowding  of  education  and  the  great  work 
of  missions  into  a  corner.  Days  spent  hammeritig  at  Canons! 
Christian  education  limited  to  a  report,  and  hurried  through 
at  that!  And  thrust  into  night  sessions  the  missions  of  God! 
May  God  forgive  us!  May  God  convert  us  from  our  lethargy 
and  arouse  us  to  the  preparing  the  way  for  the  coming  of 
the  Son  of  Man." 

Brethren  of  the  Qerg}-!  Preach  Missions,  tell  your  peo-

pie  about  Missions;  circulate  Missionary  intelligence;  ob- 
serve the  Missionary  Sunday  in  the  Sunday  School;  en- 
courage the  Woman's  Auxiliary  and  the  Junior  Auxiliary; 
and  when  you  take  up  an  offering  throw  into  it  all  the  ur- 
gency you  would  were  it  to  help  your  Parish.  Brethren  of 
the  Clergy  and  I-aity,  know  that  there  is  a  serious  defect 
in  your  loyalty  to  Him,  to  whom  you  look  as  your  redeemer, 
when  you  have  no  warm  heart  and  open  hand  for  Missions, 
and  in  the  Church  and  in  the  closet  pray  for  Missions. 

THE  SEMI-ANNUAL  DIOCESAN  CONFERENCE. 

The  November  meeting  was  held  at  Charlotte  and  the 
Easter  at  Holland,  with  usual  interest  and  attendance..  What 
were  I  speaking  personally  I  should  not  venture  to  utter,  I 
may  speak  officially,  considering  that  the  Bishop  delivers  an 
ad  clerum  at  the  close  of  the  Semi-Annual,  he  may  expect 
the  clergy  to  remain  to  listen  to  it. 

SOCIETIES  IN  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Diocesan  Journal  shows  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood 
in  five  Parishes,  Daughters  of  the  King  in  four,  Girls'Friend- 
ly  Society  in  three,  Yoimg  People's  Societies  meeting  on 
Sunday  evening  in  four;  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  i6.  The 
Parishes  generally  have  various  organizations  for  their  own 
interests.  Beyond  the  Diocese,  where  our  obligation  to  the 
Church  is  involved,  the  American  Church  Building  Com- 
mission has  received  a  very  slight  recognition  in  the  $5  from 
one  Parish,  considering  that  in  its  time  it  has  aided  two 
Parishes  by  loans,  promised  to  another  $200  and  donated 
to  two  $524.23.  Various  Parishes  have  made  contributions 
to  the  Society  for  Promoting  Christianity  among  the  Jews. 
The  Woman's  Auxiliary  reports  will  be  given  in  the  Journal. 

The  Missionary  for  Deaf  Mutes  has  received  beyond  his 
stipend  from  the  Diocese  $29.67.  These  and  other  societies 
ought  to  be  remembered  in  our  gifts.  They  are  all  accesr- 
sory  to  Church  extension,  and  all  of  them  have  friends  par- 
ticularly interested  in  them. 

AKELEY  INSTITUTE. 

The  year's  repert  of  our  Diocesan  school  will  come  from 
the  Principals.  The  arrangement  by  which  the  Misses 
Yerkes  have  been  placed  in  charge  has  proved  most  happy. 
These  ladies  have  thrown  themselves  into  the  work  with 
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great  earnestness  of  effort  and  liberality  of  purse.  The 
future  looks  bright,  especially  if  the  debt  or  a  good  portion 
of  it  may  be  lifted.  Instrumentalities  of  success  that  have 
not  been  practical  heretofore  have  been  brought  into  use. 
While  no  school  could  have  more  devoted  liberal  friends 
in  all  its  career,  Akeley  Institute  has  felt  the  lack  of  Diocesan 
interest.  The  Clergy  as  a  body  have  not  seemed  to  realize 
the  claim  upon  their  co-operation.  The  Coonmencements 
have  not  of  late  years  been  attended  by  even  those  near  by. 
At  the  last,  beside  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  only  one  was 
\vith  us.  The  late  request  of  the  Bishop  that  persons  $hould 
be  named  to  him  to  collect  for  the  Confirmees  Fund  has  re- 
ceived only  eight  responses.  With  the  work  done  in  sev- 
eral of  these,  I  am  sure  there  would  have  been  a  sum  raised 
representing  those  remaining  I  have  confirmed.  ^ 

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CORRECTIONS  AND 

CHARITIES. 

The  past  year  I  have  devoted  Thanksgiving  Day  to  the 
School  for  the  Deaf,  Christmas  Dav  to  the  Industrial  Home 
for  Girls,  a  Sunday  to  the  State  Reformatory,  and  to  the 
School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Industrial  Home  for  Boys. 
To  this  have  been  added  eight  visits  to  State  and  private 
institutions,  seven  to  poor  houses,  thirteen  to  jails,  attend- 
ance at  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Board  and  the  joint 
Convention  of  the  Prison  Boards.  I  should  have  less  sat- 
isfaction in  the  amount  of  time  thus  spent  were  it  not  for 
the  direct  religious  influence  I  am  able  to  exert  by  services, 
and  the  issue  of  a  New  Year's  address  and  Easter  greeting. 
T  could  wish  that  where  there  is  a  jail  or  poor  house  in  or 
near  the  Parish  the  Rector  would  give  it  his  attention.  It 
will  not  approve  itself  to  the  Master,  that  the  poor  or  the 
guilty  of  whom  He  was  so  thoughtful,  should  have  no  care 
from  those  to  whom  He  has  intrusted  His  work. 

DISSOTAING  THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  A  MISSION 

CHURCH. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Canon  XVIII.,  Sec.  7,  I  dis- 
solved the  organizations  of  St.  Andrew's,  Hart;  St.  James', 
Cassopolis:  St.  Johannes',  Tustin.  These  Missions  have  no 
property  and  there  is  no  prospect  of  revival  of  services.  St. 
John's.  Ouincy;  St.  Matthew's,  Baldwin;  St.  Matthias',  Cen- 
tral Lake:  St.  Luke's,  Muskegon,  are  in  an  equally  lifeless 
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condition,  but  having  houses  of  worship  it  is  well  to  retain 
their  names. 

PAROCHIALISM. 

The  Lexicographers  give  the  definition,  "being  parochial 
in  form  or  nature."  We  might  make  it  more  expressive 
by  saying,  being  so  devoted  to  the  interests  of  one's  own 
Parish  as  to  have  little  or  no  concern  for  the  interests  of 
the  Diocese,  or  the  church  at  large.  Of  course,  there  will 
be  degrees  of  this  indifference.  The  Parochial  ties  are 
strong  for  the  Pastor  and  the  people,  and  we  can  but  ap- 
prove and  admire  when  they  lead  to  loving,  anxious  care 
on  the  part  of  the  one,  and  affectionate  faithfulness  on  the 
other.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  Parish  derives 
its  existence  from  the  State  and  the  Church,  and  it  has  its 
rights  and  its  dignities  as  a  part  of  the  Diocese,  and  through 
the  Diocese  with  the  national  Church  and  the  Church  of 
the  Creed.  So  there  are  rights  and  demands  from  these 
relations.  Parochial  isolation  would  leave  no  place  for  the 
Diocese  or  the  general  church.  The  claim  that  the  Parish 
is  advancing  through  a  policy  of  self  care,  is  securing  the 
welfare  of  only  a  part,  and  under  any  circumstances  only  a 
very  small  part  even  of  the  Diocese.  What  would  be  the 
destiny  of  the  Church  with  an  intense  parochialism  prevail- 
ing in  high  places  and  low?  For  instance,  the  specials  of 
added  buildings  and  furniture,  cutting  of  Missionary  offer- 
ings, can  never  meet  ^lissionary  obligations.  Parochialism 
is  selfishness,  lowering  the  Parish  from  its  true  dignity,  and 
that  will  work  itself  even  into  the  spiritual  life.  It  is  es- 
tablishing a  condition  that  must  embarrass  a  Rector  who 
recognizes  obligations  beyond  his  immediate  charge.  There 
is  no  question  that  almost  any  Parish  can  find  good  use  for 
all  the  money  it  can  raise;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Dio- 
cese and  the  Church  have  nowhere  to  look  for  the  means 
they  must  have  but  to  the  Parishes.  In  a  Diocese  like  ours, 
witii  few  Parishes  with  more  than  limited  strength,  and  with 
vast  ]\fissionarv  territorv,  we  can  look  for  cfrowth  onlv  as 
the  Clerg>'  are  "fellow  workers'*  with  the  Bishop,  and  Clergy 
and  Laity  recognize  responsibility  for  all  Diocesan  interests. 

SPIRITIWL  CARE  OF  THE  YOITTII. 

I  know  of  no  more  serious  problem  of  Ministerial  re- 
sponsibility than  to  presence  the  vouth  from  the  spiritual 
dangers  of  their  a.cre  and  surroundings,  and  to  secure  their 
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Steadfastness  in  the  faith  and  practice  of  the  Gospel.  When 
I  say  the  youth,  I  have  in  mind  those  emerging  from  child- 
hood, entitled  to  exercising  some  self  control,  even  if  yet 
in  their  homes,  brought  in  contact  with  outside  influences, 
entering  into  the  world  of  amusement,  finding  their  ideals 
in  men  and  women  of  prominence.  Who  will  not  say  that 
they  need  the  guide  of  their  youth?  They  may  have  come 
to  Confirmation,  but  how  often  is  this  the  arrest  of  the  pas- 
toral nearness  and  instruction.  The  Sunday  School  is  for- 
saken, and  the  class  that  should  follow  up  its  instructions 
will  not  draw  them.  They  start  out  on  a  career  of  religious 
independence  in  opinion  and  action.  And  so  in  pastoral 
experience,  how  many  the  cases  of  the  lapsed  confirmee, 
even  the  infrequency  of  Church  attendance,  the  often  missed 
Holy  Communion,  and  a  life  that  in  its  Christian  aspect  has 
no  definiteness,  no  distinctiveness  of  Christian  service.  It 
is  easier  far  to  lament  that  it  should  be  so  than  to  tell  the 
safeguards.  The  pastoral  tie  should  be  preserved;  this  means 
much  more  than  a  constant  social  recognition.  Their  Min- 
ister should  be  known  to  the  young  man  or  the  young  girl 
as  having  a  special  interest  in  their  spiritual  welfare,  re- 
minded of  it  in  the  various  ways  which  conscience  and  tact 
will  indicate,  and  influenced  by  it  to  the  seeking  of  counsel 
and  confiding  the  difficulties  and  purposes.  Occasional  spec- 
ial services  for  the  confirmees,  with  special  effort  to  bring 
them  together,  may  recall  resolutions  that  have  failed  and 
bring  back  something  of  the  spirit  when  the  vow  was  uttered, 
and  when  the  first  Communion  was  received.  The  ^''outh 
may  be  brought  in  touch  one  with  another  in  Church  re- 
lations. I  know  of  nothing  to  suggest  better  than  the  Sun- 
day evening  meeting  for  conference  on  religious  lines,  and 
the  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  for  young  men.  I  have  re- 
ferred especially  to  those  who  by  their  voluntarily  assuming 
a  Church  position  have  brought  themselves  under  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Church;  but  in  every  congregation  will 
be  found  those  of  both  sexes  who  have  not  gone  thus  far, 
and  for  whom  even  a  more  serious  concern  should  move  to 
pastoral  attentions. 

FXECTIONS. 

As  you  are  about  to  proceed  to  the  business  of  the  Con- 
vention, though  with  no  disposition  to  dictate  as  to  the 
personality  in  electing  to  office,  I  feel  justified  in  calling  at- 
tention to  the  more  widely  distributing  the  offices  among 
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the  members  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Diocese.  There 
are  37  positions  to  be  filled  by  election.  This  allows  of  wide 
representation.  The  Clergy  will  be  attached  to  the  Dio- 
cese when  they  are  intrusted  with  its  interests,  and  the  Par- 
ishes  will  be  more  at  pains  to  be  represented  in  Convention, 
and  will  have  a  stronger  tie,  as  they  are  represented  in  our 
special  administrations.  That  the  distribution  has  not  in- 
cluded more  names,  and  16  positions  are  now  held  by  six 
persons,  is  not  owing  to  anything  more  than  familiarity  with 
names  and  referring  to  present  names  in  office.  This  matter 
has  attracted  attention  and  it  is  well  to  act  so  as  to  fore- 
stall criticism. 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  God,  who  as  at  this  time  didst  teach  the  hearts  of  Thy 
faithful  people,  by  sending  to  them  the  light  of  Thy  Holy 
Spirit;  grant  us  by  the  same  spirit  to  have  a  right  judgment 
in  all  things,  and  evermore  to  rejoice  in  His  holy  comfort; 
through  the  merits  of  Christ  Jestis  our  Savior,  who  liveth 
and  reigneth  with  Thee,  in  the  unity  of  the  same  Spirit,  one 
God,  world  without  end.    Amen.

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A  PASTORAL  LETTER. 


(  The  Bishop  asks  that  the  Wardens  will^  at  an  early  date^  lay 
this  Pastoral  before  the  Vestry^  and  where  there  is  a  Mission^ 
that  it  may  he  read  by  the  Warden  or  some  one  selected  by  him^ 
to  the  congregation.^ 

THE  SALARIES   OF   THE   CLERGY. 

The  number  of  vacancies  in  the  Diocese  and  the  difficulty 
of  supplying  them,  has  directed  my  attention  to  the  salaries 
of  the  Clergy.  I  am  not  aware  whether  our  salaries  are 
lower  than  are  generally  found  in  Dioceses  of  about  our 
strength,  but  the  figures  in  the  Journal  show  how  inadequate 
most  of  them  are.  Allowing  a  fair  sum  for  the  hired  Rectory, 
12  are  less  than  $1,000,  and  they  run  down  to  $850,  $750,  $650, 
$600,  $430;  including  missionary  grants. 

In  estimating  the  Clerical  salary  something  more  is  to  be 
regarded  than  the  absolute  necessities  of  living.  The  Rector 
is  expected  to  live  in  a  way  that  will  not  shame  his  parishion- 
ers, to  dress  himself  and  his  family  well.  To  be  able  to  meet 
social  opportunities  within  and  without  their  doors,  to  take  a 
lively  interest  in  parochial  affairs  which  the  parishioners 
usually  require,  the  family  must  be  relieved  in  domestic 
affairs.  For  the  Minister  to  preach  so  as  to  satisfy  his  con- 
gregation he  must  have  magazines  and  books.  He  is  expect- 
ed to  contribute  to  charities.  There  is  another  consideration. 
We  may  almost  say,  it  is  ruled  that  the  term  of  clerical  ser- 
vice shall  terminate  a  little  beyond  middle  life.  If  this  be  so, 
certainly  there  should  be  some  opportunity  to  make  provision 
for  the  years  beyond.  And  under  any  circumstances,  a  life 
insurance  or  some  other  mode  of  providing  for  one's  own 
should  be  practicable.  And  this  reminds  us  that  it  is  hard 
when  the  straitness  at  home  forbids  promising  youth  the 
advanced  education. 

The  Board  of  Missions  ought  to  be  relieved  in  part  at 
least  from  the  large  grants  they  are  annually  asked  to  make. 
Year  after  year  the  Missions  are  showing  no  increase  of 
home  support.  Penuriousness  is  keeping  closed  churches. 
Even  the  payment  of  the  insurance  premium  is  refused.  . 

I  have  lately  been  visiting  our  silent  Churches,  and  am 
more  than  ever  convinced,  that  only  through  the  General 
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Missionary  constantly  in  the  field  can  their  doors  be  opened. 
But  for  this  the  Missions  must  take  on  a  broader  self-sus- 
tentation. 

I  have  referred  to  the  difficulty  of  filling  vacancies  owing* 
to  the  meagre  support.  Men  who  would  give  strength  to  the 
Parishes  and  tone  to  the  Diocese  are  denied  us  because  we 
cannot  tender  them  a  comfortable  maintenance. 

To  a  large  extent  what  is  making  our  diocesan  life  painful 
is  the  inadequate  sense  of  the  value  of  the  means  of  grace 
the  Church  affords.  The  household  that  has  even  its  lux- 
uries, is  content  to  pay  the  parish  a  meagre  percentage  of 
what  they  demand.  Self  denial,  that  the  Pastor  may  have  a 
suitable  maintenance,  [is  in  many  cases  counted  an  absurd 
suggestion.  People  raise  their  other  expenses,  but  the 
Church  payment  remains  the  same. 

It  is  a  mistake  that  where  the  pew  rent  system  prevails. 
Church  aid  is  to  be  restricted  by  the  sum.  Ability  should 
be  met  by  a  system  of  annual  subscriptions  such  as  obtains 
in  some  of  our  Parishes. 

The  cry  is  through  the  land  that  the  clouds  of  business 
depression  are  raised,  and  the  sun  of  prosperity  again  shines 
upon  us.  The  new  year  will  soon  dawn,  bringing  its  cheer- 
ful tone  and  good  wishes.  May  not  your  Bishop  ask  you  to 
consider  whether  the  support  you  are  giving  him  who  is  "over 
you  in  the  Lord,"  is  such  as  you  would  wish  him  to  have,  and 
as  it  is  in  your  ability  to  afford.  I  know  the  homes  of  my  clerg-y. 
I  hear  in  them  no  complaints.  But  I  know  that  there  must 
be  annoyances  and  anxieties  that  the  new  year  gift  of  in- 
creased income  would  turn  to  restfulness  and  peace.  Let 
every  reader  and  hearer  of  this  Pastoral,  on  bended  knee, 
ask  the  question :  Am  I,  in  view  of  "  the  things  which  are 
seen  are  temporal  and  the  things  that  are  not  seen  are  eter- 
nal," paying  as  **of  the  ability  God  has  g-iven"  me,  for  the 
means  of  Grace  which  I  enjoy  in  the  Church?

KEPORT    OF    THE    REV.    CYRUS    MBNDENHALL,    CHAPLAIN    OF    MICHIGAN 
REFORMATORY,  FOR  PERIOD  ENDING  MAY  31ST,  1902. 

The  duties  of  a  Chaplain  are  varied,  and  his  opportunities  for 
doing  good  are  unlimited. 

There  are  sundry  records  to  keep,  which  are  of  interest  to  students 
of  penology,  with  daily  and  biennial  rei)orts  to  be  made. 

Thousands  of  letters,  incoming  and  outgoing,  with  papers  and 
packages  to  closely  read  and  inspect,  and  to  be  delivered  or  otherwise 
disposed  of  as  may  seem  best. 

Book  accounts,  monthly  and  quarterly  statements,  correspondence 
and  all  around  office  work  require  personal  labor  and  supervision, 
with  much  else  not  called  for  in  this  report. 

Many  private  interviews  are  held  with  the  men,  who  are  called  to 
the  office  for  that  purpose.  An  average  of  200  cell  visits  is  made  per 
month,  which  is  our  way  of  making  ''pastoral  visits."  The  sick  in 
the  hospital  are  not  neglected. 

Every  Sunday  morning  at  10  o'clock  we  have  a  service,  adapted 
from  morning  prayer,  with  music,  instrumental  and  vocal,  by  inmate 
orchestra  and  choir,  and  a  sermon  by  the  Chaplain,  or  perhaps  by 
some  visiting  clergyman  or  public  speaker.  Once  a  year  our  Bishop 
spends  a  Sunday  with  us  much  to  our  pleasure  and  profit.  At  12:30 
the  Christian  Endeavor  Society,  numbering  40,  and  pledged  to  do  all 
in  their  power  to  * 'build  up  christian  character  in  the  institution'*  have 
a  meeting  which  is  held  weekly  throughout  the  year. 

At  1:30  the  Sunday  School  teachers  who  are  prisoners,  go  over  the 
lesson  for  a  preparation  to  meet  their  classes  at  2  o'clock. 

There  are  139  members  of  the  Sunday  School,  12  teachers  and  2 
substitutes.  On  Friday  evening  we  use  the  prayer  book  service,  after 
which  the  150  men  in  attendance  have  the  privilege  of  speaking,  read- 
ing selections  and  singing,  the  responding  and  the  singing  is  done 
reverently  and  heartily. 

Christmas  and  Easter  mornings  the  Holy  Communion  is  celebrated 
from  15  to  20  communicating.

During  July  and  August,  the  Friday  evening  service  and  the  Sun- 
day School  are  not  held. 

In  the  office  work  I  have  one  official  clerk  and  one  inmate  clerk. 

•  I  find  much  encouragement  in  what  to  some  might  seem  an  un- 
promising field.     We  escape  some  trials   that   the   rector   of   a   parish 
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must  meet,  but  we  also  have  troubles  of  our  own.  My  eig'ht  years  ex- 
perience as  a  whole  has  been  pleasant.  Some  good  has  been  done. 
Put  up  a  prayer  for  the  prisoners  and  include  the  chaplain  therein.

DIGEST  OF  THE  CANONS. 


TITLE  I— CANON  18. 

GENERAL  REGULATION  OF   MINISTERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

§  1.  [1]  It  is  hereby  required  that,  on  the  election  of  a  Minister 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  de- 
livered, to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or 
to  this  effect: 

We,  the  Church  Wardens  (or  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  we, 
the  Rector  and  Church  Wardens)  to  the  Right  Rev.  (naming  the  Bishop) 
or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee)  that 
(naming  the  person)  has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  (or  Assistant  Min- 
ister, as  the  case  may  be)  of  (naming  the  Parish  or  Church). 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

N.  B. — The  date  of  election  to  the  Rectorship  should  be  given  in  the 
Canonical  notice  sent  to  the  Bishop. 

§  2.  No  Minister  moving  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  to 
another  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector  or  Stated  Minister,  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  District  to 
which  he  removes  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following: 

I  do  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev.   A B has  been  Canonical  ly 

transferred  to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  Minister  in  regular  standing. 

TITLE  II.— CANON  12. 

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  THE  LAITY. 

g  1.  A  Communicant  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another  shall  pro- 
cure from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or  if 
there  be  no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate  stating  that 
he  or  she  is  a  Communicant  in  good  standing;  and  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish  or  Congregation  to  which  he  or  she  removes  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  receive  him  or  her  as  a  Communicant  until  such  letter  shall 
be  produced.

CANON  VII. 

VACANT    CHURCH   AND   CLERICAL    SETTLEMENT   AND   REMOVAL. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  an  incorporated  Church  becomes  vacant,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the 
Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  Prior  to  the  election  of  a  Minister  of  any  incorporated 
Church,  the  Vestry  shall  inform  the  Bishop  of  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  person  they  propose  to  elect;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
Vestry  to  take  action  on  any  name  until  the  receipt  of  the  Bishop's  ac-

knowledgment  of  such  notification,  and  of  his  accompanying  sug^g^es- 
tion,  if  there  be  any:  Provided  he  be  at  the  time  within  the  territory 
of  the  United  States,  and  that  his  reply  be  not  deferred  longer  than 
thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  said  notification.  If,  after  the  expir- 
ation of  six  months,  the  Vestry  of  such  Church,  which  has  become 
vacant,  shall  fail  to  call  or  settle  a  Minister,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  appoint  one,  and  he  shall  notify  ihe  Vestry  of  such  appoint- 
ment, and  upon  their  concurrence,  the  Minister  so  appointed  shall  be- 
come Rector  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese,  or 
others,  who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply 
such  vacant  Churches  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and 
proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus  supplied, 
to  defray  all  the  expenses  incidental  to  such  occasional  services. 

THE  bishop's  trust  FUND. 

Resolved^  That  at  the  Episcopal  visitations  the  offerings,  after  the 
Bishop's  traveling  expenses  have  been  paid,  be  hereafter  devoted  to  a 
Bishop's  Trust  Fund.— Convention  1889. 


STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved^  That  any  Missionary  of  this  Diocese  who  may  be  precluded 
by  pecuniary  inability  from  attending  the  Annual  Convention,  be  re- 
quested to  advise  the  Bishop  of  such  fact;  and  that  upon  application  of 
the  Bishop  in  such  behalf  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  the  latter 
shall  extend  the  necessary  aid  to  enable  such  Missionary  to  meet  his 
brethren  in  Convention.     [Journal  1878,  page  43.] 

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  is 
hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  pay  to  the  '^Treasurer  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,"  each  recurring  year,  so 
long  as  the  necessity  may  exist,  such  portion  of  the  money  realized 
from  the  assessments  upon  the  Parishes,  as  shall  be  over  and  above 
the  amount  required  to  pay  the  annual  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese, 
to  l>e  used  in  making  good,  so  far  as  it  will  go,  any  deficiency  that 
occurs  in  the  Bishop's  salary  from  the  insufficient  avails  of  the  Epis- 
copal Fund.  Provided^  that  in  no  event  shall  the  sum  paid  from  the 
General  Fund  towards  the  Bishop's  salary  exceed  the  amount  of  the 
deficiency  for  that  year,  which  deficiency  when  it  becomes  apparent, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall  officially  certify  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese,  and  the  receipt  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Association 
shall  be  a  voucher  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention.  [Journal  1880,

The  Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Henry  D.  Jones. 

Convention  came  to  order,  the  Bishop  in  the  Chair. 

The  Bishop  read  that  portion  of  his  address  containing 
his  official  acts.     (See  appendix.) 

The  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  General  Con- 
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vention,  to  consider  the  whole  subject  of  change  of  name  of 
the  Church. 

The  Rev.  Georg^e  Forsey  offered  the  following^  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  approve  the  effort  now 
being  made  to  change  the  name  of  the  Church,  and  would 
suggest,  on  historic  and  other  grounds,  that  such  name  be 
"The  American  Church." 

The  Rev.  Woodford  P.  Law  offered  the  following: 

Resolved^  That  such  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as 
refers  to  "Change  of  Name"  be  referred  to  a  Committee  con- 
sisting of  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  report  at 
this  Convention. 

The  Rev.  J.  N.  McCormick  offered  the  following  as  a 
substitute: 

Whereas^  The  Joint  Committee  appointed  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1901  has  sent  a  letter  to  every  Bishop  of  this 
Church,  asking  that  "at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
or  Convocation,  of  each  Diocese  or  Missionary  District,  said 
convention,  or  convocation,  be  requested  to  inform  this  Com- 
mittee whether  it  does,  or  does  not,  desire  that  the  name  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America  shall  be  changed  at  this  time,  and  if  it  does  so  de- 
sire, what  name  it  wishes  substituted  therefor.'' 

And,  Whereas,  The  matter  has  been  communicated  to 
this  Convention  by  our  Bishop  in  his  address,  and  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  "Joint  Committee," 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  does 
not  desire  that  the  name  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  shall  b^  changed  at  this  time. 

Other  resolutions  were  offered,  but  did  not  come  before 
the  Convention. 

The  Convention  went  into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
to  consider  the  various  resolutions  offered,  with  the  Rev. 
Roger  H.  Peters  in  the  Chair. 

The  Committee  arose  and  reported  by  the  Chairman  the 
passage  of  the  following  resolution  by  a  vote  of  21  to  16. 

Resolved,  That  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  does 
not  desire  that  the  name  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America  shall  be  changed  at  this  time. 

The  Convention,  with  the  Bishop  in  the  Chair,  resumed 
the  discussion. 

The  Rev.  Roger  H.  Peters  presented  the  following, 
bearing  upon  the  general  subject  of 

THE  CHANGE  OF  NAME. 

By  action  of  the  Joint  Committee  created  by  the  General  Convention 
of  1901,  an  opportunity  is  afforded  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Juris- 
dictions to  express  their  desire  with  reference  to  changing  the  legal 
title  of  the  Church. 
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This  opportunity  laya  upon  ua  a  g^rave  responsibility.  The  issues 
raised  are  not  superficial.  They  are  fundamental  and  concern  the 
history,  character  and  aims  of  the  Church.  By  the  answer  we  make  to 
the  invitation  of  the  Committee  we  must  express  our  conception  of  the 
Church.  It  will  be  the  informal  voice  of  the  Church  defining^  itself, 
and,  as  so  defined  the  public  will  accept  it,  we  shall  affirm  to  ourselves 
and  to  others  that  we  are  this  or  thaL 

The  case  is  somewhat  analogous  to  the  definition  of  the  faith  by  the 
General  Councils.  They  did  not  create  the  faith,  but  defined  it.  So 
now  we  are  asked  not  in  any  sense  to  create  a  new  Church,  but  to  de- 
clare by  the  name  we  elect  to  bear,  what  we  are.  Upon  this  point 
there  has  long*  existed  too  much  unhappy  confusion  in  the  minds  of  the 
general  public  and  of  our  own  people,  and  the  name  by  which  we  are 
now  known  has  certainly  contributed  much  to  that  confusion. 

Space  does  not  permit  us  to  here  enter  upon  a  lengthy  discussion 
of  the  history  and  significance  of  the  term  "Protestant.*'  It  is  a 
venerable  name,  alx>ut  which  are  clustered  many  great  triumphs  of 
religion,  much  Christian  enlightenment,  and  no  mean  advances  in  civil 
liberty.  Through  long  association  with  their  Church  it  has  become 
dear  to  many  of  our  people,  who  look  upon  the  suggestion  of  its  divorce 
from  the  legal  title  of  the  Church  with  anxious  concern  and  real  pain. 
The  subject  must  therefore  be  entered  upon  without  bitterness  and  with 
no  unchristian  hostility. 

But  the  question  we  are  asked  to  pass  upon  goes  deeper  than  senti- 
ment and  reaches  further  back  than  the  associations  of  a  life-time  or 
the  history  of  the  past  four  faiundred  years.  There  is  certainly  more 
than  a  passing  or  sentimental  distinction  between  the  terms  * 'Protes- 
tant" and  **Catholic. '*  And  it  is  a  strange  necromancy*  of  thought  that 
can  blend  the  two.  The  religious  use  of  the  word  ''Protestant"  dates 
from  the  German  Reformation  and  it  is  used  correlative  of  those  com- 
munions which  were  then  born.  It  is  narrow,  negative,  sectarian,  and 
is  as  much  anti-church,  as  we  understand  that  word,  as  anti-Roman. 
If  it  signified  opposition  to  error  wherever  found,  it  would  be  harm- 
less, however  unnecessary.  But  it  has  come  to  mean  opposition  to  one 
particular  Christian  Communion  and  to  stand  for  certain  forms  of 
religious  thought  and  feeling  entirely  at  variance  with  the  thought  and 
feeling  received  by  us  from  the  ancient  English  Church  and  expressed 
in  our  Prayer  Book. 

The  language  of  that  Prayer  Book,  to  which  we  must  go  for  our 
belief,  which  carries  us  back  through  and  beyond  the  R^ormation, 
while  yet  cleansed  and  enriched  by  the  Reformation,  and  which  wins 
the  reverent  devotion  of  all,  is  assuredly  not  the  language  of  the  Pro- 
testant. And  yet  that  misleading  word  is  written  across  its  title  page, 
though  not  occurring  elsewhere. 

In  contradiction  to  the  word  *' Protestant*'  is  ever  used  the  word 
''Catholic,  *'  aiid  this  word  runs  through  the  whole  Prayer  Book.  The 
Creeds  upK>n  which  the  whole  Anglican  Communion  stands  and  which 
we  cannot  change,  commit  us  to  Catholicity.  So,  too,  does  the  Church, 
in  her  great  controversies  and  interpretations  appeal  for  precedent  and 
justification  to  the  Catholic  rather  than  to  the  Protestant  authorities. 
And  yet  the  title  page  of  the  Prayer  Book  and  the  language  of  the 
canons  as  well  as  popular  usage  and  confusion,  stamp  us  Protestants. 
Over  these  legal  title  and  common  usages,  the  Creeds  and  the  appeals 
of  the  Church  through  many  centuries  must  have  precedent.  The  latter 
may  not  be  changed;  the  former  may  easily  be  corrected.  To  make 
such  correction,  to  harmonize  Creeds  and  legal  title  and  popular 
thought  and  usage  are  the  aim  of  the  present  movement;  with  that 
movement  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  would  place  itself  on  record 
as  approving. 
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And  yet  it  would  reg^ret  to  see  the  great  American  Church  divided 
into  factions  and  brethren  in  the  faith  made  bitter  against  each  other 
by  any  premature  changes.  Desirable  as  the  correction  would  be  and 
earnestly  as  we  long  to  see  it  effected,  the  price  we  pay  may  at  present 
be  too  great.  It  should  not  be  forced  upon  the  Church  when  a  large 
minority  of  Clergy  and  Laity  are  not  ready  for  it.  The  time  for  the 
chan^^e  is  evidently  not  now.  Still  further  thought  and  discussion  are 
needed  to  ripen  the  Church  for  it,  so  that  brought  alx>ut  it  will  express 
the  conviction  and  receive  the  ready  acquiescence  of  the  Church  as  a 
whole.  Patiently  awaiting  the  advent  of  that  day  and  strong  in  the 
confidence  that  it  will  not  tarry,  we  therefore- 

Resolve^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan 
that  the  legal  title  of  * 'Protestant  Episcopal*'  is  not  a  true  designation 
of  the  history,  character  or  position  of  this  Church;  that  a  correction  of 
that  title  would  be  welcomed;  that  such  chapge  of  name  should  be  only 
by  practically  unanimous  desire  and  consent  of  the  Church  in  the 
United  States;  that  such  desire  is  not  now  evident.      Therefore  be  it 

further 

• 

Resolved^  "That  a  Change  of  Name  is  not  expedient  at  this  time.'* 

The  resolution  passed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
was  put  to  vote  with  the  following-  result: 

Clerg-y — Yeas  9;  Nays  9. 
Lay — Yeas  18;  Nays  3. 

The  resolution  was  therefore  lost  through  non-concur- 
rence of  orders. 

The  order  of  the  day,  the  election  of  officers  having 
arrived,  no  further  action  on  the  subject  of  the  Chang-e  of 
Name  of  the  Church  was  taken  during  the  Convention.

There  being  but  one  nomination  for  the  office  of  Reg^is- 
trar,  the  Secretary  was  unanimously  authorized  to  cast  the 
ballot  of  the  Convention  for  the  Rev.  Albert  E.  Wells.  The 
Secretary  cast  the  ballot  as  directed  and  Rev.  Albert  E. 
Wells  was  declared  duly  elected  as  Registrar  of  the  Diocese.

Item  I.  Mr.  F.  A.  Gorham,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  presented  the  report 
of  that  Committee. 

Report  of  Comittee  on  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund: 

Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  June  3,  1903. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  last  Convention  on  Increase  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund  would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

The  Committee  met  in  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  in  August,  1902,  and 
gave  the  matter  entrusted  to  it  a  careful  consideration.  The  several 
plans  for  increasing  the  fund,  devised  and  prepared  by  a  former  com- 
mittee, were  discussed  and  adopted  by  your  committee  as  a  basis  upon 
which  the  work  should  proceed.  It  was  decided  that  circular  letters 
should  be  prepared,  to  be  signed  by  the  Committee  and  sent  to  promi- 
nent churchmen  throughout  the  Diocese. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  the  greater  part  of  the  sum 
to  be  raised,  over  and  alx>ve  the  amount  of  the  two  conditional  sub- 
scriptions referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  former  Committee,  might  be 
expected  to  come  irom  the  parishes  in  Grand  Rapids  and  Kalamazoo. 
The  Committee  learned  that  the  two  leading  parishes  of  the  former 
city  had  recently  secured  subscriptions  and  pledges  from  their  mem- 
bers for  local  purposes,  to  the  amount  of  nearly  thirty  thousand  dollars, 
and  that  the  payment  of  these  subscriptions  and  pledges  would  not  be 
completed  for  a  year  or  more;  the  possibility  of  raising  in  these  two 
parishes  fifteen  or  twenty  thousand  dollars  more,  which  would  probably 
be  their  quota  of  the  proposed  increase  for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  seemed 
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to  your  Committee  a  hopeless  task,  and  without  liberal  subscriptibos 
from  Grand  Rapids  and  Kalamazoo  to  start  with,  it  also  seems  to  the 
Committee  equally  hopeless  to  go  to  the  other  parishes  and  missions  of 
the  Diocese  for  the  five  or  ten  thousand  dollars  which  they  might  be 
ezpecated  to  give. 

The  whole  question,  therefore,  at  the  outset  presented  very  serious 
difficulties,  but  the  circulars  referred  to  were  prepared  aud  sent  out 
and  were  printed  in  the  Church  Helper. 

No  response  worthy  of  mention  has  yet  been  received.  One  parish- 
ioner of  St.  Mark's,  Grand  Rapids,  has  given  one  thousand  dollars 
and  will  double  this  amount  if  the  entire  sum  needed  is  raised,  but  no 
other  subscriptions  have  been  made  nor  has  any  attention,  apparently, 
been  given  to  the  Committee's  letter. 

The  ten  thousand  dollar  subscription  mentioned  by  the  former  Com- 
mittee has  been  renewed  and  will  be  good  during  1903;  the  renewal  of 
the  other,  for  twenty  thousand  dollars,  is  in  doubt. 

The  Committee  regrets  that  the  circumstances  and  conditions  were 
such,  that  this  effort  could  not  have  been  successfully  carried  through 
last  year.  It  is  possible  that  if  the  Committee  is  continued  for  another 
year  some  progress  may  be  made,  although  we  consider  the  prospect  of 
raising  thirty-five'  thousand  dollars  in  this  Diocese  at  this  time  a  very 
doubtful  one.

The  Committee  on  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund 
was  continued  for  another  year. 

Item  II. — Of  Unfinished  Business. 

The  Committee  to  consider  the  condition  of  the  property 
of  defunct  parishes  and  missions  presented  its  report,  which 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  Charles  T.  Stout. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Property  of  Defunct  Parishes 
and  Missions: 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  adopted  by 
the  last  Convention  to  consider  the  various  trust  funds  held  by  the 
Association,  of  defunct  parishes  and  missions,  and  report  if  some  law- 
ful disposition  could  not  be  made  of  these  funds,  or  at  least  the  interest 
on  them,  respectfully  reports  as  follows: 

In  a  few  instances  these  funds  consist  of  moneys,  which  were  con- 
tributed for  the  purpose  of  starting  a  building-  fund  for  a  mission,  but 
the  matter  got  no  further,  and  no  building  has  ever  been  erected.  In 
other  cases  the  title  of  the  mission's  property  was  conveyed  to  the 
Association  of  the  Diocese;  the  proi>erty  has  been  sold  and  converted 
into  money,  and  the  Association  now  has  possession  of  the  fund.  In  all 
the  cases  the  parish  or  mission  is  dead,  and  services  are  not  kept  up. 
The  Association  held  this  property,  before  the  sale,  I'nd  since  then, 
the  proceeds  thereof  "in  trust  until  such' time  as  the  Mission  Church 
shall  become  a  duly  incorporated  Church,  or  longer  if  the  congregation 
so  elect,**  as  provided  in  Section  5  of  Canon  XVIII. 

In  the  present  and  prospective  condition  of  these  missions,  it  is  im- 
possible to  strictly  fulfill  this  trust.  The  original  contributors  intended 
to  make  a  permanent  contribution  for  religious  purposes,  and  it  is  very 
doubtful  if  they  have  any  claim  on  these  funds.  Besides,  in  most,  if 
not  all  of  the  cases,  it  would  be  impossible  to  ascertain  with  certainty, 
who  the  original  contributors  were,  and  the  amount  of  their  contri- 
butions. 

Under  these  circumstances  we  think  the  funds  should  be  held  by 
the  Association  and  devoted  as  nearly  as  possible,  to  the  purposes  for 
which  they  were  contributed.  To  carry  out  this  idea,  we  recommend 
the  following  disposition: 

1.  The  interest  previously  earned  should  be  added  to,  and  become 
a  part  of  the  principal  of  these  funds,  severally,  and  the  principal  as 
thus  augmented,  should  be  held  and  invested  by  the  Association.  If  a 
parish  or  mission,  from  which  any  of  these  funds  was  derived  should 
be  revived,  the  principal  of  the  fund  should  be  held  in  trust,  by  the 
Association,  for  the  benefit  of  the  revived  parish  or  mission,  upon  the 
same  trusts  that  the  property  of  the  extinct  parish  or  mission  was  held. 

2.  These  funds  were  devoted  to  religious  uses,  and  they  can  now 
only  be  so  used  by  appropriating  their  income  for  that  purpose.  They 
were  intended  to  subserve  the  purpose  of  missions,  and  we  think  that 
that  purpose  can  be  carried  out,  by  the  Association  paying  the  income 
to  the  Board  of  Missions,  to  be  expended  by  them  in  the  missionary 
work  of  the  Diocese. 

3.  '  Under  this  arrangement  the  principal  will  always  be  kept  in- 
tact and  held  as  a  trust  fund,  for  benefit  of  places,  where  the  missions 
have  died  out,  which  may  hereafter  be  restored  to  life,  and  in  the  mean-

while,  the  income  from  the  funds,  is  being  used  for  the  same  work,  that 
those  missions  would  have  done  if  they  had  remained  alive. 

We  think  that  this  plan  is  just  as  equitable  to  all  interests  and 
substantially  carries  out  the  purposes  of  the  original  donors.

House,  Kalamazoo,  was  regularly  and  duly  organized  by  the  election 
of  the  Rev.  John  N.  McCormick  as  President,  and  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Fortes- 
que Gairdner  as  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  held  eight  meetings  during  the  year.  Appro- 
priations were  made  from  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy,  in  be- 
half of  the  late  Rev.  J.  W.  Bancroft,  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Van  Antwerp  D.  D.

Saliua. 

The  Rev.  Cyrus  Mendenhall  was  elected  to  fill  the  office  of  Treas- 
urer of  the  Diocese,  made  vacant  by  the  illness  of  Mr.  £.  T.  Mont- 
gomery, until  a  successor  shall  be  elected  and  shall  qualify.

[See  appendix  for  the  detailed  financial 
report.] 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Lucas,  read  the  Report  of  the  Board. 

REPORT  OF   THE  BOARD  OF   MISSIONS. 

The  Board  of  Missions  herewith,  through  its  Secretary  submits  its 
Annual  Report  to  the  29th  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michig'an. 

In  preparing-  this  Report,  the  Secretary,  for  purposes  of  compar- 
ison, has  looked  over  the  reports  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board  of 
Missions  20  to  26  years  ago. 

In  the  Journal  of  1877,  there  were  reported  17  Missionaries  serv- 
ing 25  fields  of  labor. 

A  few  of  these  are  now  self-sustaining  parishes,  others  are  still 
numbered  in  the  list  of  Missions.  But  some,  alas,  are  numbered 
among  the  silent  churches,  or  in  that  more  melancholy  list  which  have 
dropped  out  of  sight  as  non-existent;  examples  of  sterile  ground  where 
the  church  seed  has  failed  to  find  nourishing  soil,  or  has  been  lost  by 
neglect. 

In  the  Kalamazoo  Convocation,  none  of  the  churches  placed  in  the 
list  of  parishes  receive  Missionary  aid.  Of  these,  however,  Albion  is  a 
recent  applicant  for  help,  and  as  soon  as  a  suitable  man  can  be  found 
it  will  be  served  with  regular  services.  For  some  months  the  church 
has  been  kept  open  for  weekly  services  by  a  faithful  and  devoted  lay 
reader. 

In  the  natural  order  of  things.  Homer  should  be  connected  with 
Albion. 

In  the  Grand  Rapids  Convocation,  the  following  places  classed  as 
parishes  are,  or  until  quite  recently  have  been  served  by  clergy  receiv- 
ing Missionary  aid:  £lk  Rapids,  Grand  Haven,  Holland  and  Trav- 
erse City. 
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A  stipend  has  been  granted  Mt.  Pleasant,  but  the  arrangements 
being  made  for  a  minister  fell  through.  This  is  a  very  important 
place  and  the  church  ought  not  by  any  means  to  be  closed. 

In  the  list  of  Organized  Missi6ns  in  the  two  Convocations,  the  fol- 
lowing places  are  served  by  clergy  receiving  Missionary  aid:  South 
Haven,  Sturgis,  Paw  Paw,  Three  Rivers,  Schoolcraft,  Charlevoix, 
Central  Lalce,  East  Jordan,  Greenville,  Newaygo  and  St.  John's, 
Grand  Rapids. 

A  few  changes  have  occurred  during  the  Convention  year.  Three 
Rivers  and  Schoolcraft  have  been  joined  together,  and  are  being  served 
by  a  faithful  and  efficient  man,  Mr.  Elmer  C.  Jameson,  who  is  a 
candidate  for  Orders. 

Big  Rapids,  although  not  receiving  a  stipend,  has  been  g^ven 
assistance. 

Elk  Rapids,  too,  is  again  left  vacant  by  its  clergyman,  after  less 
than  a  year's  service,  who  leaves  it  for  another  place. 

Grand  Haven,  which  for  some  years  has  been  a  self-sustaining 
parish  has  found  it  necessary  to  apply  for  Missionary  aid.  It  is  to  be 
hoijed,  however,  that  its  new  rector  will  sustain  his  well  known  repu- 
tation for  building  up,  by  rendering  the  church   again  self-supporting. 

Holland  is  one  of  those  favored  towns  in  Western  Michigan,  which 
is  realizing  a  good  growth  in  population,  and  the  people  and  rector  of 
Grace  Church  are  awake  to  their  opportunities  and  are  bringing  forth 
manifold  evidences  of  progress. 

Traverse  Cit3*  is  another  of  our  progressive  and  growing  churches 
whose  rector  is  doing  Missionary  work  in  other  fields,  and  is  receiving 
compensation  therefor  from  the  Missionary  Board. 

St.  John's,  Grand  Rapids,  under  its  capable  and  energetic  minis- 
ter is  showing  sigps  of  growth. 

Our  Mibsionary  force  this  year  has  been  smaller  than  usual,  nine 
men  serving  sixteen  places,  and  a  numt>er  of  vacant  churches  are 
suffering  not  for  the  want  of  aid  from  the  Board,  but  from  the  inability 
to  find  them  capable  men. 

The  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  presents  several  difficulties. 
One  of  the  chief  difficulties  under  which  we  labor  is  that  of  grouping 
several  small  churches  together,  and  so  giving  the  men  whom  if  they 
could  serve  such  groups,  might  have  plenty  of  work  and  decent  compen- 
sation. 

But  either  by  reason  of  the  long  distances  intervening  between  these 
churches  that  ought  to  be  grouped  together,  or  because  of  the  unreason- 
able requirements  of  the  p>eople  demanding  services  every  Sunday,  for 
these  or  other  reasons,  the  grouping  of  Missions,  except  in  few  cases, 
is  difficult  to  carry  out.  As  a  consequence  we  have  too  many  cases 
where  smallness  of  salary  and  other  limitations  produce  discourai^e- 
ment  on  the  part  of  the  zealous  clergyman.  The  people  perhaps  become 
discouraged  because  he  has  not  been  able  to  work  miracles.  And 
hence,  our  frequent  and  long  vacancies  in  the  weaker  churches. 

That  is  a  good  motto  expressed  by  one  of  our  Bishops:  '*Get  good 
men,  then  give  them  plenty  of  work  and  good  salaries,  and  they  will  be 
content  and  stay." 

If  we  could  get  back  to  the  causes  of  frequent  changes,  we  should 
find  in  the  majority  of  cases,  small  and  uncertain  salaries  and  too 
little  work. 

The  work  in  our  Missions  during  the  past  year  has  moved  along  in 
the  usual  quiet  way.  A  few  places  have  noteworthy  results  to  show 
as  the  result  of  years  of  faithful,  patient  work.  At  South  Haven  a 
new  church  is  being  built.  At  Holland,  a  very  handsome  and  conven- 
ient Rectory  has  been  finished  and  occupied.  At  Sturgis,  a  church  is 
in  process  of  erection. 
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Twenty-six  years  ago  in  the  Secretary's  report  the  following  is 
said  of  Sturgis:  "An  effort  is  being  made  to  build  a  chapel."  This 
hope  a  quarter  of  a  century  later  has  found  its  fruition  under  the  wise 
and  capable  leadership  of  Dr.  McKenzie,  and  the  generous,  fostering 
care  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

The  same  Journal  of  1877  has  a  few  other  noteworthy  items,  e.  g., 
the  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Board  in  his  report  connects  Greenville 
and  Ionia,  the  latter  as  a  Mission  being  served  from  Greenville.  Hol- 
land and  Saugatuck  were  then  as  now  connected  but  with  the  clergy- 
man residing  at  Saugatuck.  .  This  is  said  of  the  two  places:  **The 
Rev.  Wm.  Flower  is  faithfully  at  work  here,  the  former  of  which,  viz. 
Holland,  presents  no  great  promise  for  the  immediate  future,  while 
All  Saint's,  Saugatuck,  manifests  increased  activity."  What  a  relent- 
less revolutionist  is  time;  how  ruthlessly  it  deals  with  our  hopes  and 
our  prophesies,  as  seen  in  the  reversed  conditions  of  these  two  places. 

Another  item  worth  mentioning  from  the  same  report  is  this,  that 
Luding^on  and  Pentwater  were  at  that  time  joined  together,  a  relation 
which  ought  by  all  means  to  be  renewed  now. 

In  the  same  report.  Three  Rivers,  Schoolcraft  and  Union  City  were 
served  by  the  same  clergyman.  This  year  Three  Rivers  and  School- 
craft are  again  united,  and  the  missionary  has  promised  to  give  attention 
to  Union  City. 

There  are  at  least  six  important  points  that  ought  to  be  filled  up 
at  once,  viz.  Albion,  Elk  Rapids,  Charlotte,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Ludington 
and  Pentwater.  The  Board  is  ready  and  willing  to  provide  for  these 
places  necessary  aid.  But  where  are  the  men?  And  especially  the 
right  kind  of  men.  Not  ecclesiastical  cranks,  or  fossils,  or  drones,  or 
absent  minded  students;  but  practical,  talented,  pious  and  energetic 
men — men  who  live  in  the  twentieth  century,  and  not  in  the  tenth — men 
who  are  awake  to  present  day  demands  and  needs — men  of  piety,  but 
equally  men  of  good  common  sense — men  of  clean  lips  and  pure  lives, 
who  will  be  worthy  examples,  as  well  as  faithful  shepherds  of  the 
flock  of  Christ. 

Can  we,  however,  expect  to  find  such  men  as  these  important  mis- 
sion churches  need  for  the  paltry  salary  of  six  or  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars? It  is  very  much  to  be  desired  that  our  minimum  for  salaries 
could  be  put  at  $800.  A  capable  and  efficient  minister  ought  not  to  re- 
ceive less  than  this,  and  our  mission  churches  do  not  want  and  ought 
not  to  have  men  who  are  either  unworthy  or  incapable. 

Another  matter  deserving  mention  in  considering  the  problems  of 
our  mission  work  is  this,  that  our  young  theologues  should  be  com- 
pelled to  give  at  least  five  years  in  actual  missionary  work  before 
being  allowed  to  exercise  their  own  volition  in  the  choice  of  fields  of 
labor. 

This  Diocese  would  do  the  church,  and  her  young  clergy  also,  good 
service  by  petitioning  the  next  General  Convention  to  pass  a  law,  mak- 
ing it  obligatory  upon  every  young  man  seeking  the  ministry  in  this 
church,  that  before  he  can  be  ordained  to  the  Diaconate,  he  shall 
pledge  himself  to  serve  the  church  for  five  years  in  mission  fields 
wherever  his  Bishop  shall  send  him. 

Then  too,  the  churches  receiving  Missionary  aid  'should  be  taught 
toappreciate  this  aid  by  taking  up  regular  missionary  offerings  for  the 
Board,  say  every  three  months.  As  a  matter  of  fact  they  do  almost 
nothing  toward  replenishing  the  Board's  treasury.  This  matter  is 
worthy  the  special  consideration  of  the  Apportioning  Committee,  so 
that  the  attention  of  such  churches  may  be  called  to  their  just  and 
reasonable  obligation. 

Pauperizing  is  bad  polic3'  in  secular  or  religious  affairs.

Brethren,  the  Missionaiy  work  of  our  Diocese  demands  our  serious 
and  earnest  consideration;  it  demands  liberal  g'iving'  on  the  part  of  all 
the  churches  in  the  Diocese,  both  great  and  small.  It  demands  sym- 
pathetic care  on  the  part  of  the  Missionary  Board.  It  demands  the 
best  qualities  of  mind  and  heart  of  the  true  missionary  patience,  zeal, 
heroism,  piety  and  self-sacrifice. 

It  is  to  be  sincerely  desired  that  the  Bishop  and  the  Board  may 
succeed  in  finding  a  sufficient  number  of  the  right  kind  of  men  to  man 
our  famishing  and  promising  Missions,  and  that  the  men  and  women 
of  the  Diocese  may  respond  generously  to  the  demands  with  means  to 
sustain  the  men  secured,  so  that  they  may  be  paid  sufficient  salaries 
to  keep  them  in  their  places,  with  a  fair  measure  of  contentment.

Thursday  morningf  at  8:30  o'clock. 
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THURSDAY  MORNING,  8:30  A.  M. 

Mornings  prayer  was  said  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  D.  Charles  White,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Beeson  and  the 
Rev.  J.  W.  Armstrong. 

The  Bishop  read  that  portion  of  his  address  which  re- 
ferred to  the  'decease  of  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Bancroft  and  of 
Bishops  who  had  passed  away  during  the  past  Conventional 
year,  and  after  singing  hymn  176,  offered  memorial  prayers. 

The  following  minute  of  respect  and  appreciation  was 
adopted:

Who  hath  not  lost  a  friend  f  *' 

These  are  the  words  that  first  come  into  our  minds  in  noting*  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Webb  Bancroft.  We  have  known  him  t>e8t  as 
a  friend,  and  ^ia  embodies  the  best  which  can  be  said  of  any  one;  .be- 
cause to  be  a  true  and  tried  friend,  one  needs  a  well  rounded,  consist- 
ent Christian  character.  This,  Mr.  Bancroft  possessed  in  a  marked 
degree.  One  could  always  feel  that  there  were  sterling  qualities  in 
his  mind  and  heart.  True  to  his  Master  as  the  needle  to  the  pole,  he 
filled  every  station  of  life  to  which  the  providence  of  Grod  called  him  in 
an  able,  worthy  and  conscientious  manner.  As  Parish  Priest,  he 
rounded  out  a  score  of  years  in  the  only  parish  he  ever  had;  as  General 
Missionary,  he  went  up  and  down  the  Diocese  with  a  consecrated  pur- 
pose of  doing  his  full  duly;  as  a  member,  and  for  the  most  time  presi- 
dent, of  the  Standing  Committee,  he  performed  the  often  delicate  duties 
with  fidelity  to  the  Church;  and  as  a  Deputy  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, he  gave  always  the  same  pains-taking  care  to  every  detail  of  its 
work.  To  this  there  should  be  added  his  faithful  work  as  Secretary 
of  the  Diocese,  from  its  organization  to  the  year  1887,  when  he  was 
compelled  to  relinquish  it  on  account  of  his  other  work. 

To  have  lived  such  a  life,  is  to  come  to  the  harvest  of  Grod,  as  a 
shock  of  corn  fully  ripe,  fit  for  the  Master's  use.  He  was  not,  for  Grod 
took  him;  his  heart,  then  his  mind  and  finally  his  body,  waiting  for 
the  resurrection  of  the  last  great  day  and  the  life  of  the  world  to 
come.  *'Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the 
joy  of  the  Lord.** 

The  Rev.  Joseph  Webb  Bancroft  was  born  May  24th,  1825,  and 
died  February,  1903.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  AND  AKELEY 

INSTITUTE. 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Education  and  Akeley  Institute  join 
the  Bishop  in  hearty  cong^ratulations  over  the  greatly  improved  oondi- 
1  ions  of  Akeley  Institute  during  the  past  year,  and  its  encouraging' 
prospects  for  the  coming  year. 

We  hope  the  Church  people  in  Michigan  may  warmly  encourage 
the  efficient  administration  of  this  excellent  school.  The  Clergy,  by 
calling  the  attention  of  Church  people  who  have  daughters  to  be  edu- 
cated, to  send  them  to  Akeley.  And  that  our  Church  people  may  be 
led  to  see  the  importance  of  an  education  under  the  teaching  and.  in- 
fluence of  our  own  faith,  instead  of  in  institutions  of  alien  faith. 

Surely  in  this  day  all  must  appreciate  the  value  of  a  strictly 
Christian  education,  at  least  as  a  supplement  to  the  education  provided 
by  our  public  schools. 

The  Church  and  the  Christian  Schools  must  co-operate  to  make  our 
American  homes  Christian  homes,  that  the  mothers  of  the  rising 
generation  may  be  able  to  train  up  their  children  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord. 

Akeley  Institute  is  pre-eminently  our  Diocesan  School.  Let  the 
Church  show  its  appreciation  and  its  sympathy  with  it  by  helping  it 
in  every  possible  way.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  beg*  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  noted  with  pleasure  two  indications  of  Diocesan  prosperity. 
1st,  the  increased  number  of  confirmations;  2nd,  the  more  general 
supply  of  clerg'y  in  our  parishes  and  missions.  In  many  places  there 
have  been  confirmation  classes  remarkable  for  both  quantity  and 
quality,  and  the  average  has  been  larger  than  for  some  years  past. 
This  is  always  an  encouragement,  and  there  is  added  to  it  the  grati- 
fication of  seeing  a  smaller  number  of  vacant  parishes  and  a  more 
general  and,  apparently,  more  permanent  settlement  of  clergy. 

The  subject  of  Diocesfin  Missions,  which  has  been  brought  more 
particularly  before  the  Convention  in  other  reports,  is  one  of  continuous 
importance,  and  while  we  can  but  feel  that  we  are  still  far  below  the 
measure  of  our  responsibilities  and  our  opportunities,  there  are  some 
signs  of  growing  Interest  shown  in  the  discussion  and  partial  adoption 
of  new  methods  for  spreading  information,  arousing  enthusiasm,  and 
thus  raising  larger  offerings.  We  must  not  abate  an  atom  of  our  in- 
telligent and  devoted  interest  in  this  ever  pressing  field  of  Diocesan 
endeavor.  It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  an  experienced  man  be 
secured  as  Archdeacon,  or,  at  least,  that  the  missionaries  already  en- 
gaged may  enlarge  their  sphere  of  operation  to  the  farthest  limit  of 
possible  activity. 

The  Committee  also  expresses  the  hope  that  the  matter  of  increasing 
the  fund  for  the  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate  may  be  taken  up  and 
carried  through  before  it  is  too  late.  The  Diocese  has  already  sus- 
tained one  serious  disappointment  in  this  regard,  and  another  failure 
would  be  a  grievous  blow  to  any  further  or  future  efforts  toward  the 
consummation  of  this  most  desirable  achievement. 

The  Committee  also  notes  with  pleasure  the  erection  of  buildings 
in  various  parishes  suitable  for  the  institutional  work  of  the  Church, 
as  parish  or  guild  houses.  We  regard  this  as  a  sign  of  increasing 
interest  in  a  very  important  part  of  church  work.  In  this  connection, 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  one  of  the  rooms  in  the  new  parish  house 
erected  by  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  has  been  set  apart  for 
the  use  of  the  Bishop  and  of  Diocesan  boards  and  committees. 

On  the  whole,  the  Committee  feels  that  we  have  this  year  some  un- 
usual reasons  for  encouragement  in  regard  to  our  Diocesan  condition, 
and  we  earnestly  hope  that  these  signs  may  lead  to  still  greater  pros- 
perity in  the  coming  year.

REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  Church  Literature  begs  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing: 

The  real  purpose  for  which  the  church  takes  part  in  education  is 
to  press  religious  education  in  the  best  possible  form,  as  far  as  the 
church's  influence  can  possibly  reach,  and  one  of  the  ways  in  which 
she  does  this  is  through  her  literature.  Much  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  past,  but  there  yet  remains  a  vast  amount  of  this  work  to  be  done 
in  the  future. 

In  cannot  be  denied  that  the  thirst  for  Church  literature  of  all  kinds 
is  not  what  it  ought  to  be.  That  thirst  has  to  be  stimulated.  The 
Clergy  must  infect  their  people  with  the  feeling  that  Church  literature 
is  as  necessary  to  education,  and  perhaps  more  so,  than  a  great  deal 
that  is  so  readily  devoured  by  the  masses. 

In  review  and  magazine,  every  shade  of  thought  under  heaven 
courts  our  notice  and  bids  for  popular  favor.  Word  pictures  of  the 
active  life  of  every  corner  of  the  world,  fresh  fruits  of  science,  fresh 
triumphs  of  sport,  stories  of  travel  and  adventure,  of  love  and  war. 

And  thirst  for  these  things  is  an  ever  increasing  one.  For  a  very 
small  sum  a  choice  of  a  hundred  classic  treasures  are  obtainable. 
Why  cannot  the  same  thirst  for  Church  literature  be  stimulated  ? 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  practical  suggestions  made  by  last 
year's  committee  as  set  forth  on  pages  46  and  47  of  the  Journal,  and 
would  further  suggest  that  not  only  should  Church  literature  be  dis- 
tributed and  spread  among  our  (>eople,  but  that  the  Clergj*  take  up  the 
matter  of  Church  Literature  in  sermons  and  addresses  once  or  twice  a 
year. 
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While  a  great  responsibility  rests  upon  the  Clergy  in  reference  to 
this  subject,  it  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  that  parents  and  teachers;  in 
fact,  every  one  interested  in  religious  education,  should  realize  that  not 
only  is  it  a  great  object  in  life  to  train  for  good  citizenship,  but  a 
greater  one  to  train  for  Christian  citizenship.  It  is  Christian  know- 
ledge, fairly  and  fully  presented,  that  is  going  to  make  lives  strong  and 
brave. 

There  is  today  a  want,  which  is  being  felt  in  every  department  of 
our  social  life,  of  that  kind  of  depth  and  tranquillity  of  character, 
which  can  only  come  through  a  more  thorough  acceptance  of  Christian 
literature.  Let  it  be  the  aim  of  Laity  and  Clergy  alike  to  do  our  share 
in  making  the  communities  around  us  realize  that  the  Church  is  a 
great  factor  in  the  education  of  the  world,  and  we  can  only  accomplish 
this  by  becoming  ready  ^and  willing  students  of  her  literature.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Convention  to  carry 
out  the  scheme  of  the  District  Secretaries  for  the  Board  of  Missions  of 
New  York  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

The  necessities  of  our  Missionary  Work  growing  out  of  its. increas- 
ing expansion  lead  from  time  to  time  to  the  improvement  of  our  ma- 
chinery. The  General  Convention,  at  its  last  gathering,  divided  the 
Church  into  seven  districts  and  appointed  seven  General  Secretaries, 
or  Superintendents,  to  supervise  the  carrying  out  of  the  will  of  the 
General  Convention.    Among  the  duties  entrusted  to  those  Secretaries  are : 

1st.  To  arrange  for  Missionary  sermons  to  be  preached  in  every 
Church  on  or  about  the  second  Sunday  after  Epiphany. 

2nd.  To  try  to  induce  the  Clergy  to  exchange  for  the  purpose  of 
preaching  Missionary  sermons  on  or  about  that  date. 

3rd.  To  enlist  the  Clergy  in  the  work  of  securing  pledges  from 
individuals  to  pray  at  midday,  every  day,  for  the  Cause  of  Missions 
and  for  Missionaries. 

Rev.  Dr.  Clark,  our  District  Superintendent,  recommends  that  in 
each  Diocese  in  his  district  a  committee  shall  be  created,  through 
whom  he  shall  seek  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. 

In  response  to  this  work  the  Committee  was  created  one  year  ago. 

We  regret  to  say  that  this  Committee  has  only  made  a  feeble  be- 
ginning to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  its  creation.  But  if  it  shall  be  the 
pleasure  of  this  Convention  to  continue  it  anothei'  year,  it  is  hoped  and 
believed  that  a  good  degree  of  success  can  be  attained.  Dr.  Clark 
suggests  that  this  Committee  shall  ask  the  Convention  to  provide  a 
small  sum  to  pay  for  the  expenses  of  correspondence  and  for  the  pur- 
chase and  distribution  of  such  literature  as  the  Committee  may  use.

As  Reg'istrar  I  report  that  I  have  received  journals  of  almost  all 
the  conventions  for  the  year  1902.  As  Librarian  I  report  no  books  re- 
ceived durinif  the  year;  the  library  has  received  about  its  usual  pat- 
ronag'e. 

The  year's  appropriation  of  $25  has  not  been  drawn  upon  and  I 
have  $4.60  to  the  credit  of  the  Registrar's  fund  from  the  year  before, 
but  now  there  is  need  of  money  for  repairs  and  binding  and  that 
greater  need  of  proper  rooms  or  house  for  the  keeping  of  our  valuable 
collections  of  pamphlets,  journals,  records  and  documents  that  form  the 
Registrar's  department.  While  the  library  greatly  needs  room  and 
cataloguing  and  part  of  it  put  in  circulation,  part  of  it  shelved  and 
kept  for  reference  and  part  of  it  sold  or  given  away,  as  may  prove  best  to 
make  room  for  o^er  books,  we  do  not  need  duplicates  of  even  stand- 
ard works  in  a  reference  library. 

The  library  has  outgrown  the  rules  governing  its  use  as  a  circulat- 
ing library,  while  as  a  collection  for  a  historical  one  having  authorized 
and  authoritative  works  its  value  is  very  great  and  not  capable  of  being 
duplicated.  I  have  no  resolutions  to  offer,  but  commend  the  situation 
to  your  thoughtful  consideration.

The  Rev.  Roger  H.  Peters,  from  the  Special  Committee 
on  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions,  presented  and  read  the 
following  report: 
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REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  that  portion  of  the  Bishop^s  address  which  re- 
fers to  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions,  respectfully  submits  the  fol- 
lowing: 

This  Committee  was  appointed  late  in  the  session  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  so  does  not  have  the  opportunity  to  make  such  a  report  as  the 
subject  demands. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  in  his  address  deplores  the  record  made  by 
the  Diocese  last  year  in  its  failure  to  meet  the  apportionment  laid  upon 
it,  as  well  as  the  slight  progress  made  in  that  direction  this  year.  It 
is  a  feeling  that  must  be  shared  by  all.  The  burden  of  the  failure 
last  year  and  the  threatened  one  this  year  lies  upon  both,  clergy  and 
laity.  Let  the  clergy  dwell  with  more  emphasis  upon  the  importance 
of  making  this  plan  of  raising  Missionary  funds  a  success,  and  this 
Diocese  will  come  nearer  if  it  does  not  entirely  meet  its  apportion- 
ment. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Domestic  atnd  Foreign  Missions  Society  re- 
ports on  May  21,  1903,  a  very  encouraging  increase  in  offerings,  but 
states  the  large  sum  that  must  yet  be  raised  if  the  Board  shall  meet  all 
obligations.  The  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  is  asked  to  give  this 
year  less  than  it  was  to  give  last  year.  This  should  be  an  additional 
incentive  to  renewed  effort. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  clergy  make  exchanges 
among  themselves  for  the  preaching  of  sermons  upon  this  subject. 

•  Also  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of  three  clergymen  to  co-oper- 
ate with  the  Secretary  of  this  District  in  this  most  pressing  work.

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


The  Clergy  will  please  read  appropriate  parts  to  their 
congregations  on  a  T.-ord's  Day  morning  soon  after  the 
Convention: 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

My  life  continued  through  another  year  of  borrowed 
time,  it  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  welcome  you  to  an- 
other Convention.  Years  come  and  go  swiftly,  yet  with  a 
l^pnd  of  active  workmen  in  the  Master's  vineyard,  even  a 
twelvemonth  should  have  its  tale  of  accomplishment,  for  the 
Annual  Convention.  Then,  changfes  and  developments  will 
demand  its  attention  and  action.  Our  Convention  is  for  busi- 
ness. We  relegate  what  pertains  to  the  spiritual  working  in 
our  Parishes,  and  to  the  Missionary  interests  of  the  Church 
at  home  and  abroad,  to  our  eflfective  Semi-Annuals.  Yet  all 
the  interests,  and  so  all  the  affairs  that  come  before  us,  have 
a  spiritual  relation;  they  lead  directly  or  indirectly  to  the  well 
being  of  the  kingdom.  The  Parish  is  an  institution  working 
with  "the  Bishop  and  Shepherd  of  our  souls,"  to  draw  all 
men  unto  Him,  and  ever  hastening  the  kingdom. 

THE  DECEASE  OF  THE  REV.  JOSEPH  WEBB 

BANCROFT,  A.  B. 

The  vear  has  taken  from  us  one  of  our  Priestlv  band, 
than  whom  no  one  was  more  closclv  allied  with  the  Diocese. 
Aside  from  his  continuel  residence  with  the  Diocese  at  its 
birth,  he  represented  the  Diocese  at  four  General  Conven- 
tions, and  was  on  the  Standing  Committee  and  Chairman 
up  to  1897.  Qualified  by  his  intelligence  and  clear  judgment, 
he  was  prominent  in  all  pertainimr  to  the  founclation  and 
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early  history  of  the  Diocese.  The  Rector  for  twenty  years  of 
Emmanuel,  Hastings,  his  first  and  only  Parish,  he  left  it  in 
1885,  to  assume  the  more  laborious  and  less  satisfactory  posi- 
tion of  General  Missionary,  continuing  in  it  until  his 
"strength  taken  down  in  his  journey,"  forced  his  resignation. 
He  exchanged  the  couch  of  long  and  suffering  illness  for 
eternal  life  on  the  night  of  Ash  Wednesday,  1903.  In  my 
in  Memoriam  address,  I  could  but  speak  of  him  as  **a  good 
man,''  '*an  Israelite  indeed  in  whom  was  no  guile,"  and  "a 
faithful  Minister  of  Christ."  Only  those  who  were  familiar 
with  our  brother  in  his  vigour,  can  appreciate  the  force  and 
excellence  of  his  personality — his  intellectual  strength,  his 
sound  judgment,  his  charity,  his  sweetness  of  temper.  To 
me  he  was  a  very  dear  friend,  a  valued  counselor.  Yet  I  saw 
and  knew  too  much  of  his  sickbed,  not  to  rejoice  that  he  is 
"delivered  from  the  burden  of  the  flesh,  and  is  in  joy  and 
felicity." 

THE  DECEASE  OF  BISHOPS. 

Five  Bishops  have  passed  away  in  the  year.  The  Rt.  Rev. 
Francis  McNeece  Whittle,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  Bishop  of  Virginia, 
died  June  18,  1902,  aged  79  years.  Bishop  Whittle  was  a 
standard  bearer  of  the  old  Evangelical  school — a  school  that 
if  it  had  not  the  pronounced  Churchmanship  of  modern 
standards,  knew  nothing  of  tampering:  with  '*the  Faith — 
once  for  all — delivered  to  the  saints,"  and  read,  rubrics  and 
canons  as  having  too  solemn  a  sanction  to  be  set  aside  at  the 
will  of  Deacon,  Priest  or  Bishop.  Sitting  near  him  in  the 
General  Convention,  that  finally  passed  on  the  changes  in  the 
Prayer  Book,  I  recall- his  uniform  negative.  He  may  have 
gone  too  far  in  his  opposition,  but  it  was  a  loyalty  of  far  more 
honor  than  present  day  laxity.  A  paper,  the  organ  of  a  very 
c»pposite  school,  had  the  generosity  to  render  this  tribute  to 
his  memory:  *'His  purity  of  life,  his  loveableness  of  nature, 
the  affection  he  inspired  among  his  Clergy  because  he  was 
himself  affectionate,  his  evangelical  fervor  and  piety,  have 
been  the  means  of  personal  success,  because  they  were  posi- 
tive elements  which  bespoke  a  high  order  of  virtue,  and  be- 
cause they  contain  within  themselves  the  elements  of 
righteousness." — The  Living  Church,  June  28.  1902.  One 
of  his  Clergy  said  of  him:  *Tf  asked  for  his  chief  character- 
istic, I  should  reply  without  a  moment^s  hesitation:  strength: 
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Strength  of  character,  conviction,  principles,  purpose,  faith, 
will,  conscience,  mind,  heart,  everything." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Woodward  Barnwell,  D.  D.,  Bishop 
of  Alabama,  died  on  July  24,  1902,  aged  53  years.  His  Epis- 
copate was  one  day  less  than  two  years.  Those  who  knew 
him  testify  to  **the  singular  sweetness  and  amiability  of  his 
disposition,  his  tactful  courtesy,  his  graciousness  and  charm 
of  manner  were  joined  to  a  judicious  temper  and  a  steadfast- 
ness of  purpose  that  made  his  rule  one  to  which  men  gave 
glad  allegiance." — Churchman,  August  2,  1902. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  D.  D.,  LL.  D., 
Bishop  of  Mississippi,  died  November  18,  1902.  Bishop 
Thompson  was  eminently  a  scholar.  He  had  **the  pen  of  a 
ready"  and  strong  **writer."  His  numerous  books,  some  of 
them  brief  animated  treatises  on  points  of  Christian  belief  and 
living,  others  deeper  studies  on  deeper  points,  will  survive 
him.  He  with  John  Henry  Hopkins  were  men  who  in  their 
day  made  the  Church  Press  a  power,  such  as  it  has  not  been 
snice.  Of  his  Episcopate,  it  makes  one  sad  to  think.  His  ad- 
dresses year  after  year  more  and  more  speak  of  discourage- 
ment, despondency,  despair.  They  are  bright,  witty,  sarcastic 
somewhat,  but  it  all  speaks  of  an  unhappy  Bishop.  Did  we 
know  more  of  his  Diocese,  no  doubt  it  would  explain  it.  We 
know  enough  to  say,  his  ^'purposes  were  broken  off,  even 
the  thoughts  of  his  heart."    And  now  **the  weary  is  at  rest." 

As  1  ani  preparing  this  address  there  comes  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  decease  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Frederick  William  Tay- 
lor, D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Quincy,  April  26,  1903.  His  Consecra- 
tion was  August  6,  1901.  Scarcely  could  he  have  had  well  in 
hand  the  work  of  his  Diocese.  I  can  only  speak  of  him  in 
the  words  of  those  who  were  associated  wath  him,  and  knew 
his  works  and  character.  *'He  was  one  of  the  foremost 
canonists  in  the  American  Church,  and  his  influence  in  the 
legislation  of  General  Conventions  was  large.  He  was  author 
of  several  controversial  and  historical  studies."  **Bishop 
Taylor  was  a  man  of  the  most  exalted  character.  Truth  was 
its  corner  stone,  and  other  virtues  followed,  and  no  one  was 
left  out." 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  Alfred  Starkey,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
Newark,  died  on  May  17,  1903.  After  holdin8[^  several  promi- 
nent Rectorships,  in  1880  he  was  Consecrated.  Those  who 
know  him  well  accord  to  him — a  preacher  of  rare  gifts,  a 
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thinker,  deeply  interested  in  all  Church  activities,  sagacious, 
conservative  and  devout;  his  administration  has  been  judi- 
cious, careful  and  successful/' 

As  year  after  year,  I  read  these  notices  of  prelates  whose 
work  has  ended,  and  hold  this  Memorial  service,  you  may 
ask,  why  is  it?  I  answer,  it  seems  to  me  some  recognition  of 
the  unity  of  the  Church.  We  have  a  common  interest  in  all 
the  Dioceses  and  their  Bishops,  and  it  is  something  to 
strengthen  our  church  aporeciation  and  attachment,  to  have 
brought  before  us  the  men  who  have  gfrandly  served  her  by 
.their  learning,  their  intelligence,  their  unwearied  labors,  and 
their  trials. 

THE  CLERGY  LIST. 

The  names  on  our  list  are  39.  Of  these  three  are  dis- 
qualified by  age  or  sickness;  three  are  resident,  but  not  regu- 
larly engaged;  three  are  working  in  other  Dioceses;  and  one 
has  not  applied  for  transfer;  one  has  his  letters  dimissory 
not  yet  acknowledged,  leaving  the  working  force  28.  Eleven 
is  a  large  number  to  be  on  our  list,  and  yet  not  serving  our 
work;  it  is  partly  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  Bishops  will 
not  receive  letters  -dimissor)'  unless  the  applicant  has  work  in 
their  Diocese. 

VISITATIONS. 

Uninterrupted  health  has  enabled  me  to  meet  the  de- 
mands for  Confirmation,  except  in  a  few  cases  where  the  late 
coming  of  the  Rector  has  deferred  the  time.  These  will  have 
attention  after  this  Convention. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  number  confirmed  in  21  Parishes  and  7  Missions  is 
388.    This  is  67  in  advance  of  the  last  year. 

A  marked  and  gratifying  feature  of  the  Confirmations  has 
been  the  number  of  young  men.  This  gives  hope  of  a  greater 
recognition  of  the  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood  in  the  Diocese. 
The  youthfulness  of  the  Candidates  p^enerally  suggests  the 
necessity,  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  Confirmation  profession, 
of  further  instruction,  and  constant  pastoral  watchfulness. 
The  immediate  instruction  must  in  many  cases  be  necessarily 
brief,  and  at  best  can  only  slightly  touch  **all  things  which  a 
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Christian  ought  to  know  and  beheve  to  his  soul's  health." 
Youth  with  inexperience,  amid  pleasures  and  in  new  posi- 
tions, will  often  need  to-be  warned,  encouraged,  stimulated. 
It  is  sometimes  said,  '*My  Pastor  was  exceedingly  interested 
in  my  welfare  before  I  was  confirmed ;  since  then  he  has  for- 
gotten me;  he  does  not  seem  to  care  whether  I  become  strong 
and  stable,  or  remain  always  a  child  in  grace."  The  con- 
tinuation of  the  class,  a  Sunday  annually  devoted  to  the 
Confirmees  in  the  Parish,  the  Corporate  Communion,  and  the 
private  interview,  will  help  the  ''continuing  forever,"  the 
daily  increase  in  the  Holy  Spirit  "more  and  more,"  and  save 
the  sad  experiences  often  connected  with  the  Confirmation 
class. 

THE  PROGRESS  OF  THE  YEAR. 

While  we  have  no  startling  facts  or  figures  to  present,  we 
should  be  unmindful  of  a  gracious  Providence  in  our  Dio- 
cesan affairs,  not  to  report  certain  evidence  of  progress  that 
combined  show  a  year  for  which  we  should  be  thankful. 

South  Haven  and  Sturgis  are  building  their  churches,  the 
comer  stones  laid;  St.  Mark's,  Grand  Rapids,  and  Battle 
Creek,  the  one  by  a  separate  building,  the  other  by  adaptation 
of  the  basement  of  the  church,  have  secured  the  means  for  the 
development  of  the  appointments,  the  benevolences,  and  the 
social  life  of  their  Parishes.  Holland  has  made  its  Rector 
comfortable  by  a  Rectory.  Improvements  are  made  in  the 
churches  of  Allegan,  Grand  Haven,  Petoskey,  Charlevoix  and 
the  Rectory  of  Allegan.  Services  are  resumed  at  Albion  by 
an  earnest  Lay  Reader;  at  Good  Shepherd,  Grand  Rapidd,  by 
the  Curate  of  St.  Mark's;  at  Luther,  bv  the  Minister  of  Big 
Rapids;  at  Mendon,  by  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Walton.  New  life  is 
developed  at  Big  Rapids,  Coldwater,  Harbor  Springs,  St. 
Paul's,  Grand  Rapids.  Copemish  has  had  some  successful 
Church  work  by  the  Rector  of  Manistee.  Charlotte  by  a 
bequest  of  a  former  member  has  prospect  of  resuming 
services.  Mt.  Pleasant  gives  evidence  of  terminating  the 
silent  church.  The  Parishes  in  debt  have  made  some  inroads 
on  their  obligations.  Two  Parishes  have  increased  the  salary 
of  their  Rectors.  St.  John's  Grand  Rapids,  the  orice  of  their 
church  reduced  bv  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Fair's  widow,  sees  the 
prospect  of  ultimate  ownership  brighter.  Our  Diocesan 
School  is  having  a  year  of  such  prosperity  as  it  has  not  known 
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for  a  long  period.  An  addition  of  $333.33  has  been  made  to 
our  Permanent  Missionary  Fund,  by  bequest  of  one  of  my 
parishioners  at  Ann  Arbor. 

THE  VACANCY  AND  SUPPLY  OF  PARISHES  AND 

MISSIONS. 

The  Rev.  D.  Charles  White,  Deacon,  on  his  ordination, 
June  29,  1902,  was  appointed  by  me  to  the  charge  of  St.  An- 
drew's church,  Big  Rapids.  The  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Dodshon, 
having  resigned  St.  John's,  Grand  Haven,  October  15,  1902; 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Beeson,  having  resigned  St.  John's,  Green- 
ville, February  ist,  1903,  on  this  date  entered  on  the  charge. 
The  Rev.  James  A.  Brown,  having  resigned  charge  of  Em- 
manuel, Hastings,  September  i,  1902,  the  Rev.  S.  M.  Moran 
assumed  charge,  February  i,  1903.  The  Rev.  Austin  F. 
Morgan  entered  on  duty  St.  John's,  Ionia,  February  1,  1903. 
The  Rev.  John  H.  Parsons,  having  resigned  St.  John's,  Grand 
Rapids,  November  5,  1902;  I  appointed,  with  consent  of  the 
Mission,  the  Rev.  William  J.  Webster,  Ph.  D.,  to  the  charge, 
entering  on  duty  January  2S,  1903.  The  Rev.  Frederick 
Welham,  having  terminated  his  services  in  St.  Paul's,  St. 
Joseph,  June  30,  1901,  the  Parish  having  been  under  tem- 
porary charge,  the  Rev.  Henry  Dixon  Jones  assumed  charge, 
March  6,  1903.  The  Rev.  H.  N.  Harrison  resigned  St. 
Paul's,  Elk  Rapids,  May  15,  1903.  The  Rev.  J.  H.  Dodshon, 
appointed  Curate  of  St.  Mark's,  Grand  Rapids,  by  the  Rector, 
commenced  his  services  November  7,  1002.  The  Rev.  Edgar 
F.  Davis,  appointed  by  the  Principals  of  Akeley  Institute, 
Chaplain  and  Instructor,  his  services  date  from  October  10, 
1902.  The  Rev.  F.  C.  O'Meara,  appointed  by  the  Bishop, 
\v'ith  consent  of  the  Mission,  beeran  his  services  at  Greenville, 
March  20,  1903.  The  Good  Shepherd,  Grand  Rapids,  is  in 
charge  of  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Dodshon.  A  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders  has  taken  charge  of  Three  Rivers  and  Schoolcraft, 
having  entered  on  his  duties  February  14,  1903. 

The  present  vacancies  in  Parishes  and  Missions  where 
there  is  any  im-mediate  prospect  of  resumingf  services  are, 
Charlotte,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Albion  and  Elk  Rapids.  Other 
vacancies  in  Parishes,  Homer,  that  should  be  united  with 
Albion:  Union  City,  with  a  church  unfit  for  services,  espe- 
cially in  winter;  Saugatuck,  a  summer  church.     In  Missions, 
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Lyons,  that  has  strength  that  should  be  sustained;  Pentwater, 
with  a  faithful  little  band  who  sustain  a  Sunday  School;  Man- 
eelona,  with  its  broken  windows  that  the  people  could  repair; 
Baldwin,  Cassopolis,  Central  Lake,  Dowagiac,  Quincy, 
Whitehall,  all  but  two  with  churches,  but  virtually  dead. 
This  is  a  lesser  list  of  vacant  and  abandoned  fields  than  I  have 
commonly  reported,  and  it  might  have  fewer  names  would  the 
neighboring  Clergy  show  their  Missionary  spirit  by  services 
and  oversight. 

DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

Nine  Missionaries  have  received  aid  from  the  Diocese  and 
the  Domestic  Board  during  the  whole  or  part  of  the  year. 
The  number  of  places  served  by  the  Missionaries,  i6.  The 
Domestic  Board  has- granted  us  $1,040*.  The  cases  in  which 
care  has  been  extended  by  Rectors  beyond  their  Parishes  are, 
Rev.  Mr.  Donohue,  sustaining  a  district  Sunday  School  in 
Grand  Rapdds,  and  giving  services  at  Rockford,  which  more 
than  keeps  alive  the  little  Mission;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jewell,  giv- 
ing attention  to  Copemish,  where  I  have  confirmed  seven, 
and  there  are  others  awaiting  my  visitation;  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Kearton  has  had  appointments  at  Homer;  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lucas  giving  constant  care  to  Three  Rivers  and  visiting  Mt. 
Pleasant;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Moran  giving  Lent  services  at  Char- 
lotte; the  Rev.  Mr.  White  looking  after  Luther,  and  visiting 
other  points;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walton  has  a  monthly  Sunday  at 
Mendon;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wells  has  accepted  invitations  to 
officiate.  I  am  repeating  myself  for  many  times,  when  I  say, 
how  fervently  I  desire  that  this  form  of  Missionary  exertion 
attracted  more  the  attention  and  engaged  the  services  of  our 
Rectors.  Around  every  Parish  are  villages  that  make  their 
appeal  in  the  persons  of  children  of  the  Church  who  feel  the 
deprivation  of  her  services,  and  in  the  fact  that  the  population 
are  utter  strangers  to  them. 

There  are  two  suggestions  I  have  to  make  in  connection 
with  our  home  work.  One  is,  that  instead  of  the  Missionarv 
being  confined  to  one  spot,  as  is  the  fact  in  all  but  three 
cases,  neighboring  towns  should  be  placed  under  his  charge. 
The  Missions  should  not  engross  the  whole  time  of  their 
Minister,  even  Sundays  could  be  spared.  Where  we  have  no 
building  a  hall  could  generally  be  secured  for  the  services, 
or  even  a  dwelling  used.     Our  work  is  too  limited  for  the 
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expenditure,  and  a  wider  field  would  give  more  encourage- 
ment to  the  Missionary.  A  second  suggestion  is,  that  the 
stipend  should  be  conditioned  on  a  sum  to  be  raised  by  the 
Mission  such  as  the  Board  may  have  reason  to  think  is  prac- 
ticable. As  it  is  now,  the  Missions  come  year  after  year 
showing  no  increase  of  self-help',  and  the  Board,  lest  the  Mis- 
sionary should  suffer,  grants  the  same  or  an  increased  stipend. 
There  are  places  in  the  Diocese  that  have  been  receiving  aid 
ever  since  its  existence,  and  before.  Only  a- very  important 
work  should  have  a  lifelong  lease  of  assistance.  There  is  too 
much  of  the  feeling  of  being  entitled,  and  far  too  little  of  the 
duty  to  release  the  Diocese. 

DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  offerings  to  our  Dpmestic  and  Foreign  Missions  for 
the  year  ending  September  i,  1902,  amounted  to  $1,974.23. 
Of  this  sum,  $1,015.53  applied  on  the  apportionment  of 
$2,048,24,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $1,032.71.  While  of  the 
whole  sum  the  increase  from  the  past  year  was  $189.94,  this 
is  a  record  of  which  we  cannot  be  proud,  especially  when 
we  examine  the  table  of  Parishes  and  their  payments.  Only 
two  of  the  larger  apportionments  were  met.  As  some  test 
of  what  may  be  expected  from  a  Parish  we  very  properly  re- 
gard the  number  of  communicants,  as  we  may  suppose  that 
here  interest  and  conscience  direct.  We  have  eight  Parishes 
of  over  200  communicants.  In  these,  with  one  exception 
where  the  per  capita  was  $1.00,  it  ran,  44c,  40c,  12c,  9c,  7c, 
oc.  As  to  the  current  year,  the  apportionment  is  $1,875. 
The  report  up  to  May  ist  shows  $525.91  received.  As  only 
three  months  remain  up  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  at 
least  two  of  these  the  least  hopeful  for  offerings,  the  prospect 
for  meeting  the  apportionment  is  discouraging.  When  we 
inquire  into  the  explanation  of  this  indifference  to  the  spread 
of  the  kingdom,  we  must  find  it  where  all  lukewarmness  is  ap- 
parent in  the  want  of  a  true  sense  of  the  value  of  the  Gospel 
for  one's  o\vn  soul  and  the  souls  of  others."  The  Churches  of 
Macedonia  are  commended,  that  "their  deep  poverty 
abounded  unto  the  riches  of  their  liberality,"  but  then,  "they 
first  gave  their  own  selves  unto  the  Lord."  We  shall  find  this 
narrow-mindedness  as  to  duty  and  privilege  operating 
through  a  selfish  parochialism.  Look  over  our  parochial  re- 
ports in  the  Journal,  and  you  will  see  even  lavish  expenditure 
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beyond  parochial  sustentation  for  convenience  and  orna- 
ments of  the  church,  with  in  comparison  the  merest  sum  for 
^'objects  without  the  Parish."  Such  coldness  in  the  cause 
for  which  Jesus  was  "lifted  up  on  the  cross  that  he  might  draw 
all  men  unto  Him;"  if  there  is  any  thought  of  spiritual  life  in 
the  Parish,  it  will  be  seen  this  must  prove  its  destruction — 
"the  candlestick  moved  out  of  his  place."  To  the  Parish  in 
this  or  any  other  Diocese  that  cares  not  for  the  Missionary 
spirit,  and  denies  the  Missionary  offering,  "Christ,  the  head 
of  the  Church,"  speakes  as  to  Laodicea,  *'Thou  sayest  I  am 
rich,  and  increased  with  goods,  and  have  need  of  nothing; 
and  knowest  not  that  thou  art  wretched,  and  miserable,  and 
poor,  and  blind,  and  naked."  Alas  for  the  "worker  together 
with  God,"  who  does  not  intensify  his  oft  uttered  "Thy  king- 
dom come,"  w^th  his  appeals  for  Missions,  his  calls  for  Mis- 
sionary money,  his  prayer  for  Mis^ons,  all  in  the  spirit  of  Him 
who  came  "to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost." 

In  the  name  of  charity,  we  must  enter  the  protest  against 
the  Easter  offerings  being  applied,  as  they  gfenerally  are,  to 
paying  church  debts  and  making  improvements.  These 
offerings  are  supposed  to  be  with  the  Lenten  observance — 
"the  alms  that  come  up  with  prayers  as  a  memorial  before 
God."  On  the  contrary,  they  are  put  not  into  the  treasury  of 
the  Lord,  but  are  mingled  with  the  expense  funds  of  the 
Parish.  They  are  used  with  pew  rents  and  subscriptions,  and 
proceeds  of  fairs,  rummage  sales,  tea  parties,  and  the  other 
devices  to  help  out  the  income. 

THE  SEMI-ANNUAL  DIOCESAN  CONFERENCE. 

The  November  meeting  was  held  at  Three  Rivers,  the 
Easter  meeting  at  Big  Rapids;  both  attended  with  the  usual 
interest  and  benefit. 

SOCIETIES  IN  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Diocesan  Journal  shows,  St.  Andrew's  Brotherhood 
in  seven  Parishes,  Daughters  of  the  King:  in  four.  Girls' 
Friendly  Society  in  one.  Young  People's  Endeavor  Society 
JTi  three,  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  fifteen,  the  Junior  Auxili- 
ary, two  active  and  three  inactive.  The  establishment  of  all 
these  is  generally  practicable,  and  will  not  interfere  with 
parochial    societies.     They   will    give  the    satisfaction   of  a 
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broader  view  and  work,  and  be  a  recognition  of  the  charity 
that  "looketh  not  every  man  on  his  own  things,  but  every 
man  also  on  the  thing's  of  others/' 

AKELEY  INSTITUTE. 

The  expectation  of  brighter  days  for  Akeley  has  been 
more  than  realized,  in  the  number  of  students,  the  pecuniary 
condition,  and  the  general  healthfulness  and  cheerfulness  of 
the  school  life.  This  is  owing,  under  heaven,  to  the  earnest- 
ness and  liberality  of  our  Principals,  and  the  co-operation  of 
our  teachers.  The  appointment  of  a  Chaplain  realizes  more 
the  Church  School.  For  details  I  refer  to  the  report  of  the 
Principal. 

The  liberality  of  three  of  the  Trustees  and  friends  of 
Akeley,  in  gifts  of  $5,000,  $2,500,  $600  and  $372,  enables  me 
to  state  that  the  floating  debt,  about  $8,500,  has  been  pro- 
vided for.  I  am  sure  you  will  all  recognize  here  what  all  the 
past  history  of  the  School  has  shown,  and  what  I  have  been 
wont  to  put  in  the  simple  but  heartfelt  words,  '*God  careth 
for  Akeley;''  while  you  will  feel  with  me  what  gratitude  is 
due  to  the  donors,  and  you  will  appreciate,  though  you  cannot 
as  he  who  addresses  you,  the  burden  of  years  of  anxiety  that 
is   now  lifted 

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CORRECTIONS  AND 

CHARITIES. 

As  has  been  my  custom  for  many  years,  I  have  devoted 
Thanksgiving  Day  to  the  School  for  the  Deaf,  and  Christmas 
Day  to  the  Industrial  Home  for  Girls,  and  a  Sunday  to  the 
State  Reformatory.  To  this  have  been  added  twenty  visits 
to  State  Institutions,  seven  to  Poor  Houses,  eleven  to  Jails, 
and  attendance  at  the  annual  Convention  of  the  Board. 

SHORTENING  THE  SERVICES. 

In  the  revision  .of  the  Prayer  Book  ample  provision  has 
been  made  for  relief  from  too  protracted  services.  This 
should  in  loyalty  have  prevented  liberties  that  are  to  some 
extent  taken  with  rubrics.  The  instances  I  have  noted  are, 
in  the  Morning  Prayer  passing  at  once  from  the  Sentences  to 
the  Lord's  Praver,  allowable  onlv  when  **the  Holv  Com- 
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fnunion  is  immediately  to  follow."  Relegating  the  Litany  to 
week  days,  or  the  occasional  use  on  Sundays,  this  being  one 
of  the  services  that  *'mav  not  be  habituallv  disused."  The 
omission  of  the  Decaloo^ue,  required  **to  be  said  once  on  each 
Sunday."  The  omission  in  Lent  of  the  Ash  Wednesday  Col- 
lect to  follow  the  Collect  for  the  Dav.  In  the  Evening 
Prayer,  on  Sundays,  passing-  from  the  Sentences  to  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  for  which  there  is  no  authority.  There  is  no  just 
argument  for  these  or  other  unrubrical  omissions.  The 
people  do  not  ask  for  them.  I  hear  regret  expressed  where 
they  prevail.  If  they  are  asked  for,  it  is  by  those  whose 
v;ishes  should  not  make  the  Priest  a  violator  of  the  law  of  the 
Church,  or  control  the  solemnities  of  worship.  I  venture, 
without  entering  into  particulars,  to  suggest  more  use  of 
those  liberties  the  rubrics  give  us  to  introduce  more  variety 
into  the  services.  Our  inimitable  formula  of  devotion  pro- 
vides for,  not  services  stiff  in  their  unbending  uniformity,  but 
pliable  to  a  healthful  spirituality  in  their  variety. 

And  now  that  we  have  reviewed  the  Diocesan  vear,  we 
may  turn  to  what  has  its  relations  bevond  our  borders. 

OUR  ATTITUDE  TOWARDS  CHRISTIANS  NOT  OF 

OUR  COMMUNION. 

In  introducing  this  topic  in  my  address,  I  speak  not  par- 
ticularly of  our  polity  as  affecting  Clergy  and  people.  That  is 
settled,  we  are  bound  to  it  by  the  good  conscience;  to  violate 
it  would  impair  our  Christian  integrity.  Officially  we  must 
stand  aloof.  Courtesies  that  may  be  accepted,  will  yet  leave 
us  open  to  the  charges  of  insincerity  and  disloyalty.  I  refer 
rather  to  our  mental  attitude  and  unvarying  feeling.  Our 
attitude  towards  our  fellow  Christians,  is  certainly  not  that  of 
enmity  and  abuse.  Terms  sometimes  used  with  reference  to 
those  who  serve  the  Master  with  our  faith  and  love,  if  not  in 
organic  unity  with  us,  speak  a  spirit  sadly  of  the  flesh,  so 
antagonistic  to  the  spirit  of  Christ.  It  is  not  an  attitude  of 
antagonism  to  what  they  are  doing  and  accomplishing  in  the 
Lord's  vineyard.  What  can  we  think  or  say  of  one  who 
professing  allegiance  to  Christ,  uttering  the  creeds  of  an 
everlasting  life,  of  unutterable  jovs  to  the  believer  and  un- 
utterable agonies  to  the  unbeliever;  can  be  offended  to  behold 
the  Churches  that  fill  the  landscape,  because  the  faitli  of  the 
worshipers  is  not  wholly  his.     1  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  that 
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when  in  my  travels  I  see  the  steeple,  I  ask  God  to  bless  the 
folk  who  worship  beneath  that  roof.  I  know  not  what  name 
they  bear,  what  creed  they  sav;  mv  praver  is,  as  that  the 
Bishop  of  New  Hami>shire  told  his  Convention  was  his  in 
like  case,  'Teace  be  to  this  house,  and  to  all  who  worship  in 
it.  The  good  Lord  bless  them  in  all  that  is  ^food,  and  keep 
them  from  all  that  is  evil.''  Oh,  this  world  is  so  full  of  evil, 
heaven  is  so  glorious  and  hell  is  so  awful,  God  forbid  we 
should  not  fervently  utter  *'God  speed''  to  whoever  and  what- 
ever promises  the  extension  of  the  kingdom.  *'Send  Lord  by 
whom  Thou  wilt  send."  '^Master,  we  saw  one  casting  out 
devils  in  thy  name,  and  he  follovveth  not  us:  and  we  forbade 
him,  because  he  followeth  not  us.  But  Jesus  said,  forbid  him 
not:  for  there  is  no  man  who  shall  do  a  miracle  in  my  name, 
that  can  lightly  speak  evil  of  me.  For  he  that  is  not  against 
us  is  on  our  part." 

In  these  days  much  is  said  and  thought  of  Christian  unity, 
it  will  be  attained,  for  Jesus  prayed,  "That  they  may  be  one." 
But  if  we  would  hasten  it,  we  must  break  down  the  barriers 
ot  prejudice,  of  boasting,  of  falsifying.  We  must  shut  the 
mouth  of  animosity,  and  cultivate  in  ourselves  and  others  the 
spirit  that  breathes  in,  *'Grace  be  with  all  them  that  love  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  sincerity."  We  are  Churchmen,  and  that 
means  strong  and  loving  adherence  to  what  makes  us  a 
separate  body  in  the  Christian  world;  but  we  are  Christians — 
Christ  men  and  women,  and  that  means,  *Vejoicing  whether 
in  pretence,  or  in  truth  Christ  is  preached,"  and  ''therein  we 
will  rejoice;"  and  when  "we  see  gracious  lives,  ready  to  own 
that  the  very  spirit  of  God  works  this  holiness." 

BUSINESS  BEFORE  THE  CONVENTION. 

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  two  Houses  of  General  Con- 
vention has  sent  a  copy  of  resolutions,  asking  *'that,  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  said  Conven- 
tion be  requested  to  inform  this  Committee,  whether  it  does 
or  does  not  desire  that  the  name  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  be  changed  at  this 
time;  if  it  does  so  desire,  what  name  it  wishes  substituted 
therefor."  This  proceeding  is  entirely  canonical  and  judi- 
cious, so  that  our  consideration  and  action  are  demanded.  I 
express  no  opinion  here,  as^f  my  voice  has  anv  weight,  I  do 
not  wish  it  to  affect  your  action.     I  have  mv  sentiments  on 
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the  subject,  but  I  think  the  House  of  Bishops  is  where  a 
Bishop  should  speak.  The  question  is  not  to  be  regarded  as 
a  party  one,  though  in  some  directions  it  is  urged  as  such, 
and  in  some  of  the  numerous  names  proposed,  there  is  a  tinge 
of  partyism.  Let  the  consideration  of  the  matter  be  with 
carefulness  and  courtesy,  and  looking:  to  divine  direction. 

I  am  asked  by  the  "Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,''  to  refer  in  my  address,  to  the  importance  of  the 
Missionary  Council  to  be  held  in  Washington,  October  27th 
to  29th.  These  Councils  bring  to  our  Missionary  work  in- 
formation and  intelligent  consideration,  for  neither  of  which 
does  the  General  Convention  find  time. 

A  Committee  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  asks  to 
have  "the  Convention  in  Denver,  October  7th  to  nth, 
brought  before  the  Annual  Convocation  in  our  Diocese." 

I  reconumend  a  provision  in  the  Canon  of  "The  organiza- 
tion of  Mission  Churches  XVIII,  Sec.  5,  by  which  the  pro- 
posed plans  for  a  Mission  Church,  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  for  examination  and  suggestion."  Plans 
that  are  not  churchly  and  involve  expense  beyond  the  ability 
of  the  Mission,  are  often  adopted.  In  this  way  alsc>^nten- 
tions  arising  from  different  tastes  may  be  averted. 

I  also  urge  the  adoption  of  some  rule  as  to  assessment 
and  Missionary  pledges  past  due.  The  practice  which  foiV^ 
many  years  attained  of  not  dropping  a  claim  unless  by  action 
of  the  Convention,  or,  in  the  case  of  Missionary  pledges,  to 
the  Board  of  Missions,  has  been  dropped,  except  for  the  year 
preceding  the  current  year  in  the  case  of  Missionary  pledges; 
ill  the  assessments  dues  have  been  recognized  in  some  cases 
for  several  vears. 


CONCLUSION. 

In  closing  this  address,  I  may  designate  the  signs  of  a 
5:uccessful  vear  to  which  I  have  alluded — our  Parishes  and 
Missions  generally  supplied,  and  with  a  Clerical  body  to  make 
a  Bishop  thankful  and  hopeful;  increased  facilities  for 
parochial  development  with  increased  interest;  Church  build- 
i})g  moving  after  a  painful  rest;  Akeley  Hall  no  longer  allow- 
ing to  he  told  of  with  the  doleful  words  often  used  in  these 
addresses,  and  only  waiting  the  Trustees'  meeting  to  send 
forth  the  good  tidings  of  decline  of  indebtedness.    These  are 
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facts  to  give  us  a  cheerful  and  thankful  Convention.  And  as 
"Nothing  succeeds  like  success,"  to  give  a  liberal  tone  and 
touch  when  we  must  confront  the  pecuniary  needs  of  the 
coming  year. 

And  so,  our  hearts  and  voices  lifted  up  to  "praise  God 
from  whom  all  blessings  flow,"  let  us  proceed  to  our  work 
under  the  benison  of  the  Whitsun-tide  Prayer. 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  God,  who  as  at  this  time  didst  teach  the  hearts  of  Thy 
faithful  people,  by  sending  to  them  the  light  of  Thy  Holy 
Spirit;  grant  us  by  the  same  spirit  to  have  a  right  judgment 
in  all  things,  and  evermore  to  rejoice  in  His  holv  comfort; 
through  the  merits  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Saviour,  who  liveth 
and  reigneth  with  Thee,  in  the  unity  of  the  same  Spirit,  one 
God,  world  without  end.     Amen.

The  Episcopal  visits  and  visitations  are  so  generally  at- 
tended with  the  Bishop's  preaching,  administering  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  addressing  the  Children,  that  it  is  not  nec- 
essary in  every  instance  to  mention. 

1902 

June  4,  5.  Wednesday-Thursday,  Kalamazoo,  St.  Luke's. 
Convention.  23  clergymen  and  24  laymen  were  present,  rep- 
resenting 15  Parishes  and  Missions.  On  the  evening  pre- 
ceding a  discourse  of  strong  thought  and  stirring  appeal 
for  Missionary  interest  and  work  was  preached  by  the  Rev. 
C.  E.  Woodcock,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Detroit.  On 
Wednesday  evening,  Mr.  John  W.  Wood,  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
gave  an  address  full  of  information  on  our  Missionary  work, 
answering  objections  and  explaining  plans. 

The  increase  of  the  Episcopal  fund  was  committed  to  a 
Committee  of  laymen.  The  disposition  of  Trust  funds  was 
referred  to  a  Committee.  An  amendment  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, by  which  a  Clergyman  or  Layman  can  hold  only  one 
office,  was  passed  to  be  acted  on  finally  at  the  next  Conven- 
tion.

June  29.  St.  Peter's  Day.  Big  Rapids,  St.  Andrew's. 
Preached  and  ordered  Deacon,  D.  Charles  White,  presented 
by  the  Rev.  J.  N.  Rippey,  M.  D.  Evening.  The  Deacon 
preached. 
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July  6,  13,  20,  27  and  August  3,  10,  17,  24,  31.  From  the 
sixth  to  the  fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Charlevoix, 
Christ  Church.  Officiated.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Manning*  preached 
August  10th;  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Knight,  Jr.,  17th;  Bishop 
Tuttle,  31st.

AKELEY  INSTITUTE. 

REPORT   OF   THE   PRINCIPAL. 

In  response  to  a  request  from  Bishop  Gillespie,  I  am  happy  to  give 
to  the  members  of  the  Convention  the  following  account  of  Akeley  Hall, 
which  must  be,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  an  informal  statement  of  facts  hast- 
ily prepared. 

Akeley  Institute  closed  its  school  year  in  June,  1901,  with  an  en- 
rollment at  the  time,  of  thirteen  pupils.  In  September  of  the  same 
year,  Akeley  Hall  opened  with  a  total  registration  of  thirty-one  pupils, 
of  whom  five  were  day  scholars  and  twenty-six  were  in  residence.  Of 
these,  two  boarders  and  one  day  pupil  were  withdrawn  at  the  end  of 
the  first  half  year,  because  of  illness. 

At  the  close  in  June,  1902,  a  class  of  eight  was  graduated — a  large 
loss,  in  numbers,  to  so  small  a  school.  During  the  year  just  completed, 
there  has  been  a  total  enrollment  of  thirty -one  scholars;  eight  of  these 
have  been  added  since  Christmas;  seven  coming  into  the  house  as  res- 
ident pupils.  So  large  an  accession  during  the  second  half  of  a  school 
year  is  significant;  it  is  evidence  of  vitality,  if  a  school  can  not  only 
hold  its  own  to  the  end,  but  attract  new  members  during  the  latter  part 
of  a  year.  While  a  majority  of  the  resident  pupils  w^ere  from  Michigan, 
there  were  also,  this  year,  students  from  eight  other  states,  namely: 
California,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire, 
New  York  and  Wisconsin. 

Although  the  rate  for  board  and  tuition  has  been  considerably  in- 
creased from  that  of  two  years  ago,  this  does  not  necessarily  exclude 
from  the  privileges  of  the  school  and  home  all  ambitious  and  worthy 
students  of  moderate  means.  For  these,  there  are  several  scholarships 
and  half  scholarships  at  present  provided  by  the  principals;  and  for  the 
last  two  years,  a  half  scholarship  given  by  a  faithful  friend  to  Christ- 
ian education — a  church  woman — has  also  been  available. 

In  spite  of  the  increased  cost  of  fuel  and  of  living,  the  school  has 
paid  its  own  running  expenses  during  these  two  years,  although  it  has 
had  to  add  to  the  number  of  its  teachers  and  to  increase  salaries  dur- 
ing that  time. 

Last  summer,  Florence  Hall,  the  School  House,  was  completely 
renovated  and  refinished  in  the  interior;  new  hard  wood  floors  were 
laid,  new  windows  broken  through  the  north  wall,  and  plaster  and 
wood-work  throughout  and  kalsomined  and  painted.  This  building, 
besides  containing  a  studio  and  three  class  rooms,  now  provides  a 
study  hall  that  is  cheerful,  attractive  and  quite  adequate  for  present 
needs. 

Theo{her  two  buildings,  Blanche  Hall  and  Gillespie  Hall,  have  also 
been  refitted  and  furnished  thoroughl}^  during  the  last  two  years;  every 
department  of  the  home  and  school  will  show  changes  and  improvement 
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each  year,  as  long-  as  the  school  shall  have  any  vitality,  for  repair,  re- 
building and  growth  are  necessary  to  all  life — whether  it  be  that  of  the 
physical  body  or  an  institution. 

The  curriculum  of  Akele3'  Hall  provides  all  that  other  schools  of 
its  class  provide,  and  something  more  than  many  of  them  offer.  The 
school  work  covers  intellectual,  physical  and  manual  training — the 
last  in  the  department  of  Domestic  Science  only.  The  school  not  only 
prepares  pupils  for  the  leading  colleges  in  the  country,  but  it  also  has 
for  those  who  can  not,  or  care  not  to  enter  college,  advanced  courses  in 
every  subject.  The  teachers  are  college  bred  women  of  thorough 
training  and  successful  experience;  and  it  is  the  aim  of  the  school  to 
attract  only  such  pupils  as  are  earnest  in  their  purpose  and  faithful  in 
their  work.  In  selecting  for  a  child  a  school  of  this  kind,  the  most 
vital  question — although  too  frequently  the  one  least  considered — is 
that  of  the  home  life,  its  atmosphere  and  influences. 

It  is  quite  common  for  parents  to  betray  anxiety  about  the  table, 
to  express  preferences  in  reg"ard  to  the  amount  and  kind  of  furniture  in 
the  rooms,  but  more  infrequently  do  they  show  an  equal  amount  of 
thought  for  those  things  which,  though  themselves  intangible,  may  ^^et 
touch  the  child  with  a  telling-  and  lasting  efiFect.  Because  of  this  ap- 
parent indifference,  the  responsibility  of  the  school  and  the  church — 
if  it  be  a  church  school — is  the  greater  and  we  are  the  more  bound  to 
emphasize  and  to  make  effective  the  home  life.  This  Akeley  Hall  is 
doing.  The  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  can  have  no  co-worker  so 
powerful  as  her  church  school. 

The  school  is  a  missionary  in  the  truest  sense — it  has  within  its 
walls  and  keeping,  girls  from  all  denominations  and  girls  who  have 
had  little  or  no  religious  training..  In' the  one  case,  it  brings  the 
church,  her  teaching,  and  her  services  to  the  knowledge  of  those  who 
have  never  before  had  an  oppertunity  of  knowing-  her,  and  sweeps 
away  the  prejudice  of  ignorance,  and  again  it  brings  many  into  the 
church.  Last  year,  a  class  of  five  was  confirmed  in  the  School 
Chapel,  three  of  these  were  from  families  outside  the  church,  and  that 
is  not  an  unusual  proportion. 

But  the  patronage  of  the  School  does  not  come  entirely  from  with- 
out the  church,  nor  should  it.  There  are  encouraging  evidences  that 
our  own  people  are  recognizing  that  they  can  have  church  schools  with 
intellectual  standards  equal  to  those  of  any  in  the  country,  and  Ake- 
ley is  one  of  those  which  are  demonstrating  it.

REFORMATORY,   FOR  PERIOD  ENDING  MAY  31,   1903.

There  isn't  any  danger  of  a  Chaplain  in  a  State  Reformatory  rust- 
ing out  if  he  likes  his  work  and  tries  to  be  useful.  There  are  routine 
duties  belonging  to  the  office,  such  as  records,  bookkeeping,  letters  and 
packages  to  inspect  and  correspondence  to  look  after. 

Sunday  a.  m.  at  10  o'clock  a  service  adapted  from  prayer  book  and 
a  sermon.  12:30  to  1:30  a  society  of  Christian  Endeavor  of  40  members. 
1:30  to  2:00  o'clock  the  teachers  of  the  Sunday  School  with  the  Chaplain 
make  a  study  of  the  lesson  for  the  day.  2  to  3  o'clock  the  Sunday 
School  is  in  session.  These  services  are  all  enjoyed  and  must  be  help- 
ful.    A  good  choir,  an  orchestra  and  a  Jubilee  Club  furnish  the  music. 

I  make  my  ^'pastoral  calls"  on  Friday  evenings,  Sunday  after- 
noons and  on  holidays,  the  men  being  **at  home"  on  such  times  in  their 
cells.  Our  Friday  evening  service  is  well  attended  and  shows  good 
results.  We  use  the  prayer  book  at  this  service  and  have  an  intelligent 
and  hearty  response.  After  evening  prayer  is  said  the  men  have  an 
opportunity  to  speak,  etc. 
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Christmas  and  Easter  morning's  the  Holy  Communion  is  celebrated, 
35  or  40  in  attendance.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  REV.   AUSTIN  W.    MANN,    GENERAL  MISSIONARY, 

ON  CHURCH  WORK  AMONG   DEAF  MUTES. 

To  the  Rt,  Rev,  George  D.  Gillespie,  D,  D.,  Bishop, 
Diocese  of  Western  Michigan: 

Between  May  1st,  1902,  and  May  1st,  1903,  I  officiated  at  St.  Bede's 
Mission;  St.  Mark*s  Church,  Grand  Rapids;  St.  Luke's  Church,  Kala- 
mazoo; St.  Thomas'  Church,  Battle  Creek;  and  St.  John's  Church 
Ionia. 

The  services  held  at  Flint  reached  the  pupils  whose  homes  are  in 
your  Diocese. 

The  increased  attendance  at  the  services  is  due  to  the  growth  of 
electric  transportation,  also  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  graduates 
of  the  Flint  school. 

All  the  services  were  held  on  week  days.  Infant  baptism  was  ad- 
ministered at  St.  Bede's  Mission.  No  confirmations,  although  there 
are  candidates  at  Battle  Creek  and  Kalamazoo.  At  the  times  of  your 
visitations  I  was  obliged  to  be  at  Missions  outside  of  Western  Michigan. 

The  combined  service  at  Ionia  was  held  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Rev.  Cyrus  Mendenhall,  Chaplain  of  the  Reformatory. 

The  other  Dioceses  served  during  the  year  are  Michigan,  Chicag'o, 
Quincy,  Milwaukee,  Michigan  City,  Indianapolis,  Kentucky,  Lexing- 
ton, Southern  Ohio,  Ohio,  Pittsburgh  and  West  Virginia.  I  officiated, 
on  invitation,  at  All  Soul's  Church,  for  Deaf  Mutes,  Philadelphia;  and 
St.  Ann's  Chapel,  New  York  City. 

Total  baptisms  for  the  year,  25;  confirmations,  20. 

As  usual,  I  have   had   a  large  correspondence  to  attend  to  every 
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week  day  at  home,  besides  the  planning  of  itineraries  over  a  vast  mis- 
sionary territory.  And  I  have  had  the  preparation  of  annual  and 
quarterly  reports  to  Bishops,  Secretaries  and  Treasurers  of  Mission- 
ary Boards.  Since  1876  I  have  reported  quarterly  to  the  General  Sec- 
retary at  the  Mission's  House,  New  York.  I  have  attended  to  all 
notices  in  the  secular  papers  and  sent  items  of  services  to  the  General 
and  Diocesan  church  papers. 

I  have  distributed  prayer  books,  hymnals  and  tracts,  as  usual.  I 
wish  the  means  were  at  my  disposal  for  the  printing*  of  tracts  adapted 
to  the  understanding  of  deaf  mutes,  who  have  not  mastered  the  English 
language.

Michigan. 

The  Rev.  D.  Charles  White  has  been  ordered  Priest  and  elected 
Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Big  Rapids. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER. 

OF  THE  OPENING  OF  THE  CONVENTION  AND  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  Each  session  of  the  Convention  shall  be  opened  with 
prayer;  the  morning  session  with  the  Daily  Morning  Prayer.  On  the 
first  day  the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows:  Provided,  that 
when  the  first  session  of  the  Convention  is  an  evening  session,  this 
order  may  be  proceeded  with  as  far  as  judged  convenient,  and  resumed 
the  next  morning. 

1st.  The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  the  Convention  shall 
be  called  to  order,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention  (or, 
in  his  absence,  the  Secretary  pro  te^Hpore,  to  be  elected  viva  voce) 
shall  call  out  the  names  of  Clergymen,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Conven- 
tion and  shall  enter  into  the  Journal  the  names  of  those  who  are 
present. 

2d.  The  names  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  entitled  to  represent- 
ation shall  be  called,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  from  each  shall  present 
their  certificates  of  election,  which  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of 
two  clergymen  to  report  thereon. 

3d.  On  the  acceptance  of  their  report,  the  Roll  of  the  Lay  dele- 
gates elected  shall  be  called,  and  the  President  shall  declare  the  Con- 
vention organized. 

4th.  Irregular  and  defective  certificates  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Convention,  which  shall  decide  on  the  admission  of  the  delegates 
therein  named. 

5th.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  may  appoint  an 
assistant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

6th.  If  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  absent,  a  Treasurer 
pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  viva  voce. 

7th.  The  President  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Com- 
mittees: 

On  Admission  of  Parishes  and  Missions  into  Union  with  the  Con- 
vention— consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman. 

On  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Fund 
for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen — consisting  of  three  laymen. 

On  the  Report  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michi- 
gan— consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  three  la^^men. 

On  the  Report  and  Accounts  of  the  Board  of  Missions — consisting  of 
two  clergymen  and  three  laymen. 

On  Unfinished  Business — consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two  lay- 
men. 

On  Christian  Education  and  Akeley  Institute — consisting  of  three 
clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  Canons — consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  Church  Literature — consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  two  lay- 
men. 

On  State  of  the  Church — consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  two  lay- 
men. 

8th.  The  reports  of  the  Standing  Committees,  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  fund  for  Aged   and 
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Inlirin  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan,  shall  then  be  presented  and  referred  to  the  appropriate 
committees. 

9th.     The  Bishop's  address  shall  then  be  in  order. 

10th.  The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  unfinished  busi- 
ness shall  then  be  presented. 

11th.  The  Parochial  reports  shall  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  when 
he  sees  fit  to  call  for  them. 

12th.     Miscellaneous  business. 

13th.  Wednesday  evening  of  the  Convention  shall  be  devoted  to  a 
general  missionary  meeting  for  reading  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, delivering  addresses  and  to  transact  any  other  business  which 
may  promote  missionary  zeal  and  work  in  the  Diocese. 

Section  2.  On  the  second  and  each  subsequent  day  the  Order  of 
Business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1st.  The  roll  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  called. 

2d.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day. 

3d.  Elections. 

4th.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  in  their  order  in  Rule  7th. 

5th.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

6th.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Section  3.  On  the  first  morning  of  the  Convention,  immediately 
before  the  mid-day  recess,  shall  be  made  nominations  for  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  Standing  Committee,  Board 
of  Missions,  Members  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan,  other  than  the  ex-officio  members  of  such  Association,  not 
exceeding  ten  in  number,  and  the  number  to  be  fixed  by  resolution  be- 
fore the  nominations  are  made,  and  in  that  year  in  which  a  General 
Convention  is  to  be  held.  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Missionary  Council. 

Nominations  for  Supplemental  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
shall  not  be  made  until  after  the  Deputies  have  been  elected.  When 
nominations  are  made  for  any  office,  the  names  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  presented. 

The  Secretary  shall  cause  all  names  proposed  for  any  office  to  be 
printed  on  separate  tickets,  and  the  voting  shall  be  by  erasing  the 
names  of  those  for  whom  the  members  do  not  wish  to  vote.  Separate 
ballots  shall  be  taken  for  each  office,  and  the  election  shall  be  the  order 
of  the  day  from  4  o'clock  of  that  afternoon. 

Section  4.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  from  the  sittings 
of  the  Convention,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his 
absence. 

2d.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes  of 
the  session  about  to  close  shall  be  read  and  corrected,  and  signed  by 
the  President,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

3d.  No  resolution  shall  be  entertained  until  it  shall  have  been  re- 
duced to  writing;  and  no  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Con- 
vention until  it  is  seconded,  and  when  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  President. 
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4th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and  motions  for 
any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named. 
A  motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  always 
in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

5th.     A  question  being  decided,  it  shall  not  be  reconsidered  at  the 

same  annual  session  without  the  consent  of  two- thirds  of  the  members 

present;  nor  without  a  motion  being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the 
prior  decision. 

6th»  Every  member  present  when  a  motion  is  put  shall  vote  there- 
on, unless  excused  by  the  Convention. 

7th.  On  the  requisition  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  called  and  entered  on  the  Journal.  (Concerning  the  vote  by 
orders,  see  Constitution,  Article  VIII.) 

8th.  All  committees  shall  t>e  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention;  and  when  he  may  deem  it  advis- 
able, he  may  appoint,  on  a  committee  to  report  to  the  next  Convention, 
a  person  qualified  to  be  a  delegate  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

9th.  When  a  member  desires  to  speak,  he  shall  arise  and  address 
the  President  in  an  audible  voice.  If  mor  than  one  member  arises,  the 
President  bhall  determine  the  preference. 

10th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

11th.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  Convention  without 
leave  asked  and  voted.

TITLE  I-CANOX  18. 

GBNERiiL  REGULATION  OF  MINISTERS  AND  THBIB  DUTJBS. 

§  1.  [1]  It  is  hereby  reqaired  that,  on  the  eiectioa  of  a  Minieter  into 
any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered, 
to  the  Bi^op,  or  where  ttkere  is  do  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  this  effect: 

We,  the  Church  Wardens,  (or  in  case  of  an  Assiatant  Minister,  we,  the 
Rector  and  Church  Wardens)  do  certify  to  the  Bight  Rev.  (naming  the 
Bishop)  or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Oommittoe) 
that  (naming  the  person)  has  been  duly  cnosen  Rector  (or  Assistant  Minis- 
ter, as  the  case  may  be)  of  (naming  the  Pariiih  or  Church. 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

N.  B.^The  date  of.  eiectioa  to  the  Rectorship  should  be  given  in  the  Ca- 
nonical notice  sent  to  the  Bishop. 

§  2.  No  Mioistor  moving  from  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  to 
another  shall  officiate  as  the  Reotor  or  Stated  Minister,  or  Assistant  Min- 
ister of  any  Parish  or  Cong'fegation  of  the  Diooose  or  District  to  which  be 
removes  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  £ccleeiAstical  Authority  a 
eertifioato  in  the  words  following: 

I  do  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev.  A K has  been  Caaooioally 

transferred  to  my  jurisdictioo,  and  is  a  Minister  in  regular  stendiQg. 

TITLE  II.-CANON  12, 

« 

REGULATIONS  RRSPROriNO  THE  LAITY. 

§  1.  A  Communicant  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another  shall  pro- 
cure from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  h-s  last  residence,  or  if  there 
be  no  Hector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  oertilleate  stating  that  he  or  she 
is  a  Communicant  in  good  standing;  and  the  Rect.ir  of  the  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation to  which  he  or  she  removes  shall  not  be  required  to  receive  him 
or  her  as  a  Communicant  until  such  letter  shall  be  produced 
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CANON  VII. 

VACANT  CHURCH  AND  CLRRICaL  SBTTLEMBNT  AMD  REMOVAL 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  an  incorporated  Church  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 
*  Skc.  2.  Prior  to  th*^  election  of  a  Minister  of  any  incorporated  Church, 
the  Vestry  shall  inform  the  Bishop  of  the  UHme  and  residence  of  the  per- 
son they  propose  to  elect;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Vestry  to  take 
action  on  any  name  until  the  receipt  of  the  Bishop's  acknowledgment  of 
such  notification,  and  of  his  accompanying  suggestioo,  if  there  be  any: 
Provided  he  be  at  the  time  within  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  and 
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that  his  reply  be  not  deferred  longer  than  thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of 
said  notification  It  after  the  expiration  of  six  months,  the  Vestry  of  such 
Church,  which  has  become  vacant,  shall  fail  to  call  or  settle  a  Minister,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  appoint  one.  and  he  shall  notify  the  Ves- 
try of  such  appointment,  and  upon  their  concurrence,  the  Minister  so  ap- 
pointed shall  become  Rector  of  the  Church 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese,  or  others, 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  vacant 
Churches  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus  supplied,  to  defray  all  the  ex- 
penses incidental  to  such  occasional  services. 

THE  bishop's  trust  FUND. 

Resolved,  That  at  the  Episcopal  visitations  the  offerings,  after  the  Bish- 
op's traveling  expenses  have  been  paid,  be  hereafter  devoted  to  a  Bishop's 
Trust  Fund.— Convention  1889. 


STANDING  RESOLUTIONS- 

Resolved,  That  any  Missionary  of  this  Diocese  who  may  be  precluded 
by  pecuniary  inability  from  attending  the  annual  Convention,  be  requested 
to  advise  the  Bishop  of  such  fact;  and  that  upon  application  of  the  Bishop 
in  such  behalf  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  the  latter  shall  extend 
the  necessary  aid  to  enable  such  Missionary  to  meet  his  brethren  in  Con- 
vention.   [Journal  1878,  page  43] 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  is 
hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  pay  to  the  "Treasurer  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan/'  each  recurring  year,  so  long  as 
the  necessity  may  exist,  such  portion  of  the  money  realized  from  the  assess- 
ments upon  the  Parishes,  as  shall  be  over  and  above  the  amount  required 
to  pay  the  annual  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  to  be  used  in  making 
good,  so  far  as  it  will  go,  any  deficiency  that  occurs  in  the  Bishop's  salary 
from  the  insufficient  avails  of  the  Episcopal  Fund.  Provided,  that  in  no 
event  shall  the  sum  paid  from  the  General  Fund  towards  the  Bishop's  sal- 
ary exceed  the  amount  of  the  deficiency  for  that  year,  which  deficiency 
when  it  becomes  apparent,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall  officially 
certify  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Association  shall  be  a  voucher  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention.

Appropriations  were  made  from  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Inflrm  Clergy, 
in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Van  Antwerp,  D.  D.,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Bancroft  and 
Mrs.  Albert  C.  Lewis. 

The  resignation  of  the  Rev.  George  Forsey  as  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Missions,  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  the  Associa- 
tion of  the  Diocese,  was  accepted,  and  the  Rev.  \Vm.  Lucas,  the  Rev. 
Charles  Donohue,  the  Rev.  Charles  T.  Stout  and  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Fortisque 
Gairdner,  in  the  order  named,  were  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  caused  by 
the  said  resignation.

Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  June  1, 1904. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  1902,  on 
Increase  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  would  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

The  Committee  has  had  the  matter  entrusted  to  it,  under  careful  con- 
sideration during  the  year,  and  has  conferred  both  as  a  Committee  and  as 
individuals  in  regard  to  it.  There  are  several  vacancies  in  the  member- 
ship of  the  Committee,  and  those  who  are  now  left  on  the  Committee, 
have  not  had  time  during  the  past  year  to  give  any  active  time  to  the 
work.  The  members  are,  unfortunately,  men  whose  business  require- 
ments have  prevented  them  from  giving  such  time  to  the  necessary  work 
of  the  Committee  as  would  result  in  anything  tangible. 

It  is  the  opinioB  of  the  Committee  that  the  bettor  plan  to  raise  this 
fund  will  be  to  have  a  commissioner  or  special  agent  appointed  to  work 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  Committee,  and  who  shall  be  paid  a 
stated  salary  or  a  commission  on  the  amount  that  he  may  raise  for  the 
fund. 

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  fund  might  be  raised  by  the 
plan  suggested,  and  it  therefore  recommends  that  the  Committee  be  con- 
tinued for  another  year;  that  it  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  Com- 
mittee by  appointing  representative  laymen  in  the  several  parishes  in  the 
diocese,  and  that  it  be  authori?.ed  to  employ  a  commissioner  or  special 
agent,  upon  such  terms  of  compensation  as  the  Committee  may  think  best. 

It  will  be  the  aim  of  the  Committee  to  have  the  commissioner  or 
special  agent  act  in  the  several  parishes  and  missions  in  conjunction  with 
the  Rectors  and  the  resident  members  of  the  Committee.

Tour  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  merging  the 
Diocesan  Fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergy  with  the  funds  of  the  society 
for  General  Clergy  Relief,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

That,  inasmuch  as  certain  bequests  made  to  the  Diocese  for  this  fund 
make  it  imperative  that  the  income  be  used  for  our  local  needs,  the  Treas- 
urer is  not  at  liberty  to  transfer  the  funds  now  held  for  Clergy  Belief. 

But  owing  to  the  broader  scope  of  the  General .  Society,  to  whom  a 
clergyman  from  any  diocese  or  missionary  jurisdiction  may  apply,  we  favor 
the  building  up  of  the  General  Fund,  and  would  offer  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 

ReBolvedj  That  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  co-operate  so  far  as 
possible  with  the  society  for  General  Clergy  Relief,  created  by  act  of  Gene- 
ral Convention. 

That  with  a  view  to  the  building  up  of  an  adequate  pension  fund  for 
the  clergy  of  the  whole  Church,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  requested 
to  forward  the  Christmas  offerings  taken  by  the  various  parishes  and  mis- 
sions for  aged  and  infirm  clergy  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  society  for  General 
Clergy  Relief. 

That  the  laymen  of  the  Diocese  be  urged  to  inform  themselves  with 
regard  to  this  important  matter  in  order  that  the  faithful  soldiers  of  the 
Cross  may  receive— as  a  right— what  now  is  administered  as  a  charity.

REPORT   OF   THE   REGISTRAR 

I  have  received  the  Journals  of  almost  all  the  Dioceean  Conveutions 
and  Missionary  Convocations  for  1903.    Some  will  have  to  be  written  for. 

As  Librarian,  I  report  the  Library  patronized  about  as  usual.  While 
reporting,  as  last  year,  the  need  of  rooms,  or  a  properly  built  Library  for 
our  collection  of  books,  pamphlets  of  Church  and  general  periodical  litera- 
ture, and  a  special  room  for  the  proper  filing  of  records  of  the  Church's  life 
and  activity;  I  call  attention  to  the  fact,  that  things  of  importance  to  such 
a  collection  are  passing  away  from  us,  for  lack  of  funds,  care  and  of  a 
proper  home. 
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The  Library  of  our  deceased  brother,  the  Bev.  J.  W.  Bancroft,  is  offered 
for  sale.  It  is  of  value  as  it  has  much  that  the  Diocese  should  preserve 
and  keep  for  its  own  sake,  and  for  his  sake,  who  loved  and  served  it  so 
well.  His  widow  should  receive  from  us  as  a  Diocese,  far  more  than  she 
can  realize  from  it  at  private  sales,  or  from  dealers  in  books.  One  of  the 
Library's  most  saored  trusts  is  as  a*  place  for  the  reverent  keeping  of  such 
remains  of  deceased  brothers,  and  their  life's  work  and  thought. 

Our  collection  is  very  complete  and  invaluable  as  an  historical  and 
reference  Library  for  things  pertaining  to  the  Church's  life  in  this  country. 
It  cannot  be  duplicated.    It  needs  care  and  a  home. 

Our  Recretary's  place  of  records  is  a  box  resembling  a  oarpenter's  tool 
chest.  The  Registrar's  official  accounts  are  carried  in  his  vest  pocket. 
And  the  Diocese's  official  records  have  a  resting  place  in  the  basement  of 
the  Bishop's  house,  whence  he  can  order  them  when  he  pleases. 

Brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so  to  be.  As  Begistrar  and  Librarian 
I  ask  for  3'our  help. 

I  have  no  resolution  to  offer;  but  I  pray  you  consider  these  things.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON   STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

The  committee  on  the  State  of  the  Churrh  has  not  at  its  disposal 
material  upon  which  to  base  an  accurate  and  detailed  review  of  the  Dio- 
cese. The  report  which  it  lays  before  the  Convention  must  be  made  from 
such  information  as  it  can  gather  from  the  Bishop's  address,  and  from  its 
own  general  knowledge  and  observation.  From  such  a  view-point,  the 
following  is  respectfully  submitted: 

Any  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese  for  the  year  just  closed, 
must  begin  with  an  expression  of  congratulation  and  gratitude  that  its 
honored  and  venerable  head,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop,  has  been  vouchsafed  a 
continuance  of  that  strength  and  energy  which  have  so  long  characterized 
him.  In  his  address,  the  Bishop  confesses  to  a  consciousness  of  advancing 
years  and  some  consequent  dimunition  of  strength.  But  neither  the  one 
nor  the  othtr  of  these  inevitable  conditions  has  been  allowed  to  interfere 
with  the  discharge  of  the  strenuous  duties  of  his  exalted  office.  With  an 
unremitting  zeal  that  well  might  challenge  the  life  of  a  much  youiiger 
man  and  serve  as  an  inspiration  to  all,  our  Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  Qod  gives 
himself  to  the  Dtocese  with  a  devotion  never  surpassed.  For  such  a  com- 
mittee as  tbis  to  offer  any  comment  upon  the  Episcopal  head  might  well 
be  considered  an  exhibition  of  impertiLence  were  that  comment  other  than 
a  word  of  congratulation  to  the  Diocese  that  its  Bishop,  though  long  past 
the  allotted  span  of  life,  is  yet  blessed  with  strength  and  health  of  mind 
and  body.    Such  we  mean  this  paragraph  to  be. 

The  committee  notes  with  regret  the  many  clerical  changes  in  the 
Diocese  of  the  past  year,  and  the  present  number  of  vacancies.  Frequent 
rupture  of  the  pastoral  relation  can  not  be  too  greatly  deplored  They 
inevitably  produce  two  disastrous  results.    It  diminishes  the  influence  of 
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the  clergy,  and  retards  the  growth  of  the  pariah.  That  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  address  dealing  with  this  condition  might  be  seriously  pondered 
with  profit  by  both  the  clergy  and  the  laity.  But  where  changes  necessa- 
rily occur,  the  committee  urges  parishes  to  follow  the  example  so  happily 
set  by  Grace  Church,  Holland,  which  promptly  filled  its  vaoanoy. 

The  advance  of  the  Diocese  during  the  past  year,  as  indicated  by  the 
number  of  confirmations,  does  not  seem  to  have  been  quite  up  to  normal. 
But  this  must  be  due  largely  to  the  long  stretch  of  an  unusually  trying 
winter,  which  materially  affected  adversely  the  congregations.  It  certainly 
was  not  due  to  a  decreased  activity  of  the  clergy.  From  the  reports  of 
Lienten  services  made  at  the  semi-annual  convocation,  it  was  to  be  seen 
that  the  clergy  have  been  untiring  in  their  parochial  efforts.  We  wish 
these  efforts  had  been  more  productive  of  confirmations.  That  they  were 
not  cannot  be  laid  to  the  charge  of  ministerial  neglect. 

In  connection  with  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  there  are 
two  matters  of  pressing  importance,  to  which  the  committee  feels  it  must 
refer.  The  first  is  the  attempt  to  increase  the  Episcopal  Endowment 
Fund.  Particular  reports  will  doubtless  be  made  to  this,  but  in  any  report 
on  the  Diocese  it  here  intrudes  itself.  But  the  Bishop's  address  reveals 
how  far  short  of  our  opportunities  we  have  fallen.  We  have  not  come 
within  hailing  distance  of  meeting  the  conditions  by  which  several  large 
donations  to  tnis  fund  might  be  secured.  There  have  very  likely  been  good 
reasons  for  this  failure.  But  those  reasons  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to 
become  permanent.    The  canvass  for  subscriptions  should,  be  vigorously 

gressed.  Every  consideration  urges  upon  us  quick  and  persistent  efforts 
y  which  these  liberal  but  tentative  gifts  may  be  secured,  and  the  fund 
increased  to  such  a  size  as  will  insure  a  satisfactory  revenue.  The  com- 
mittee hears  witu  renewed  hope  that  the  committee  for  this  fund  has  a 
plan  by  which  they  are  sanguine  this  fund  may  be  completed. 

Th6  other  matter  which  calls  for  special  treatment  concerns  the  sup- 
port of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  The  Church  at  large  calls  aloud  for 
men  for  the  ministry,  and  each  diocese  echoes  the  need  But  what  right 
has  the  Church  to  call  for  these  young  men  until  she  is  able  and  willing  to 
assist  them  in  the  long  and  expensive  course  of  study  and  training  she  herself 
requires  of  them?  In  this  Diocese  we  find  no  provision  whatever  made  to 
supply  such  assistance.  The  Bishop  is  now  compelled  to  go  outside  the 
Diocese  in  search  of  helo.  The  only  resource  he  has  within  the  Diocese  is 
to  draw  upon  the  already  over-burdened  Trust  Fund.  Offerings  are  re- 
quired and  asked  for  almost  every  other  object,  but  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry  goes  uncared  for.  Is  it  not  time  for  some  canonical 
action?  It  seems  to  the  committee  that  it  is,  and  it  therefore  offers  to  the 
Convention  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  and  is  hereby  instructed 
to  at  once  draft  and  submit  to  this  Convention  such  canonical  provision  as 
will  create  and  sustein  a  fund  for  the  assistence  of  candidates  for  holy 
orders,  to  be  applied  at  the  discretion  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority.

•  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF   MISSIONS,  1904 

The  Board  of  Missions,  through  its  Secretary,  herewith  submits  its 
report  to  the  thirtieth  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Mich- 
igan for  the  year  190S-4: 

A  comparison  of  conditions  among  the  Mission  Churches  of  the  Dio- 
cese between  one  year  ago  and  now,  is  one  showing  conditions  of  slow  but 
steady  progress.    Two  new  churches  have  been  opened  during  the  year,  and 
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one  new  parish  house.  A  crying  need  in  several  of  our  mission  parishes 
manifests  itself  in  the  lack  of  homes  for  the  poorly  paid  cleri^^y,  who  in  the 
absence  of  rectories  are  subjected  to  the  double  inconvenience  of  paying 
high  rents  from  small  salaries,  and  the  difficulty  of  finding  desirable 
houses.  It  is  to  be  sincerely  desired  that  something  may  be  done  to  inspire 
and  help  these  struggling  congregations  to  put  forth  special  efforts  to  pro- 
vide homes  for  their  clergy.  There  are  about  a  half  dozen  places  in  the 
Diocese  that  would  be  greatly  benefited  by  securing  comfortable  but  inex- 
pensive rectories. 

Taking  up  the  Mission  Churches  in  alphabetical  order,  we  may  learn 
more  of  their  condition  and  progress. 

Albion,  under  the  care  of  its  energetic  Lay  Reader,  has  become  again 
an  active  member  of  the  Diocesan  b<Kly.  Mr.  T.  DeWitt  Tanner  has  for 
more  than  two  years  served  this  church  acceptably  and  efficiently  as  a  Lay 
Header.  He  is  now  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders;  and  his  continued  con- 
nection with  8t  James'  gives  it  promise  of  growth.  Homer  will  soon  be 
connected  with  Albion,  and  so  have  regular  services  established. 

Benton  Harbor  has  labored  under  the  disadvantage  of  having  had  a 
sick  clergyman  in  charge.  Recently  the  Rev.  Mr.  Woodruff  has  been  giv- 
ing a  weekly  Sunday  service,  and  a  new  Rector  is  expected  soon. 

Charlevoix  during  part  of  the  year  is  under  the  efficient  care  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Stout.    During  the  summer  months  is  in  charKe  of  the  Bishop. 

For  the  past  year,  St.  John's,  Grand  Haven,  has  been  aided  by  the 
Board.  Here  is  keenly  felt  the  need  of  a  rectory.  High  rent  and  small 
salary  together,  make  a  clergyman's  lot  a  trying  one  here. 

Grand  Rapids,  Good  Shepherd,  has  renewed  its  parochial  life;  and 
under  its  capable  and  energetic  Rector  begins  its  renewed  life  full  of 
promise. 

St.  John's,  Grand  Rapids,  has  again  been  left  shepherdless  by  the  loss 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Webster.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  more  favorable  future  is 
in  store  for  this  inission  church. 

Holland,  Grace  Church,  has  likewise  passed  through  the  ordeal  of 
pastoral  change.  But  fortunately  this  important  post  is  to  be  filled  at 
once. 

Ludington,  alas!  is  still  numbered  among  the  closed  and  silent  churches. 
In  a  town  so  large  and  with  a  church  property  so  valuable,  it  seems  a  great 
pity  that  something  can  not  be  done  to  bring  to  life  again  Grace  Church, 
Ludington. 

St  Paul's,  Mendon,  is  still  a  discouraging  field,  having  but  little  life 
and  little  ambition. 

Mt.  Pleasant,  St  John's,  under  the  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor's  careful  nursing,  is 
making  gratifying  progress. 

Saugatuck  is  a  summer  church  only. 

Union  City  begios  to  show  signs  of  renewed  life  under  the  fostering 
care  of  Mr;  E.  C.  Jiyneson  of  Three  Rivers. 

Baldwin,  Central  Lake,  Charlotte  and  Dowaffiac,  are  fields  in  the  fallow. 

East  Jordan  is  being  cared  for  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stout. 

Greenville  has  built  a  parish  house  during  the  year  as  a  mark  of 
progress,  and  a  rectory  would  be  a  good  addition.  There  have  been  four- 
teen baptisms  and  sixteen  confirmations. 

Harbor  Springs  has  been  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Armstrong,  of 
Petoskey. 

Lyons  has  suffered  by  the  vacancy  at  Ionia,  upon  whose  Rector  it 
depends  for  clerical  services. 

Mancelona  is  numbered  among  the  silent  churches. 

Newaygo  is  receiving  monthly  Sunday  services  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beck- 
with. 

Pentwater  has  been  given  monthly  week-day  services  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Galpin.    There  have  been  nineteen  confirmed;  a  gratifying  year's  results. 
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Paw  Paw,  as  usoal,  is  cared  for  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Law,  and  is  reported 
in  better  sliape  than  for  many  years. 

Rockford  shows  signs  of  feeble  parochial  life,  and  affords  little  encour- 
agement for  future  profcress. 

Epiphany,  South  Haven,  has  entered  into  the  use  of  its  new  church, 
and  has  had  a  year  of  encouratring  spiritual  progress  in  baptisms,  confirma- 
tions and  better  attended  services. 

St.  John's  Sturgis.  likewise,  has  entered  upon  the  enjoyment  of  its  new 
church,  and  has  also  had  a  goodly  number  baptized  and  confirmed. 

Three  Rivers  is  moving  along  steadily,  and  U  gaining  infiuence  in  the 
community  through  the  wise  and  faithful  work  of  its  Lay  Reader,  who 
will  soon  be  ordained  to  thf>  Diaconate. 

Whitehall  has  had  its  chtirch  property  sold,  and  henceforth  will  cease 
to  have  a  name  and  a  place  nmonff  our  discouraging  and  silent  churches. 

One  gratifying  fact  that  may  oe  mentioDed  in  this  report  is,  that  seve- 
ral imporcant  places  which  have  been  vacant  for  years,  are  now  served  with 
faithful  and  acceptable  men.  Only  a  very  few  places  remain  vacant,  which 
ought  to  be  filled  and  be  makinpf  progress.  These  are  Charlotte,  Luding- 
ton  and  St.  John's,  Grand  Rapids.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  during  this 
coming  year  these  places  may  be  provided  for,  and  that  soon  from  them 
may  come  reports  of  grAtifying  progress. 

In  surveying  our  Missionary  work  for  the  year,  and  comparing  it  with 
several  preceding  years,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  fair  progress  is 
being  made.  Of  course  there  is  much  yet  needing  to  be  done.  1st.  To- 
wards revivintf  languishing  missions.  2d.  In  encouraging  those  missions 
where  the  people  are  trying  to  help  themselves 

Under  the  pressing  needs  of  existing  missions,  and  with  the  limited 
means  at  our  command,  but  little  can  be  done  towards  opening  new  fields 
of  work,  and  no  such  fields  have  forced  themselves  upon  the  Board's  atten- 
tion during  the  past  year. 

Indeea  the  most  pressing  need,  in  several  of  the  mi-^sions  and  smaller 
churches,  at  least,  is  the  securing  of  small  and  inexpensive  rectories,  a  fact 
which  is  repeated  11  this  report  in  order  to  give  it  emphasis. 

The  missions  are  showing  some  signs  of  inoreasincr  appreciation  of  the 
Board's  help  by  giving  somewhat  Urger  pledges  to  Diocesan  Missions. 
There  is,  however,  neied  of  improvement  in  this  regard.  The  weaker  mis- 
sions sometimes  show  negligence  in  renewing  their  organization  at  Easter 
time,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Donohue  has  suggested  the  following,  which  the 
Board  endorses  and  recommends: 

Whereas,  Sometimes  in  Missions  the  officers  are  not  enough  inter- 
ested or  are  not  sufficiently  at  agreement  to  keep  up  and  to  provide  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  services  or  of  a  Sunday  School,  or  even  to  provide  for 
the  annual  election  in  Easter  Week;  And  Whereas.  There  are  usually  in 
every  Mission  some  persons  who  are  willing  to  give  time,  labor  and  money 
for  the  Church;  it  seems  advisable  that  the  canons  should  enable  the 
Bishop  to  co-operate  with  such  as  may  be  willing  to  work.  The  Board  of 
MissiouR,  therefore,  offers  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  following  words  be  added  to  Section  3  of  Canon 
XVIII.:  "If  in  any  year  such  annual  election  should  not  take  place,  the 
Bishop  may  appoint  the  officers  for  that  year."

The  Right  Reverend  Oeorge  D,  Oillespie: 

We  would  respectfully  report  the  work  of  the  Western  Michigan 
Branch  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  for  the  year  ending  June,  1904: 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Emmanuel  Church,  Hastings,  May 
25th  and  26th.  After  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion  and  the 
Bishop's  stirring  address,  the  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President,  Mrs.  Noble  of  Kalamazro.  The  roll  call  showed  ten  branches 
represented  from  the  twenty- two  which  contribute.  The  new  branch  at 
Three  Rivers  has  done  creditable  work.  From  the  reports  of  the  Treasu< 
rer  and  Correspondinc:  Secretary  we  find  we  have  raised  $700.30  for  pledges 
and  sent  out  boxes  valued  at  $1,041.45,  an  increase  of  $26.89  over  last  year. 
We  have  $266  23  on  band  for  the  United  Offerinff,  which  we  expect  will  be 
increased  before  sent  to  the  Triennial.  Mrs.  Noble  of  Kalamazoo,  and  Mrs. 
O'Brien  of  Grand  Rapids,  were  elected  delegates  to  the  Triennial  Meeting  in 
Boston. 

The  reports  from  the  Junior  Auxiliary  by  the  Diocesan  President,  Miss 
Wheelock,  were  very  gratifying.  She  reoorted  six  organized  branches  and 
others  promised;  and  five  Sunday  Schools  have  adopted  the  Monthly  Mis- 
sionary Sunday,  as  requested  by  the  Church  and  the  Bishop.  The  four 
new  branches  are  preparing  a  box  for  Archdeacon  Joyner  of  North 
Carolina,  to  be  sent  in  the  fall.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  President,  Mrs. 
Noble,  a  motion  was  made  by  Mrs.  Butterfleld,  that  in  commemoration  of 
the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Western  Michi- 
gan, that  we  pledge  a  special  Jubilee  Offering,  to  be  raised  by  subscription, 
towards  the  support  of  a  Mission  in  this  Diocese,  which  our  Bishop  shall 
name.  It  was  adopted,  and  at  the  meeting  $153.00  was  raised,  which  will 
be  increased. 

The  same  officers  were  re-elected,  but  Mrs.  Stearns  not  being  able  to 
serve  as  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Austin  of  Kalamazoo,  was  elected. 

We  all  felt  much  encouraged  and  inspired  by  Mrs.  Campbell  Fair's 
attendance  at  the  meeting,  and  at  the  possibility  of  her  resuming  her 
efficient  work  in  this  Diocese. 

Mrs.  Galpin's  most  uplifting  and  helpful  paper  on  "Personal  Service,*' 
and  the  Rev.  Herbert  Sowerby*s  interesting  ana  instructive  address,  were 
a  delight  to  us  all,  and  imbued  us  with  more  real  missionary  zeal  to  do  our 
"little"  towards  carrying  on  our  Master's  work  hopefully  and  prayerfully.

Resolved,  (1)  That  an  effort  be  made  to  increase  the 
number  of  clergy  who  preach  on  the  second  Sunday  after 
the  Epiphany  upon  Missions,  and  that  a  commission  be 
appointed  by  the  Bishop  for  this  purpose;  that  the  com- 
mission be  composed  of  three  clergymen  and  three  lay- 
men, that  they  report  annually  to  the  convention  the 
result  of  their  efforts,  and  also  the  names  of  the  par- 
ishes contributing  to  the  apportionment;  and  that  $15 
be  appropriated  for  their  expenses  in  printing  and 
postage. 

(2)  That  the  sum  apportioned  to  the  Diocese  of  Wes- 
tern Michigan  by  the  Board  of  managers  be  accepted, 
and  that  we  endeavor  to  raise  the  same  during  the  year. 

(3)  That  hearty  approval  be  expressed  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  of  the  plan  they  have  adopted  for  dissemi- 
niating  much  needed  information  as  to  the  work  going  on 
in  our  mission  fields,  especially  through  the  Spirit  of 
Missions,  and  for  making  requisition  upon  every  rector 
and  parish  for  an  annual  offering  at  the  public  services 
of  the  Church.

REPORT   OF  THE  COMMITTEE   ON   CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION   AND 

AKELBY  INSTITUTE 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Education  feel  it  a  deplorable  fact  that 
so  many  youth  of  today,  while  well  instructed  in  secular  learning,  are  little 
impressed  with  their  duty  to  Qod  and  their  duty  to  their  fellow  beings.  Not 
less  but  more  Christian  training  is  needful,  so  that  men  and  women  may 
deal  aright  with  the  intricate  problems  of  modern  life;  for  the  sense  of 
right  and  wrong  is  apt  to  be  blunted  by  the  very  hurry  and  rush  of  this 
age,  if  not  by  its  very  complexities.    Never  in  the  world's  history  has  there 
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been  more  need  of  careful  Christian  culture  of  the  young  than  now.  Our 
boys  and  girls  need  that  thorough  fibering  of  their  moral  sensibilitieB 
which  can  stand  the  strain  of  today's  seeming  demands. 

To  give  the  growing  generation  a  Ohristian  preparation  for  life's  stem 
conditionsi  we  must  look  to  the  home,  to  the  Church,  and  to  our  religious 
schools.  Little  help  can  be  expected  from  our  public  schools;  wisely  or 
unwisely  the  popular  demand  is  more  and  more  that  the  time  here  be  given 
to  mere  mental  training. 

In  the  home  Christ-loyal  parents  will  bend  their  energies  as  never 
before  to  give  their  sons  and  daughters  a  realizing  sense  of  what  human 
life  is,  ana  why  the  Creator  ever  sent  man  into  this  world. 

Upon  the  clergy  devolves  the  increasing  responsibility  of  impressing 
upon  the  young  the  lasting  influence  of  God's  Church  as  an  essential 
preparation  for  a  true  living — not  any  tawdry  attractiveness  of  so-called, 
up-to-date  services,  or  sensational  pulpit  themes  vulgar  advertised,  but 
the  solid  worth  of  religion  pure  and  undeflled- genuine  religion  taught  in 
sermon  and  prayed  and  sung  into  the  hearts  of  youthful  worshippers  by  a 
solemn,  reverent  service  amid  Churchly  surroundings  which  will  touch  and 
elevate  the  soul.  Worship  as  an  adoration  of  God  is  needed  in  these  times 
quite  as  much  as  Sunday  School  instruction,  and  we  urge  upon  our 
Church  families  the  good  old  custom  of  all  the  members  of  the  household 
bending  the  knee,  the  heart  with  it,  each  Sunday,  side  by  side,  in  the 
House  of  Prayer.  The  inspiration  and  the  habit  of  such  sacred  devotions 
will  be  a  stay  to  the  soul  in  many  an  hour  of  later  temptation  and  per- 
plexity. Education  means  the  leading  forth  into  vigor  of  the  youth's  innate 
powers  of  mind.  Christian  education  must  certainly  include  the  growth 
and  the  culture  of  the  instincts  of  reverence  and  of  that  Godly  fear  which 
Holy  Writ  terms  the  "beginning  of  wisdom." 

Your  committee  feel  that  with  such  an  excellent  school  for  girls  in  our 
Diocese  as  Akeley  Institute,  ably  managed,  the  best  of  moral  and  spiritual 
influences  surrounding  the  pupils,  as  attested  by  baptisms  and  confirma- 
tions each  year,  a  capable  and  most  devoted  body  of  teachers,  the  Diocese 
is  truly  to  be  congratulat^^d.  No  better  advantages  can  be  offered,  we 
believe,  anywhere  in  our  land  than  here.  To  be  convinced  needs  only  a 
visit  from  one  during  any  portion  of  the  sehool  year. 

We  would  felicitate  our  venerable  Bishop  that  his  wise  forethought, 
patience,  careful  plans,  and  loving  interest  have  brought  this  school  to  its 

E resent  state  of  efficiency  and  success,  and  that  he  is  privileged  to  see  for 
imself  this  fruitage  of  his  long  and  tireless  efforts  for  Christian  education 
in  Michigan.  To  us  all  and  to  him  it  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to 
know  that  Akeley  Institute  is  in  such  good  and  painstaking  charge  as  that 
of  Miss  Yerkes;  and  most  heartily  do  we  commend  our  Diocesan  school  to 
all  families,  within  and  without  the  state,  where  there  are  daughters  to  be 
educated  away  from  home.

BEPORT  OF  COMMITTBE   ON   CHURCH   LITERATURE. 

The  Committee  on  Gburch  Literature  flod  Dothing  Dew  to  say  upon 
the  old  but  important  subject  whish  has  been  before  the  Convention  at 
every  session  Bin<*e  the  organization  of  the  Diocese. 

In  spite  of  the  many  valuable  suggestions  of  the  various  committees, 
which  have  reported  to  this  body  year  after  year,  it  does  not  appear  that 
there  has  been  any  pronounced  growth  in  a  taste  for  Church  Literature 
among  our  people  Church  Literature  itself,  bowpver,  has  made  marked 
advances  within  the  last  thirty  years.  To-day  no  religious  body  in  the 
land  has  more  attractive  Church  publications  than  the  American  Church* 
The  Spirit  of  Missions,  the  organ  of  our  Board  of  Missions  is  the  equal  of 
any  magazine  of  the  kind  in  the  world*  It  is  an  profusely  illustrated  and 
as  ably  edited  as  the  best  of  the  secular  monthlips.  The  Church  weeklies 
are  vastly  more  interesting  and  present  a  far  mor**  pleasing  appearance  to 
the  eye  (no  small  matter)  than  those  of  a  generation  ago.  It  would  really, 
seem  as  though  we  might  soon  have  the  ideal  Church  paper,  a  paper  not 
for  the  clergy  primarily,  but  for  the  laity,  the  family  circle  first  of  all.  We 
also  note  with  pleasure  a  notable  increase  in  the  numbers  of  tracts  and 
leaflets  of  a  popular  character  setting  forth  the  distinctive  principles  and 
defending  the  position  of  the  Church.  The  price  of  thpse  publications  is 
so  reasonable  that  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  their  being  sown  broadcast 
over  the  land.  Is  not  the  time  ripe  for  the  adoption  of  some  of  the  mission- 
ary methods  of  the  modern  and  evanescent  sects?  Or  would  it  be  beneath 
the  dignity  of  a  Catholin  and  Apostolic  Church  to  place  its  literature  in 
hotels,  railway  stations  and  other  public  places  and  to  send  its  colporteurs 
into  the  rural  districts,  where  it  is  all  but  unknown? 

And  there  is  another  field  that  needs  to  be  worked  The  truth  is  that 
only  a  small  percentage  of  our  own  people  read  Church  literature.  Even 
in  families  of  more  than  ordinary  culture,  where  the  best  of  secular  read 
ing  matter  abounds,  it  is  the  rare  exception  to  find  religious  books  in  the 
library  or  Church  periodicals  on  the  table.  And  the  problem  is  not  mere- 
ly now  to  infuse  some  little  lesson  of  Church  literature  into  the  enormous 
lump  of  secular  literature,  it  is  to  secure  the  reading  of  the  religious  book 
or  magazine,  or  newspaper,  when  it  has  general  admission  to  the  home. 

Is  view  of  the  facts  that  some  acquaintance  with  current  Church 
literature  is  necessary  to  the  making  of  the  intelligent  Churchman,  it 
would  seem  that  it  would  be  worth  while  for  the  Clergy,  and  for  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  too,  to  give  considerable  thought  to  this  matter. 

Tour  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  subject  of  Church 
literature  might  well  have  a  place  in  the  regular  course  of  instruction  from 
the  chancel  and  that  every  parish  and  mission  should  have  its  agent  to 
secure  subscriptions  not  only  to  the  Church  Helper  but  to  all  the  various 
periodicals  of  the  Church. 

We  believe  it  would  be  feasable  in  some  cases  at  least  for  the  pastor 
himself  to  act  as  this  agent.  The  labor  involved  would  not  be  burdensome, 
ordinarily;  it  would  mean  only  a  new  topic  for  the  parochial  call.  The 
compensation  would  be  great  and  'ar  reaching.  As  a  rule,  the  churchman 
who  reads  Church  literature  and  thus  keeps  in  touch  with  the  life  and  work 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  is  the  earnest  ana  sympathetic  fellow  helper  of  the 
clergyman.

report   of   special   COMMITTEE   ON  THE   APPORTIONMENT. 

A  word  of  explanation  to  the  lay  delegates  ^ho  may  not  understand 
the  purport  of  this  report  so  well  as  the  clergy. 

The  upportionment  plan  is  the  plan  devised  by  the  last  Gteneral  Con- 
vention, whereby* tne  funds  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  our 

general  Board  of  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missions  should  be  by  a  general 
committee  divided  out  among  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions  of 
the  Churches,  and  then  sub-divided  in  each  Diocese  among  the  several 
Churches,  so  that  each  Church,  large  or  small,  should  have  the  opportunity 
of  its  share  towards  sustaining  the  Missionary  Work  of  the  Church  as 
carried  on  through  its  General  board. 

In  pursuance  of  this  plan  ^2,175.UU  has  been  apportioned  to  this  Diocese 
for  this  year.  And  then,  this  sum  by  our  own  Uiocesan  Committee  has 
been  apportioned  out  among  our  several  Churches  on  the  basis  of  5  per  cent, 
of  parochial  expenses. 

Towards  this  sum  apportioned  to  the  Diocese  91,193.46  has  been  paid, 
leaving  as  you  will  see  a  deticiency  of  9681.54.  This  is  altogether  too  large 
a  deficiency;  and  certainly  would  not  be  so  large  if  several  of  the  larger 
parishes  ot  the  Diocese  had  borne  their  proportionate  share  of  the  amount 
apportioned. 

Of  course,  in  addition  to  this  $1,193.00  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Dio- 
cese and  the  local  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  have  added  $1,090.38, 
a  nearly  equal  sum. 

But  the  Diocese  gets  no  credit  for  this  amount  towards  the  apportion- 
ment. It  does,  however,  help  to  redeem  the  Diocese  from  a  measure  of 
discredit,  although  it  does  not  help  us  to  meet  our  just  obligations  under 
the  apportionment  plan. 

This  serious  deticiency  of  more  than  one-third  the  entire  amount  of 
our  apportionment  should  lead  both  clergy  and  people  to  increased  zeal  in 
collecting,  and  to  increased  benevoleLce  in  giving,  so  that  our  Diocese  in 
the  tables  of  Missionary  statistics  may  have  a  more  favorable  showing;  and 
especially  that  our  consciences  may  be  awakened  to  a  more  conscientious 
appreciation  of  our  obligations  to  the  sacred  cause  of  Missions  and  to  the 
Missionary  work  of  our  Church. 

It  is,  however,  worthy  of  mention  that  we  are  on  the  upward  grade; 
that  during  the  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  entire  amount 
contributed  by  this  Diocese  to  Missions  of  $309  61  over  last  year.

BEPORT  OF   PLAN   FOR   WORK   OF   DISTRICT  SBCRBTARIBS 

This  committee  was  continued  by  last  convention  to  complete  its  work 
—recorded  on  page  55  of  Journal. 

The  committee  held  a  meetini;  at  Battle  Greek  on  the  28th  of  last  Sep- 
tember. A  circular  was  prepared  to  send  to  all  the  der^ry  of  the  Diocese, 
explaining  the  purpose  for  which  the  meeting  was  called,  urging  upon 
the  clergy  to  preach  missionary  sermons  on  or  about  the  second  Sunday  in 
Epiphany.  And  also  requesting  the  clergy,  as  far  as  possible,  to  exchange 
with  each  other  on  that  Sunday.  A  plan  of  exchanges  was  also  arranged 
by  this  committee  and  printed  on  the  circular. 

To  what  extent  this  plan  was  carried  out,  we  cannot  say..  But  we  fear 
not  very  well. 

Tt  may  be  worth  while  for  the  convention  to  elect  anoth<»r  committee 
to  try  to  improve  upon  the  work  inaugurated  by  the  present  committee, 
i.  e.  providing  the  clergy  are  willing  to  co-operate  with  the  committee  in 
carying  out  its  recommendations. 

But  if  the  clergy  are  not  willing,  then  it  is  better  to  let  the  plan  drop 
at  once.

The  Rev.   William  Lucas  read   the  report  of   the 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  respectfully  reports  that  it  has  carefully 
considered  the  several  matters  referred  to  it,  and  make  the  following 
recommendations : 

1.  We  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  change  the  date  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  therefore  recommend  that  the  proposed 
amendment  to  Section  1  Article  V  of  the  constitution  be  not  adopted. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  5  of  Canon 
VI,  by  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  Wardens  of  each 
Parish  to  appoint  two  persons  other  than  Vestrymen  to  audit  the  Treasu- 
rer's account  for  each  year,  should  not  be  adopted. 

Each  Parish  has  the  right  to  pursue  this  course  if  it  shall  see  fit,  with- 
out any  provision  in  the  Canons.  There  are  undoubtedly  Parishes  where 
it  will  be  difficult  to  procure  suitable  persons  outside  of  the  Vestry  who 
are  competent  and  willing  to  do  this  work.  We  do  not  think  that  this 
method  of  regulating  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Parishes  should  be  forced 
upon  them,  but  that  each  Parish  should  have  the  option  to  pursue  such 
course  as  it  may  think  best 

3  We  recommend  that  sub-section  (1)  of  Section  3  of  Canon  XVIII, 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  3.  (1.)  If  the  proper  consents  to  the  organization  of  a  Mission 
shall  have  been  given,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  the  following  offioc^rs  for 
the  first  year,  and  after  that  they  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  annually  in 
Easter  week:  a  Warden,  who  shall  be  a  male  communicant,  a  Treasurer 
and  a  Secretary.  And  all  members  of  such  Church,  twenty  one  years  of 
age,  who  are  regular  attendants  at  the  services  and  contributing  to  its  sup- 
port, shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  If  in  any  year  such  annual  election  should 
not  take  place,  thie  Bishop  may  appoint  the  officers  for  that  year.

An  annual  offering  shall  be  made  in  each  Parish  and  Mission  on  the 
third  Sunday  in  Advent,  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  which 
shall  be  known  as  Candidate's  Aid  Fund.  It  shall  be  used  at  the  discre- 
tion and  on  the  order  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  the  assistance  of 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  Canon  now  numbered  XXI,  be  changed 
to  Canon  XXII.  Respectfully  submitted,

THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


The  Clergy  will  please  read  appropriate  parts  to 
their  cong^regations  on  a  Lord's  Day  morning  soon  after 
the  Convention. 

My  Beloved  Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: 

What  I  had  not  anticipated  when  we  last  met  in 
Convention,  to  meet  with  you  again,  **He  who  is  the 
help  of  my  countenance,  and  my  God,"  **the  God  of  my 
strength,"  has  granted  unto  me.  A  year  taken  from  my 
brief  span,  with  the  diminished  strength  which  years 
must  bring,  I  have  been  able  to  go  in  and  out  among  the 
parishes,  assuming  their  **care,"  in  the  privileges  and 
obligations  of  my  office.  God  calls  us  not  awa}'  in  the 
order  of  our  years,  surely  it  is  not  that  the  longer  we 
are  in  the  vineyard,  the  larger  store  and  the  more  pre- 
cious are  the  fruits  ot  our  labors.  *'Por  honorable  age 
is  not  which  standeth  in  length  of  time,  nor  that  is  mea- 
sured by  number  of  years.  But  wisdom  is  the  gray  hair 
unto  men,  and  an  unspotted  life  is  old  age."  Yet  we 
must  think  that  while  we  stay,  He  has  some  work  for 
us  to  do,  some  pleasure  in  even  what  is  far  surpassed  by 
stronger  bodies  and  more  active  minds. 

And  so  I  proceed  to  tell  you  the  tale  of  my  Episco- 
pate for  the  year,  wishing  it  were  brighter  with  achieve- 
ment, but  thankful  for  what  it  is. 

But  first,  we  living  men  must  visit  in  memory  the 
graves  of  those  who  have  been  in  our  office  and  ministry, 
and  whom  we  all  revere  as  * 'being  found  faithful." 

THE  REV.  AUSTEN  F.  MORGAN. 

* 'The  shortness  and  uncertainty  of  human  life"  came 
very  near  to  us,  when,  on  the  morning  of  Feb.  4th,  our 
brethren.  Rev,  Austen  Francis  Morgan,  so  suddenly  smit- 
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ten  with  the  dread  pneumonia,  closed  his  eyes  in  death. 
He  had  come  to  us  very  lately,  some  of  you  had  not  even 
met  him,  but  his  year  at  Ionia  had  told  on  the  life  of  the 
parish,  had  endeared  him  to  his  people,  had  secured  him 
the  respect  of  the  community.  I  had  counted  on  him  as 
one  who  would  be  with  us,  a  fellow  helper  to  his  Bishop, 
loyal  to  the  diocese,  and  under  whose  faithful  ministry 
St.  John's  would  g'row  to  healthier  being",  and  greater 
prominence  among  the  churches  of  the  diocese.  Mr. 
Morgan  was  born  in  England,  and  at  an  early  age  came 
to  America,  going  to  Canada.  He  joined  the  Canadian 
cavalry,  and  went  through  the  Reil  rebellion.  Gradu- 
ating from  a  Canadian  college,  he  came  to  the  United 
States  and  entered  the  Western  Theological  Seminary. 
He  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1893  and  Priest  the  following 
year.  His  parishes  were  Grand  Island,  Nebraska;  Mt. 
Vernon,  Indiana;  Cuero,  Texas;  Sioux  Falls,  South  Da- 
kota; and  Ionia. 

BISHOPS  WHO  HAVE  FINISHED  THEIR  COURSE. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  March  Clark,  D.,  D.,  LL.  D., 
at  the  advanced  age  of  91  years,  on  September,  7,  A.  D. 
1903,  yielded  to  the  pressure  of  years.  Withdrawn  for 
several  years  from  the  activities  of  his  office,  the  Church 
heard  from  him  in  pastorals  replete  with  counsels  of  a 
man  *'full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,"  and  who 
from  his  quiet  chamber  looked  abroad  over  the  signs  of 
the  times  and  answered  the  cry,  "Watchman,  what  of 
the  night?"  It  is  too  well  known  to  be  denied,  that 
there  was  a  period  in  the  Bishop's  life  when  doubts  and 
difficulties  of  a  spiritual  cast  overshadowed  a  naturally 
buoyant  spirit,  it  may  have  been  some  lingerings  of  a  Cal- 
vanistic  training;  but  it  is  pleasant  to  record  as  it  comes 
from  one  who  had  been  thrown  with  him  closely,  "out 
from  the  darkness  of  a  great  sorrow,  and  out  from  the 
shadow  that  for  a  time,  almost  darkened  his  mind,  he 
emerged  in  the  later  days  of  his  life  upon  what  I  think 
was  a  very  high  place  of  spiritual  earnestness  and  power. " 
In  his  office  as  Presiding  Bishop,  he  rose  to  the  dignity 
and  rights  of  his  position.  He  was,  when  any  subject 
came  to  be  presented  to  him,  quick  and  keen  to  look  into 
it,  and  to  see  through  it,  and  his  mind  positively  deci- 
ded; he  was  not  to  be  shaken  or  deterred  from  action.    A 
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brother  Bishop  preaching  his  In  Memoriam,  happily 
took  as  his  text,  ''So  he  fed  them  with  a  faithful  and 
true  heart,  and  ruled  them  prudently  with  all  his  power.'* 
The  Ri.  Rev.  Abiel  Leonard,  D.  D.,  closed  nearly 
sixteen  years  of  his  Episcopate,  Missionary  Bishop  of 
Utah  and  Salt  Lake,  dying  on  Dec.  3,  A.  D.  1903.  Going- 
to  his  field  he  wrote,  **I  shall  go  forth  with  God's  help 
to  do  th^  Master's  work  with  all  the  energy,  enthusiasm 
and  wisdom  which  I  can  command.  I  go  to  what  I  know 
will  be  a  hard  and  trying  field,  where  in  the  providence 
of  God,  I  am  commissioned  and  put."  His  career  was 
in  accordance  with  this  noble  resolve.  He  gave  himself 
without  stint  to  his  district  and  to  the  Church,  besides 
drawing  largely  upon  his  private  means  to  maintain  and 
carry  forward  enterprises  which  he  knew  to  be  neces- 
sary, but  for  which  the  Church  failed  to  provide.  Sur- 
rounded by  Mormon  immoralities  and  oppositions,  he 
dealt  with  both  in  wisdom  and  large  Christian  charity, 
upholding  law  and  order  and  aiming  to  counteract  the 
evil  influences  by  the  application  in  living  and  teaching 
of  a  pure  Christianity.  St.  Mark's  Hospital  and  Row- 
land Hall  are  his  monuments. 

The  calling  from  his  work  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  James 
Addison  Ingle,  M.  A.,  by  his  decease  at  Hankow,  De- 
cember 7,  1903,  was  a  severe  blow  to  our  China  mission. 
His  Episcopate  covered  less  than  two  years,  but  in  this 
period  was  shown  his  marked  fitness  for  the  work,  in 
the  opening  of  new  stations,  the  prominent  place  given 
to  evangelistic  work  and  the  training  of  Chinese  clergy, 
the  constant  development  of  the  work  of  education  and 
medical  missions.  From  the  Mission  rooms  where  he 
was  best  known  in  this  land,  comes  the  testimony. 
**Bishop  Ingle  rendered  his  services  in  a  spirit  of  Chris- 
tian determination  and  joy.  No  duty  was  too  unpleas- 
ant for  him  to  undertake,  no  task  seemed  impossible  if 
it  ought  to  be  done.  He  never  asked  -others  to  do  what 
he  was  unwilling  to  do  himself.  It  speaks  the  mystery 
of  God's  providence  when  He  removes  one  to  our  human 
view  so  readv  and  so  capable  to  spread  the  kingdom  of 
His  dear  Son,  and  yet  more  how  **He  worketh  all  things 
after  the  counsel  of  His  will." 

The  decease  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  U.  Dudley, 
D.  D.  D.  C.  L.,  LL.  D.,   January  22,   1904,  has  been  so 
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recent,  and  has  called  forth  so  much  in  print, 
and  has  awakened  so  much  feeling*  throughout  the 
Church,  that  but  for  the  completeness  of  our  annals,  I 
need  not  refer  to  it.  He  was  a  noble  Bishop,  showing* 
what  a  Bishop  of  intellecual  forces,  of  untiring-  energ-y 
and  zeal,  of  farseeing*  vision,  of  wisdom  in  carrying*  out 
his  conceptions  of  the  Church  offices  and  opportunities, 
may  be  throug-hout  her  borders.  He  was  far  more  than 
a  Diocesan.  The  colored  work  looked  to  him  as  its  g-uide 
and  supporter;  to  the  missions  of  the  church  he  was  the 
eloquent  advocate  and  tower  of  streng-th;  as  a  g'reat  cit- 
izen he  evidenced  those  broad  sympathies  that  made  him 
such  a  commanding*  fig*ure  outside  the  Church  as  well  as 
in  her  councils.  In  the  words  that  come  from  his  dio- 
cese, "He  has  fallen  asleep  while  in  the  full  enjoyment 
of  his  powers,  and  yet  at  the  end  of  a  life  so  complete 
in  all  its  phases  that  it  is  difficult  to  see  wherein  he  could 
more  adequately  have  fulfilled  his  mission  on  earth.*' 

As  I  close  these  notices,  I  am  reminded  that  since 
my  name  came  on  the  Episcopate,  sixty-two  have  been 
taken  from  it  by  death,  while  only  nine  remain  who  were 
my  associates. 

To  come  now  to  speak  of  our  own  affairs.

THE  CLERGY  LIST. 

The  names  on  our  list  are  thirty-three,  six  less  than 
were  reported  to  the  last  convention.  Of  these,  four 
are  disqualified  by  ag*e  or  sickness,  three  are  resident 
but  not  reg*ularly  eng*ag*ed,  four  are  in  other  dioceses, 
leaving  the  working*  force  twenty-two. 

VISITATIONS. 

Continued  health,  though  with  diminishing*  strength, 
has  enabled  me  to. meet  my  appointments.  The  excep- 
tions are  generally  where  at  the  request  of  rectors  I  have 
postponed  confirmation.  These  will  have  attention  after 
convention. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

The  number  confirmed  in  17  parishes  and  12  missions 
is  358.     This  is  30  less  than  last  year. 

I  have  this  year  arranged  to  meet  all  persons  whom 
I  have  confirmed  yet  resident  in  the  parish.    The  results 
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on  the  whole  have  been  satisfactory,  especially  where 
the  rector  has  interested  himself  to  bring"  them  together. 
The  drift  of  the  addresses  has  been,  to  recall  their  con- 
firmation, and  to  bring"  them  to  self  scrutiny  as  to  their 
performance  of  its  vows.  I  am  impressed  with  the  im- 
portance of  careful  admission  to  the  rite  of  those  whose 
previous  relig'ious  life  has  been  in  other  communions. 
Such  candidates  have  much  to  unlearn,  and  much  to  learn. 
If  they  come  to  us,  as  will  often  be  the  case,  from  social 
ties,  or  uninformed  in  the  principles  of  the  Church,  they 
are  liable  to  dissatisfaction  and  unhappiness.  They 
have  lost  what  they  have  relied  upon  for  their  spiriturl 
life  and  they  have  not  found  what  to  their  feelings  sup- 
plies its  place.  If  they  have  held  prominent  positions  in 
their  respective  bodies,  they  expect  to  assume  what  they 
are  not  qualified  for,  and  so  friction  arises.  It  is  not  un- 
reasonable to  ask  such  seekers  of  the  Church's  privi- 
leg"es,  especially  if  they  are  of  personal  refinement  and 
culture,  to  wait  until  they  have  had  experience  in  Church 
life,  and  have  read  and  studied. 

It  is  worthy  of  consideration,  whether  when  the  per- 
son's previous  convictions  have  been  very  decidedly  in 
antagonism  to  the  Church's  Creed,  there  should  not  be  a 
formal  denunciation  of  their  errors. 

THE  PROGRESS  OF  THE  YEAR. 

I  have  no  remarkable  facts  or  figures  to  present. 
Indeed  the  year  will  not  compare  favorablj'^  with  some^ 
that  have  preceded  it.     But  we  '*see  our  tokens"  of  the 
Lord's  recog-nition  of  our  feeble  efforts. 

Albion  under  a  candidate  for  Orders  is  showingf  the 
revival  of  life  which  we  had  feared  was  extinct.  Char- 
levoix is  having  a  winter  as  well  as  a  summer  life.  Good 
Shepherd,  Grand  Rapids,  is  revealing"  a  streng"th  under 
energ'etic  leadership  which  looks  toward  real  and  per- 
manent parish  life.  St.  Mark's  with  its  parish  house 
is  developing"  into  an  in^^titutional  church  on  Church  lines. 
St.  Paul's  g'rows  steadily  under  wise  activity.  Mt. 
Pleasant  shows  its  g"ratification  in  renewed  services. 
Manistee  slowly  but  continuously  meets  its  debt.  Mus- 
keg"on  rises  to  its  opportunities.  Pentwater  welcomes 
a  monthly  service.  South  Haven  has  completed  its 
church,  and  finds  its  cong'reg'ation  growing.     Sturgis 
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makes  its  own  its  goodly  church  by  paying  for  it.    Trav- 
erse City  has  enriched  its  altar  by  gifts. 

THE  VACANCY  AND  SUPPI^Y  OF  PARISHES. 

Till  within  the  last  few  weeks  our  parishes  and 
missions  capable  of  support  with  missionary  aid,  have 
been  supplied.  But  resignations  have  followed  in  rapid 
succession.  Elk  Rapids  passed  under  the  care  of  the 
Rev.  William  Vincent  Dawson,  January  24,  1904.  The 
Rev.  W.  J.  Petrie,  Ph.  D.,  has  relinquished  the  charge 
of  Holy  Trinity,  Benton  Harbor.  The  Rev.  J.  H.  Dod- 
shon  closing  his  curateship  at  St.  Mark's  Grand  Rapids, 
January  1,  1904,  assumed  charge  of  the  Good  Shepherd, 
January  1,  1904.  The  Rev.  S.  W.  Moran  retired  from 
Emmanuel,  Hastings,  December  26,  1903.  The  Rev. 
William  Johnson  from  Grace  church,  Holland,  April  5, 
1904.  The  Rev.  C.  O.  S.  Kearton  f f om  Trinity,  Marshall, 
April  10, 1904.  The  Rev.  George  Forsey  from  St.  Paul's, 
Muskegon,  August  12,  1903,  succeeded  by  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Galpin,  October  1,  1903.  The  Rev.  J.  T.  Webster 
from  St.  John's  Mission,  Grand  Rapids,  April  17,  1904. 
The  Rev.  W.  W.  Taylor  assumed  charge  of  St.  John's, 
Mt.  Pleasant,  October  15,  1903.  The  Rev.  D.  Charles 
White  was  called  to  the  charge  of  St.  Andrew's,  Big 
Rapids,  on  his  succession  to  the  priesthood.  The  de- 
cease ot  the  Rev.  Austin  F.  Morgan  at  Ionia,  February 
4,  1904,  left  St.  John's  Church  vacant.  Albion  and 
Three  Rivers  are  supplied  by  ciindidates  for  orders. 

The  present  vacancies  in  parishes  and  missions  are 
Holy  Trinity,  Benton  Harbor;  Emmanuel,  Hastings, 
seeking  a  rector  but  under  conditions  that  make  success 
doubtful;  Trinity,  Marshall;  St.  John's,  Ionia,  delaying 
a  call  to  pay  a  debt;  a  policy  to  which  this  parish  has 
been  too  much  given;  St.  John's,  Grand  Rapids,  slow  to 
learn  that  * 'brethren  must  dwell  together  in  unity." 
Other  vacancies  as  Homer,  Union  City,  Mendon,  chronic 
because  the  people  **care  not  for  these  things;"  Lud- 
ington,  where  for  years  the  church  has  had  a  sad  state 
of  vacancy;  Central  Lake,  which  must  look  to  some  near 
church  for  services;  Rockford,  that  has  no  one  to  blame 
but  itself  for  vacancj'. 

The  church  at  Whitehall  has  been  sold.  The  foun- 
dation was  in  such  condition  that  the  building  was  in 
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danger  of  being*  wrecked  by  tbe  wind.  The  windows 
were  badly  broken  and  the  furnace  out  of  order,  so  that 
the  buildingf  could  not  bemused  in  cold  wfeather.  The 
Church  people, are  few  and  unable  to  make  repairs.  The 
vestry  has  been  long*  extinct;  Saugatuck,  is  a  summer 
church;  Lyons,  that  must  rely  on  Ionia;  Chailotte,  that 
waits  a  leg^acy;  Mancelona,  with  its  broken  windows  the 
people  will  not  repair;  Baldwin,  near  which  a  new  town 
forming"  may  open  the  opportunity  for  services;  Quincy, 
wickedly  closed  for  years.  Some  of  these  might  be 
taken  from  this  black  list  were  neighboring  rectors  more 
willing  to  give  them  their  services,  and  were  the  people 
persuaded  in  their  own  minds  that  the  Lord  hath  ordained 
that  **they  who  preach  the  gospel  should  live  of  the  gos- 
pel." I  have  dissolved  the  missions  at  Whitehall  and 
Dowagiac.     They  have  no  property. 

DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

Thirteen  missionaries  have  received  aid  from  the  dio- 
cese and  the  domestic  board  during  the  whole  or  a  part 
of  the  year.  The  number  of  places  served  by  the  mis- 
sionaries is  seventeen.  The  domestic  board  has  granted 
us  $1,040.  The  cases  in  which  care  has  been  extended 
beyond  their  parishes  are,  Rev.  Charles  Donohue,  sus- 
taining a  district  Sunday  school  in  Grand  Rapids;  the 
Rev.  William  Lucas  assisting  the  Lay  Reader  at  Three 
Rivers;  Rev.  William  Galpin  giving  a  monthly  service 
at  Pentwater.  This  is  a  very  meagre  record  compared 
with  what  the  rectors  might  have  done  in  the  towns 
near  their  parishes.  The  progress  is  not  made  in  our 
missions  that  we  might  expect.  Partlj'  this  is  the  result 
of  an  unsettled  population,  and  the  frequent  changes  in 
pastoral  charge.  But  I  must  think  that  more  liberality, 
more  loyalty  to  the  Church,  and  less  dissensions  among 
the  people,  and  more  determination  on  the  part  of  the 
minister,  would  sooner  change  the  mission  into  a  parish, 
and  relieve  the  missionary  board.  We  may  well  be 
weary  of  this  ever  asking  the  same  or  greater  pecuni- 
ary aid,  and  it  is  a  question  whether  it  should  be  con- 
tinued when  there  is  so  little  visible  result. 

DOMESTIC  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  offerings  to  our  domestic  and   foreign  missions 
for  the  year  ending  September  1,    1903,  amounted  to 
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$2,283.84.  From  Sunday  schools,$637. 38;  from  Woman's 
Auxiliary,$453;  on  apportionment,  $1,193.46,  being"  an  in- 
crease of  $177.93;  the  deficiency,  $681.54;  the  increase  in 
the  entire  amount  contributed,  $309.61. 

It  certainly  applies  to  this  diocese,  the  exception  if 
any  is  in  strong"er  dioceses,  that  the  apportionment  will 
not  be  collected  entirely  througfh  the  offertory.  There 
must  be  large  individual  gifts,  and  these  will  come  through 
personal  solicitation.  I  advise  in  at  least  the  parishes  to 
which  large  amounts  are  apportioned,  that  a  committee 
of  men  and  women  shall  be  constituted  who  shall  solicit 
from  individuals.  Even  this  measure  will  not  reach  the 
case,  so  long  as  four  prominent  parishes,  having  1,280 
communicants,  raise  only  $19.29.  Is  this  the  return  of 
the  rectors  of  these  parishes  to  Christ  Jesus  and  to  the 
Church,  for  having  placed  them  in  high  places?  Do 
these  disloyal  priests  expect  God's  blessing  on  their 
work?  **Will  a  man  rob  God?  yet  ye  rob  me.  But  ye 
say  Wherein  have  we  robbed  thee?  In  tithes  and  offer- 
ings.    Ye  are  cursed  with  the  curse." 

There  are  among  our  parishes  those  that  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  missionary  interest  and  effort.  I 
could  mention  branches  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  Junior 
Auxiliaries  that  enlist  the  dear  youth,  Sunday  schools 
that  help  to  swell  the  grand  aggregate  that  Easter 
brings  to  our  missionary  treasury.  They  are  the  honor 
of  the  diocese.  They  save  us  from  disgrace.  They 
reprove  the  wretched  parochialism  that  begrudges  a  cent 
sent  out  of  our  parish. 

THE  SEMI-ANNUAL  DIOCESAN  CONFERENCE. 

The  November  meeting  was  held  at  Grand  Haven, 
the  Easter  meeting  at  Traverse  City.     I  am  happy  to 

say  I  am  not  aware  of  any  minister  in  the  diocese  who  is 
willinglj-  absent  from  these  gatherings;  and  I  am  more 
and  more  convinced  of  their  great  value  as  a  bond  of 
union  among  the  clergy,  a  stimulous  to  thought  and 
study,  and  an  encouragement  to  persevere  amid  trials. 

SOCIETIES  IN  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Diocesan  Journal  shows  St.  Andrew's  Broth- 
erhood in  seven  parishes,  Daughters  of  the  King  in  one. 
Girl's  Friendly  Society  in  two.  Young   People's   En- 
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deavor  Society  under  diflFerent  names  in  two,  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  in  eigfhteen,  the  Junior  Auxiliary  in 
three. 

While  these  societies  exist,  I  fear  the  tendency  is  to 
throw  the  interest  in  and  put  the  work  mainly  in  org'an- 
izations  for  the  benefit  and  funds  of  the  parish.  This  is 
one  of  the  phases  of  parochialism  to  be  deprecated.  The 
societies  named  are  for  the  expansion  of  the  Church,  and 
generally  they  touch  spiritual  interests. 

AKELrEY  INSTITUTE. 

I  leave  to  the  report  of  the  Principals  to  acquaint  you 
with  details  of  the  life  of  our  diocesan  school.  We  have 
felt  the  hard  winter  in  sickness,  thougfh  providentially 
not  of  a  serious  character,  and  temporary  withdrawal  of 
pupils  from  this  cause.  Yet  the  year  has  been  one  of 
satisfactory  prog'ress.  The  baptism  of  two  gfirls  and 
the  confirmation  of  four  others,  is  realizing  the  Church 
school . 

THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  CORRECTIONS  AND  CHARITIES. 

As  has  been  my  custom,  I  have  devoted  Thanks- 
giving Day  to  the  School  for  the  Deaf,  a  Sunday  to  the 
State  Reformatory,  and  divided  a  Sunday  between  the 
Industrial  Home  for  Boys  and  the  School  for  the  Blind. 
To  this  have  been  added  two  visits  to  state  institutions, 
five  to  poorhouses  and  fourteen  to  jails,  attending  eight 
meetings  of  the  board.  I  could  wish  the  clergy  would 
supplement  my  work  by  visits  to  the  jail  and  poor  house 
of  their  town.  In  this  Christian  land  no  one  is  so  de- 
graded, no  one  so  guilty,  as  to  be  deemed  unworthy  of 
Christian  attentions. 

THE  EMBER  DAYS. 

These  appointments  aside  from  their  intent  to  **faith- 
f  ully  and  wisely  make  choice  of  fit  persons  to  serve  in  the 
sacred  ministry  of  the  Church,"  give  opportunity  to  pre- 
sent the  claims  of  the  ministry  for  candidates.  The 
need  of  seeking  for  candidates  is  apparent.  We  make 
this  extract  from  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the 
state  of  the  church  made  to  the  General  Convention  of 
1901:  '*The  returns  of  the  number  of  clergymen  show 
an  increase  of  something  less  than  6  per  cent.     We  find 
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that  the  ordinations  to  diaconate  and  priesthood  number 
eighty-seven  less  in  the  last  three  years  than  in  the  like 
time  preceding  the  last  General  Convention."  We  believe 
this  showing  is  an  admonition  to  us  that  we  ought  to 
pray  more  earnestly  than  heretofore  that  **the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  would  send  forth  more  laborers  into  his  har- 
vest." Allowing  for  deaths,  depositions  and  clergy 
falling  out  of  the  ranks  by  age  and  sickness,  no  room  is 
left  for  increase.  A  Church  whose  clergy  is  not  increas- 
ing is  on  the  decline.  We  are  in  a  crisis  in  which  every 
diocese  is  concerned.  As  a  diocese  we  have  added  in  our 
thirty  years  only  twelve  by  ordination  to  the  clergy, 
while  the  deaths  have  numbered  nineteen.  I  beg  you, 
my  reverend  brethren,  to  devote  the  Sunday  in  the  Ember 
Week  to  setting  forth  the  privilege,  the  happiness,  the 
duty  of  being  ''Ambassadors  of  Christ,  Stewards  of  the 
Mysteries  of  God."  You  can  never  know  but  that  there 
are  young  men  before  you  who  are  agitating  this  ques- 
tion of  candidateship,  whom  your  words  may  decide.  You 
can  bring  before  men,  who  have  never  had  a  thought 
that  such  an  obligation  devolved  on  them,  entering  the 
holy  ministry  as  the  first  duty  to  Christ  and  His  Church 
which  a  man  must  carefully  weigh  before  deciding  that 
he  can  best  serve  God  in  some  other  calling.  You  can 
also  remonstrate  with  that  unwillingness  on  the  part  of 
parents  atid  guardians,  that  often  chills  the  desire  of  a 
serious  minded  youth.  Such  appeals  followed  up  by 
personal  conference  with  hopeful  boys  and  young  men 
may  remove  the  stigma  from  your  parish  of  furnishing  no 
candidates  for  the  holy  ministry. 

Ember  Sunday  sermons  may  define  the  relation  of 
pastor  and  people.  They  may  open  the  pastor's  home 
and  study  and  even  his  heart  to  his  flock,  they  may 
bring  around  the  relation,  the  scriptural  ideal.  And 
while  they  bring  the  flock  nearer  the  shepherd,  they 
may  bring  the  shepherd  nearer  the  flock. 

I  can  think  of  no  higher  use  of  the  Ember  Day  pul- 
pit than  the  effort  to  bring  us  back  to  what  was  once 
the  relation  of  the  pastor  and  his  people.  As  we  tighten 
the  cords  of  respect  and  affection,  we  shall  enlarge  the 
opportunity  for  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  the 
terms  of  hire  now  so  common  will  be  accounted  profane. 
The  call  to  the  rectorship  will  be  if  not  in  the  terms  in 
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the  spirit  of  that  Paul  heard,  when  **m  the  night  there 
stood  a  man  of  Macedonia,  and  prayed  him,  saying*,  Come 
over  into  Macedonia  and  help  us."  Come  over  and  help 
us  to  live  holy  lives,  to  gfo  from  strength  to  strength 
amid  the  temptations  we  must  encounter,  to  train  up 
our  children  in  the  way  they  should  go,  to  influence  our 
friends  and  neighbors  in  right  paths,  and  at  last  to  reach 
the  blessed  kingdom. 

THE    RESIGNATION    OP    PARISHES   AND  PULLING  VACAN- 
CIES. 

In  reviewing  our  diocesan  history,  and  inquiring 
what  has  been  in  the  way  of  our  more  rapid  advance- 
ment, I  can  name  no  more  potent  factor  than  the  con- 
stant changes  of  the  clergy.  There  have  been  in  all 
with  our  present  number  one  hundred  and  eighty-five 
clergymen,  and  to  this  must  be  added  changes  in  the  di- 
ocese. There  are  of  the  clergy  in  service  today,  only 
three  whose  connection  has  extended  to  ten  years. 

It  must  be  conceded  that  in  mony  cases  removal  has 
been  justified  by  inadequate  salaries.  The  salaries  gen- 
erally have  been  on  a  lower  grade  than  might  have  been 
expected.  Especially  of  late  years  it  has  been  a  marvel 
to  me,  that  the  people  experiencing  the  increased  ex- 
penses of  living  have  not  seemed  to  apply  the  case  to 
their  clergyman.  I  have  parted  with  good  men  unwil- 
lingly, yet  feeling  that  their  action  was  justified.  I  beg 
you,  my  brethren  of  the  laity,  to  consider  the  painful- 
ness  of  the  constant  ineffectual  struggle  to  make  the 
two  ends  meet  in  family  life,  and  how  it  interferes  with 
that  cheerful  energy  with  which  you  desire  your  min- 
ister to  discharge  his  office. 

The  clerical  change  is  not  always  the  fault  of  the 
laity.  It  is  a  weakness  in  the  ministry  to  be  too  ready 
to  give  up  in  face  of  difficulties.  When  a  clergyman 
accepting  a  call  writes,  "I  have  made  it  a  subject  of 
prayer,"  it  is  to  be  supposed  that  this  is  not  merely  a  con- 
ventional phrase,  and  if  he  believes  that  God  has  directed 
him  to  the  field,  where  is  his  faith  when  with  the  first 
unexpected  difficulties  he  is  seeking  a  change?  God 
knew  what  he  would  encounter  when  He  placed  him 
there.  He  meant  to  help  him  to  overturn  that  obstacle, 
and  to  bless  him  for  his  patience.     Often  in  the  parish 
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there  is  '*Diotrophes  who  loveth  to  have  the  pre-emi- 
nence." With  his  conceit,  his  igfoorance,  his  pretensions, 
his  boorishness,  he  is  a  thorn  in  the  side  of  the  rector. 
But  it  is  cowardice  to  be  driven  out  by  him.  It  is 
strengfthening"  the  parish  pope  in  his  position,  g'iving  him 
a  life  lease  in  that  parish  as  the  boss  of  the  rector.  This 
readiness  to  up  and  off  impairs  th6  confidence  of  the  peo- 
ple in  the  clergfy,  a  parish  has  shown  kindness  to  their 
rector,  they  have"  built  him  a  rectory,  a  parish  house, 
they  have  multiplied  the  acts  of  a  watchful  care  taking*; 
and  when  in  face  of  their  remonstrances  he  leaves  them, 
the  feeling  is,  the  clergy  are  mercenary,  and  we  cannot 
wonder  at  it.  Nor  can  we  wonder  when  the  successor 
finds  a  coldness  in  attitude  of  the  people  to  depress  him. 
A  serious  difficulty  connected  with  clerical  changes 
is  the  disposition  of  Vestries  to  delav  in  filling  the  va- 
cancy. The  welfare  of  the  Parish  demands  as  speedy 
action  as  comports  with  investigation  and  prudence. 
But  often  instead  the  vacancy  is  regarded  with  little  * 
concern.  To  pay  a  debt,  for  which  no  immediate  effort 
is  put  forth,  the  Church  is  closed  and  services  suspended. 
The  result  is,  all  activities  droop,  the  unstable  wander 
off,  and  what  it  has  taken  time  to  achieve  is  speedily 
lost.  The  efforts  of  the  Bishop  receive  scarcely  cour- 
teous attention.  And  when  he  has  diligently  sought  for, 
and  thinks  he  has  found  the  suitable  incumbent  he  is  in- 
formed the  Parish  is  not  ready  to  act.  I  dread  a  va- 
cancy— the  we3rying  correspondence,  -the  unreasonable- 
ness of  Parishes  that  have  little  to  offer  in  support,  the 
cry  for  the  young  man  that  is  dinged  into  my  ears  which 
means  more  than  anything  else  the  cheap  man,  and  the 
utter  unspirituality  of  the  whole  business  of  seeking  and 
calling  a  Rector. 

THE   INCREASE   OF    THE    EPISCOPAL    FUND. 

The  foundation  of  this  fund  was  laid  in  1874; 
while  the  securities  turned  over  to  the  trustees  amounted 
to  $30,859.00.  Owing  to  non-payment  of  subscriptions, 
shrinkage  of  securities  and  the  financial  panic  of  1875-76 
this  sum  was  reduced  to  $20,823.43.  Subsequent  addi- 
tions have  been,  1875  a  lot  for  the  Episcopal  Residence 
given  by  Mr.  Geo.  Kendall,  valued  at  $3,000.  For  the 
erection,  1881,    $2,615.27   was   contributed    within   and 
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Without  the  Diocese,  to  be  considered  an  addition  to  the 
fund.  The  house  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $6,461.57,  the 
deficiency  being"  borrowed  from  the  fund.  This  sum 
was  returned  by  rents  up  to  1891-92.  The  rents  con- 
tinuing* for  thirteen  years;  S6,500  has  been  applied  on 
the  salary.  In  1882.  a  settlement  with  the  Diocese  of 
Michigan  added  $1,554.62  to  the  principal.  In  1889  two 
most  generous  friends  of  the  Diocese  gave  $5,000 
and  offered  to  give  $5,000  more  provided  an  additional 
$10,000  should  be  secured  within  one  year.  The 
committee  appointed  under  resolution  *' whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  take  immediate  action  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  $10,000  for  the  fund,"  reported  to  the 
subsequent  Convention  that  they  could  not  personally 
solicit  the  money,  (the  only  way  in  their  judgment  $10, 
000  could  be  raised,  if  at  all)  have  not  felt  that  the  past 
year  was  an  opportune  time  to  accomplish  the  effort. 
The  committee  was  continued,  and  at  the  Convention  of 
1891  the  chairman  reported  that  they  had  had  no  meet- 
ing *'and  were  he  present  he  would  move  the  committee 
be  discharged."  They  were  discharged.  From  this 
date  the  matter  disappeared  from  the  Convention.  In- 
dividual gifts,  and  the  adjustment  of  a  land  contract 
added  S905.46.  In  1899,  the  Bishop  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  the  matter,  brought  it  to  the  notice  of  the 
Convention,  and  a  committee  was  appointed.  To  the 
subsequent  Convention  they  reported  favoring  increase 
by  insurance  **as  a  co-ordinate  method,"  and  suggesting 
that  the  increase  of  the  fund  be  referred  to  a  committee 
*'to  report  as  to  ways  and  means  to  the  next  Convention." 
The  report  of  this  committee  conveys  the  gratifying  in- 
telligence **  we  have  secured  two  gifts,  one  of  $10,000 
and  one  of  $20,000,  conditional  on  the  whole  amount  be- 
ing raised  by  Jan.  1,  1903.  A  lady  of  St.  Mark's,  Grand 
Rapids,  had  paid  in  $1,000."  They  also  proposed  "that 
this  work  be  intrusted  to  a  committee  of  seven  laymen." 
The  report  had  a  tone  of  business  and  evidently  con- 
templated immediate  effort.  The  action  of  the  last  Con- 
vention must  be  fresh  in  your  memories,  and  need  not  be 
cited.  See  Church  Helper,  February,  1900.  Jour- 
nals of  Convention. 

Without  criticism  of  the  action  of  the  several  com- 
mittees, it  is  plain  that  really  no  effqrt  has  been  put 
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forth  to  increase  the  fund.  Meanwhile  with  the  diffi- 
culty of  investment,  the  decline  in  rate  of  interest,  and 
considerations  which  will  readily  occur  to  you;  the 
necessity  is  becoming*  more  apparent.  The  assessments 
on  the  Parishes  are  increasing  every  year,  becoming* 
burdensome  to  the  Parishes  and  threatening*  the  income 
of  the  Missionary  fund.  Judg-ingf  by  the  experience  of 
other  Dioceses  and  from  a  consideration  of  the  case,  only 
one  method  of  effectual  action  presents  itself,  the  em- 
ployment of  an  ag'ent  on  salary,  or  having*  a  percentag*e 
on  subscriptions  he  may  secure.  To  rely  on  circulars 
addressed  to  Parishes  or  individuals,  or  to  wait  for  any 
committee  to  g*o  out  into  the  Diocese  to  collect  funds,  is 
to  **sit  here  until  we  die."  Mv  brothers  of  the  Laity, 
your  Bishop  in  making*  this  appeal  to  you  has  no  personal 
motive,  he  is  pleading*  with  you  for  your  Diocese,  for  its 
well  beingr  in  the  future;  he  is  urging  you  to  action  in 
this  time  of  comparative  financial  easiness,  to  forestall  a 
period  which  cannot  be  distant  when  the  income  musl 
be  increased. 

THE   GENERAL   CONVENTION 

One  of  the  most  important  functions  of  this  Conven- 
tion is  to  elect  Deputies  to  our  great  Triennial  Council. 
In  the  past  the  Diocese  has  been  but  slightly  represented 
in  the  Lay  element.  I  hope  that  this  year  the  selection 
will  be  made  of  men  who  will  be  likely  to  attend.  Im- 
portant questions  are  to  come  before  the  Convention. 
But  before  all,  as  it  seems  to  me,  are  what  concerns  the 
principles  of  the  Church,  the  very  foundations  on  which 
she  stands,  which  constitute  her  ''Catholic  and  Apos- 
tolic." "The  Bishops  and  other  Clergy,"  and  the  laity 
generally,  are  steadfast  in  her  faith  and  loyal  to  her 
practice;  but  there  are  two  parties,  if  we  must  use  the 
odious  name,  whose  teaching  in  the  pulpit,  in  print  and 
in  practice,  warrant  the  charges  of  disloyalty  and  heresy. 
There  are  ministering  at  her  altars,  even  in  her  promi- 
nent congregations,  under  the  solemn  declaration,  "I  do 
believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment to  be  the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things 
necessary  to  salvation;  and  I  do  solemnly  engage  to  con- 
form to  the  Doctrine,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
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ica;"  those  who  blasphemously  deny  even  with  scorn, 
the  verities  of  the  Creeds  she  puts  on  the  lips  of  her 
children.  And  there  are  others  who,  under  the  same 
sanction,  are  substituting  for  her  holy  worship,  cere- 
monies and  terms,  not  named  in  her  Prayer  Book,  adop- 
ted from  a  Ritual  of  a  Church  which  she  has  placed 
under  the  ban  of  * 'having*  erred  not  only  in  its  living*  and 
manner  of  ceremonies,  but  also  in  matters  of  faith." 
These  Deacons  and  Priests,  ''throug'h  their  private 
judg-ment,  willing-ly  and  purposely,  do  openly  break  the 
traditions  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church."  A  Church 
that  can  tolerate  in  the  preaching"  and  teaching  of  her 
Ministers  **a  Gospel"  which  is  **not  another,"  and  which 
allows  disloyalty  at  her  altars,  can  have  neither  the 
respect  of  men  or  the  blessing  of  God.  Already  this 
toleration  is  bringing  loss  of  numbers  and  influence  upon 
this  Church,  arresting  her  growth.  A  Bishop  speaks 
too  truly:  '*So  far  as  statistics  can  show,  it  is  doubtful 
if  the  Church  is  much  more  than  keeping  pace  with  the 
population.  The  Ministry  is  not  increasing  as  it  should, 
in  numbers  and  powers.  A  great  proportion  of  the  intel- 
ligent men,  the  leaders  of  our  communities,  are  not  com- 
municants. A  large  proportion  have  no  active  interest 
in  the  Church."  In  statistics  presented  to  the  last  Gen- 
eral Convention  the  case  is  made  even  worse.  It  will  be 
the  wisdom  of  the  General  Convention  to  lay  on  the  table 
and  nail  them  there,  the  topics  that  usually  occupy  so 
much  of  the  time  of  the  brief  session,  and  look  these 
facts  in  the  face.  They  are  the  great  interest  of  the 
Church  today.  The  minds  and  hearts  of  our  best  people 
are  troubled  with  them.  They  are  in  sorrow  for  a 
Church  which  has  had  their  life  long  service,  their  fer- 
vent prayers.  Parents  are  holding  back  their  children 
from  confirmati(»n  because  they  cannot  accept  the  teach- 
ing of  their  Pastors.  True,  there  is  much,  very 
much,  to  encourage  in  the  condition  of  the  Church, 
especially  her  increased  missionary  interest,  the  position 
some  of  her  Parishes  are  assuming,  extending  her  in- 
fluence into  the  community,  the  seeking  a  higher  ideal  of 
holy  living  through  quiet  days  and  seasons;  but  the 
Church  '* Jesus  purchased  with  his  blood,"  must  be 
reaching  forth  that  He  may /'present  her  to  himself  a 
glorious  Church,  not  having  spot  or  wrinkle  or  any  such 
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thing;    but  that  she  should  be  holy  and  without  blem- 
ish." 

This  Council,  representative  of  every  Diocese  and 
Parish,  calls  for  our  prayers.  The  rubric  following  **A 
prayer  to  be  used  at  the  meeting's  of  conventions,"  reads, 
"During"  or  before  the  session  the  above  prayer  may  be 
used."  Let  the  liberty  implied  in  "before"  be  used, 
that  the  minds  of  the  people  may  be  concentrated  on  the 
g'reat  interests  involved,  and  the  blessing  may  have  the 
hope  and  promise  of  "continuance  in  prayer."  Let  us 
proceed  to  our  work  under  the  benison  of  the  Whitsun- 
tide Prayer. 

THE  COLLECT. 

O  God^  who  as  at  this  time  didst  teach  the  hearts  of 
Thy  faithful  people,  by  sending  to  them  the  light  of  Thy 
Holy  Spirit,  grant  us  by  the  same  spirit  to  have  a  right 
judgment  in  all  things,  and  evermore  to  rejoice  in  His 
holy  comfort;  through  the  merits  of  Christ  Jesus  our 
Saviour,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  Thee,  in  the 
unity  of  the  same  Spirit,  one  God,  world  without  end.

AKELEY  INSTITUTE. 

REPORT  OF  TEn:  PRINCIPAL. 

Grand  Havbn,  Mioh.,  May  26, 1904. 

June  the  8th  will  mark  the  close  of  the  current  Bchool  year  at  Akeley 
Hall.  That  there  will  be  no  graduating  class  this  year  is  not  a  matter  for 
regret,  as  will  be  realized  when  the  fact  is  known  that  the  1904  class  are 
extending  their  course  to  do  advanced  work  in  most  subjects  and  special 
reviews  in  all,  preparatory  to  college  entrance. 

The  total  registration  for  the  year  is  thirty-five  regular  students,  of 
whom  thirty  have  been  in  residence  aud  five  have  been  day  pupils.  In 
addition  to  these,  three  pupils  have  come  in  for  music  only,  and  eigh^ 
others  have  taken  special  work  in  the  gymnasium. 

Since  the  close  of  the  last  school  year,  five  new  upright  pianos  have 
replaced  the  old  ones,  and  the  generosity  of  Miss  Rebecca  L.  Richmond 
has  made  possible  the  complete  re-equipment  of  the  laboratories.  Con- 
siderable new  apparatus,  of  the  Swedish  system,  has  been  placed  in  the 
gymnasium,  whicn  has  been  provided  with  the  necessary  wiring,  and  two 
large  electric  lights.  Last  September,  the  trustees  laid  new  cement  walks 
within  the  grounds,  and  these  have  added  much  to  the  comfort  and  safety 
of  the  school,  besides  giving  to  the  premises  a  greatly  improved  appearance. 

This  year,  three  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  faculty,  a  res- 
ident teacher  of  music,  a  primary  teacher,  and  the  Rev.  Francis  T.  Russell, 
D.  D.,  of  New  York  city,  whose  readings  from  Shakespeare  have  amplified 
our  English  course.  All  departments  of  the  school  have  been  strength- 
ened, and  a  high  standard  of  work  maintained  in  each. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Beeson,  of  St.  John's  church,  has  generously  given 
his  services  to  the  school  during  the  year,  preparing  pupils  for  baptism 
and  confirmation,  celebrating  the  Holy  Communion  twice  a  month  in  St. 
George's  chapel,  and  conducting  service  there  with  a  short  address  on 
Friday  evenings  during  Lent. 

In  April  the  Bishop  oomfirmed  a  class  of  four  students  and  baptised 
two.  A  fifth  candidate  was  to  have  been  presented  for  confirmation,  but 
was  prevented  by  illness.  Of  the  four  confirmed,  two  were  from  families 
outside  the  church,  as  was  also  the  absent  candidate. 

For  the  coming  year,  the  outlook  for  the  school  is  extremely  promising. 
During  the  months  of  July  and  August,  a  summer  school  will  be  con- 
ducted at  the  Hall  for  the  purpose  of  coaching  or  doing  special  work,  for 
students  of  any  preparatory  school.  If  this  proves  satisfactory,  the 
summer  school  at  Akeley  will  be  made  a  permanent  feature  of  the  insti- 
tution.

Especially  am  I  indebted  to  the  Hon.  Otis  Fuller,  Warden,  for  his  in- 
telligent co-operation  and  many  kindnesses.  The  Bishop's  annual  visits, 
and  ever  ready  counsels,  are  helpful  factors  for  which  we  are  truly  thankful. 

Our  services  consist  of  morninf?  prayer  and  sermon,  Sunday,  10:00  a.  m.; 
Endeavor  Society,  12:30  to  1:30;  Teachers'  meeting,  1:30  to  2:00;  Sunday 
School,  2K)0  to  3:00;  meeting  each  Friday  evening. 

We  have  a  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  early,  Christmas  and 
Easter  mornings. 

Other  days  than  Sunday  we  are  engaged  in  looking  after  the  details  of 
our  office,  such  as  recording  men,  reading  letters  received  and  sent  out  by 
inmates,  inspecting  papers,  packages,  etc. 

I  assist  regularly  in  the  services  at  St.  John's  Church  on  Sunday  even- 
ings, and  at  other  times  when  possible.  Since  the  death  of  Mr.  Morgan, 
have  visited  the  sick  in  the  parish,  presided  at  vestry  meetings,  held  a 
service  each  Wednesday  evening,  Holy  Communion  first  Sunday  in  the 
month,  and  given  special  services  during  Lent.

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APPENDIX  D. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 

OP  THE  OPENING   OP  THE  CONVENTION    AND  THE   ORD^B   OF   BUSINESS. 

Section  1.  Each  seesion  of  the  ConvontioD  shall  be  opened  with 
prayer;  the  tnorniDg  session  with  the  Daily  Morning^  Prayer.  On  the  first 
day  the  Order  of  Business  shall  be  as  follows:  Provided,  that  when  the 
first  session  of  the  Convention  is  an  evening  session,  this  order  may  be 
proceeded  with  as  far  as  judf^ed  convenient,  and  resumed  the  next  morning. 

1st.  The  President  having  taken  the  chair,  the  Convention  shall  be 
called  to  order,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention  (or,  in  his 
absence,  the  Secretary  pro  tempore^  to  be  elected  viva  voce)  shall  call  out 
the  names  of  Clergymen,  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention  and  shall  enter 
into  the  Journal  the  names  of  those  who  are  present. 

2d.  The  names  of  the  Parishes  and  Missions  entitled  to  representation 
shall  be  called,  and  the  Lay  Delegates  from  each  shall  present  their 
certificates  of  election,  which  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  two 
clerg^'men  to  report  thereon. 

3d  On  the  acceptance  of  their  report,  the  Roll  of  the  Lay  delegates 
elected  shall  be  called,  and  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention 
organized. 

4th.  Irregular  and  defective  certificates  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Convention,  which  shall  decide  on  the  admission  of  the  delegates  therein 
named.  ^ 

5th.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  may  appoint  an 
assistant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

6th.  If  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  absent,  a  Treasurer  pro 
tempore  shall  be  elected  viva  voce, 

7th.    The  President  shall  appoint  the  following  Standing  Committees: 

On  Admission  of  Parishes  and  Missions  into  Union  with  the  Con- 
vention—consisting of  two  clergymen  and  one  layman. 

On  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  Fund 
for  Aged  and  Infirm  Clergymen — consisting  of  three  laymen. 

On  the  Report  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michi- 
gan—coLsiBting  of  two  clergymen  and  three  laymen. 

On  the  Report  and  Accounts  of  the  Board  of  Afts-siorw— consisting  of 
two  clergymen  and  three  laymen. 

On  Unfinished  Business— consisting  of  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen. 

On  Christian  Education  and  Akeley  Institute— consisting  of  three 
clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  Canons— consisting  of  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  Church  Zrt7erafure— consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  two  laymen. 

On  State  of  the  Church— consisting  of  three  clergymen  and  two 
laymen. 

8th.  The  reports  of  the  Standing  Committees,  the  Board  of  Missions, 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  and  of  the  fund  for  Aged  and  Infirm 
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Clergymen,  and  of  the  Assoaiation  o'  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan, 
shall  then  be  presented  and  referred  to  the  appropriate  committees. 

9th.    The  Bishop's  address  shall  then  be  in  order. 

10th.  The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  unfinished  business 
shall  then  be  presented. 

11th.  The  Parochial  reports  shall  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  when  he 
sees  fit  to  call  for  them. 

12th.    Miscellaneous  business. 

IStli.  Wednesday  evening  of  the  Convention  shall  be  devoted  to  a 
general  missionary  meeting  for  reading  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
delivering  addresses  and  to  transact  any  other  business  which  may  promote 
missionary  zeal  and  work  fn  the  Diocese. 

Section  2  On  the  second  and  each  subsequent  day  the  Order  of 
Business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1st.  The  roll  of  the  clergy  and  lay  delegates  called. 

2d.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day. 

3d.  Elections. 

4th.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees  in  their  order  in  Rule  7th. 

5th.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

-  6th.  Miscellaneous  business. 

Section  3.  On  the  first  morning  of  the  Convention,  immediately 
before  the  mid-day  recess,  shall  be  made  nominations  for  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  Standing  Committee,  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, Members  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan, 
other  than  the  ex-offlcio  members  of  such  Association,  not  exceeding  ten 
in  number,  and  the  number  to  be  fixed  by  resolution  before  the  nomina- 
tions are  made,  and  in  that  year  in  which  a  General  Convention  is  to  be 
held.  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention  and  Members  of  the  Missionary 
Council. 

Nominations  for  Supplemental  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention 
shall  not  be  made  until  after  the  Deputies  have  been  elected.  When 
nominations  are  made  for  any  office,  the  names  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  presented. 

The  Secretory  shall  cause  all  names  proposed  for  any  office  to  be 
printed  on  separate  tickets,  and  the  voting  shall  be  by  erasing  the  names 
of  those  for  whom  the  members  do  not  wish  to  vote.  Separate  ballots 
shall  be  taken  for  each  office,  and  the  election  shall  be  the  order  of  the  day 
from  4  o'clock  of  that  afternoon. 

Section  4.  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  from  the  sittings  of 
the  Convention,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

2d.  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes  of 
the  session  about  to  close  shall  be  read  and  corrected,  and  signed  by  the 
President,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

3d.  No  resolution  shall  be  entertained  until  it  shall  have  been  reduced 
to  writing;  and  no  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention 
until  it  is  seconded,  and  when  seconded  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  President 

4th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  postpone 
indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and  motions  for  any 
of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  A 
motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  always  in 
order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

6th.    A  question  being  decided,  it  shall  not  be  reconsidered  at  the 
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same  anDual  session  without  the  conseDt  of  two- thirds  of  the  members 
present;  nor  without  a  motion  being  made  by  on^  of  the  majority  on  the 
prior  decision. 

6th.  Every  member  present  when  a  motion  is  put  shall  vote  thereon, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention. 

7th.  On  the  requisition  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall 
be  called  and  entered  on  the  Journal.  (Concerning  the  vote  by  orders, 
see  Constitution,  Article  VIII.) 

8th.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention;  and  when  he  may  deem  it  advisable, 
he  may  appoint,  on  a  committee  to  report  to  the  next  Convention,  a  per- 
son qualified  to  be  a  delegate  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Convention. 

9th.  When  a  member  desires  to  speak,  he  shall  arise  and  address  the 
President  in  an  audible  voice.  If  more  than  one  member  arises,  the 
President  shall  determine  the  preference. 

10th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject^ 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

11th.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  Convention  without  leave 
asked  and  voted.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  WESTERN  MICHIGAN 


ARTICLE  I. 

THE  BOUNDS  OF  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  has  jurisdiction  over 
that  part  of  the  State  of  Michigan  which  embraces  the 
Counties  of  Berrien,  Cass,  St.  Joseph,  Branch,  Van  Buren, 
Kalamazoo,  Calhoun,  Allegan,  Barry,  Eaton,  Ottawa,  Kent, 
Ionia,  Muskegon,  Montcalm,  Oceana,  Newaygo,  Mecosta, 
Isabella,  Mason,  Lake,  Osceola,  Qare,  Manistee,  Wexford, 
Missaukee,  Benzie,  Grand  Traverse,  Kalkaska,  Leelanaw,  An- 
trim, Charlevoix  and  Emmet. 

ARTICLE  II. 

ACCEDING  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONSTITUTION 

TIlis  Diocese,-  being  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  Church,  and  acknowl- 
edges its  authority. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OF  THE  CONVENTION 

The  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan  intrusts  its  legislation  to 
a  Convention  composed  as  follows: 

Sec.  I.  The  Bishop  and  each  Clergyman  canonically  and 
actually  resident  and  having  Pastoral  charge,  or  engaged  in 
work  -consistent  with  his  office,  within  the  Diocese,  for  three 
months-  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Convention;  but  a 
Clergyman  otherwise  comp>etent  shall  not  be  excluded  who, 
by  reason  of  age  or  sickness,  is  imemployed. 

Sec.  2.  Lay  delegates,  who  shall  be  male  communicants 
and  chosen  as  prescribed  by  the  Canons.  Each  incorporated 
Church  in  union  with  the  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  three 
Lay  delegates,  and  each  Mission  Church  in  such  union  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  Lav  delegate. 
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Provided:  That  a  Church  which  shall  be  in  arrears  for  any 
assessment  due  from  it  to  the  treasury  of  the  EHocese,  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  Lay  representation ;  Provided,  however,  the 
Convention  may,  for  good  cause  shown,  by  a  three- fourths 
vote,  remit  or  postpone  the  payment  of  any  assessment. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ADMISSION  OP  CHURCHES  INTO  UNION  WITH  THE  CONVENTION 

Sec.  I.  Churches,  which  may  be  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Convention,  shall  be  Churches  incorporated  under  the 
statute  of  the  State  of  Michigan  as  Protestant  Episcopal 
Churches,  and  shall  be  known  as  incorporated  Churches  or 
Parishes;  and  also  Mission  Churches,  which  shall  be  organ- 
ized as  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  A  Church  complying  with  such  conditions  as  are 
required  by  the  Canons  of  the -Diocese,  may  be  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  V. 

MEETING  OP  CONVENTION 

Sec.  I.  The  Annual  Convention  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  June  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  previous 
Convention  shall  determine;  but,  when  circumstances  shall 
render  it  necessary,  the  Bishop  may  change  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting;  Provided  that  fifteen  days'  notice  of  such 
change  be  given. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  special  Con- 
ventions, giving  not  less  than  thirty  days'  notice  thereof ;  and 
he  shall  do  so  when  requested  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  Standing  Committee. 

When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
have  power  to  call  a  special  Convention,  giving  not  less  than 
forty  days'  notice  thereof.  Such  notices  shall  specify  the 
purpose  for  which  the  convention  is  called,  and  no  other  busi- 
ness shall  be  transacted  at  the  meeting  than  that  stated  in  the 
notice. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OP  THE  CONVENTION 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Convention, 
and,  in  case  of  a  tie,  shall  give  the  casting  vote.  If  the 
Episcopate  be  vacant,  or  the  Bishop  be  absent  or  unable  to 
act,  the  members  shall  elect  hv  ballot  a  President  pro  tempore, 
from  among  the  Qergy,  unless  the  ballot  be  dispensed  with 
bv  an  unanimous  vote. 
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ARTICLE  VIL 

OF   OFFICERS 

The  Convention  shall  elect  annually  by  ballot  a  Standing 
Committee  to  consist  of  four  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen, 
communicants,  and  also  a  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Registrar. 
A  Chancellor  shall  be  nominated  annually  by  the  Bishop  and 
confirmed  by  the  Convention.  And  there  shall  also  be  elected 
annually  such  other  Boards,  Committees,  Trustees  and  other 
officers  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Canon,  resolutions  or 
other. action  of  the  Convention.  The  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Registrar  and 
Chancellor,  and  all  other  Boards,  Committees  and  Officers 
shall  be  such  as  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  and  they  shall  be 
entitled,  ex-officio,  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  without  the 
right  to  vote. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

TRANSACT^ION  OF  BUSINESS 

Sec.  I.  A  majority  of  the  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  en- 
titlcfd  to  seats,  and  the  Lay  delegates  present,  duly  assembled 
in  Convention  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  except  that  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  time. 

Sec.  2.  The  Qerical  and  Lay  Members  shall  deliberate  in 
one  body,  and  a  majority  of  the  aggregate  votes  shall  decide, 
except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Articles  III,  VI,  IX  and 
X.  On  a  call  of  any  five  members  entitled  to  vote,  the  two 
orders  shall  vote  separately,  and  a  concurrence  of  a  majority 
of  each  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  A   BISHOP 

Sec.  I.  When  a  Bishop  or  Bishop  Coadjutor  is  to  be 
elected,  the  election  shall  be  at  the  regular  annual  Conven- 
tion, or  at  a  special  Convention  duly  called  for  that  purpose, 
and  suQh  election  shall  require  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  each 
Order  voting  separately. 

Sec.  2.  When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected,  a  motion  to  go  in- 
to the  Committee  of.  the  Whole  shall  be  a  privileged  motion 
after  the  first  ballot,  and  shall  be  carried  by  one-third  of  the 
votes  of  each  order. 

ARTICLE  X. 

OF  ALTERING  THE  CONSTITUTION 

The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows: 
Propositions  for  alterations  shall  be  submitted  in  writing,  and 
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considered  in  an  Annual  Convention,  and  if  approved  by  a 
majority  of  each  Order,  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  Annual  Con- 
vention ;  and,  if  then  approved  by  a  majority  of  each  order, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Bishop,  the  Constitution  shall 
stand  altered  as  proposed.

CAXON  I. 

MEMBERS  OF  CONVENTION 

Sec.  I.  On  the  first  day  of  each  Convention,  regular  or 
special,  the  Eccelsiastical  Authority  shall  present  to  the  Con- 
vention a  List  of  the  Clergy  canonically  resident  in  the 
Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Churches, 
offices  and  residences,  with  the  dates  of  their  becoming  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  shall  record  this  list  of  names  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  From  this  record  shall  be  made  up  by  the  Secre- 
tary the  list  of  the  Clergymen  entitled,  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution, to  seats  in  the  Convention ;  which  list  may  at  any 
time  be  revised  and  corrected  by  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  The  Lay  members  of  the  Convention  shall  be  male 
communicants  in  good  standing.  Tliey  shall  be  chosen  by  the 
Vestries  of  incorporated  Churches,  and  by  the  Congregations 
of  Mission  Qiurches. 

Delegates  from  Mission  Churches  shall  be  chosen  at  a  meet- 
ing of  which  notice  shall  have  been  given  during  Divine  Ser- 
vice on  the  two  Sundays  next  previous  thereto.  And  at  such 
meeting,  the  Rector,  ^linister  or  Warden  shall  preside,  and 
the  qualifications  for  voting  shall  be  the  same  as  those  re- 
quired by  law  for  voting  at  the  election  of  Vestrymen. 

Sec.  5.  The  appointment  of  a  Lay  Delegate  shall  be  certi- 
fied in  writing  by  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  the  Church  of 
Avhich  he  is  a  representative,  or  by  one  of  the  Wardens,  and 
also  bv  the  Clerk  of  the  Vestry,  or  of  the  meeting  of  the 
Congregation  at  which  he  was  elected.  Every  such  certificate 
will  show  upon  its  face,  that  the  appointment  of  the  Lay 
Delegate  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and 
Canons. 

Sec.  6.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall 
be  given  by  the  Secretary  in  a  written  or  printed  letter,  trans- 
mitted by  mail  at  the  expense  of  the  Convention,  to  every 
Clergyman  in  the  Diocese  and  to  the  Wardens  in  every  vacant 
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Church,  at  least  one  month  before  the  time  of  meeting.  This 
letter  shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
the  Convention,  extracts  from  the  Constitution  relating  to  the 
appointment  of  Lay  Delegates,  and  a  form  of  certificate  of 
their  election. 

Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  a  spe- 
cial Convention  is  called  for  any  particular  purpose,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  in  the  notice  thereof,  to  specify 
such  purpose. 

CANON  II. 

THE  ADMISSION  OP  CHURCHES  IWTO  UNION   WITH  THE  OONVENTION 

Sec.  I.  Every  incorporated  Church  in  this  Diocese  which 
has,  or  hereafter  shall  have,  by  its  Charter  or  Articles  of  Asso- 
ciation, expressly  acceded  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  doc- 
trine, discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States,  and  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese, 
may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention,  by  submit- 
ting to  the  Convention  of  the  same  at  the  annual  meeting: 

First — Evidence  of  the  organization  under  said  Articles,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Convention. 

Second — The  Articles  of  Agreement  by  which  it  has  be- 
come incorporated,  duly  acknowledged  with  a  certificate  of 
the  recording  thereof,  or  a  copy  certified  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  and  by  the  Qerk  of  the  County  as  of  record. 

Third — A  certificate  from  the  Bishop,  or  in  case  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  Episcopate,  from  a  majority  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  that  notice  was  given  to  him  or  them,  at  least  one 
month  before  the  Convention,  and  of  his  or  their  approval  of 
the  incorporation  of  such  Church. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Mission  Church  organized  as  provided  for  by 
Canon  i8  of  this  Diocese,  maj'  be  admitted  into  union  with 
the  Convention,  by  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  annual  Con- 
vention a  copy  of  its  application  to  the  Bishop  for  organiza- 
tion, and  his  consent  thereto,  and  by  giving  the  required  noti- 
fication, as  provided  for  in  sub-section  3  of  section  one,  of 
this  Canon. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever,  hereafter,  any  Church  in  uwion  with 
the  Convention,  from  a  failure  to  sustain  the  services  of  the 
Church,  or  any  other  cause  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Bishop,  be  virtually  extinct,  he  shall  report  that  fact  to  tl\e. 
Convention,  with  such  recommendation  for  its  final  action  as 
he  may  deem  best. 

Such  Church,  however,  may  be  re-admitted  upon  applica- 
tion to  the  Convention,  accompanied  by  a  report  of  its  condi- 
tion, and  on  such  terms  as  shall  appear  just :  such  re-admis- 
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sion  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  rising  of  the  Conven- 
tion consenting  to  such  admission. 

CANON  III. 

©FPICERS  OF   THE  CONVENTION 

Sec.  I.  In  addttion  to  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution 
and  General  Canons,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary to  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention ;  to 
attest  the  public  acts  of  the  body,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  all 
original  documents  into  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  or  Registrar 
of  the  Diocese,  and  all  books  and  records  relating  to  the  Con- 
vention, to  his  own  successor  in  office.  He  shall  keep  a  list 
of  the  Churches  applying  for  admission  into  union  with  the 
Convention.  .  He  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Annual  Convention,  furnish  to  the  Treasurer  a 
certified  statement  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the  Convention. 
He  shall  examine  and  certify  to  the  Treasurer,  the  bills  for 
printing  and  other  expenses  of  the  Journal,  and  of  SLtiy  other 
official  work  which  mav  be  committed  to  him  as  the  execu- 
tive officer.  ♦ 

An  Assistant  Secretary  may  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

He  shall  also  transmit  copies  of  the  Journal  of  the  Conven- 
tion to  the  Qergym-en  and  Churches  in  the  Diocese,  one  of 
which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Church  to 
preserve  with  the  Church  records. 

Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary, the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secre- 
tary, it  there  be  one,  but,  if  there  be  no  Assistant  Secretary, 
then  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive, 
safely  keep  and  disburse,  all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his 
hands  by  authority  of  the  Canons,  resolutions* or  other  ac- 
tion of  the  Convention,  together  with  such  other  duties  inci- 
dental to  the  foregoing  as  may  be  in  like  manner  prescribed. 
He  shall  keep  books  of  account,  which  shall  show  in  detail  all 
moneys  received,  paid  out  and  held  by  him  (a  separate  ac- 
count being  kept  for  each  fund  placed  in  his  hands)  ;  shall 
obtain  good  and'  sufficient  receipts,  or  other  vouchers,  for  all 
disbursements  made  by  him,  and  shall  lay  before  the  Conven- 
tion annually,  a  detailed  report  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  each  fund  with  all  vouchers  and  other  necessary  pa- 
pers. Such  books  of  account  and  papers  shall  be  regarded 
as  the  property  of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  submitted  by  him  for 
examination  whenever  required  by  the  Convention,  and  shall 
be  faithfullv  delivered  by  him  into  the  hands  of  his  successor 
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At  or  before  the  openingf  of  the  Convention,  the  Treasurer 
shall  submit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  a  list  of  the 
Churches  delinquent  in  the  paying  of  their  assessments. 

He  shall  give  bcMids  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  to  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  .Michi- 
gan, in  such  amount  and  with  such  sureties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  Association. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  to  collect  and 
preserve  as  the  property  of  the  Diocese,  all  documents  and 
papers  pertaining  to  the  Diocese,  and  not  in  the  custody  of 
any  other  officer,  and  also  the  Journals  and  public  documents 
of  other  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, and  other  pamphlets  and  publications  connected  with 
the  Church  at  large. 

Sec.  4.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  the  legal 
advisor  of  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  Any  expense  incurred  by  the  Secretary,  Treasurer 
and  Registrar  in  discharging  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  shall  be  paid  from  the  General  Fund. 

CANON  IV. 

THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

Sec.  I.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
which  shall  be  on  the  day  of  their  election,  they  shall  choose 
one  of  their  Clerical  members  to  be  President,  and  another  of 
their  members  to  be  Secretary.  At  all  meetings  a  majority 
of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  to  keep 
a  faithful  record  of  all  their  proceedings  in  a  book  provided 
for  that  purpose,  and  report  such  proceedings  to  the  Conven- 
tion at  its  annual  meeting;  to  preserve  the  original  of  all  pa- 
pers and  letters  addtessed  to  the  Committee;  to  attest  their 
acts,  and  to  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books  and  papers 
which,  in  virtue  of  his  office,  may  have  been  committed  to 
him.  The  minutes  of  the  Committee,  and  all  papers  in  their 
hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examina- 
tion of  the  Bishop,  and  of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  have  authority  to 
fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  dtiring  the  recess  of  the  Con- 
vention in  their  own  body,  or  in  any  Committee  appointed  to 
sit  in  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  and  also  in  such  other  of- 
fices as  are  held  by  election. 

Sec.  3.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  Committee  in  attend- 
ing its  regularly  convened  meetings  shall  be  paid  by  thft 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  from  the  General  Ftmd. 
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CANON    V. 
CHURCH  REGISTERS  AND  REPORTS 

Sec.  I.  In  every  Church  the  Wardens  shall  provide  a 
proper  book  in  which  the  Rector  or  Minister,  or,  if  the  Church 
be  vacant,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall  record  the  name  and  date 
of  the  birth  of  every  child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the 
parents  and  sponsors,  the  name  of  every  adult  baptized,  and 
the  name  or  names  of  the  witness  or  witnesses;  thft  name 
of  every  person  confirmed;  of  persons  married,  and  of  wit- 
nesses to  marriag-es ;  tog'ether  with  a  list  of  all  communicants 
in  the  Church,  with  the  date  of  every  event  recorded,'  all  of 
which  shal^  be  under  the  sigfnature  of  the  person  recordings, 
but  the  Warden  shall  not  drop  from  the  list  the  name  of  any 
resident  communicant. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  annually  be  presented  to  the  Bishop, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  Convention,  by  the  Rector, 
Minister,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  an  accurate  statement  of 
the  number  of  communicants,  together  with  such  other  par- 
ticulars as  may  throw  ligrht  on  the  condition  of  the  Church,  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  Canon  XX,  Title  I  of  the  Digest,  and 
the  form  of  reports  issued  by  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  3.  A  Church  having  ceased  its  existence,  its  Register 
shall  be  sent  forthwith  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  VI. 

THE  VESTRY 

Sec.  I.  In  every  incorporated  Church  of  this  Diocese, 
there  shall  be  an  annual  election  on  Easter  Monduv  or  Tues- 
day, of  a  Vestry,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
ten  numbers,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected.  The  Vestrvmen  shall,  bv  ballot,  choose  two  of 
their  members  to  be  Wardens,  who  shall  be  communicants. 
The  Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  to  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  be  elected,  or  they  be  removed 
by  the  Vestry.  Tlie  Secretary  shall  note  and  record  in  a 
book,  provided  for  that  purpose,  the  minutes  of  their  pro- 
ceedings: attest  the  public  acts  of  the  Vestry;  preserve  all 
records  and  papers  belonging  to  the  Qiurch.  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  shall  be  legally  assigned  him.  and  faithfully 
deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  docu- 
ments belonging  to  the  Church  that  may  be  in  his  possession. 
The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys  of  the 
Church,  on  order  of  the  \'estry. 

Sec.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry  at  the  first  organization  of 
a  Church,  the  persons  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  must  be 
of  full  age  and  have  signed  the  Articles  of  Association,  or  a 
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declaration  in  writing,  to  be  kept  in  a  book  of  minutes,  where- 
by they  shall  signify  their  intention  of  attaching  themselves 
to  said  Church,  and;  accepting  the  terms  of  such  Articles.  At 
all  subsequent  meetings  the  right  to  vote  shall  be  confined  to 
such  persons,  of  full  age,  as  have  for  one  year  previous,  or 
since  the  organization  of  said  Church,  in  case  one  year  has 
not  intervened,  been  stated  worshipers  in  such  Church,  and 
cither  owned  or  rented  a  seat  therein,  or  have  been  regular 
contributors  to  its  support  in  such  manner  as  may  have  been 
adopted  for  that  purpose;  but  only  males  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  Vestrymen,  or  as  delegates  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
vention. The  names  of  all  persons  so  voting  shall  be  entered 
on  the  record  of  the  meeting,  which  record  shall  be  signed  by 
the  presiding  officer  and  the  judges  of  the  election. 

Sec.  3.  No  p>erson  shall  be  elected  Vestryman  who  is  not 
£  qualified  voter  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  Vestryman  shall  be  gttilty  of  any  scandal- 
ous or  immoral  conduct,  or  shall  be  notoriously  immoral  in 
his  general  character,  the  Vestry  shall  have  the  power,  on 
being  satisfied  of  his  guilt,  to  expel  him,  provided  always  that 
two-thirds  concur  in  such  expulsion,  and  that  the  person  ex- 
pelled shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge 
of  the  property  of  the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal 
concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  Minister,  and  provide  for  his 
maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the  celebra- 
tion of  Divine  worship,  and  in  general  to  act  as  helpers  to  the 
Minister,  in  whatever  is  appropriate  for  Laymen,  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  Gospel ;  it  being  understood  always  that 
the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church  are  under  the  exclusive 
direction  of  the  Minister,  in  sobordination  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  and  the  laws  of  the  Diocese. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Wardens,  especially,  to  provide 
the  elements  for  the  Lord's  supper,  to  collect  the  alms  at  the 
administration  of  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in 
case  the  church  is  destitute  of  a  Minister,  to  provide  for  the 
celebration  of  public  worship  and  the  instruction  of  the  con- 
gregation bv  occasional  Clerical  services,  or  by  Lay-reading, 
as  circumstances  permit. 

CANON  VII. 

VACANT  CHURCH  AND  CLERI'^AL  SETTLEMEMT  AND  REMOVAT. 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  an  incorporated  Church  becomes  va- 
cant, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  no- 
tice thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  Prior  to  the  election  of  a  Minister  of  ^my  incor- 
porated  Church  the  Vestrv  shall   inform  the   Bish(^p  of  the 
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name  and  residence  of  the  person  they  propose  to  elect ;  and  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Vestry  to  take  action  on  any  name 
until  the  receipt  of  the  Bishop's  acknowledgment  of  such  no- 
tification, and  of  his  accompanying  suggestion,  if  there  be 
any:  Provided,  he  be  at  the  time  within  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  his  reply  be  not  deferred  longer  than 
thirty  days  after  the  receipt  of  said  notification.  If.  after  the 
expiration  of  six  months,  the  Vestry  of  such  Church,  which 
has  become  vacant,  shall  fail  to  call' or  settle  a  Minister,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  appoint  one,  and  he  shall 
notify  the  Vestry  of  such  appointment,  and  upon  their  con- 
currence, the  Minister  so  appointed  shall  become  Rector  of 
the  Church. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  Clergymen  in  the  Dio- 
cese, or  others,  who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the 
duty,  to  supply  such  vacant  Churches  at  such  time  as  may 
be  deemed  convenient  and  proper.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  vacant  Churches  thus  supplied,  to  defray  all  the  expenses 
incidental  to  such  occasional  services. 

CANON  VIII. 

DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION 

Sec.  I.  At  the  annual  Convention  next  preceding  any 
stated  General  Convention^  there  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
four  Clergymen  from  the  Presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  and  four  Laymen  who  shall  be  communicants  of 
some  Church  in  the  Diocese,  to  act  as  Deputies  to  the  General 
Convention,  which  Deputies  shall  continue  in  office  for  the 
,  term  of  three  years.  In  like  manner  there  shall  be  elected 
four  Qefgymen  and  four  Laymen  as  Alternate  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies- 
elect  to  notify  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee  at 
least  three  weeks  before  the  General  Convention,  whether 
they  will  attend  or  not  to  the  duties  of  their  office ;  and  it  shall 
be  the  dtity  of  the  said  President  in  case  any  Deputies-elect 
decline  to  serve  as  such,  to  notify  the  Alternates  consecu- 
tively, of  the  vacancies  as  they  occur,  and  see  that  they  are 
filled  by  some  Alternate  Deputy. 

Sed.  2.  If  any  Deputies,  as  above,  shall  fail  to  attend  the 
General  Convention,  the  Bishop,  with  the  concurrence  of  such 
Deputies  as  may  be  present,  may  appoint,  to  fill  such  vacan- 
cies, such  persons  as  are  entitled  or  eligible  to  seats  in  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  IX. 

THE   ASSOCIATION  OF  THE  DIOt  ESE  OF   WESTERN   MICHIGAN 

Sec.  I.     The  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Mich- 
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igan,  a  body  corporate,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Michigan,  and  auxiliary  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
of  Western  Michigan,  is  hereby  made  the  agent  and  custodian 
of  the  EHocese  for  the  investment  and  management — 

(a)  Of  all  permanent  funds  of  said  Diocese,  which  may 
be  intrusted  to  it,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Convention ;  and 

(b)  Of  all  property  which  may  be  conveyed  to  and  held 
by  it  in  trust  for  particular  Churches,  or  places  where  there 
are  no  regular  Church  organizations. 

Sec.  2.  All  conveyances  shall  be  made  to,  and  title  to  all 
property  belonging  to  said  Diocese,  shall  vest  in  this  Asso- 
ciation, to  be  held  in  trust  for  such  purposes  as  its  Articles 
provide,  or  as*  the  Convention  may,  by  Canons  or  resolutions, 
direct. 

Sec.  3.  All  mortgages,  bonds,  notes,  securities,  insurance 
policies,  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  belonging  to  the  Dio- 
cese, shall  be  taken,  held,  conveyed  and  enforced  in  the  name 
of  said  Association. 

Sec.  4.  A  statement  exhibiting  the  condition  of  all  funds, 
securities  and  property  in  the  hands  of  the  Association  shall 
be  made  by  the  Association  to  each  annual  Convention. 

CANON  X. 

THE   EPISCOPAL  FUND 

Sec.  I.  The  care  and  management  of  the  fund  for  the 
support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  now  provided,  together 
with  that  which  may  hereafter  be  contributed,  and  any  ac- 
cumulation upon  the  investment  thereof,  shall  be  intrusted  to 
the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan. 

Sec.  2.  The  income  of  the  fund,  equal  to  the  designated 
amount  of  the  Bishop's  salary,  shall  be  paid  by  said  Associa- 
tion to  the  Bishop,  quarterly,  and  in  case  said  income  shall 
be  insufficient  for  this  purpose,  the  deficiency  shall  be  paid 
from  the  general  fund  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  principal  of  said  Episcopal  Fund  shall  be 
loaned  by  the  said  Association  upon  security  of  real  estate 
appraised  at  double  the  amount  loaned  thereon,  or  invested 
in  bonds  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  or  other  safe 
investments,  at  its  discretion,  and  it  shall  have  power  from 
time  to  time  to  change  such  investments. 

PANON  XI. 

THE  GENERAL  FUND 

Sec.  I.  To  provide  a  General  Fund,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,  with  the  Lay 
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members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  make  an  estimate,  as 
soon  as  may  be  conveniently  done,  after  each  annual  session 
of  the  Convention,  of  the  amount  of  money  that  will  be  needed 
during"  the  ensuing  year  to  meet  all  obligations  of  the  Diocese, 
payable  from  said  fund. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  assess  the 
amount  thus  estimated  on  the  Churches  in  union  with  the 
Convention,  at  the  rate  of  a  uniform  percentum,  such  assess- 
ment to  be  based  upon  the  current  expenses  of  the  Church, 
exclusive  of  any  sum  given  to  the  Church,  or  its  Minister, 
by  any  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  3.  The  current  expenses  of  the  Church  upon  which 
the  assessment  shall  be  made,  shall  include  salary  paid  to 
the  Rector,  the  sums  paid  for  the  care  of  the  Church  buildings, 
for  fuel,  lights,  rent  of  building  or  apartment  used  by  the 
Church  in  its  work,  and  for  music,  insurance  and  necessary 
repairs. 

Sec.  4.  Such  assessment  shall  be  made  on  the  last  report 
from  each  Qiurch ;  Provided,  that  when,  by  reason  of  a  va- 
cancy in  any  Church,  the  current  expenses,  as  given  in  the 
last  report,  is  an  exceptionally  small  sum,  the  Treasurer  shall 
increase  the  basis  of  assessment  of  such  Church  to  an  amount 
equal  to  the  average  of  previous  years. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  notify  each  Church  of  its 
assessment,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  of  each 
incorporated  Church. and  officers  of  each  Mission  Church,  to 
see  that  the  amount  thus  due  the  Diocese  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  Treasurer  in  quarterly  installments  on  the  first  days 
of  August,  November,  February  and  May. 

CANON  XII. 

AID  FOR  AGED  AND  INFIRM  CLERGTME>7,  AND  WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS 

OF  THK  CLERGY 

Sec.  I.  A  Fund  shall  be  established,  to  be  known  as  ''The 
Christmas  Fund,'*  to  aid  aged  and  infirm  Clergymen,  and  wid- 
ows and  orphans  of  the  Qergy  of  this  Diocese.  It  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  every  Church,  to  make  an  annual  offering 
to  this  fund,  on  Christmas  day,  or  on  the  Sunday  preceding 
or  succeeding  Christmas  day. 

The  amount  contributed  by  each  Church  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  also  be 
the  Treasurer  of  this  Fund ;  and  if  more  money  be  raised  than 
the  present  necessity  requires,  such  surplus  shall  be  safely 
invested  by  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Mich- 
igan, the  income  of  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Diocese  upon  his  order. 

Sec.   2.      All  the  appropriations  from  this   Fund   shall  be 
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made  by  the  Standdng*  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted 
by  the  Committee;  but  in  no  case  shall  the  total  appropria- 
tion exceed  the  aggregate  of  the  offerings  and  income  for  the 
year  next  preceding. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to 
transmit  to  each  of  the  .Qergy  of  the  Diocese  annually,  within 
the  first  week  of  the  Advent  Season,  a  printed  copy  of  this 
Canon. 

CANON  XIII. 

LAY  RBADERS 

Sec.  I.  No  person  shall  be  considered  as  authorized  to 
officiate  statedly  as  a  Lay  Reader  in  this  Diocese,  without  a 
.written  license  from  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  and  Lay 
Readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provision  of  Title  I, 
Canon  9,  and  Title  I,  Canon  3,  Section  4,  Digest  of  the  Canons 
of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  XIV. 

OP  THE  TRIAL  OlT  A  OLEtlGYMAN  NOT  BEING  A  BISHOP 

When  any  Minister  of  this  Diocese,  not  being  a  Bishop 
thereof,  shall  become  liable  to  '^presentment  and  trial''  under 
the  provisions  of  any  Canon  of  the  General  or  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, the  mode  of  proceeding  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  as 
follows,  viz. : 

Sec.  I.  The  trial  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing, 
addressed  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  specifying  the  of- 
fences of  which  the  accused  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with 
reasonable  certainty  as  to  time;  place  and  circumstances. 

Such  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  major  part  in  num- 
ber of  the  members  of  the  Vestry  of  any  Church  of  which 
the  accused  is  a  Minister,  or  by  any  three  Presbyters  of  this 
Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  or  as  hereinafter 
mentioned.  Whenever,  from  public  rumor,  or  otherwise,  the 
Bishop  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any  Qergyman  is 
under  the  imputation  of  having  been  guilty  of  any  offence  or 
misconduct,  for  which  he  is  liable  to  be  tried,  and  that  the 
interest  of  the  Church  requires  an  examination,  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  appoint  five  persons,  of  whom  three  at  least  shall  be 
Presbyters,  to  examine  the  case,  a  majority  of  whom  may 
make  ^u<:h  examination,  and  if  there  is  in  their  opinion,  suffi- 
cient ground  for  presentment,  they  shall  present  the  Clergy- 
man accordingly. 

Sec.  2.  A  presentment  being  made  in  any  one  of  the 
modes  above  described,  the  Bishop,  if  the  facts  charged  shall 
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not  appear  to  him  to  be  such  as  constitute  an  offence,  may 
dismiss  it;  or  if  it  alleges  facts,  some  of  which  do  and  som« 
of  which  do  not  constitute  an  offence,  he  may  allow  it  in  part 
and  dismiss  the  residue,  or  he  may  permit  it  to  be  amended. 
When  it  shall  be  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  Bishop  shall 
cause  a  copy  of  it  to  be  served  on  the  accused.  The  Standing 
Committee  shall  nominate  nine  Presbyters  of  this  Diocese, 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  not  being  parties  to 
the  presentment,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served 
on  the  accused;  who  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  ser- 
vice* select  five  of  them,  and  notify  their  names  in  writing 
to  the  Bishop.  And  if  he  shall  not  give  such  notification  to 
the  Bishop  within  the  said  thirty  days,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee 'Shall  select  five;  and  the  Presbvters  so  selected  shall 
form  a  Board  for  the  trial  of  the  accused,  and  shall  meet  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  Bishop  shall  direct  and  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  and  from  place  to  place, 
(but  always  within  this  Diocese)  as  they  shall  think  neces- 
sary. 

Sec.  3.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  their 
first  meeting  shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such 
meeting,  on  the  accused,  and  also  on  one  of  the  persons 
making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  4.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  first  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Presbyters,  the  whole  number  of  five  shall 
not  attend,  then  those  who  do  attend  may  adjourn  from  time 
to  time,  and  if,  after  one  adjournment  or  more,  it  shall  appear 
to  them  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within 
a  reasonable  time,  then  those  whp  do  attend,  not  being  less 
than  three,  shall  constitute  a  Board  and  proceed  to  trial,  and 
a  majority  of  them  shall  decide  all  questions. 

Sec.  5.  If  a  Qergyman  presented  shall  confess  the  truth 
of  the  facts  alleged  in  the  presentment,  and  shall  not  demur 
thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  proceed  to  pass 
sentence ;  and  if  he  shall  not  confess  them  before  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Board  for  his  trial,  as  before  mentioned,  he  shall 
be  considered  as  denying  them. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  Qergyman  presented,  after  having  had  due 
notice,  shall  not  appear  before  the  Board  of  Presbyters  ap- 
pointed for  his  trial,  the  Board  may  nevertheless  proceed  as 
if  he  were  present,  unless,  for  good  cause,  they  see  fit  to  ad- 
journ until  another  day. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Board  proceeds  to  the  trial,  they  shall 
hear  such  evidence  as  shall  be  produced,  which  evidence  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respec- 
tively ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths, 
may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  administer 
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an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify 
the  truth,  the  whole  truth  and  nothing*  but  the  truth  concern- 
ing the  facts  charged  in  the  presentment.  If,  on  or  during  the 
trial,  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges  as 
stated  in  the  presentment,  the  Board  may  dispense  with  hear- 
ing further  evidence,  and  may  proceed  at  once  to  state  their 
opinion  to  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sentence  that  ought  to  be 
pronounced. 

Sec.  8.  Upon  the  application  of  either  party  to  the  Bishop, 
and  it  beings  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  to  him  that  any 
material  witness  cannot  be  produced  upon  the  trial,  the  Bishop 
may  appoint  some  Clergyman  or  Layman  to  act  as  Commis- 
sioner and  take  the  evidence  of  such  witness.  And  the  party 
applying,  as  above,  shall  give  to  the  other  party  at  least  five 
days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  testimony ; 
and  if  the  person  or  persons  on  whom  the  notice  shall  be 
served  reside  more  than  forty  miles  from  the  place  of  the  ex- 
amination, ar>  additional  day's  notice,  exclusive  of  Sunday, 
shall  be  given  for  every  additional  twenty  miles  of  the  said 
distance.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  wit- 
ness, and  the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writ- 
ing and  signed  by  the  witness,  and  shall  be  certified  by  the 
Commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal  and  transmitted 
to  the  Board,  and  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness 
examined  before  such  Commissioner  mav  be  sworn  or  affirmed 
in  manner  aforesaid. 

Sec.  Q.  The  Board,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall 
declare  in  a  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
their  decision  on  the  charges  contained  in  the  presentment, 
distinctlv  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused  guilty  or 
not  guilty  of  such  charges,  respectively;  and  also  stating  the 
sentence,  which,  in  their  opinion,  shall  be  pronounced ;  and  a 
copy  of  such  decision  shall  be  without  delay  delivered  to  the 
accused,  and  the  original  decision,  together  with  the  evidence 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop,  who  shall  pronounce  such 
sentence  as  may  appear  to  him  to  be  proper,  provided  the 
same  does  not  exceed  in  severity  the  sentence  reccommended 
by  the  Board,  and  such  sentence  shall  be  final.  Before  pro- 
nouncing any  sentence,  the  Bishop  shall  summon  the  accused 
and  any  three  or  more  of  the  Clergymen  to  meet  him,  at 
such  time  as  may  in  his  opinion  be  most  convenient,  in  some 
Church  to  be  designated  by  him,  which  shall  for  that  purpose 
be  open  at  the  time  to  all  persons  who  may  choose  to  attend, 
and  the  sentence  shall  then  and  there  be  publicly  pronounced 
bv  the  Bishop. 

The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  elect  one  Oergyman 
and  one  Lavman,  learned  in  the  law,  to  serve  for  three  years 
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and  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  and  who,  with  the 
Bishop,  shall  constitute  a  Court  of  Appeal.  When  any  Qer- 
gyman  shall  have  been  found  guilty  by  any  Court,  acting  un- 
der the  Canon,  he  may,  within  thirty  days  of  the  finding  of 
said  Court,  lodge  with  the  Bishop  a  notice  of  appeal. 

The  Bishop  shall  thereupon  summon  the  Court  of  Appeal  to 
nueet  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  seem  to  him  most  con- 
venient, provided  that  such  meeting  be  not  delayed  for  more 
than  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  said  notice  of  appeal.  The 
Court  of  Appeal  being  duly  assembled  in  accordance  with 
such  summons,  they  shall  proceed  to  consider  the  record  of 
the  Court  which  tried  the  appellant,  and  such  written  and  oral 
arguments  as  they  may  see  fit.  If  satisfied  that  justice  de- 
mands it,  they  shall  grant  a  new  trial,  provided  that  in  a  case 
involving  questions  of  doctrine  or  ritual,  no  finding  shall  be 
afHrmed,  unless  the  Bishop  be  one  of  those  voting  to  affirm 
said  finding. 

If  a  new  trial  be  granted,  the  Court  of  Appeal  shall  so  cer- 
tify to  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  thereupon  appoint 
a  new  Board  of  Presbyters,  including  none  of  those  who  sat 
upon  the  former  trial,  before  which  Board  the  proceedings 
shall  be  conducted  as  before  provided. 

Sec.  lo.  All  notices,  and  papers  contemplated  in  this 
Canon  may  be  served  by  a  summoner  or  summon ers,  to  be 
appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Bishop,  and  -whose  certifi- 
cate of  such  service  shall  be  evidence  thereof.  In  case  of 
service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  shall  be  proved  by  the 
affidavit  of  such  person.  A  written  notice  or  paper  delivered 
to  the  party,  or  left  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper. 

Sec.  II.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  any  Diocese 
shall,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Canons  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, or  otherwise,  make  known  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority of  this  Diocese,  charges  against  a  Presbyter,  or  Dea- 
con thereof,  such  communication  shall  be  a  sufficient  presenta- 
tion of  him  for  trial ;  and  the  trial  shall  take  place  as  herein- 
before provided.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  some  competent 
person  as  prosecutor,  who  shall  be .  considered  as  the  party 
making  the  presentment. 

Sec.  12.  The  defendant  may  have  the  privilege  of  appear- 
ing by  Counsel ;  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  which  privilege, 
and  not  otherwise,  those  who  shall  present  shall  also  have  the 
like  privilege. 

CANON  XV. 

OF  CONVOCATIONS  OF  THE  CLERGY  AND  LAITY 

Sec.   I.     The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more 
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Convocations  by  the  Bishop,  and  the  Clergy  within  these 
Convocations,  shall  meet  on  such  day  and  in  such  places  as 
the  Convocations  may  from  time  to  time  appoint.  Each 
Church  within  the  Convocation  shall  be  entitled  to  one  or 
more  Lay  Delegates. 

Sec.  2.  The  objects  of  the  Convocations  shall  be  to  pro- 
mote a  better  acquaintance  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  devise 
measures  for  mutual  co-operation,  to  discuss  and  compare 
practical  modes  of  Church  work,  and  by  united  prayer  to  in- 
voke the  guidance  and  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Convocations  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  the  members  of  the  Convocation.  The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  when  present,  shall  preside. 

Sec.  4.  The  government  of  the  Convocation  shall  be  by 
regulations  of  its  own,  adopted  from  time  to  time  by  a 
majority  of  those  attending.  At  each  meeting  a  committee 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  who  shall  recommend 
preachers  and  subjects  for  discussion  at  the  next  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Convocations  shall  make  annual  reports  of 
their  transactions,  through  their  Secretaries,  to  the  Bishop,  to 
be  presented  to  the  Convention. 

CANON  XVL 

THE  DIOCESAN  CONFER BNCE  « 

Sec.  I.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  two  Diocesan  Confer- 
ences in  each  year  at  such  time  and  place  as  his  judgment 
may  direct.     He  shall  also  appoint  the  Speakers  and  Writers. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  a  Conference  shall  be  a  Treasurer 
and  Secretary  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop;  and  the  Secre- 
tary shall  report  to  the  annual  Convention. 

CANON  X\TI. 

THE  MISSIONS  OP  THE  DIOCESE 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese,  acknowledging  her  respon- 
sibility, in  common  with  the  whole  Church,  for  the  fulfillment 
of  the  charge  of  our  Lord  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture, and  especially  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  through- 
out this  Diocese,  declares  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Convention, 
as  her  representative  body,  to  care  for  the  Missionary  work, 
and  that  every  baptized  member  of  the  Church  is  bound,  ac- 
cording to  his  ability  to  assist  in  carrying  it  on.  To  this 
end,  it  is  hereby  enacted  as  follows: 

Sec.  I.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention,  five 
Qergymen  and  five  Laymen  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who, 
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with  the  Bishop,  shall  compose  a  Board  ta  be  called  the  Board 
of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan;  provided 
that  no  Qergyman  shall  be  eligible  who  receives  a  missionary 
stipend. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  meet  at  such  time  as 
the  Bishop  shall  appoint,  or  as  the  Board  shall  determine.  The 
Bishop  shall  be  ex-officio  Chairman  of  the  Board;  but  in  his 
absence  the  Board  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  pre- 
side. They  shall  elect  from  their  own  number  a  Secretary 
and  Treasurer;  adopt  their  own  By-Laws;  and,  in  connection 
with  the  Bishop,  shall  have  the  general  charge  and  direction 
of  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese ;  but  all  Missionaries 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  They  shall  have  power  and 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  raise  funds  for  the  current  year,  and 
to  secure  pledges  from  the  Parishes  and  Missions  and  others 
for  the  succeeding  year,  and  to  fix  and  pay  such  stipends  and 
other  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on  the  Mission- 
ary work  of  the  Diocese.  After  the  second  year  they  shall 
reduce  annually  the  stipend  appointed  to  each  Missionary 
unless  sufficient  reason  be  given  for  the  continuance  of  the 
full  amount.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  raise,  to  re- 
ceive and  to  expend  money  in  the  purchase  of  Bibles,  Prayer 
Books,  Tracts  and  such  other  books  as  may  be  required  to 
carry  on  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  in  an  effective 
manner;  and  also  to  apply  the  General  Funds  of  the  Board 
for  the  purchase  of  land  and  the  erection  of  Churches  and 
Chapels:  provided  the  support  of  the  Missionaries  has  been 
met  for  the  current  year.  They  shall  also  have  the  power  to 
raise  and  expend  money  to  assist  Postulants  or  Candidates  for 
Holy  Orders  studying  under  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of 
this  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  of  every 
Church  in  the  Diocese  to  take  an  oflFering  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions once  a  month  or  by  stated  pledges  from  the  members  of 
the  Church,  and  the  proceeds  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Missions  quarterly.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  see  that  the  provisions  of 
this  section  are  carried  out.  The  annual  pledges  from  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  shall  run  from  June  first  of  each  year. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Missions  shall  from  time  to  time 
publish  statements  of  their  work  and  make  a  full  report  to 
each  Annual  Convention,  which  report  shall  contain  the 
names  of  all  the  Missionary  Stations  and  Msisionaries,  the 
annual  receipts  and  expenditures,  the  names  of  Churches  con- 
tributing, a  list  of  non-contributing  Churches,  if  any.  together 
with  a  list  of  the  pledges  secured  from  various  Parishes  and 
Missions  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  any  other  matter  calcu- 
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lated  to  promote  the  Missionary  interest  of  the  Diocese,  which 
report  shall  be  entered  in  full  upon  the  Journal. 

Sec.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  sub-conwnittee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  consisting  of  two  Qergymen  and  three 
Laymen,  to  be  called  **The  Committee  on  Church  Building," 
whose  d'uty  it  shall  be  to  raise  a  special  fund  to  aid  in  the 
erection  of  new  churches  in  destitute  places,  and  to  apply 
the  same  as  they  deem  expedient,  acting  in  conjunction  with 
the  Bishop. 

CANON   XVIII. 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  MISSION  CHURCHES 

Sec.  I.  A  Mission  Church  may  be  organized  in  any  town, 
village  or  neighborhood,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop ;  pro- 
vided, that  no  such  Mission  Church  shall  be  organized  in  any 
town,  village  or  neighborhood  in  which  there  is  an  incorporat- 
ed Church  or  Churches  in  union  with  the  Convention,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  such  incorporated 
Church  or  Churches. 

Sec.  2.  Any  residents  of  any  town,  village  or  neighbor- 
hood, ma}'  make  application  to  the  Bishop  to  organize  a  Mis- 
sion Church  in  and  for  such  town,  village  or  neighborhood, 
which  application  shall  be  in  the  following,  or  similar  form, 
viz: 

*'To  the  Right  Reverend 

Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan. 

We,  the  undersigned,  residents  of  the 

of County  of Diocese  of 

Western  Michigan,  being  desirous  of  obtaining  the  services 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  do  hereby  request  you 
to  provide  them'  for  us.  For  which  benefits  we  do  hereby 
agree  to  put  ourselves  under  your  charge,  promising  con- 
formity to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrines,  Discipline  and 
Worship  of  said  Church,  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,  and  to  the  rules  regfulating 
Mission  Churches  in  this  Diocese.  And  in  accordance  with 
these  rules,  we  are  now  desirous  to  be  organized  as  such  under 

the  name  of Mission   Church. 

Respectfully,  your  obedient  servants." 

This  application  shall  be  signed  bv  all  the  adults  who 
propose  to  be  members  of  the  Mission  Church. 

Provided,  that  in  case  of  a  Mission  Church  organized 
where  there  is  an  existing  incorporated  Church,  not  in  union 
with  this  Convention,  the  said  Mission  Church  mav  be  dis- 
solved  by  the  Bishop  when  he  is  satisfied  that  the  existing 
incorporated  Church  has  been  actually  revived,  has  resumed 
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its  union  with  the  Convention  and  is  willing  and  able  to  sus- 
tain the  services  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  3.  (i)  If  the  proper  consents  to  the  organization  of 
a  Mission  shall  have  been  given,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  the 
following  officers  for  the  first  year,  and  after  that  they  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  annually,  in  Easter  week:  A  Warden, 
who  shall  be  a  male  communicant,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Sec- 
retary. And  all  members  of  such  Church,  twentyone  years 
of  age,  who  are  regular  attendants  at  the  services  and  con- 
tributing to  its  support,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  If  in  any 
year  such  annual  election  should  not  take  place,  the  Bishop 
may  appoint  the  officers  for  that  year. 

(2).  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Warden  to  procure  a  room 
or  house,  to  be  used  as  a  place  of  worship,  and  to  see  that  the 
same  be  kept  clean  and  in  good  order  and  repair,  and  that  it  is 
provided  with  all  things  necessary  for  conducting  the  services 
of  the  Church  decently  and  in  order.  He  shall  also  provide  the 
bread  and  wine  for  the  Holy  Communion;  take  charge  of  the 
Communion  service,  the  linen,  books,  etc.,  belonging  to  the 
Mission  Church,  and  shall  endeavor,  in  the  absence  of  the  Mis- 
sionary at  any  time,  to  keep  up  the  regularity  of  the  services 
and  if  there  be  no  ^lissionary,  shall  make  the  annual  report. 

(3).  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  or  if  there  be  no 
Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  to  keep  a  record  of  events  of  import- 
ance to  the  Church,  and  a  list  of  the  families  and  memb'^rs, 
and  in  case  the  Missionary  be  non-resident,  to  have  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Register  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  etc..  Dut  noi 
to  make  entries  therein,  except  by  the  Missionary's  request, 
or  in  his  absence;  and  to  attend  to  any  correspondence  re- 
quired by  the  Chruch.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Treas- 
urer to  collect  all  moneys  of  the  Church  and  disburse  the  same 
on  the  order  of  the  officers. 

(4).  The  Missionary,  on  consultation  with  the  officers, 
shall  appoint  the  sexton,  organist,  and  choir  leader.  But  if 
there  be  no  Missionary,  the  right  of  such  appointment  shall 
rest  with  the  officers  previously  named. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  dissolution  of  a  Mission  Church,  all 
personal  property  belonging  to  the  Church  shall  be  taken  in 
custody  and  held  in  trust  for  the  Diocese  by  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  5.  The  title  of  all  real  estate  given  to  or  purchased 
by  a  Mission  Church  shall  be  conveyed  to  and  vested  in  the 
Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,  to  be  held  in 
trust  until  such  time  as  the  Mission  Church  shall  become  a 
duly  incorporated  Church,  or  longer,  if  the  Congregation  so 
elect.  Donations  of  real  estate  shall  not  be  accepted,  or  pur- 
chase made  thereof,  for  a  Mission  Church,  without  the  written 
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consent  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Committee  on  C3iurch  building. 

Sec.  6.  Every  Missionary  in  charge  of  a  Mission  Church 
shall  have  all  the  Canonical  rights  of  a  Rector  of  an  incorpo- 
rated Church.  ^ 

Sec.  7.  The  failure  of  the  members  of  a  Mission  Church  to 
fulfill  their  stipulations,  may  warrant  the  Bishop  in  withdraw- 
ing the  Missionary  and  dissolving  the  organization. 

Sec,  8.  A  Mission  Church  may  become  an  incorporated 
Church,  under  the  Statute,  when  it  is  provided  with  a  Church 
building  and  on  giving  written  notice  to  the  Bishop,  and  ob- 
taining the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sec.  9.  A  Mission  Church  shall  not  place  itself  under  the 
charge,  permanent  or  temporary,  of  any  Minister,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  10.  Before  any  Mission  Qiurch  shall  be  built  the 
plans  therefor  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Missions  for 
their  examination  and  approval. 

CANON  XIX. 

TRUSTEES  OP  AKELEY  INSTITUTE 

Sec.  I.  The  annual  Convention  shall  nominate  not  less 
than  five  persons,  two-thirds  of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  as  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustees  of  Akeley  Institute  in  accordance  with  Article  V  of 
the  Articles  of  Association  of  Akeley  Institute. 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall  immediately 
after  the  Convention  transmit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Akeley  Institute,  the  names  and  residences  of 
the  persons  nominated. 

CANON  XX. 

THE  SOLEMN  NOMINATION  AND  CHOOSIMG  OF  A  BISHOP 

Whenever,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  it  may  become  neces- 
sary for  this  Diocese  to  choose  a  Bishop,  and  when,  for  this 
purpose,  the  Convention  shall  be  in  session,  the  order  and 
mode  of  proceeding  shall  be  the  following: 

Sec.  I.  There  shall  be  read  this  Canon,  the  Testimonials 
that  must  be  signed  in  behalf  of  a  Bishop-elect,  and  the  Vows 
required  of  him  in  the  ordinal,  to  the  end  that  none  other  than 
a  godly  and  well  learned  man  may  be  selected.  After  which 
the  Convention  shall  be  invited  to  silent  prayer  for  a  brief 
space. 

Sec.  2.  The  nomination  shall  then  be  in  order,  and  shall 
be  by  ballot,  each  order  voting  separately.  Viva  voce  nomi- 
nation shall  be  in  order,  only  when  the  Convention  shall  be 
sitting  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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Each  member  of  the  Convention  may  place  two  names,  and 
no  more,  upon  his  ballot,  which  names  shall  be  reported  as 
respectively  the  first  and  second  choice  of  the  voter.  The  list 
of  the  Qerical  and  Lay  members  of  the  Convention  shall  be 
called  separately,  each  voter  reverently  advancing  to  deposit 
his  ballot  with  the  tellers. 

Sec.  3.  The  tellers  shall  report  the  name  of  each  nominee, 
with  the  number  of  votes  ffiven  to  each,  as  first  choice  and  as 
second  choice,  of  each  order,  and  shall  also  report  the  num- 
ber of  blank  ballots,  if  any,  and  when  they  are  ready  to  report 
the  Convention  shall  rise  to  receive  the  same;  after  which,  all 
standing,  the  President  of  the  Convention  shall  read  verses  24 
and  25  of  Acts  I ;  then,  all  kneeling,  shall  be  said  the  Collect 
for  St.  Matthias'  day  and  the  Veni  Creator  in  its  longer  form 
read  responsively,  to  be  followed  by  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

Sec.  4.  The  Convention  may  then,  at  its  pleasure,  go  into 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  or  a  formal  ballot  or  ballots  may 
then  be  ordered,  which  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  former,  except  that  only  one  name  shall  be  upon  each 
ballot.  The  tellers  shall  report  the  result  of  each  of  such  bal- 
lots, and  when  it  shall  be  found  that  any  nominee  has  a  con- 
stitutional majority  of  votes  on  any  formal  ballot,  such  nomi- 
nee shall  be  declared  elected,  and  appropriate  prayers  and 
praise  shall  be  offered. 

Sec.  5.  The  Convention  may,  after  the  first  or  after  any 
formal  ballot,  vote  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
While  in  the  Committee  of  the  Whole,  nominations  may  be 
discussed  and  other  nominations  made  viva  voce  at  its  pleas- 
ure ;  and  no  words  of  comment  upon  any  nomination  that  may 
be  made,  nor  praise  nor  censure  of  any  clergyman,  shall  be 
permitted,  except  in  such  Committee  of  the  Whole,  sitting 
with  closed  doors. 

Sec.  6.  When  all  nominations  shall  have  been  sufficiently 
discussed,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  solemnly  re- 
mind' all  present  that  their  proceedings  and  sayings  have  been 
confidential,  and  must  be  so  considered  and  regarded  by  all 
upon  their  sacred  honor. 

Sec.  7.  When  the  Committee  has  risen  and  the  President 
of  the  Convention  has  taken  his  seat  and  re-opened  the  ses- 
sion, the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  report  its  action  to 
the  Convention,  and  balloting  shall  be  resumed  with  all  so- 
lemnitv  as  before,  until,  by  Code's  Holy  Spirit,  who  maketh 
men  to  be  of  one  mind  in  a  house,  a  Bishop  be  duly  chosen 
and  declared  elected  by  a  constitutional  majority. 

Sec.  8.  This  Canon  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  act  of  sol- 
emn homage  to  God«  by  whose  authority  in  Jesus  Christ  the 
Episcopate  was  established  in  the  Holy  Apostles  and  by  whose 
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Holy  Spirit  it  hath  been  perpetuated;  and  it  is  enacted  with 
intention  to  conform  as  strictly  as  possible  to  the  Apostolic 
exannple,  to  the  end  that  all  things  being  done  decently  and  in 
order,  the  Lord  our  God  may  be  with  us  and  our  children,  as 
He  was  with  our  fathers  in  the  old  time. 

CANON  XXI. 

An  annual  offering  shall  be  made  in  each  parish  and  mis- 
sion on  the  third  Sunday  in  Advent,  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Diocese  which  shall  be  known  as  Candidates  Aid  Fund. 
It  shall  be  used  at  the  discretion  and  on  the  order  of  the  Ec- 
clesiastical authority  for  the  assistance  of  Candidates  for  holy 
orders. 

CANON  XXII. 

ALTERATIONS  OF  THE  CANONS 

Any  propositions  to  alter  the  Canons  of  this  Diocese,  shall 
be  submitted  in  writing  and  considered  only  at  the  annual 
Convention ;  and  after  one  day's  previous  notice  thereof  shall 
have  been  given.  Before  being  considered  it  shall  be  reported 
on  by  a  Committee  of  not  less  than  two  Clergymen  and  two 
Laymen,  and,  if  then  approved  by  a  majority,  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  Bishop,  the  Canons  shall  stand  altered  as  pro- 
posed. 
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AN  ACT 

An  act  to  revise  the  laws  providing  for  the  incorporation  of 
Protestant  Episcopal  churches. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  six  or  more  persons, 
professing  attachment  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  to 
execute  and  acknowledge,  before  any  person  autKorized  to 
take  acknowledgements  of  deeds,  one  or  more  duplicate 
articles  of  agreement,  in  writing,  whereby  they  shall  agree  to 
organize  a  church  according  to  the  usages  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  by  the  name  and  style  set  forth  in  such 
articles;  and  upon  the  execution  and  acknowledgement  and 
filing  thereof,  as  herein  provided,  such  church  shall  become  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  set  forth  in  said 
articles,  in  accordance  with  the  constitution,  canons,  doctrine, 
discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec.  2.     Said  articles  shall  contain : 
First,  The  name  of  the  proposed  church. 

Second,  The  township  or  city  and  county  in  which  it  is 
located. 

Third,  The  number  of  vestrymen,  not  less  than  six  nor  more 
than  twelve,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  temporal  affairs  of 
such  church,  and  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting,  which  shall 
be  in  Easter  week;  and  no  church  shall  be  incorporated,  in 
any  township  or  city,  bearing  the  same  name  as  any  other 
Protestant  Episcopal  church  theretofore  organized  therein. 

Sec.  3.  Such  articles  of  agreement,  when  duly  signed  and 
acknowledged,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  such  church  is  located ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
such  church  to  acquire  the  title  to  any  property  until  such 
articles  are  so  recorded. 

Sec.  4.  Any  three  or  more  persons  who  have  signed  any 
such  articles  may  call  the  first  meeting  of  such  church,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  see  fit,  by  publishing  a  notice  for 
ten  days  previous  to  the  time  of  such  meeting  in  some  newspa- 
per published  in  the  city  or  township  in  which  such  church  is 
located ;  and  if  no  newspaper  is  published  therein,  then  such 
notice  may  be  given  by  posting  the  same  in  three  of  the  most 
public  places  in  such  city  or  township:  and  at  such  meeting 
the  affidavit  of  such  posting  or  publishing  shall  be  produced 
and  recorded  in  the  minutes:  And  it  is  further  provided,  That, 
at  such  meeting,  in  addition  to  the  signers  of  such  articles,  any 
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other  persons  who  may  be  authorized  by  the  laws  of  the 
church  to  take  part  in  the  incorporation  of  parishes  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote,  who  shall  sign  a  declaration  in  writing  to  be 
kept  ih  the  book  of  minutes,  whereby  he  or  she  shall  signify 
an  intention  of  becoming  attached  to  said  church,  and  accept- 
ing the  terms  of  such  articles;  vestryman  of  the  church  shall 
be  elected  at  said  meeting  or  any  adjournment  thereof. 

Sec.  S.  At  all  subsequent  meetings,  the  right  to  vote  shall 
be  confined  to  such  persons  as  shall  be  authorized  by  the  laws 
of  the  church  to  vote  at  parish  meetings.  The  annual  meet- 
ings shall  take  place  at  such  time  in  Easter  week  as  shall  be 
fixed  in  said  articles.  Public  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  such  meetings,  on  the  Sunday  before 
Easter  and  on  Easter  day,  by  the  rector,  and  in  his  absence, 
bv  either  of  the  wardens,  at  the  regular  service  on  such  days. 
In  case  service  shall  not  be  held,  notice  shall  be  given  either 
by  publishing  or  posting,  as  the  vestry  shall  direct,  written  or 
printed  notices  thereof,  signed  by  the  rector,  or  in  case  there  is 
no  rector,  by  the  secretary  of  the  vestry,  at  least  one  week 
prior  to  such  meeting.  Special  meetings  of  the  parish  may  be 
called,  by  the  vestry  and  a  like  notice  shall  be  given  of  any 
such  special  meeting  as  is  required  for  an  annual  meeting,  and 
the  object  of  such  special  meeting  shall  be  stated.  At  the 
annual  meecing.  an  election  of  vestrymen  shall  be  held  to  serve 
until  the  next  annual  meeting,  but  at  such  annual  meeting  it 
shall  be  lawful,  at  the  option  of  said  meeting,  to  classify  the 
vestrymen  in  three  equal  classes,  as  near  as  may  be,  one  of 
which  classes  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years  and  one  for  three  years,,  and  at  all  subsequent  meetings 
vestr>'men  shall  be  elected  for  three  years,  to  fill  the  places 
made  vacant  by  the  class  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  at 
the  time.  Any  church  desiring  to  discontinue  such  classifi- 
cation may  do  so,  and  thereafter  vestrymen  shall  be  elected 
for  one  year  to  fill  the  places  made  vacant  by  the  class  whose 
term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  time  of  election. 

The  vestrymen  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  serve 
until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen.  The  wardens,  when 
present,  shall  be  the  judges  of  the  election,  and  shall  permit 
no  person  to  vote  unless  qualified  as  aforesaid ;  and  they  shall 
canvass  and  declare  the  result,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast  shall  be  necessary  to  elect.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
wardens,  or  either  of  them,  members  of  the  vestrv  shall  be 
appointed  to  act  as  such  judges  in  the  place  of  the  absent  war- 
den or  wardens.  The  rector,  when  present,  shall  preside  at 
al!  meetings  of  the  parish.  A  full  and  complete  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  all  such  meetings  shall  be  kept  by  the  sec- 
retary of  the  vestry.  \  I  . 
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Sec.  6.  The  vestrymen  shall  annually  choose  by  ballot 
from  their  own  body  two  members,  who  shall  be 'communi- 
cants, to  be  wardens.  They  shall  also  appoint  a  secretary  and 
a  treasurer,  who  may  be  members  of  their  own  body,  and  they 
may  employ  such  other  agents  and  servants  as  may  be  re- 
quired. Meetings  of  the  vestry  may  be  called  by  the  rector  of 
the  church  by  giving  due  notice  thereof  at  any  regular  service 
on  Sunday,  or  they  may  be  called  by  serving  upon  the  rector 
and  upon  all  members  of  the  vestry  a  notice  in  writing,  signed 
by  the  rector,  either  warden  or  any  two  vestrymen.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  vestrymen  elected  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  The  rector,  when  present,  shall 
preside  at  all  vestry  meetings,  but  shall  have  no  vote  except 
in  case  of  a  tie ;  and  in  his  absence  from  the  meeting,  one  of 
the  wardens,  if  present,  shall  preside.  All  vacancies  in  sucli 
vestry  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining  vestrymen  at  any  meet- 
ing, and  the  persons  so  elected  shall  hold  office  for  the  same 
period  as  their  predecessors  would  have  held. 

Sec.  7.  The  vestry  shall  have  the  care  and  management 
of  all  the  temporal  affairs  of  such  church,  and  they  shall  have 
authority,  in  the  corporate  name,  to  lease  or  to  purchase  and 
hold  such  real  estate  as  shall  be  reasonably  necessary  for  a 
church  building,  chapel,  parish  house,  lecture  and  school 
rooms,  and  for  dwellings  for  the  ministers  thereof;  but  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to  hold  or  use  any  real 
estate  for  any  other  purpose  for  a  longer  period  than  ten 
years.  The  said  vestry  shall  also  have  power  to  alienate  or 
incumber  any  of  the  property  of  said  corporation,  but  they 
shall  not  have  power  or  authority  to  alienate  or  encumber 
any  real  estate  purchased  or  held  for  anv  of  the  purposes 
above  enumerated,  without  being  first  authorized  to  do  so  by 
a  vote  of  the  congregation  of  the  parish,  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing or  at  ?.  special  meeting  called  for  such  purpose*  and  no 
other  person  shall  vote  at  such  special  meeting  except  those 
qualified  to  vote  at  the  annual  meeting;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful 
to  encumber  or  alienate  any  such  property  without  the  pre- 
vious consent  of  the  Bishop  acting  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  standing  committee  of  the  diocese  in  which  such 
property  is  situated.  Said  vestrv  shall  have  authoritv  to  erect, 
alter,  repair,  enlarge,  take  down  or  remove  and  rebuild  any 
church  or  other  building  belonging  to  such  corporation,  pro- 
vided such  vestrv  shall  first  have  obtained  from  the  parish 
authority  so  to  do,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  for 
alienating  or  encumbering  the  property  thereof.  No  owner 
of  any  pew  or  slip  in  such  church  shall  be  held  to  be  the 
owner  of  any  interest  in  the  land  whereon  the  same  is  erected. 
...Sfc:  8.     The  vestry  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed- 
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ings,  which,  together  with  a  record  of  the  meetings  of  the 
congregation  of  the  parish,  shall,  at  all  times,  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  any  officer  of  the  parish,  and  of  all  persons 
qualified  to  vote  at  the  annual  meeting  of  such  church.  Such 
records  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein 
stated. 

Sec.  9.  Any  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  whose  corporate 
term  of  existence  has  expired,  or  may  be  about  to  expire,  or 
may  hereafter  expire,  by  limitation,  may  be  reorganized  under 
this  act,  so  as  to  become  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof, 
whenever  the  wardens  and  vestrymen,  de  jure  or  de  facto, 
shall  execute  and  file  articles  of  agreement  as  provided  in 
this  act.  Said  wardens  and  vestrymen  de  jure  or  de  facto, 
are  hereby  authorized  by  their  names  of  office  to  make,  sign 
acknowledge,,  execute  and  file  one  or  more  duplicate  articles 
of  agreement,  as  provided  in  sections  one,  two  and  three  of 
this  act,  which  articles  shall,  in  addition  to  the  requisites  in 
said  last  mentioned  sections  named,  set  forth  that  they  are 
executed  for  the  purpose  of  re-organizing  said  corporation  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  such  articles  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  when  so  executetd  and  filed,  although  the 
number  of  signers  shall  be  less  than  six,  if  they  shall  constitute 
the  majority  of  such  wardens  and  vestrymen,  de  jure  de  facto. 
I'pon  the  execution  and  filing  of  said  articles  such  corporation- 
shall,  without  further  action,  be  deemed  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses reorganized,  and  the  corporate  identity  of  such  corpor- 
ation shall  continue  unchanged. 

Sec.  10.  Any  church  incor|x>ratcd  under  this  act  may,  at 
any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting,  called  for  that 
purpose,  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  those  present,  qualified 
tc  vote,  and  voting  on  the  question,  amend  its  articles  of 
agreement  in  any  manner  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  of  the  constitution  and  canons  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  of 
the  diocese  in  which  said  church  shall  be  located,  and.  such 
amendments  shall  become  operative  on  filing  a  copy  of  the 
same,  certified  by  the  presiding  officer  and  secretary  of  such 
meeting,  with  the  Secretary  of  State  and  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  such  church  is  located ;  and  all  such  amend- 
ments heretofore  made  by  any  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  valid  and  binding. 

Sec.  Ti.  The  following  entitled  acts  are  hereby  repealed, 
viz. :  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  organization  of  Protestant 
Episcopal  Churches,"  approved  February  seventeenth,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  fifty-seven ;  "An  act  to  amend  sections  four, 
five,  six  and  seven  of  an  act  entitled  'An  act  to  provide  for 
the  organization  of  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches,'  approved 
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February  seventeenth,  eighteen  hundred  fifty-seven,  being 
sections  three  thousand  and  eighty-three,  three  thou- 
sand and  eighty-four,  three  thousand  and  eighty-five 
and  three  thousand  and  eighty-six  of  the  compiled  laws  of 
eighteen-hundred  seventy-one,  and  to  add  a  new  section  there- 
to, to  stand  as  section  eight  of  said  act,'*  approved  May  twen- 
ty-seventh, eighteen  hundred  seventy-nine ;  **An'  act  to  enable 
certain  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches  to  reorganize  under 
the  statute,  approved  February  seventeenth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred fifty-seven,  entitled  *An  act  to  provide  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches,' "  approved  March 
fourteenth,  eighteen  hundred  sixty-five;  also  all  other  acts 
amendatory  of  the  above  entitled  acts,  or  inconsistent  with 
this  act;  but  the  organization  of  all  corporations  under  the 
provisions  of  either  of  said  acts  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
be  organizations  under  this  act,  and  all  rights,  obligations  and 
liabilities  contracted  or  incurred  by  any  such  corporations 
thereunder,  or  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  now  in  force, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  continue 
of  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  such  acts  of  law  had 
not  been  repealed ;  all  such  corporations,  from  and  after  the 
taking  effect  of  this  act.  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions 
hereof  as  fully  as  though  such  organization  had  been  perfected 
hereunder. 

Sec.  12.  Any  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  heretofore  or- 
ganized under  any  other  general  law  than  those  mentioned  in 
the  last  preceding  section  may  reorganize  so  as  to  become 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  wardens  and  vestry- 
men, de  jure  or  de  facto,  of  such  church,  or  a  m.ajority  of 
them,  are  hereby  authorized  by  their  names  of  office  to  ex- 
ecute, acknowledge  and  file  one  or  more  articles  of  agreement, 
as  provided  in  sections  one,  two  and  three  of  this  act.  which 
articles  shall,  in  addition  to  the  requisities  in  said  last  men- 
tioned sections  provided,  set  forth  that  they  are  executed  for 
the  purpose  of  reorganizing  such  church  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act ;  and  such  articles  shall  be  deemed  sufficient, 
when  so  executed  and  acknowledged,  although  the  number  of 
signers  shall  be  less  than  six.  if  consisting  of  a  majority  of 
such  wardens  and  vestr\'men.  Upon  the  execution  and  filing 
of  said  articles,  such  church  shall,  without  further  action,  be 
deemed  to  all  intents  and  purposes  to  be  reorganized  and  a 
corporation  under  this  act,  and  all  rights  of  property  and  of 
contract  shall  remain  unimpaired,  and  the  cor|X>rate  identitv 
of  such  church  shall  continue  unchanged. 

The  wardens  and  vestrymen,  in  office  shall  continue  in  of- 
fice until  the  annual  election  in  Easter  week  next  following 
buch  reorganization,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen  ; 
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and  no  other  meeting  or  notice  shall  be  necessary  to  complete 


such  reorganization. 


ARTICLES  OF  ASSOCIATION 


OP  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OP  WESTERN  MICHIGAN 

A  Corporation  formed  by  the  execution  and  filing  of  these 
Articles  of  Association,  in  pursuance  of  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  incorporation  of  Associations,  Conventions,  Confer- 
ences or  religious  bodies  for  literary,  religious  or  other  benev- 
olent purposes,"  approved  March  27,  1867,  and  the  Acts  amen- 
datory thereto. 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  following  persons,  to-wit : 

George  D.  Gillespie,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan;  Joseph  W.  Bancroft,  Secretary  of  said  Diocese; 
Sidney  Beckwith,  Registrar  of  said  Di6cese;  William  Stowe, 
James  1'.  Conover,  Albert  W.  Snyder,  Samuel  Earp,  Alon-zo 
Piatt,  Noah  P.  Lovendge,  and  Lebeus  C.  Chapin,  Standing 
Committee  of  said  Diocese : 

John  Coleman,  John  W.  Clark,  Henry  B.  Whittemore, 
Albert  C.  Lewis,  James  F.  Conover,  Peter  L.  R.  Pierce, 
William  B.  Williams,  Alpheus  G.  Smith,  David  M.  Bateman, 
Board  of  Missions  of  said  Diocese : 

Theodore  P.  Sheldon,  Treasurer  of  the  Convention ;  Fred- 
crick  A.  Gorham,  Charles  P.  Dibble  and  Henry  Brees,  Trus- 
tees of  the  Episcopal  Fund;  do  hereby  associate  themselves 
together,  and  form  a  Corporation  under  the  name  of  the  "As- 
sociation of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,"  according  to  , 
the  provisions  of  said  statutes. 

ARTICLE  IL 

The  persons,  or  such  of  them  as  may  hereafter  hold  the 
offices  and  places  of  Bishop,  Secretary,  Registrar,  Treasurer 
of  the  Convention,  the  Treasurer  and  Trustees  of  the  Epis- 
copal Fund,  Standing  Committee,  and  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  said  Diocese,  by  whatever  name  they  may  be  designated, 
shall,  ex-officio,  together  with  such  other  person  or  persons 
as  may  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  be  members  of  this  Cor- 
poration, perpetually,  without  any  other  election,  or  appoint- 
ment, or  ceremony,  than  their  election  or  appointment  to  the 
offices  aforesaid,  in  said  Diocese. 
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Each  of  the  aforesaid  persons,  or  their  successors,  shall 
cease  to  be  members  of  this  Corporation,  whenever  they  cease 
to  hold'  the  offices  or  places  aforesaid,  and  any  member  of 
this  Corporation  shall  cease  to  be  such  upon  his  death,  or  re- 
moval from  the  Diocese,  or  his  ceasing  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Protrstant  Episcopal  Church,  or  upon  his  removal  fromi  this 
Corporation  by  the  Convention  of  said  Diocese  and  the  va- 
cancy which  sha'l  occur  by  the  death,  removal,  or  ceasing  to 
be  a  member  of  said  Church,  of  any  person  not  ex-officio  a 
member  of  this  Corporation,  shall  be  filled  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  remaining  members  of  this  Corporation! 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Convention  of  said  Diocese  shall  have  power  to  remove 
any  corporator  who  may  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church,  or  for  any  incapacity  or  misbehavior, 
or  other  cause  that  by  said  Convention  may  be  deeemed  suf- 
ficient. 

ARinCLE  IV. 

The  purposes  of  this  Corporation  and  Association  are: 

1st.  The  management  and  control  of  all  the  property,  real 
arid  personal,  belonging  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan. 

2nd.  The  holding  of  all  such  property  in  its  corporate 
name. 

3d.  The  performance  of  such  duties,  and  the  exercise  of 
such  powers,  relating  to  the  temporalities  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  said  Diocese,  as  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
be  prescribed  by  the  Convention  of  said  Diocese. 

4th.  To  act  as  auxiliary  to  said  Convention  in  regard  to 
all  the  temporaliiies  of  the  Diocese. 

5th.  To  receive  by  purchase,  gift,  grant,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, any  or  all  property,  real  and  personal,  designed  for 
the  use  of  said  Diocese,  and  for  the  promotion  of  its  interests 
and  to  hold  the  same  in  trust  for  the  use  thereof,  and  to  invest, 
sell,  dispose  of  or  re-invest  the  same  as  it  may  be  advised 
subject  only  to  the  control  of  the  Convention  of  said  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishon  cf  said  Diocese  shall  be  the  President  of  this 
CorpK)ration,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  said  Convention  shall 
be  the  Secretary  of  the  Corporation. 

The  following  persons  to-wit: 

George  D.  Gillespie,  Frederick  A.  Gorham,  Charles  P  Dib- 
ble, Heniy  Rrees,  Alpheus  G.  Smith,  James  F.  Conover, 
Sidney   Beckwith,   Henry   B.   Whittemore   and   Theodore    P. 
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Sheldon  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  first  Trustees  of  this 
Corporation;  and  there  shall  be  elected  by  such  Corporation 
annually,  hereafter,  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  By-Laws 
of  such  Corporation,  nine  (9)  Trustees  of  the  Corporation 
who  shall  hold  their  office  until  tlieir  successors  are  elected. 

ARTICLE  VL 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Corporation  for  the  election  of 
officers,  and  the  transaction  of  such  other  business  as  may 
be  necessary,  shall  be  held  at  such  time  and  at  such  place,  as 
the  By-Laws  may  prescribe. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

This  Corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  By-Laws,  pro- 
viding for  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  defining 
its  powers  and  duties;  to  provide  for  the  time  and  place  of 
the  annual  meeting;  for  the  calling  of  special  meetings;  for 
the  manner  of  conveying  property  by  the  Corporation ;  defin- 
ing and  declaring  the  duties  of  the  President,  and  Secretary, 
and  Treasurer;  providing  for  the  appointment  of  such  officers 
other  than  those  herein  named  as  may,  from  time  to  time, 
be  necessary,  and  for  such  other  objects  and  purp>oses  as  the 
Corporation  may  deem  necessary.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 


"The  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan*' 
hereby  adopts  the  following  By-Laws,  for  the  government 
of  said  Association,  viz. :  - 

SECTION  I. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  B"»ard  of  Trustees  which  shall 
be  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association. 

SECTION  II. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

The  President  and  Secretary  shall  have  such  powers  and 
duties  as  usually  devolve  upon  the  same  officers  in  similar 
organizations. 

SECTION  III. 

OF  THE  TREASURER 

The  Treasurer  of  said  Association  shall  give  bonds  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  in  such  sums  as  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,  direct,  w-ith  sufficient  se- 
curities to  be  approved  by  said  Board.  He  shall  receive  all 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  due,  or  belonging  to  the  As- 
sociation, whether  the  same  be  for  the  general  purposes  of 
the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,  or  for  any  particular  fund, 
and  shall  hold  and  safely  keep  the  same  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  and  shall  safely  keep  all  deeds, 
mortgages,  insurance  policies,  and  securities  that  may  come 
into  his  hands,  for  the  purpose  or  use  of  such  Association  ;  and 
shall  make  all  releases,  discharges,  and  acquitments  necessary 
in  regard  thereto.  He  shall  make  a  full  and  complete  report 
of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him  under  the  order 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  aforesaid,  and  of  all  securities,  deeds 
or  other  conveyances  held  by  him  for  such  Association,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Association  to  be  held  on  the  day  preceding 
the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michcian. 

SECTION  IV. 

OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  charge  of  all  the 
temporalities  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,  and  by  its 
Treasurer,  receive  and  invest  all  moneys  paid  into  the  Asso- 
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ciation  for  such  purpose,  and  shall  provide  for  proper  invest- 
ment of  such  funds  and  the  mode  of  securing  the  same.  They 
shall  also  determine  and  authorize  the  sale  and  conveyance 
of  real  estate  belonging  to  such  Association.  Tliey  shall 
make  a  full  and  complete  report  to  the  Association  of  their 
doings,  at  the  meeting  of  such  Association,  on  the  day  pre- 
ceding the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan. 

All  conveyances  of  real  estate  shall  be  made  under  reso- 
lution of  said  Board,  and  be  executed  by  the  President,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  a  majority 
of  them. 

SECTION  V. 

OF  MEETINGS 

The  regular  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Association  shall  be 
held  at  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  Western  Michigan,  on  the  day  preceding  the 
first  day  of  meeting  of  such  Convention,  and,  at  such  meeting, 
the  Association  shall  prepare  for  such  Convention,  a  full  and 
complete  statement  of  all  the  financial  transactions  of  such 
Association  during  the  year,  showing,  fully,  all  moneys  re- 
ceived, invested  and  paid  out,  and  the  purpose  and  object  of 
the  same,  and  present  said  statement  to  said  Convention, 
through  its  proper  officers,  for  its  action,  with  all  vouchers, 
securities  and.  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  held  by  such 
Association  in  trust  fcy^said  Convention.  Such  Meeting  shall 
continue  its  session  until  the  close  of  the  Annual  Convention, 
at  which  time  it  shall  hold  th**  Annual  Election  of  its  Officers. 

SECTION  VI. 

OF  SPECIAL  MEETINGS 

• 

Special  meetings  of  the  Association  may  be  called  at  any 
^time  by  the  President,  and  shall  be  called  at  the  written  re- 
quest of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  any  five  members  of  the 
Association, 

SECTION  VII. 

OF  A  QUORUM 

Seven  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  sufficient  for  a 
quorum  competent  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

SECTION,  yiii. 

OF  ALTERATIONS  AND  AMENDMENTS 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Association,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present, 
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notice  having  been  given  of  the  intended  alteration  or  amend 
ment. 


BY-LAWS. 


OF  THE  BOAKD  OP  TRUSTEES   OF   THE    ASSOCIATION   OF  THE  DIOCESE 

OF  V^ESTERN  MICHIGAN 

I.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ex-officio,  the 
presiding  officer  of  this  Board.  In  his  absence  from  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  a  Chairman  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mem- 
bers present. 

The  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  make  all  conveyances,  and  execute  all  other  legal 
papers,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board. 

II.  The  Secretary  of  this  Board  shall  be  elected  at  each 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board. 

III.  The  President  and  the  Secretary  shall  have  such 
powers  and  duties  as  usually  devolve  upon  the  same  officers 
in  similar  organizations. 

IV.  Tlie  regular  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be 
held  on  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  place,  as  the  regular 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan. 

V.  Special  Meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  and  shall  be  called  at  the  written  request  of  any 
three  members  of  the  Board. 

VI.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

VII.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present ; 
previous  notice  having  been  given  to  all  the  members,  of  the 
proposed  alteration  or  amendment. 
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STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolved,  J  hat  any  Missionary  of  this  Diocese  who  may 
be  precluded  by  pecuniary  inability  from  attending  the  An- 
nual Convention,  fee  requested  to  advise  the  Bishop  of  such 
fact;  and  that  upon  application  of  the  Bishop  in  such  behalf 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  the  latter  shall  extend  the 
necessary  aid  to  enable  such  Missionary  to  meet  his  brethren 
in  Convention.     (Journal  1878,  page  43.) 

Resolved.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigfan  is  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  pay  to  the 
"Treasurer  of  the  Association  of  the  Diocese  of  Western 
Michigan,'*  each  recurring  year,  so  long  as  the  necessity  may 
exist,  such  portion  of  the  money  realized  from  the  assessment 
upon  the  Parishes,  as  shall  be  over  and  above  the  amount  re- 
quired to  pay  the  annual  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  to 
be  used  in  making  good,  so  far  as  it  will  go,  any  deficiency 
that  occurs  in  the  Bishop's  salary  from  the  insufficient  avails 
of  the  Episcopal  Fund.  Provided,  that  in  no  event  shall  the 
sum  paid  from  the  General  Fund  toward  the  Bishop's  salary 
exceed  the  amount  of  the  deficiencv  for  that  vear,  which  dc- 
ficiency,  when  it  becames  apparent,  the  Treasurer  of  the  As- 
sociation shall  officially  certify  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese, and  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association  shall 
be  a  voucher  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention.  (Journal 
1880,  page  30.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  requested 
to  send  notice  of  Assessments  to  the  Wardens  of  Parishes;.
